SUMMARY. 

A« Mr as ooooerns the great Government Departments by which the ad minis * 
trstton of the Btnabay Presidency is directly conducted, the year 1885-86 may be 
safely termed a year of increased efficiency and public usefulness. The profound 
tranquillity' of the British territories remained unbroken save by the extra¬ 
ordinary Talivia riot at Broach. The administration of Justice, both civil 
and erinunal, was materially accelerated. The Salt Department was able not 
only to meet liberally the growing demand of the Presidency but also to 
supply much salt to other Provinces. The Forest Department by freely 
throwing open its reserves materially relieved the wants of cultivators at a 
season when fodder was exceedingly scarce. The operations of the Sanitary 
Department were largely extended and the number of persons gratuitously 
relieved at the State-supported medical institutions increased greatly. Valu¬ 
able progress was made with the extension of the Southern Mar&tha Bmlway 
and the construction of usidul roads. The Postal Department was maintained in * 
its usual state of high efficiency. The spread of Education, State-malntaiued or 
State-fostered, steadily continued. The appointment of Commissions to enquire 
into the working of the Forest and Abkari Departments further marked the 
departmental history of the year. This general increase of efficiency was accom¬ 
panied in the case of most of the earning Departments* (excepting the Opium 
Department) by a gratifying increase in revenue. 

The import trade showed a most remi^kable advance, and although the 
export trade was much diminished by the failure of the cottop /md linseed 
crops, two staples of export, there was a material devclojment fti the export 
of other articles. The great mill industry showed decided signs of returning 
prosperity as the year ended. Although we^thicr traders suffered to some extent 
from the imposition of the Incmne Tax, there con* be but little doubt that for 
the trading commmiity generally the year was favorabR and that their condition 
was more prosperous at its close than at its commencement. 

The harvest was unusually good. In Sind and Gujarat, in the Konkan and 
in the Dekkhan, the crops were fair or at any rate above the average. The price of 
tl),e fiber produce thal is exported—^wheat, cotton, rice, aCd oil-seeds—showed no 
f^ing off, but owing to the extraordinary supply caused by the excellence of 
the harvest th£ price of food-gnuns fell considerably in several districts. The 
deiftand for waste land for cultivation—one of the best tests of the prosperity of 
the agricultural classes—^was brisk and general and especially nmrked in those 
diatit^ that are qjaually accounted the most backward. 

The condition oi the hired*laboarens improved m^rially. Not only was grain 
abnommHy dbeap, but money wa^ jrose almost everywhere. The jfrrat Govern¬ 
ment wm4» in progress caused a pronounced^rise in the wages of labourers 
in Snd; in the l^esidency proper the extensions of the railways, the briskn&s of 
trade, and the demand for lured labour caused in localities by the plentiful 
harvest, had a rimilar thon^ less marked effect.

The personnel of the administration remained unchanged 
year. 

His Excellency the Governor left Poona oh December l-fth, 
arrived at Madras on December 19th. En route he paid a tero , 

BijApur. He left Madras on December 28th and arrived at BomWy on DeOBmtafif 
Slst, having made a short stay at SholApur cm the way. Leaving Bmhbay: oh 
January 8 th, he arrived at Broach on the 9th, rmaining there till the 11th, The 
visit to Broach was made in connection with the Talivia riot that had oceurred a 
short time before. From Broach His Excellency went to Baroda, where he ifaa 
very cordially received and entertained by His Highness the Giikwdd. On 
January 13th he left Baroda and arrived at Ulwar on the following day, having on 
the way paid a short visit to Ahmedabad. Leaving Ulwir on January 15th he 
arrived at Delhi on the following day, where he witnessed the grand march 
past of the troops that bad taken part in the camp of exercise. His Excdlency 
left Delhi on January 20th, and after a four or five days’ stay at Agra returned to 
Bombay, arriving there on January 27th. 



Considerable progress in various directions was made in the States under the 
political supervision or administration of the Bombay Government. IVansit du€« 
and the various petty and burdensome taxes on particular trades or classes that 
have long checked the free development of trade in most of the States 
were to a large extent removed. In the Southern Mardtha Country the 
Kollulpur darbdr agreed to abolish the transit dues known as athalmod and athcd- 
hharit and an early ref'oifm in the same direction was promised by the Chiefs of 
SAngli and the adjacent minor States. In the Kdthidwdr States of Navanagar 
and Junagad the import and expbrt duties known as deshddn were abolished. In 
the Canibay and Janjira States in which in the previous year the customs, salt, 
and excise regulations had been assimilated to those prevailing in British terri¬ 
tory most favorable results ViGte observed, and despite the scanty cotton crop of 
1884-85 trade doubled itself. The mischievous effect of the transit dues upon 
trade was well instanced ny the fact that half the inhabitants of Pethapur, a town 
in the Mahi KAntlia Agency with a once prosperous dyeing industry, emigrated 
en mam in consequence of the high transit dues recently imposed by the Baroda 
ifartdr. From many places in the Rewa Kdntha and Majpi Edntha Agmioies a 
cart laden with produce could not reach the railway without paying transit* dues 
several times over. Strong representations on the subject we^e made in the 
course of the year to the States concerned. Intemd reform in other directions 
was cdrried on,in most of the States witii more or less success. Fsi^ progress . 
was made with the introduction of surveys and settlements, and mt tite whole the 
administration of justice, both civil and criminal, was oon8id«raMy aooderated. 
Sevwal of tlm States have commenced to preserve the State forests 6om denudjt- ’ 
tion. Alth^gh progress was mad^ with sanitation the various

On hia 
return in S^ytmnber, 1885, he resumed ther^;mic^: cm March 20,1686, he died 
Toy suddenly afUw n diort illness at the eai^y age at 29. Courteous, liberal, 
and enlightened, he bad gained the respect and affection all who were 
bron^t intooimtact with him, and his early death has been an almost irre- 
parable loss to the Eolhdpor State. In Edtfaidwdr the Thikor Sitheb of 
Fdlitina, and the Chief of Wadhwdn died. The disputed question ot the suo- 
oession to the Savaxtdr ffdd/ was dedided m the oourse of the year and Abdul 
Tabriz Khdn was installed as Navdb of that State. 


In the following review the more important features of the administration 
of the larger Natives States only are briefly alluded to: full details of the adminis¬ 
tration of the smaller States' whose affairs are not noticed here will be found in 
Chapter I. Part II. For the sake of convenience the order followed is that 
adopted in the body of the report. 

The administration of the State of Outch was carried on by His Highness the Noi 
Rdo, to whom a son and heir was born in the course of the year. The si'ason was 
a good one and excellent harvests were obtained. Trade fell off slightly in 
consequence of the failure of the cotton crop of the preceding year, but the steam 
ginning factories and cotton presses in the State worke(i briskly. The police work 
was heavy but not unusually so, and the crime returns though serious were 
normal. Some 3 lakhs of rupees were expended on Public Works, of wliiih the 
most important were a bridge at M&ndvi an^ harbour improvements at the same 
town. The year was free from epidemics and|publie health was 4cj:^edly good. 
Good work was done at the hospitals and disj^iensaries, and through the mnnifloenoe 
of a well-known citizen, Shekh Ddtubhai Ibrihim, a new hospital was founded 
at Mindvi. His Highness the Edo showed a commendable interest in eduoatioi^ 
giving large donations to the Countess of Dufft^in’s fund os well as to other 
institutions. He also placed Bs. 10,000 in the hands ^ the Bombay Municipality 
to be used for educational or other objects for the benefit of the inhabitants of 
Cutch resident in Bombay. Two new schools were opened—one by the darbdr and 
the other by private liberality. The example of the Outch darhdt in supporting 
j.t8 flubjects in the prosecution of useful studies in foreign countries might well be 
follow^ by other States. The woik done at the Bhdj Sch(x>i of Art was 
very promising. The exhibits forwarded to the Antwmrp Exhibition received 
hl^ly favorable notice and many valuable exhiliits were semt to the London 
ExhiMti^. * 


The PHlanpar Agency comprises 12 States, of which the most important ut , 

FtOanpnr and RMhanpur. The people are of a turbulent and reckless nature, 
most of them esnyiag swords dr Ijeavy loaded atkks which thqr sometimes use 
■gMiwA oiirf* other with deadly effect on sligh| j^vocation. Hence the retiaras 
<d violent crime are exlarmnely heavy. On the other hand the warlike oharaotar ' 
and intre^fl^ ef the people effectually protect tiiem against the attacks „of 
daemts. In the eomnse of the year the cemtingeat oi His Highness the Qailnnid, 
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which formerly performed the police datiee of the AgeiKsy» dlshttoded imd 

replaced by the oewly organized Agency Police force. A new hospital wais 
founded at lUdhanpur by the ITavdb of that State, who also subscribed liberally to 
the fund lor supplying medical md to the women of Indui. The harvest of the 
year was not very good, wheat being perhaps the best crop. Public healtii was 
fair save for an epidemic of small-pox and measles. Four new sohods were 
opened. Upon the whole the year though uneventful was one of average 
prosperity and i>rogress. 

The Mahi Kintha Political Agency comprises 64 States, all of which save 
the State of I'dar are inconsiderable. Many of the States march with the Idarwdr 
and MeywAr country, and the borderwhichincludesmanyBhil villages is probably 
the most disturbed and dangerous tract of country in Western India. In the 
course of the year 4 men of the I'dar police force were treacherously massacred 
by Bhils who subsequently left their villages and fled across the border. Thirty- 
one dacoities and 50 robberies, in which 4 persons were killed and 19 wounded, 
and 16 murders were reported. An outbreak among the prisoners at the I'dar 
jail was effectually suppressed by the I'dar sepoys, who kUled 8 and wounded 14 
of the convicts. The disbandment of the police contingent of His Highness the 
Gdikwdd was continued, and the new Agency police force which is to replace the 
contingent mustered 197 strong at the close of the year. The rainfall was 
scanty and untimely and the harvest poor. None of the States save I'dar incurred 
any expenditure on Public Works. Public health was fair, save for an outbreak 
of cholera. Six new schools were opened and subscriptions to the amount of 
Es. 77,000 received for the Tdlukdari School at I'dar, for which a suitable 
ediflee will be constructed. 

The rich and fertile province of K4thi4wdr comprises 188 States of varying 
size and importance. The Chiefs of many of the States are conspicuous for their 
loyalty and enlightened government. Prominent among the other Chiefs is His 
Highness Sir Takhtsingliji Jaswantsinghji, Chief of Bhdvnagar, upon whom in 
the course of the year Her Imj)erial Majesty was pleased to bestow the dignity of 
Grand Commander of the. Exalted Order of the Star of India. The young Chief 
of Gondal visited England and published a highly interesting and well-written 
account of his travels and the impressions he had formed. 

Wheat ani cotton arc largely grown throughout Kilthidwilr and the Chiefs 
are fully alive to the desirability of developing the country. There are several 
excellent harbours on the coast and a brisk export trade in wheat and cotton is 
usually carried on with Bombay. Owing however to the failure of the cotton 
crop of 1884-85, export trade both by sea and land exhibited a decline. The 
existing railways in KiithiAwilr run from WadhwAn to Bhdvnagar, from Bhdv- 
nagar to Gondal, and from Morvi to Than. Twenty-four miles of the Morvi State 
Hallway were declared open in the course of the year. A considerable extension 
of the railway system was planned and approved of and will shortly be caitied 
into effect. 

The organization of the new E4thiiiw4r Agency police force which has super¬ 
seded the contingent of His Highness the Gdikwid was pushed on wd almolt 
completed. The force when complete will be 816 strong and will include 251 
mounted and 60 camel police. It is hoped that with the help ot this force the 
deplorable lawlessness tliat has long existed will he checked. In the course of 
the year 112 robberies and 99 dacoities were reported. In these affrays (mafiy 
of which were attributed to the Mekrdnis who were in open rebellion agunst 
the Jimdgad darMrand lor whose suppression a special officer was deputed) 19 
persons lost their lives, 18 were carried off as hostages, and 93 were wounded. 
Twenty-two outlaws remained at large at the close of the year. The notorious 
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oodav Hovib’ mrmidered in the course of the year to Captain Sidmon, 

.vho after an arduous pursuit overtook the outlaw m Jodhpur territc^. Sevand 
persons, indnding one of the minor Chiefs in the PiUanpur Agency, were prose* 
ont^ for harbouring the outlaw.. 

The rainfall was somewhat deficient and the crops not very good. Some 
{wogreas was made with the work of the survey and settlement; this department 
works in connection with the ItdjasiMnik Court, which decides the numerous dis* 
-putea that arise between the Chiefs and their landholders. In that as well as in 
the other civU courts in the province the number of arrears was unduly large. 
Public health was fmr: 21 lakhs of rupees were expended on Public Works and 6 
lakhs on Education: 45 new schools were opened. The three princijial scholastic 
institutions—the EAthinwir Training College, the Rdjkumar College, and the 
W4dhwAn TStthddri Grdssia School—were maintained in a state of efiiciency. 
His Highness the ltdjd of KolhApur entered the Kdjkiunar College as a student 
in the course of the year. The progress made in Kitthi^wdr in Public Works 
and Education compares very favorably with the backward condition of the 
province in other important resi)ects. 

The Rewa Edntha Agency comprises the Rdjpipla State and 60 other States 
of less imjwrtance. The rainfall was scanty and the out-turn of the crops poor. 
The Rdjpipla State continuetl to be administered by the B>tjd conjointly with a 
British administrator. Mcasui’es were taken to remove the confusion which was 
found to prevail in almost every branch of the administration and one or two 
useful Public Works were carried out. Much however remained to be done at 
the close of the year. . 

The conduct of the Sir Dessti of Sdvantvildi continued to be hardly satis¬ 
factory and the interest evinced by him in the administration of his State was 
of the slightest. The survey and settlement of the State v'as completed in the 
course of the year and some slight progress was mji^de in other directions. 
Owing to the settlement the financi^ condition of the State improved. 

The lamented deatli of the Regent has been • already noticed. The 
rainfall of the year was plentiful and a ^i^d harvest resulted, while some 
16,000 acres of waste land were brought undeilcultivation. Good^progress was 
made with the settlement of alienated lands and forest demarcation. The internal 
peace of the State was undisturbed, and crime, which has much decreased since 
1881-82, the year in which Al>4 Silheb assumed the office of Regent, was normal. 
The financial condition of the State and its feudatories ^as good : the abolition of 
the athalmod and sthalbharit taxes has been previously rflluded to. Public health 
was fair. Anew dispensary was opened, and the attendance of patients at all the 
dispensaries was large. Satisfactory progress was made with Education and 
several useful Public Works, including the bridge over the Bhagwati river, were 
Qomj^eted. Generafly speaking, the year may be termed one of valuable 

domestic reform and increased efficiency of administration.

. In the less important States of the Southern Mardtha Country—Sangli, 
the Southern Mar4tha and Satdra jdghirs, and Savanur—the pariial or Cbntem- 
plated abolition of transit dues has been already alluded to. The internal 
condition of all these States was tranquil: they are as a rule but little disturbed 
by crime of a serious nature. Several are situated in the arid zone of the 
Dekkhan and are in consequence •particularly liable to famine : it is satisfactory 
to observe that some of the States have large i^rve funds in cash or invested 
in Government Securities from which contingencies of a disastrous nature may 
be met. The appointment of a Forest Committee to deal with the vexed 
ijoestion oi forest administration in the Bhor State was perhaps the most 
• 6M—2 « • 
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prominent event connected with these minor States. A good deal of valoahlo 
and usefnl work was done by the dispensaries, the Im’ge and annually increasing 
attendance at which shows that the gratuitous relief afforded is generdiy appre** 
dated. Good progress was also made with vaccination. The number of schools 
or classes was added to more or less in each of the States. In some of the more 
considerable municipalities commendable energy and activity were shown. 

The administration of the pastoral and desert State of Khdrpur in Sind was 
conducted in the usual patriarchal fashion by the Mir and his sons. An arrange¬ 
ment under which the Mir obtains his supply of salt from the British salt-works 
worked well. Salt manufacture in the Khairpur State has been discontinued, 

Save for a gratifying revival of trade which had in 1884-85 greatly fallen off, 
the history of the Settlement of Aden was uneventful. Political relations with the 
neighbouring Arab tribes remained unchanged and the strength of the garrison 
was unaltered. Satisfactory progress was made with the works connected with 
the fortifications. A cyclone in the month of June, 1885, did great damage to 
the town and .shi]>i)ing. 

The Great Trigonometrical Survey of India was pushed on during the year, 
9,678 square miles in all being topographically surveyed. The trigonometrical 
purvey of Gujarat and Cutch was almost completed and arrangements were made 
for the transfer of the parties to other provinces in the forthcoming year, 

Satisfactory progress was made throughout the Presidency by the various 
survey parties employed: revision measuring and classing work were pushed on 
briskly in the British districts, and original work was done in some of the Native 
States. The settlements of 801 Government villages were effected with 
the net result that tlie Land Revenue of these villages was raised from 
lls. 6,41.592 to Rs. 7,48,320, or in other words was increased in the proportion 
of 16’6 [»er cent. Settlements were also introduced into 47 alienated villages 
or villages in Native States, with the result that the Laud Revenue was raised from 
Rs. 68,575 to Rs. 82,988—an increase of 21 •! per cent. The most important 
settlements introduced were those of the Shevgaon, Igatpuri, and Sampgaon 
tiUukas in the Ahmednagar, Nasik, and Belgaum Districts respectively. In all 
of these talukas communications ^laitl been very greatly improved since the date 
of the original ’settlements and new markets placed within reach of the cultivator. 
Prices to«> haul materially risen, while the increase of agricultural stock under the 
original settlements showed that the form(*r Government demand had at least 
had no impoverishing effech In some of the tdlukas into which settlements 
were introduced (e.f/. the /Ratnagiri and Sangaraeshvar tAlubis) the demand of 
the original settlement was reduced, and in the Dohdd and Halol tdlukas in 
Gujardt the revision settlement merely collected into one fixed Land Revenue 
demand a number of petty and special assessments that had previously been 
levied. * • 

The operations of the Sind Survey Department were confined to measuring 
and the introduction of temporary settlements. These latter were introduced 
into 5 |Alukas. No period was specified for the duration of the settlements: the 
estimated increkse of revenue under them was Rs. 1,10,000 annuaUy.' 

The total number of occupancies into which the culturable land held by rayat^ 
direct from Government was divided was, roughly sphaking, 1 i million. The greater 
number of these occupancies are sub-^vided aipori^ a very large number of inferior 
holders. In 4,269 cases only w§s it necessary to resort to distraint in order tq 
qollect the Land Revenue and in an extremely smaU number of these Muuui 
sale of the defaulter’s property actuaUy resorted to. Many of the distraints 
.were n 3 ade on account of Land Revenue outstanding from the previous yea^, 
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Thesyitem under whbh (fisoount is allowed to cultivators who pay Land Bevenue 
in advance seems better understood in Sind than elsewhere. Some Mahomedan 
miltivators are said to refuse to accept the discount offered, on the ground that 
their religion prevents them from taking interest in my form, 

llie total area of Government land under cultivation was 26,745,910 acres. 
The favorable season, the growing demand for wheat and cotton for export, the 
extension of railways—all these causes produced a remarkable extension of culti¬ 
vation in the Presidency proper. In all 234,269 acres were newly taken up 
in the course of the year. This extension was more marked in the Dekkhan 
Collectorates than elsewhere, and some of those tracts which suffered most severe¬ 
ly in the famine of 1876-77 appear to have recovered their position. As the 
culturable waste land consists of land of a poorer description, all the best lands 
having been naturally taken up long ago, this very brisk demand indicates fairly 
conclusively that cultivation under the existing settlements is remunerative to 
the cultivator even where the soil is j)oor. No trustworthy statistics concerning 
the area of alienated land under cultivation can be obtained: in the Southern 
Division especially the area of cultivated alienated land is very large, almost 
equalling in some tdlukas the area of Government land under cultivation. The 
area of culturable waste land (Government) available for cultivation at the close 
of the year exceeded 3 million acres. In the Khandesh, Ahmeduagar, and Bijipur 
Collectorates this area was es])ecially large. However, in each of these 3 Collec¬ 
torates large areas were brought under cultivation in the cour.se of the year. Of 
the unculturable waste land (unalienateti) 13,529 square miles are Government 
Forests: the remainder is mostly given free or sold for grazing annually. 


t>'ith the exception of the estates of the TdluMdra of Gujardt which are Wards' and other 
under the nmnagement of a special officer, the estates under management were 
of little importance. Some 15 of the Tdlulcddrs' estates wen; freed from debt in 
the course of the year and the affairs of a good many were placed on a much 
sounder biisis. As a class the Tdlaktidrs are singularly improvident and helpless, 
and they frequently apply for the good offices of the Tdlukidri officer in difficulties 
of a pimely domestic nature. 


Tl^ legislation of the year was not of a vyry important clmragter. Three Legislation. 
Acts were passed and five Bills were ijcnding at the close of the year. Among 
the latter was Bill No. VI. of 1885, under which the be.tter revenue adininistnt- 
tion of the estates of the Tdlukddra of Giijardt i.s provideul for and the status of 
the Tdlukddrs with reference to the Briti.sh Governift«!nt clearly fixed. 

The Bill to amend the Bombay Land Revenue Code (Bill No. IV. of 1885) 
has been fully described in former rejiorts. The Bills for the cri»ition of Port 
Trusts at Kardchi and Aden had not been introductni when the year closed. 


The total stren^h of the Police force employed throughout the Presidency PoHce. 
and ?n Sind and Aden was 21,583 officers and men. Recruiting was brisk in the 
Northern Division throughout the year, as a number of men were drafted from the 
Police force into the Kdthidwdr and Main Kdntha Agencies Police forces which 
were being organized. Difficulty in obtaining suitable recruits with the present 
rates of pay and prospects of promotion was noticed by the superior Police officers 
all over the Presidency. Service in the Railway Police forces is particularly un-; 
popular. Of the men composing the Police force almost hall are Mahorat^ns. 

The cost of the different Police forces is entirely defrayed by Government 
save that in Bombay City and Aden the iqunicipalities pay a small ^con*: 
tribtttion yearly. All matters connected with the drill, discipline, and internal 
economy of the force are regulated by the Inspector-General of Police. Good 
progress in drill and musketry practice was made in the year. Education is 
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still very backward, especially in the Sind force, in which out of 4,241 men only 
455 are able to read and write. The other forces are better educated. 
Among the Police forces in the Presidency proper the Bstni^ri force is remark* 
able for its high standard of education, while the Panch Mah^ force wMch in* 
eludes the Bhil Corps contains the smallest number of educated men. The conduct 
of the Police generally was better than in the previous year and on several occa¬ 
sions, notably at the Broach riot, the men behaved extremely well. The Southern 
Mardtha Bailway Police force worked for the first time as an independent body 
during 9 months in the year. 

During the year 64,494 cognizable and 58,505 non-cognizable oases were 
reported to the Police. In connection with these cases 166,176 persons wete 
arrested, of whom 62,792 were convicted. The number of offences reported 
considerably exceeded the number so reported in the previous year, but the 
increase was not very significant as cognizable crime was normal everywhere save 
in the City of Bombay, where 23,604 cognizable cases were reported against 
20,843 in tlie previous year. The increase in non-cognizable crime was generally 
distributed, but perhaps more marked in the Central Division than elsewhere. It 
was partly attributed to the stricter enforcement of the pro^sions of the 
Municipal Act. 

In Sind crime was normal. Tlie most conspicuous event in the Police 
administration of the Northern Division was the cruel murder at Broach of 
Mr. Bruce Prescott, Police Superintendent of the Bombay and Baroda Railway, 
by a mob of Taldvias, a low-caste community dwelling mainly in Baroda 
teiTitory. Several efforts had been made in recent years to induce the 
TulAviiis to settle down and become cultivators, and a great deal of money was 
spent by the Bombay Government for tliis pur^wse. However, their incorrigible 
want of thrift effectually ruined all projects designed to benefit them. In 
the autumn of 1885 h number of them encamped near Broach, where 
they behaved in an eccentric but inoffensive manner, and no danger was 
ap!)rehcnded from them by the local authorities. But on November 22nd, 
1885, about 75 of the Talayias, whtse fancied grievances against the Government 
were stimulAtcd by their priestrs, entered Broach and after fruitlessly search¬ 
ing for the Collector of the district met Mr. Prescott as he was driving 
along the road. They stopped his dog-cart and attacked him with sticks 
and l)illhooks, leaving him ^or dead. Mr. Prescott died of his injuries some 
three hours afterwards. After threatening the Bank of Bombay at Broach the 
Taldvias passed on tlirough the town. Outside the town they were engaged by a 
small iKxly of Police, and a struggle ensued in which three of the Police Constables 
were seriously and one fatally wounded. The Police fired on the Taldvias with ball, 
killing five and wounding five ; after the second volley the Taldvias fled and in the 
immediate pursuit 40 of them were captured, while many others were arrested in 
the subsequent hue and cry, including their leader Lakha Bhagat. The principal 
offenders were committed for trial to the Broach Court of Session^: three of the 
ring-leaders wqre sentenced to death by that Coiurt and fifty-one of the less 
guilty rioters to transportation for life. Seventeen of the latter sentences were 
remitted by the High Court, and the remaining sentences qonfirmed. lAkha 
Bhagat and his two principal accomplices were executed at Broach on the scene 
of the crime. Save for this extraordinary outbreak, crime in the Northern 
Division was not remarkable. ^ The increase of non-cognizable crime in the 
Cenijnl Division has been already noticed. Cognizable crime was normaL In 
the Southern Division there was a large increase in the number of dacoitaea and 
house-breaking cases, the greater part of which were undetected at the close of 
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theyeur. In Bomtey CHty 13 uarders were reported; robberies and attmpts 
at murder also increased. There was also a large increase in the numhto icd 
offences reported under the "Police” and “Public Conveyances” Acts. At 
Adoat mime was slightly heavier than it was in the {urevious year. A number 
half savage Soradlis now visit the town and are at first somewhat difficult to 
ooitroL The Feiim Magistrate dealt with 49 offenders. 

Eighty'three vagrants were admitted to the Bombay Government Workhouse Vognmte. 
during the year, 36 were discharged to employment, 21 remained in the 
Workhouse at the close of the year, 11 deserted, and the remainder were either ^ 

deported or taken charge of by their friends. 

116 human beings were destroyed by wild animals and 1,145 by snakes: Dwtraotioa of 
2iS49 head of cattle were destroyed by wild animals and snakes. These Aniawls. 
figures slightly exceed the average number. The depredations of wolves 
in the district of Ahmednagar and in Sind were unusually serious. Of the 
human beings destroyed by wild animals 24 were killed by mad dogs, 23 by 
jackals, and 22 by tigers and pantlu'rs. On the other hand 122 tigers, 209 
leopards and panthers, and 487 wolves were killed. 283,579 venomous snakes 
were destroyed, six'sevenths of them in the Ratnigiri District and almost all , 

the rest in the Sat4ra district. This nuinl)er was unusually large. The amount 
of the rewards paid by Government was Rs. 12,197. 

The work of the Chemical Analyser to Government was unusually heavy, Chemical 
as a quantity of samples of stores had f.o be examintHl in connection with the 
Suakim expedition. The number of mcdi(M)-legal cases referred to the Chemical 
Analyser for report was 336. In connection with 187 of these coses human 
[toisoning was suspected: in 102 eases traces of poison were discovered. As usual 
arsenic was th(! j)oison generally used. The, number of investigated cases of tiie 
suspected poisoning of cattle was 101, in 54 of which the presence of poison was 
detected. Arsenious oxide is the poison generally used in this class of offence. 

108 samples of potable water were analysed during the ye?kr. Of these 69 samphjs 
were prononnoed laid, among the worst being the sample from the sacred tsmk at 
the holy town of Trimhak. A quantity of samples of stores, &c., were examined 
for various Government departments. AmoiigJ;liesc two brands of so-called Eau 
de Cologne forwarded by the Abkdri Department^were found on analyijis to consist 
of perfumed spirit of high alcoholic strength. * 

The numlier of offences reported to the Magistracy increased by 2,183, and Criminal Jnsfcico. 
the numlwr of offences returned as true l>y 4,056. Th(! numlxT of cases 
actually brought to trial exceeded the number of cases brought in the previous 
year by 5,329, while some 13,000 more persona were inOriminaU^d. The offences 
in which the increase was most observable were those of hurt, mischief, intimi- 
didion, insult, &c., while offences against the Cattle Trespjiss and Cantonment 
Acts also increased materially. There was au appreciable increase in offences 
rglatifig to human lifd: in the nnmlwr of offences of theft, criminal force, and 
assault no great chfference was observable. 

The steaiy decrease in the number of persons sentenced to imprisonment 
was maintained. The use of fine as a punishment is being yearly ^xtendedf The 
reason would appew: to be that the more serious offences W which imprisonment 
is a proper punishment are steadily decreasing on the whole under the undisturbed 
and tranquil conditions of the Presidency and the gradual spread of education. 

On the other himd, offences of ^ 1 *jss serious nature, and particularly offences 
against special wid local laws, increase year l,jy year. Offences against such 
laws are for the most part punished by fine only. No great improvement was 
noticed in the number of cases returned as false, hut on the whole convictions 
were less frequently obtained in those cases in which personal interests or

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animosities prompted prosecutions. The number of persmis punished Britb 
whipping was 703. 

Pricing. The history of the Prisons’ administration of the year presents no very 

remarkable features. The numl>er of jails in the Presidency was further redueed 
by the transfer of the Poona District Jail to the Yerrowda Central Jail and at the 
close of the year stood at 25, viz, 1 Central and 24 District Jmls. Hiere were also 
2 extra-mural gangs, one the old-established Nard Gong which is employed on 
canal works in Sind, and the other the Bijdpur Gang which is employed on works 
connected with the recent transfer of the district head-quarters to that town from 
Kaladgi. Civil jails, subordinate jails, and lock-ups are numerous. There are 3 
Reformatories for juvenile offenders, 1 at Bombay, 1 at Shikirpur, and 1 at Poona. 
14,275 persons suffered incarceration in the course of the year. The steady yearly 
decrease in the number of [)ersons incarcerated that has been observed since 1876 
was fully maintained. The average daily number of prisoners in the jails was 6,611> 
while in 1876 the number was 8,846. The probable reasons for this remarkable 
and gratifying fact have been alluded to in the preceding paragraph. 

The total cost of the maintenance of the prisons establishment was Rs. 5,37,541, 
each individutd prisoner costing the State Rs. 74-1-6 yearly. This is about the 
usual annu;d. cost. 

The agricultural population, as usual, supplied more than 50 per cent, of the 
prisoners admitted. Previously convicted prisoners were admitted to the propor¬ 
tion of 15 per cent, of the total number of admissions, Bombay and Karachi 
showing by far the highest percentages in this respect. 905 prisoners were 
released under the mark system: it is thought that the rules were somewhat over- 
liberally construed. 25 escapes and 10 recaptures took place during the year : 
the Nara extra-mural gang was responsible for the greater part of the escapes. 
231 jrt'isoners died in the year : as in previous years the mortality was by far the 
highest in Sind. Bnsaches of jail rules exhibited a most satisfactory decrease. 
61 convicts only were punished with whipping. The profits derived from the 
manufacture of articles by prisoners and from the work of the extra-mural 
gangs decreased consfdefably : the Nara gang’s efficiency was much impaii’ed by 
an outbreak of cholera. 

Civil Justice. Under the head of Civil Justice there was a considerable increase in the number 

of suits instituted and disposed of. In about sixty percent, of the suits Instituted 
the value of the claim did not exceed Rs. 50. The duration of civil suits as well 
as of criminal cases was substantially reduced. The increased number of suits 
instituted rendered impr^ticable any great progress in the work of disposing 
of ciises in sirrears. Thw number of appellate suits increased, but the number 
disposed of was less than in 1884. 

Dekkhun Agri- The results of litigation under the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Act were 

OTlturists’ Holiof again favorable. The steady increase in the number of suits instituted was fully 
maiutiiinod and the former reluctance on the part of village money-lenders to 
avail themselves of the Act showed distinct signs of disappearing. The amount 
of debt settled by the courts and by the conciliators under the Act was 5 lakhs of 
rupees,. Litigation under the Act was far more freely resorted to in the 4 Coltec- 
torates to which the Act applies than was litigation in the ordinary civil courts 
throughout the Presidency. The number of village munsifa was reduced by 3, 
and that of conciliators under the Act by 10, but while the work of the munsi/a was 
more than doubled (over 6,000 suits being ingtitfited before them), the work of 
the conciliators diminished considerably. Conciliation failed in nearly half at the 
suits *in which application was made to the conciliators in consequence of the 
non-appearance of the defendants whose attendance under the conciliation system 
is not compulsory. The claims before the conciliators that were disposed of were 
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abated in the propOTidcm of 32| per cent. Tbe ooneiliation system had 

been abolished in 6 tidokae in 1884-85 was sharfdy oritioised during the year: 
under the alteraatiTe system which is practised in 12 t&lukas in all, half the court 
fees are remitted if the suit is amicably settled at the first hearing. Under this 
plan good results have been obtained. 

The work of the Court of Small Causes, Bombay, was unusually heavy, and 
the number of suits filed exceeded by 2,264 the number of suits filed in the 
preceding year. The increase of litigation took place mainly in suits of which 
the subject-matter was of small value. The average duration of each contested 
suit was reduced to 1 day only from the date of return of summons. Notwith- 
stmiding this very marked acceleration the arrears outstanding from former years 
Were but slightly diminished and the number of cases in arrears at the year’s 
close was 2,431. 

The number of re^strations effected under the Indian Registration Act III. 
of 1877 showed a furtW increase and was the highest hitherto reached. The 
year was a busy one in the* matter of Hindu marriages and the borrowings 
necessitated by these expen.sive ceremonies naturally caused an increase in the 
number of registrations. On the other hand the recent exemption from registration 
of notices of relinquishment had a contrary effect. With a view to the diminution 
of the expenditure of the registration department the registration circles are 
being enlarged and the system of peripatetic registrars is being extended. The 
income of the department exceeded the expenditure by Hs. 81,504. 23 new joint 
stock companies and 2 new societies were registered, while 9 companies went into 
liquidation and 1 was finally dissolved. I’he number of registered companies 
existing at the close of the year was 188, of which 102 were mills and presses. 

Registrations under the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Relief Act are confined to 
the 4 C’oUectorates of Poona, Ahmednagar, Satara, and Sholapur. The number 
of registrations effected largely exceeded tliat of tliu j>revious year. Regis¬ 
trations of deeds relating to immoveable property increjiscd in all 4 Collec- 
torates: mortgages with possession and leases for a term exceeding one year were 
registered on an unusually large scale. Registrations of deeds relating to move- 
able property also increased considerably, the number of money ])onds registered 
showing a marked advance. It may be inferred from the increased number of 
these transactions that the credit of the agricnlturist classes improved during 
the year and that loans were easily obtainable. The usual deficit in the accounts 
of registration under this heiid was materially reduced, expenditure exceeding 
receipts by Its. 9,915 only. , 

The year 1885-86 was memorable so far as the Bombay Municipality was 
concerned. The great Tansa Water-supply Project was finally adopted and the 
works were actually commenced. Drainage works of high imjwrtance were 
^arrlfed out, the existing water-supply from the Tulsi and Vehar lakes was much 
improved, new roads were constructed, and on the whole the year was one of 
great activity and energy. 

'The main features of the Tanga Water-supply Project are as follows, * A Ham 
wUl be constructed across the Tansa river at a jmint behind the Mahuli hilla, 
53i miles distant from Bombay. The height of the dam will be at first 109 and 
subsequently 133 feet above the bed of the river. The area of the proposed lake 
will be 8 square miles. The catchment area, the yearly rainfall in which exceeds 
100 inches, will be 52 square nules. The avail|d)le daily water-supply thrpugh- 
out the dry season will be 100 million gallons. The water will be brought into 
Bombay by tonnels, conduits, and pipes which will be capable of delivering a 
supply of 33 million gallons daily in the city, This supply, added to the existing 
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supply from the Tulsi tuad Vehir lakes, 11011 be more than ample after making 
every allowance for the growth of the population of a city that increases in isze 
and importance year by year. The capital expenditure wiH be 123 lakhs of 
rupees which will be distributed over a period of 7 years, the time required before 
the works will be completed. The commencement of a project under which an 
abundant supply of pure water will be obtainable by evCTy individual inhabitant 
of an enormous Asiatic city is an event of the highest importance and would alone 
be sufficient to stamp the year as a remarkable one. 

In other and comparatively less important directions considerable progress 
was effected. The revenue reached nearly 44 lakhs of rupees, exceeding the 
expenditure by about 4^ lakhs and the closing balance of the year was 15^ lakhs. 
The registration of properties for taxation under the consolidated rate was com-* 
pleted, the result being a large increase in the valuation. The storm-water 
drainage works sanctioned by the Cor[)oration were practically completed in the 
course of the yt;ar to the great benefit of some of the low-lying portions of the 
city, and places which formerly were knee-deep in yater after even a moderate 
fall of rain now laicome dry very rapidly. The nuisance that has always existed 
on the Byculla Flats in certain months was sensibly diminished. Several 
important sewerage works were completed, including the laying of 5*94 miles of 
pipe sewers in the hitherto undrained district of Agripada. The work of fixing 
house connections was almost completed in the populous district of Kaindtipura. 
Several new roads of a useful character were made. In connection with the 
existing water-supply of the city from the Tulsi and Vehilr lakes various import¬ 
ant im])rov(nn<“nts were carried out. New catch-water channels were constructed 
for l)otii lakes, the Tulsi dams were raised to their full height, filter-beds were 
constructed at Vchtlr, and a 24" main laid from Vehar to Bombay. The roofing of 
the settling tank at Malabar Hill was completed and direct connection provided • 
between the Tulsi main and Malab&r Hill filter-beds. The total amount - 
expended by the Municipality on Public Works of all descriptions was, speaking 

roughly, 2 fi^ hikhs of nqxies. 

• 

The health of the city is treated in detail in Chapter VI. Part II. 14,964 
births and 21.H,50 deaths were registered, and the birth-rate (17‘72 per 1 , 000 ) 
remained cxco/ulingly low. The fowness of the rate was peculiar to the Hindu 
community, and was by some attributed to an alleged practice on the part of mar¬ 
ried women of the Hindu community of returning to their ancestral homes outside 
Bombay shortly before child-birth. As a con.siderable portion of the population of 
Bombay consists of iniinignants from the neighbouring Konkan districts, espe¬ 
cially Ratndgiri, the nunlber of women with homes outside Bombay is large 
and the practict! would sensibly affect the birth returns. Public health was 
generally speaking fair. 598 deaths from cholera were recorded, and 55 only 
from small-pox. 

f « 

The number of District Municipalities was ICO, 2 of minor importance having 
been abolished in the course of the year. The total number of Muyiicipal Com¬ 
missioners was 2,333 : of these 893 were elected. The number of elected C 091 - * 
missioners was comparatively much smaller in Sind than in the Presidency proper, 
the elective system having been introduct^d into only the larger and more 
advanced Municipalities in the former province. The aggregate income of the 
Municipalities was (including previous balances) Jls. 43,10,969, while expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 31,86,147. The incidenceiof municipal taxation varied from 
Rs. 1-13-0 per head of population in Municipal towns in Sind to annas 12-1 in 
the Southern Division, where the Municipalities are generally poor. The reodpts 
from Octroi amounted in all to Rs. 14,75,056. The refund system was wdl worked 
jn 3 ind, where as much as Rs. 3,26,752 were refan<k(i In the Presideney prvqier 
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tibe tit tentfort ol all the Moaicipalities was urgentty called to thia importaat 

aab^i^. 

The tranefrar ot Primary and Secondary Schools within Municipal limits is 
to elsewhere. Several of the smaller Municipalities had some difficulty 
in meeting the expense occasioned. Important reductions of establishment were 
effected in Sind. A few Municipalities had occasion to modify their schedules of 
taxation but no important alterations were made. No works of any magnitude were 
carried out, the newly constituted Municipalities preferring to wait and husband 
their resources before committing themselves to any expensive scheme. In many 
cases the elected Commissioners set about their duties with zeal and industry 
working harmoniously and with intelligence. However, in the Central Divirion 
A-want of vigour was observed. 


The strength of the Bombay Army was augmented in the course of the Military, 
year by 2,060 fighting men. One battery of horse artillery and one field batte^ 
were added to the artillery force, while the field battery at Belgaum was tm us- 
ferred to the Madras Army. An additional Britisli infantry battalion was 
stationed in the Presidency and the establishment brought up to 9 battalions : 
the strength of each battalion was augmented by 100 privates. The Belgaum 
district command, together with the British ti'oopa composing it, was transferred 
to the Madras Army in November, 1885. The formation of a corps of mounted 
rifles in connection with the Bombay Volunteer Rifle Corps was sanctioned. The 
total strength of the army, European and 'Native, was .38,002 fighting men, 

-and the total cost of all branches of the service 2844 lakhs of rupees. This 
exceeded by 351 lakhs the cost in the previous year. 


Gymnastic instruction was carried on systematically wherever possible, and 
there was a very large rise in the voluntary attendance at gymnasiums. Musketry 
training received even more than usual attention; the regulatfons were altered 
in several important respects and the training rendered of a most practical 
nature. Excellent results wert; obtained from practice with Moriss’ aiming 
tubes. A school of musketry on the Ilythe system was a^embled at Mhow for 
a six weeks’ course. The annual central rifle meeting was held in Poona in 
October 1885, and was very successful. Th^^andard of education among the 
British troops was high, 76 per cent, of the troops in the command holding certi¬ 
ficates of education. In the Native Army attendance at the schools save in the 
case of recruits is purely ojitional: the total number of men holding certificates 
at the close of the year was 4,803. The mortality^ among the horses of the 
British mounted corps was somewhat less than in thS, previous year; save for 
an outbreak of farcy at Neemuch in consequence of which 25 horses were de¬ 
stroyed the condition of the horses of the army was good. The remonnts 
received during the year were of good stamp and gave satisfaction. Her 
Maje^y’s troopships piade 12 outward and homeward voyagtis during the year, 
afld 7 troop freight ships and hired transports were also erajdoyed in bringing 
out additional^corps and drafts to India.

• The work of the Bomliay shipjiing office was brisk, and the increasing Marino, 
demand for native in preference to European seamen was again marked. This 
prefm’ence is attrij>uted partly - to the frequent misconduct of European crews 
and partly to the fact that for 4;he total wages of a crew of Europeans nearly 
double the numhmr of native seamen can be engaged, while tlie wages of the 
latter paid not in sterling but in rupees. All objections on the part of 
native seamen to ^ to England have entirely disappem'ed and no difficulty is 
experienced in obtaining crews for London or Liverpool. The marine history of 
the year was further remarkable for the disastrotw cyclone of June 3rd, 1885, in 
8 644—4 « 
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which the S. S. Speke Hall” foundered and many other serious casualties 
occurred. 

The revenue of the Bombay Port Trust amounted to over 43 lakhs of ru^es, 
considerably exceeding the estimate, and the surplus of revenue over expenditure 
amounted to 5| lakhs. Traffic largely increased in all branches, save that the 
exports of cotton fell off to the extent of 172,000 bales. The steady increase of 
receipts from the Prince’s Dock continued. The expenditure on revenue account 
amounted to 37^ lakhs, and that on capital account to 18| lakhs, of which sum 
17| lakhs were expended on .the Dock Extension works. The latter expen¬ 
diture wsis defrayed by an advance of 5|f lakhs from revenue and a temporary 
loan of 12 lakhs from the Bank of Bombay. 

After jirotracted deliberations it was determined that the amount of the 
Dock Extension Loan should be raised by Government in India and lent to 
the Port Trust, the rate of interest payable by the Port Trust to be the actual 
rate of borrowing plus 1 j)er cent, for the sinking fund. Under the sanctioned 
Dock extension scheme the dock entrance will be widened to 80 feet and made 2 
feet dec[)er. The question of locating a dry-dock suitable for men-of-war had 
not been decided at the close of the year. The works under the extension scheme 
have been carried on uninterruptedly ever since the plans were ready, the 
expenditure Ijeing met from a reserve fund formed from past balances of 
revenue, or from temporary loans. The amount hitherto expended on these works 
has amounted to 18^ lakhs of rupees; considerable progress was made with the 
excavation work and wsiUing, while the dams of the old Nicol and Masjid Basins 
were completed. The removid of the rock in front of the entrance of the new 
dock is work of a peculiarly heavy nature. 

The re(!(!ipts of tlie Kardchi Harbour Board amounted to nearly 11 lakhs» 
while exi>enditure to the amount of lakhs was incurred. Traffic of all sorts 
increased and the work for Government was particularly heavy. In the course 
of the year the Government of India sanctioned the advance to the Board of a 
loan of 10 lakh.s. This loan will be devoted to the proposed improvements of 
the harbour fully alluded to in hist year’s report. During the year 4 lakhs 
were expended on these jmpro\reCiients, which sire still in a preliminary stage. 
The sanction of the Secretary of State for India to a further loan of 15J laklis 
for the extension of the ship wharf to Kearaari and for the deepening of the 
entrance channel was asked for during the year. The bill for the creation of a 
Port Trust at Karachi similar to the Bombay Port Trust was under considera¬ 
tion in the Legislative Department; meantime the grant of the 10 lakhs loan 
prevented any delay in the execution of the important works connected with the 
harbour extension scheme. 

In the course of the year the Director of Agriculture was appointed a 
member of the Forest Commission. The series of expeiiments commen*ed to 
ascertain precisely the value of w'ood ashes as a manure, etc., for the seed-beds hf 
rice was continued by the Director and reported to the Farest Commis¬ 
sion. .Otlier experiments were also carried out. It was discovered that 4he = 
hihhul tree—./fcflem Arahwa —^has a considerable sterilizing influence over crops 
growing in its vicinity and that the prejudice against the tree on the part of cul¬ 
tivators is for that reason well founded. Again,^in reference lo irrigation it was 
’ ascertained that the means used by the ordinary#cultivator to which he has been 
guided by the experience derived from the practice of centuries are the cheapest 
and best available. Twenty-twd tons of hand-picked selected Indian wheat seed 
were distributed and sown’mostly in Sind and in the Southern MaiAtha Countiy 
No mwked success resulted, and it has now be«a fairly established that at any 
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nte for the first year tiie local Toriefy of seed more than holds its own against 
imported varieties. This fact greatly militates against the success of the experi¬ 
ments which so far have been somewhat fruitless. Better results were obtained 
from tile distribution of cotton seed, and 1,680 lbs. of the Louisiana and Memphis 
varieties were distributed in the Southern Mardtha Country towards the close of 
the year. A steam wheat thresher was purchased and exhibited in various 
localities. The working of the machine was watched with interest by several 
firms and a project for forming a company to imiiort these machines and work 
them for hire took definite shape. Forecasts of the wheat and cotton crops were 
framed and published every month from October until March. The total area under 
cotton in the Presidency was returned at 49,14,908 acres and the out-turn at 
8,13,432 bales. The total area under wheat was returned at 29,69,539 acres and 
the out-turn at 7,27f400 tons. Among the miscellaneous work done by the 
Department may be mentioned the collection of samples of all the principal 
implements of husbandry used in the Presidency. This collection was 
forwarded to the Indo-Colonial Exhibition at London. 


The work done in connection with the maintenance of the survey record was 
of an important nature. The establishment uf circle inspi'ictors was completed 
in the Bijipur and Dharwir Collectorates and arrangements made for the ivdequate 
supervision of their work. For the first time the Dei>artment was able to submit 
statistics concerning cultivated and uncultivattnl areas, crops, irrigation, agri¬ 
cultural stock, rainfall, and trade rail-borne and road-hoi'iic. These statistics 
will be of great value at future revision settlements, and much improvement 
is anticipated in the quality of the agricultural statistics that are aimually sub¬ 
mitted. 


Rs. 71,115 were advanced to cultivators in the course of the year for the pur¬ 
chase of seed and cattle or the permanent improvement of their holdings. Out of 
this sum lls. 8,491 were advanced in Khiindesli by the Bhil Agent to Bhil 
cultivators free of interest. In the province of Sintl and in the Belgaum, 
Khdndesh, and Sholdpiir Collectorates the rules concermng these advances are 
better known and more applications arc received. In the Belgaum CoUectorate 
the amount advanced for permanent iniproveiiiV^ts exceeded Bs. 20,000. 


AdvancoH to

In Sind the number of cattle brought to pasture by the nomadic tribes of Agricultural 
Biluchistan was less than usual, and in consequence of the demand caused by the 
great Government works now in progress on the frontier tiie number of horses 
and ponies in the province diminished. In the I^Sijjidency proper agricultural 
stock increased generally save in one or two Collectorates, notably in that of 
Ahmednagar, 


Eight Horse and Cattle shows were held in all in the course of the year—3 Horne and Oat- 
in Native States and ^ in the Presidency proj»cr or in Sind. The Lower Sind horse- 
Show was not held owing to lack of funds. The most successful shows of the 
year were those at Ahmednagar, Shikurpur, Cliinchli, and Wadhwan. Improved 
agricultural machinery was exhibited at some of the shows with (mcouraging 
results. Races, sports, and ploughing matches were all made use of to* render 
the shows attractive and popular, and efforts in this direction were on the whole 
successful. 

\ 

The results of the horse-b^ee^Jng operations of the year were again indif- Horso-biwding. 
ferent. Save in GuJarUt and Kathidwdr hut ^little interest was evinced in the 
matter by the owners of mares. Private efforts were made daring the year to 
improve the breed of country-bred horses, and various gentlemen subscribed to 
prizes for races f«r country-bred horses at the Poona race meeting. The Chiefs 
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of KdthiAwdr gave liberal anbacriptioos for ttda purpoae. In Sind and Cutoh 
donkey etallions are maintained by Glovenunent, and tbp people take a consider¬ 
able interest in improving the breed. 

The work of the Meteorological Department of Western India was carried on 
upon the usual lines. To the 24 existing observatories a fresh one at Baroda 
was added. From observations taken in this and in preceding years Mr. Cham¬ 
bers was enabled to make important and suggestive deductions which are 
described briefly in Chapter IV. 

The early rainfall was barely suflicient in the Presidency generally and 
much anxiety was felt for a time in the Dekkhan, especially in those ^stricts 
where the previous season had been far from favorable. The rainfall however 
after August was abundant everywhere save in Sind, where the fall was conddm'ably, 
less than that usually recorded. To put the matter briefly, the south-west 
monsoon though scanty was not unseasonable and the late north-east monsoon 
was unusually heavy. Consequently, while the rainfall in the Konkan and in 
Gujardt was below the average, the rainfall in the Dekkhan, which depends in 
great measure on the north-east monsoon, was unusually plentiful. 

In Sind the inundation of the Indus was very favorable and both early and 
late crops were excellent. The scanty rainfall somewhat interfered with the 
less important desert crops, but on the whole the season was a very good one. The 
out-turn oljotodri and 6rf;’n,both early and late, and of wheat was decidedly good. 
The area und(;r cotton cultivation remained nominal. The prices of food-grains, 
including those grains of the commoner descriptions which are not exported but 
consumed locally, rose slightly in consequence of the demand* of the laljourers 
employed on the Sind-Peshin Railway and the works on the frontier. The posi¬ 
tion of the poorer classes improved materially in Sind in consequence of these 
works, labourers obtaining more money for their labour and cultivators higher 
prices for their produce than in the Presidency proper. 

In Oujarit both early and late harvests were good and prices of food-grains 
declined slightly on the; whole. The wheat and cotton crops were very fair. In 
the Konkan Collectorates the rice crop was above the average and the out-turn of 
the commoner grains grown on dry^prop lands was generally good. Prices generally 
fell, although'in one or two Collectorates where there were unusual facilities for ex¬ 
port the prices of rice and wheat rose slightly. In the Dekkhan the late rain fell 
in time to save the early crops and excellent harvests of both early and late crops 
resulted. The yield of laXe jmodri and bdjri was unusually large and the price fell 
almost everywhere. Whe:.c too was a fair crop and the cotton crops in the 
black soil plains of the Dlidrwar, Bijilpur, and Belgaura Collectorates were decid¬ 
edly good. The heavy fall in the price of food-grains affected cultivators but 
little, and they were amjdy compensated by the larger yield. The greater por¬ 
tion of these grains is consumed locaQy or bought up by dealers and stored in 
grain-jats for sale in a time of scarcity and high prices, Vhile labourers* ar^ 
frequently paid in grain. 

A great demand for labour of all kinds was caused in Sind by tfie opening of 
the woS-ks on the Sind-Peshin Railway and the military works now in pro¬ 
gress on the frontier. In Karachi too the harbour extension works caused a 
brisk demand for unskilled lalwur, which was to some extent supplied by a hffge 
influx of Meknlnis. The average daily wage of an unskilled labourer was 6 arinfuf ; 
in some of the districts as much as 8 annas wes obtainable. “Skilled" labourers 
(who jnclude goldsmiths, copp'rsnjiths, blacksmiths, brass-workers, pottera, tailors, 
carpenters, and artisans of every description) received from 8 annas to 1 rupee 
daily according to the nature of the employment. The wages of both «kilM and 
unskilled I^ourers were considerably higher in Sind than in the rest of the Pire- 
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eideocy. In the Presidency proper the wages of unskilled labourers were 
generally normal, ».e. they vMied from 2 to 6 annas per day. In those districts 
where railway works were in progress the average rate obtainable mis as much as 
5 annas, while the harvesting of the excellent late crops caused a brisk demand for 
agricultural labour in March. Skilled labourers received from 8 annas to 1 rupee 
4 annas daily. 

At the close of the year the forest areas in the Northern, Southern, and Sind Fomt#. 
Circles were respectively 7,991, 5,230, and 673 square miles. Considerable pro¬ 
gress was made with the work of demarcating and settUng the forest areas. 

A Commission comprising 2 Native gentlemen, 2 Divisional Forest Officers, the 
Director of Agriculture, and a President, was appointed during the year to enquire 
into the system of forest administration generally and more j.»articularly into the 
grievances complained of in the native press and elsewhere. It had been alleged 
that the pressure of the forest rules iu the Konkan districts was undulj’^ severe. 

Exhaustive enquiries were made by the Commission, which Iiad not concluded its 
labours at the close of the year. 

The 3 Forest Circles arc workwl with very different results. In the North¬ 
ern Circle of the Ihesidency an exjwnditure of al)out 6J^ lakhs of rupees brought 
in a revenue of about lOjJ lakhs. In the Southern Circle, which contains the rich 
teak forests of Knnani, a similarexpenditure brought in a revenue of ne-arly 18 lakhs. 

A very largo quantity of skujpers was supplied from the forest.s of the Southern Circle 
to the Southern Mardtlia Itailway Company, and the yield of myrabolans was 
unusimlly largo. In the Sind Circle an expenditure of 4 lakhs brought in a revenue 
of 5^ lakhs. In every circle the receipts of 1885-86 excetnled the receipts of the 
previous year. In both the Sind and the Northern Circles nntcli relief wjis afford¬ 
ed to cultivators at a titne when fcxlder was scarce by the throwing open of large 
portions of the forest area to free grazing. liei)roductive operations were main¬ 
ly confined to broad-cast sowings which are very successful whenever closure is 
possible. Free grants of wood to the value of Us. 22,800 ycre made, iiriiieijMilly 
in the Southern Circle. Prosecutions before Magistrates for forest offences num¬ 
bered 1,038: four-fiftbs of the total numlicr took place in the Northern 
Circle. 

Six new factories were o|>ened in the course, of the year and the total num- Manafnetmo*. 
ber of factorie.s to which Act XV of 1881 apjdied was brought up to 110, of which 
43 were cotton mills. In eonsequence of the slutrt qotton croj)8 of 1883-84 and 
1884-85 the price of raw cotton was maintained for the greater part of 1885-86 
at an abnormally bigh level. 'I'he unsettled eharaet<*p of the tnulc with China 
had a further depressing influence on the cotton industry. However, the good 
reports of the crop of 1885-86 had a very stimulating effect and the prospects of 
the industry materially brightened towards tlic close of the year. 

• 

The local industries of the higher chiss—the gold and silver lace industry of 
Surat, the silf and hinkhuj weaving industry, the silver and brass-work industry 
of Poona, N^sik, and especially of Cutcli, the silk-weaving industry of Yeola— 
received some stimulus from the Indo-Colonial Exhibition at London, to which 
extensive exhibits.were sent. The Ahmcdnagar carpets gained a prize, medal at 
the Antwerp Exhibition. In connection with the maintenance of these industries 
the qu^tlou of establishing a slho)}! for technical education has long engaged 

serious attention. . 

• * 

In order to bring within reach of the law the smaller factories to which Act The Factories' 
XV of 1881 does not apjdy, a clause was inserted in the draft Bombay Municipal 
BiU which will bring these factories under municipal control. 
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The failure of the cotton crop of 1884-85, combined with the shortness of the 
crop for 1883-84, had a marked effect on the export trade of Bombay and the 
coasting i)orts for 1885-86. In Bombay alone the value of the export trade in 
raw cotton fell off by 240 lakhs of rupees. The export trade in linseed dso fell bff 
very considerably, while that in wheat on the other hand rose in value to the 
extent of 44 lakhs. Trade in other articles also was brisk, and although 
the net result of the year’s sea-borne export trade was that private exports 
fell off in value by 178 lakhs, this falling off was more than counterbalanced 
by an increase of 224 lakhs in the value of the private import trade. On the whole, 
the sea-borne trade of Bombay was about 6 per cent, larger than the average sea¬ 
borne trade of the port for the preceding 5 years, although when compared with 
the sea-borne, trade of the" previous year it showed a decrease of 1*26 per cent. 
Export trade with the United Kingdom declintid in value by 63 lakhs, decreased 
cx])urt8 of cotton causing a diminution of 163 lakhs which was not counterbalanced 
by the {wjtivity shown in wheat and other exports. The export trade with Austria, 
France, Germany, and the Mauritius, also declined considerably, but with 
Belgium, Sjmin, Egypt, and Arabia materially increased. Imports from the United 
Kingdom, China, and Italy greatly exceeded those of the preceding year, but there 
was a consid(rrable decrease in the value of the imports from Mauritius, Japan, 
Turkey in Asia, and Australia. As far as the United Kingdom was concerned in 
spite of the marked falling off in the exports of cotton the total value of trade 
increased, since the imj)orta of cotton goods,railway ])lant, and silver were unusually 
large, while the exports of wheat, gold, gum, and dyeing materials rose consider¬ 
ably in vdue. The import tratle with China ranks next to tliat with the United 
Kingdom in importance mid magnitude. The amount of treasure imported in the 
year showed a large increase. 

The trade of Karachi was not affected by the short cotton crop to the same 
extent as that of Bombay. The value of the trade of the year showed an in¬ 
crease of 10’45 per cent, when comi«i.red with the value of the trade of the year 
preceding. Imports and exports from foreign jiorts increased in value by about 
42 lakhs each, whiUj trade with the cosisting jjorts increased in value by 13^ lakhs. 
Tlic exports of wheat, rice, and cotton increased largely, the value of the wheat 
exported beirjg 256 lakhs pf nipet'^. The export trade of Kardchi in wheat has 
multiplied itself 40 times over since 1874-75. Transactions on account of Govern¬ 
ment were very heavy in con.se»iuence of the importation of materials for the 
Quetta and Bolan Railways and of stores for the use of the lroo[)S on the frontier. 
Eight new Euro])can lirms opened business in Kanachi in the course of the year. 

The trade of Aden, \tliich had in the preceding year declined in value by 
about 47 lakhs, recovered remarkably, and was decidedly above the average. 
Aden is an important entrepot for the coffee trade. Quantities of coffee are im¬ 
ported from Singapore and consumed in Arabia, while the more valuable Arabian 
coffee is exported. The import and export trade in grain.^gum and resin, hides, 
cotton i)icce-goods. tobacco, and tresusure was unusually brisk. 

In conse(pience of orders received from the Government of Incl^a a reduction 
of nearly 7 lakhs of rupees was effected in the Provincial expenditure on Public 
Works. As it was, the total expenditure on Civil Works, including Contribution 
and Local Fund Works, amounted to nearly 50 lakhs. No very important civil 
buildings were erected. The Kama Hospital for women and children in Bombay 
was almost «;ompleted. the Wilson College wras Commenced, and good progress 
made wdth the Cathedral High School and the new Central Press building. It 
was determined to add another storey to the latter building. This will involve 
an additional outlay of 2 lakhs. Seven mdmlatddrs* kacheris and 4 subordinate 
judges’ court-houses were either in progress or were completed and various other 
works were carried out. About 16 lakhs in all were expended on Civil Buildings. 
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Twenty-eiglit and a half lakhs were expended on Communications, ont of 
which some 8 lakhs were set apart for original works. Sixteen feeder roads which 
will connect existing roads and markets with the railways were either in progress 
or were completed. Most of these were in the Southern Division of the Presidency 
in which the construction of the Southern Maratha Railway has somewhat modified 
the existing system of roads. As there are in this Division 6 first class ^hdt roads 
passable Utroughout the year the trafiic will have free choice between the sea and 
the railways. In the other Divisions various important roads a'cre pushed ou or 
completed, and other improvements effected. Among the Miscellaneous Public 
Improvements carried out by the Public Works Department may be mentioned 
the completion of the Junnar water-works for the municipality of that town, the 
partiad protection of the foreshore at Mahim nortli of Bombay, and the continua¬ 
tion of the W’ork of levelling and clearing the Arkilla or Inner Citadel at Bijd.pur. 

The Arkilla was formerly the exclusive residence of the kings of the greiit Adil 
Shah dynasty of Bija[)ur, and it contains many of the choicest buildings of that 
unique and ruined city. Most of these have been converted into Government 
offices or residences for Government officifds. Among the adapted or rt^stored 
buildings the church, which was probably the porch or gateway of the great hall 
of audience, still displays within some traces of its ancient beauty. The formation 
of the Karachi IIarlM)ur Board has severed any direct connection between the 
Public Works Department and the Kardchi Harbour works. The annual grant of 
one Ittkh for dredging the harbour is paid to the Harbour Board in a lump sura 
and the Board makes its own arrangements. 

The expenditure on military works, which was reduced by lakhs in obe¬ 
dience to the call for r<^t^cnchment, amounted to 17| lakhs, of wbicli 6^ lakhs 
were devoted to defence works at Bombay, Aden, and Karachi. A complete 
scheme for tlie defenc<'s of Bombay having been ai)]»roved of, work on the several 
batteries was in progress, and at an inspection by the Commander-in-Chief in 
India and other distinguished officers, some modifications of detail W'ore deter¬ 
mined on. Progress ha.s since unavoidably fjcen delayc<J.* At Aden good progress 
was jnade with the fortifications. The j>roject for the defences of Kardchi was 
sent for revision to tlic Debuice Commitbje at Simla. The (jonstructiori of 
permanent barrack.s for the trooj)s at ColaJ)a copimenccd and tlie Station 
Hospital for European troops at Ahmedubad was nearly eoiuplcted.* • * 

Thirty-one and a quarter lakhs of rupees were expcn«l<-(] on irrigation during Irrigation 
the year- The total area of lands irrigat(;d from Gf)vertinienf. iri-igation works 
increased from 37,701 acres in tlje previoiLs ycar4<^ .')<),4rd) acres. The Nira 
Canal was opened for irrigation and 11,105 acres werp irrigated from it. The 
total water-rate assessment realized W'as Us. 1,01,150. ( Considerable sums-were 

expended on the Nira (’anal works, the Mutha Canals, and the Wsighdd Tank. 

The latter important storage reservoir approaches completion. The inundation 
of th# Indus was favorable, hut considerable damage w'as caused by erosu)n in the 
Crhdr Canal where the regulating bridge was washed away and extra clearance 
of the canal ij^ndered necessary. The expendit ure during the year on tlie Begdri, 

Fuleli, and Eardchi Canals exceeded in each case a lakh of rupees. 

During’the year 102 additional miles of railway were declared open for traffic iiailwajri. 
on the Southern l^ardtha Railw'ay and 24 miles on the Morvi Native State Railway 
in the Province of Kathidwdr. the close of the year th<‘se tu'o lines biul re¬ 
spectively 402J and 44 miles unobr construction. The length of lines under survey 
throughout the Presidency Railway system during 1885-86 W'as 509f miles: the 
most important of these lines were those in Katliiawdr by which the connectfon of 
the existing lines in that Province with the Bombay Baroda and Central India 
Railway will be completed. 
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On the Oreat Indian Peninsula Railway the most prominent work completed 
during the year was the Byculla overbridge, which on completion was handed over 
to the Bombay Municipality. Good progress was made with the magnificent 
Terminal Offices at Bori Bandar; the great dome in the cenhre was commenced 
and the scaffolding j)artially removed. From an architectural point of view the 
effect of the building when completed will be very imposing. On the B. B. & C. I. 
Railway the most imporhmt work undertaken was the construction of the 
Mount A'bu .Joint Railway Boarding School. The estimated cost of; the school 
buildings is a lakh of rupees, which will be contributed proportionately by the 
B. B. and C. I. and Rajputana>Mdlwa Railway Companies. On the Southern Mai^tha 
Railway in lines under construction very considerable progress was made, and it is 
estimated that the five remaining sections still under construction will be aH 
opened for traffic siiortly. The only two tunnels on the line are the Castle Rook 
and Bear Rock tunnels on the South Dekkhan section ; both of these are almost 
coinphrtcd. The West of India Portuguese Guaranteed Railway between Buralkod 
and Goa will be completed as far as the foot of the Western Ghdta by Ist January 
1887, but the construction of the ghat portion will occupy at least a year further. 
During this j)eriod a cart service will be organized between Buralkod and the foot 
of the Ghats and thus the connection between the Southern Maratha Railway and 
Goa will be effected at a comparatively early date. The work of lowiting the 
survey of the southern exttmsion of the Southern Mardtha Railway from l^ne- 
bennur to ILirihar was commenced during the year, ^he Southern Mardtha Rail¬ 
way Company also commenced negotiations for taking over the Belhiry-Guntakul 
section (.32 miles) of the Madras Railway, and the Mysore State Railways which 
have 140 miles oj)en for traffic and 1.57 under survey. 

Despite the failure of the cotton crop of 1885 and the scanty nature of the 
til crop, by which two of the most important sources of goods traffic were materially 
curtailed, the earnings of the different lines in every case substantudly exceeded the 
earnings of the previour; year. On the G. I. P. Railway the gross earnings 
amounted to 304^ lakhs of rupees, exceeding the gross earnings of the previous 
year by 27| lakhs. The return on the guaranteed capital amounted to 6*72 per 
cent, against 4*76 per cent., the average rate of interest paid to shareholders. Of 
the incresised oajrnings 25.ylakhs^were due to goods traffic; there was a large 
increase in tlie traffic in food grains and wheat, while cotton and til traffic 
showed a great falling off. On the B. B. and C. I. Railway the gross earnings 
amounted to 131^ lakhs of rujiees, exceeding the gross earnings of the previous 
year by 9.^ lakhs. This injjiease was mainly due to a larger traffic in salt, seeds, 
and wheat, while traffic in cotton decreased materially. The failure of the salt 
sujtply of th(^ Sambhar Lake caused a very large quantity of salt to be exported to 
Central and Northern India from Khdrdghoda, .the great Gujardt Salt Dep6t. The 
net earnings of the year on this line were equivalent to a return of 8’82 per cenL 
on the guaranteed cjipital against an average return of 4‘9J per cent. The net 
receipts of the Rdjputdna-Mdlwa line amounted to 74 lakhs of rupees, exceed¬ 
ing the net receipts of the previous year by 14|- lakhs, and the Return on the 
capital, outlay was 7’08 per cent, or 1*62 per cent, higher than the return in the 
preceding yesu*. An incretised goods traffic in grain, pulses, seeds, saR, and sugar 
was the m.*un cause of the favorable result of the year. 363J lakhs of rupees had 
been expended on the Southern Mardtlia Railway Capital Account at the close of 
the year and the available balance of subscribed Capital amoimted to 122J lakhst 
316 miles w^ere open for traffic during the yesu*. The gross earnings of the year 
amounted to 8^ lakhs of rupees, of which 5 J lakhs were due to goods traffic. A 
large portion of the goods carried, however, was railway materials for the sections 
of the line under construction. Seeds and cotton are the most pronuring staples 
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year shoved a paronssing increase. Oonsictering that the protective portidn of the 
Sotttb^B Railvsy system was the first oonstructed the results of the 

aroriung hKre hitherto been far from discouraging. 

The aahnimstration of the Imperial Post, Bombay Circle, was specially marked 0«pe. 
by dm introduction, frmn the 1st July, 1885, of a direct exchange of parcels not • 
eioeedlDg 7 lbs. in weight between the Indian and British Post Offices. This 
exchange proved to be extremely popular. Postal facilities were increased by tlie 
establidunent of 24 new post-offices and 29 letU^r-boxes, while 27 {lostmen and 
18 vUlage postmen were added to the establishment. The value-paj^ble parcel- 
post system continued to gain ]K>pularity and the steady inertase of transactions 
under the money order scheme w-as fully maintiiined. The nurabt'r of Saving 
Banks accounts and the amount of the dejwsits connected therewith rose largely, 
and the public availed itself of the agency of the Post Office in connection with 
the^purchasti, sale, or deposit of Government Securities to a somewhat larger extent 
than usual. Indian Postal Notes were not very largely used. One mail robbery 
only occurred, and in that fortunatel)’^ but little ini.schief was done. The conduct 
of the Post Office employ/fs w'as on the whole remsirkubly good, and the year t 

generally, as far as the Post Office is concorued, w’as one of increased efficiency 
and usefulness. 

The aggregate receipts of the Bombay Government for 1885-80, from all Finmico. 
sources, Imperial, Provincial, and Local, amounted to 1,249 lakhs, exceeding the 
receipts of 1884-85 by no less than 104 lakhs. The transfer of the exchange 
acx:ount on transactions with Ismdon from the Bombay to the India hooks causi‘.d 
a nominal decrease of 117 L-ikhs'jin the aggregate expenditure (874 lakhs) from.all 
sources. If the; residt of fins transfer he eliminated an increa.se of expenditure 
exceeding 27 lakhs is shown. Kinaneially speaking, the year w'as very favorable, 
a large increa.se in Civil Receipts and a smaller increase in Military and Civil 
Expenditure being its main features. • 

The Imj)erial Civil Rceei[)ts for the year amounted to 72-3 lakhs, exceeding the Imperial. 
Receipts of the previous year by 5.5 lakhs. There was a large increase in the 
Imperial Receipts from “Laml Revenue," “Salt lakhs), " Excise,*' " Customs,*' 

“Forests,” “Mint,” and “Irrigatitm,” while the Receipts from “•Opium ” fell off 
considerably. Imperial Expendif.ure (exeltiding exchange transactions) amounted 
to 73 lakhs and exceeded the ex]»endi(ur<! of Ihe previou.s y4!ar by 7 lakhs. This 
increase was fairly evenly <li»frLbnted over Ihe. fliU’erent ht^uds. 

The Provincial Civil Receipts amounted to 4G1 h?khs, exceeding by 42 lakhs Provincial. 
the Receipts of 1884-85. Of this inerciise 25 lakhs 'were attrihutiid to “ Ijand 
Revenue,” principally ow’ing toau adjustment. liCiss important incre..'»se8 occurred 
under the heads of “ Excise,” “ Forests ” *• Police,” and “ Public Works.” The 
Provstncial CivU Expenditure amounted tf> 390 lakhs and exceeded the Expenditure 
«If the previous year by 21 lakhs, con.siderable increases occurring under the heads 
of “ LandRey^nue,” “ Assignments and Compe nsations," “ Salt,” “ Police,” “ Educa- 
tien,” “ Miscellaneous ” and “ Contribution to Local Funds.” The opening Provin¬ 
cial balance of the year was 41 lakhs, the closing balance 71 lakhs, and the 
Provincial surplus of the year 29 lakbs. 

The importation of silver bullion was extremely large and the work of the Mist. 

Mint nimsually heavy. BuHiow of the value of 681 lakhs of rupees was tendered 
by IhetJommfesioner of Issue; new coin of the same vfdue was issued by the 
Mintt the gain to the Mint on the coinage of the year amounting to Rs. 78,329. 

Operative losses were reduced to a minimum by the introduction of a better 
ptxio^ of umealing bits. Loss by peculation was exceedingly small, as out of 
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70 million of rupee pieces issued not one was found missing, and the loss in four- 
anna and tvo-anna pieces amounted to Bs. 5| only. The plant of the Mint was 
increased by the addition of 6 new coining presses. The revenue from all sources, 
the principal of which was the charges levied on coinage, amounted to ISf lakha, 
exceeding the expenditure by 5J lakhs. 

The gross circulation of notes was somewhat less than the gross circnlaticm 
of the preceding year. The decrease was more marked in the notes of the higher 
denominations than in those of the lower, and was partially attributed to return¬ 
ing briskness of trade. The gross circulation of the year varied from 380 lakhs 
in April to 524 lakhs in November; in the period between May and November 
the circulation is usually highest. Foreign notes to the value of 99 lakhs were 
encashed, and small change to the value of 7| lakhs issued. The importation of 
bullion was unusually large, probably in consequence of the decrease of the 
Secretary of State’s drawings, (join remittances also were extraordinarily heavy, 
amounting in all to 301 lakhs, against 1561 in the previous year. No oases of 
forgery of either notes or coin were brought to light. 

The actual sum collected as “Land Revenue ” in the year was 407 lakhs, 
This exceeded the collections of the previous year by 2^ lakhs. The increase 
may be attributed partly to the enhanced collections under recently introduced 
settlements and partly to the extensions of cultivation alluded to elsewhere. The 
revenue was collected without dilheulty and outstanding balances from previous 
years were collected in several districts, notably in Bijapur, where after the un¬ 
favorable season of 1884-85 large sums were outstanding. Tim amount out¬ 
standing in the whole Presidency on July 31st, 1886, was trifling. 

Tlie net imperial revenue from Customs at the jmrt of Bombay amounted to 
13}- lakhs of rupees, exceeding the revenue of all previous years since the new 
Tariff Act came into force. A larger imi)ortation of “ Potable Spirits” was the 
main cause of the increase. Brandy formed 55 and whisky 33 per cent, of the total 
quantity of spirits imjmrted. The revenue continued to suffer by the importa¬ 
tion of perfumed sjurit' in bottles less than 4 ounces in size. This spirit is styled 
Eau-de-Cologne : but it is tolerably certain that it is not used as a perfume but 
as a drink. The loss to the Oua<A)ms’ revenue by the exemption of bottles of 
this size front tax.ation was estimated to exceed Rs. 80,000, Export duties fell 
off slightly as a smaller quantity of rice was exported to Zanzibar. I'he share 
of common customs due to the Portuguese Government for 1883-84 and 1884-85, 
the 4th and 5th years of tl^reaty, was satisfactorily settled by the Collector of 
Customs in concert with the Portuguese Delegate, and the amount due for 1885-86 
was also determined. 

The customs realizations, both import and export, increased slightly at 
Kariichi, the former mainly in consequence of the larger import of “Potable 
Spirits” which are now sent through Karachi direct to theTanjab. The expoij 
of rice to France, Persia, Cutch, and the Kdthiaw4r coast was larger than in the 
preceding year, not only from Eardchi but from the continental ^orts of Keti 
Bandar'and Shrigonda. Sea customs are levied at the Somdli Coast j)orts on all 
imports and exports, the receipts amounting in all to about a lakh of rupees. 

The Imperial realizations from duty on opium fell off to*the extent of 15J 
lakhs. The imports of opium from Mdlwa were ^nsiderably less than those cl 
the preceding yi^ar, while the exports from Bombay to China fell off by 2,6(K) 
chests. Owing to the continuance of low prices in the China markets the priee 
of opium in Boinbivy made no substantial recovery. In the course of the year the 
princi^ opium merchants of Bombay addressed a memorial to the Government 
of India praying that the duty on opium exported to China might be reduced 
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from Hs. 650 to Bs. 500 per chest in oonseqiuenoe of the enhancement of the tax 
on foreign opium by the Chinese Government, over production in Milvm, and 
other circumstances under which the opium trade with China had lapsed into a 
dejwessed condition. The memorial was under ccmsideration when the year 
rJosed. 

While Imperial realizations were thus diminished the striking increase in 
Provincial receipts was again maintained. Provincial receipts are derived from 
the duty on excised opium bought for home consumption on account of Govern¬ 
ment by British hcensed vendors and by Native Chiefs. The quantity of opium 
that passed into consumption in the various British districts in the Presidency 
was .145,395 lbs., while 141,396 lbs. were sold in the Native States. In both 
British and other territory home consumption has increased in recent years. 

•Rie increase in the year under report was partly attributed to the good effect of 
the establishment of the central opium warehouse in Bombay by which smug¬ 
gling is greatly checked, and partly to the demand occasioned by tJie unusual 
number of Hindu marriages solemnized in the course of the year. The extensive 
smuggling practised in the northern portions of the Presidency is still by no 
means suppressed. However, some good captures were effected in the course of 
the year, 2,097 lbs. of contraband opium being seized in all. 

The year was a notable one in the history of the Sjilt Department. The Salt, 
failure of the salt crop at the Sjimbhar Lake deprived the North-Western Pro- 
vinees and the Panjjlb of one of the ])rincipal sources of salt supply and a great 
and extraordinary demand upon the Bombay salt de]:)6t at Khdritghoda con¬ 
sequently ensued. This demand lasted from the eornmeiiceinent until almost the 
close of the year, but no difficulty was experienced iu meeting it in the most 
satisfactory manner as a large surjdus stock had been collected at Khari&ghoda 
in view of some such contingency. The totfil issues of Baritgra salt from the 
Khdrdghoda stores amounted to nearly 3 million maunds, of which little more 
than half a million were issued for local consumption and the remainder export¬ 
ed to the North-West Provinces, the Central Provinces, Central India, and 
Baj^mtana. Exports to the North-West Provinces arnounted to nearly million 
of maunds. Nor was the increased cxportatiJJk of salt conline(^ to.the Hardgra 
salt of Khdraghoda. The exjjorts of sea-salt from the South Konkan and other 
works exceeded the exports of the previous year by more than a quarter of 
million of mauntls. This latter increase wjis attributed to the sternly development 
of the salt trade rather than to any extraordinary ca»n^(!s. The gross recciiits of 
the Salt Department increased by 411 lakhs of rupees, amounting to 184 laklis 
against 142 in the previous year. Expenditure rose from 13^ to 17^ lakhs. Of 
the increased revenue fully 32 lakhs were in reality merely a temporary transfer 
of revenue which would in ordinary course have appeared in the accounts of the 
Salt Departments of Northern India. The remaining increase of 9f lakhs was 
attributed to the continuous growth of the normal demand. 

The quantity of salt manufactured during tlie year (11 laklis of maunds) 
exceeded by. about 1 lakh the quantity manufact ured in the preceding y<*ar, but 
owing to the unprecedented demand for Bar^gra salt the closing balance of the 
year was considerably reduced Three new works were started and 1 discontinued: 
at the works in the neighbouajiood of Bombay great activity was manifested. 

The wholesale prices paid by traders to manufacturers of salt at the different 
works varied from 4 to 14 annas per maund, the^lattcr being the maximum, rate 
allowed. A marked difference between the prices of North Konkan and South 
TTonVan salt led to enquiry, and it was resolved to endeavour to equalize prices by 
extemUng the Government salt works in the South Konkan. The price obtaining 
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at the different local markets throughout the Presidency exceeded 3 rujpeeis per 
ntaund in 2 0olleotca*ate8 only. 

The total quantity of salt that passed into odusumption in the Presidenoy 
was 2f millions of maunds, exceeding by about one lakh of maimdB the quantity 
consumed in the previous year. Taking the {xtpulation of the Pre8iden<qr to be. 
12,967,148 souls the average quantity of salt consumed by each individual Uras 
10*24 lbs. This rate was slightly lower in Gujarat than in the rest of the Pre¬ 
sidency. The rise in the average yearly individual consumption of salt has bo^ 
tolerably steady since 1881-82. In the districts where the price of salt was higher 
the individual consumer would have paid about 6 annas yearly fca* the salt which 
he consumed. With the very favorable wages of unskilled labtmr that prevasdled 
6 annas would have been obtained by the unskilled labourer in 1 day in many 
parts of the I’rcsidency or in 2 days in any jjart. 

The salt conventions with thts Gambay and Janjira Sbites and also the arrange¬ 
ments und<*r the J’ortuguese tre.aty worked very smoothly and satisfactorily. 
The establishment of the Goa salt range was considerably reduced and reorganized. 
Ihe ‘i fish-curing yards which had been established exjierimentally in the 
previous year for the issue of salt at nominal ]»rie<*s to fishermen were made per¬ 
manent. The yard at Vengurla was largely used as long as the fishing season 
lasted. 

The receijits of the Salt Department in Sind also rose, though not to a 
consuh'rable extent. The fiuantity manufactured or issued was somewhat larger 
than usual: sahis of salt have very largely increased since 1878-79, the year 
in which the salt duties were fij’st enhanced. The average price of salt (whole¬ 
sale) was Us. 2-15-2, and (retail) Us, ,‘1-3-6. The average consumption per betid, 
which in 1878-79 was 2 Ib.s., only was 8 lbs. 

The costly works of the Italian Salt Company at Aden had not been com¬ 
pleted at the close of tile year, nor had the export of salt commenced although 
about 1,000 tons were inauufaetured. 

The receipt from the majority of the persons interested in the licpior trade 
of the City of flombay of tb mcmii^ial protesting against the restrictions on liquor 
traffic imposed by the Ahkuri Department, and the heaviness of A'bkiiri taxation, 
induced the Government to ai>point a Commission to en<|uire into the matters 
com]>laine:d of. The Commission consisted of a President and 2 members: it sat 
frtun July 1885 until Marel^l886. Exhaustive enquiries were made and every 
person interested in the matters under enquiry who came forward was afforded 
a ]mtient and full hearing. In March, 1886, the Bombay Government passed 
final orders on the recommendations of the Commission. Measures to increase 
the snjiply of toddy in the Island of Bombay were sanctioned and the c<m- 
venience of the consumers of this comparatively innocuous beverage was* thus 
consulted. Some motlifications of minor importance of the restrictions on tlfb 
liquor traffic were also made, while sanction was given to the levy a still-bead 
duty on spirit tlistilled from toddy. 

Mimiorials of a nature similar to that presented in the City of Bombay weire 
received from the Surat, Thana, and KoMba Collect orates. TTiese were investi¬ 
gated departmentally. In the case of Surat som^modifications of existing rules 
were made in favor of certain of the poorer closes. The Thtoa and Knlijiba 
memorials had not Insen disposed of when the year ended. 

The excises re^klizations of the year amounted to nmrly 72 lakhs and exceeded 
those of the previous year by 44 lakhs. The revenue from Imported Foreagn 
Liquor was normal, that from Intoxicating Drugs showed a slight ineFease, and 
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that from MisoeUanooiis Sources a riight decrease. The favorable results' of tl^ei 
year were idmost entirely due to the Country Liquor realizations which are 
main source of A'biEari Avenue. These amounted to 70 lalchs against G4f lakhs 
iq the previous year. In addition to the modifications already dcscrilK'd slight 
alterations of the A'bkdri regulations were made in the Kiiira, Bnutei), Poona, 
and Dh&rw^ Collectorates. The Country Liquor Eevenue n>8e largely in 
Bmhbay City and in the Surat, Thaua, KMndesli, and Eolaha Collectorates. The 
increai^ consumption was mainly attributed to the resum])tion of marriages 
among the Hindu community. The yoar 1S84-85 was known as the “ SinJuwP' 
year in which no marriages look plate among Hindus. 

The Abkari arrangements with the Native Stales of Sachin, Bivnsda, and 
Dharampur worked satisfactorily- Hie (rovemment of llis Highness the Nixilm 
cordially consentc^d to withdraw all liquor-shops on the Ilaidarabad-Bonibay frontier 
to a distance of at least 3 miles from the Iwrder. An'ongoments with reference 
to the Barodu frontier had not laen coueJuded when the year clvised. 

The Sind Abkari realizations amounted to 41 lakhs, exceeding those of the 
jirevioiis year. The increase was due. to the largi.-r eonsumpfion of eouutry liquor, ^ 

which was probably causetl by (lie pres<*iicc of largo gangs of labourers and fol¬ 
lowers connected with the Government Works in [irogr«*ss on the frontier. 

Althougli the receipts under tiic Stamp Act increased, court-fee rcoeipts fell Smtup. 
off considerably, espeeially in tlie town of Bombay. This deere{u«o Mhicii 
amounted to Hs. 00.000 was somewhat unaccountalih'. In »>ther respects tiu* 
administration of the Stamp Department was not remarkalde. 

The Licen.se Tax was sni«Tseded by the Income, Tax in the conr.se of the year, Lii^nuo Tbs. 
but the collections under the latter tax wnll not be showm until 1880-87. The 
introduction of the Ineonu' Tax did not meet with any serious opposition from 
the Anglo-Indian or fnun the Native Public. The collections of the License I'ax 
were les.s than the collections of the previous year. Tlic^decn^asc was confined 
to the Northern, Central, and .Southern Divi.sions of the Pr(;sidency. The 
decrease in these Divisions has been continuous sine<> 1880-81 uiul lia-s never h(;en 
thorouglily explained. In Bombay City, Sind, and Aden the e»)lleetions imTcased 
slightly. Money-lenders as usual paid onc-fourt'\of th« whole, amount eolleet(;d 
and the incidence of tlic tax on other classes was in no way extraorflinnry. 

The receipts of tlie 2.3 District IxM’al Boards in tin? Presidency ainountcil to Local Fandi 
some 42 lakhs of which about 20 lakhs were (‘x]>ended. Half of this, roughly 
speaking, was devotijd to Edneatiou, and the remaii.'l^T to Public Works. No 
Public Works of a verj' important description were, exeputt'd on behalf of any 
of the Boards, hut the money devoted to Public Works was usefully spent on 
improvements of communication and water-snpjtly. The District Boards worked 
smoothly and effectively, as did in many cases the subordinate, laluka Local Boards. 

The district ofiBcers coijtinued to fill the ofBce of President, hut the office of Vicc- 
Pr&ident was as a rule filled by non-official gentlemen. The Biwnls were useful 
in bringing t<^ notice the wants of neglected and remote lot^alitics and the 
work done by them in the course of the year was not without proihisi:. * 

The total number of births registered during the year throughout the Presi- PnlJic iTealth 
dency was 572,431* Of the children bom 298,400 were males and 274,025 gtotiati^ 
females. Tire number of recorded births exceeded the numlrer recordecl in the 
previous year by 37,708: the inCTCaj^e was generally distributed over all the 
registratitm cirdes save that of Sind. The number of de^iths recorded was 
473,591. This exceeded the number recorded in the previous year by 65,1*82, 
and, exdnding the famine years 1877-78, the deaths recorded in 1885 were more 
ijxuoerom than in any year of the series. The birth-rate per thuusiuid in the 
«e«4—7« 
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urban circles was 26*15 and in the rural circles 39*90. The death-rate of the 
whole Presidency during? the year was 28*78 per thousand. The improvement in 
registration of births and deaths progresses stendily year by year as the people 
become familiarised with the system, but the statistics collected are still very far 
from complete. In Sind especially mortuary registration is most defective. 

Among cliildren under 6 years of age 200,000 deaths (a proportion of 
no less than 42*28 per cent, of the total number of deaths recorded) were 
registered. This rate is extremely high; it points unmistakeably to a lament- 
able neglect of sanitation. In the course of the year efforts were made by 
the Government to improve the sanitary conditions of the rurfd districts through 
the^agcncy of the village officers: hereffitary scavengers were to be encouraged 
and their dues regularly paid. Tlie municipalities, small though their resources 
are in most cases, make some arrangements for scavenging and sweeping the towns, 
but in tlie rural districts, save in the few phiccs where sanitary committees have 
been formed, filth and squalor predominate. 

The deatlis from choleni, bowel-complaints, and fever were unusually nu¬ 
merous. (Ibolera affected 234 out of the 283 registration circles, and in 8 towms 
the di'ath-ratc (rom cholera u'as {>articularly high. The increased mortality from 
bowel-comidaints and fever was generally distributed. On the other hand the 
mortality froin sinaIl-j»ox was extremely small. On the whole public health 
during 1885 was fair, and the steady iiieroase of ])opuiation maintained. 

During the year 9 new dispensaries were opened and the total number of dis¬ 
pensaries and civil hospitals under the supervision of the Surgeon-General with 
the Government ot lloiubay rose to 217. 1,095,908 patients were treated at 
these institutions. Tlu* number of patients treated considerably exceeded the 
nuntber of the previous year: the increase was as much due to the growing 
popularity of tliese institutions as to the increase in their niunher. The principal 
diseases treated were “ malariou.s fevers,” “ skin diseases,” •‘other local diseases,” 
and ** ophthalmia.” .4,220 major surgical operations were performed with great 
success on the whole, complete cures being effected in 3,512 cases. European 
medicines were generally pre^wred by native patients. Alwiut 77 per cent, of 
the cost of .flm maintenance of tlicse institutions was defrayed by the Bombay 
Government and the remainder from local or municipal funds. The question of 
the reconstruction of the European General Hospital, Bombay, had not been 
decided at the close of the year. 

The total number pf vaccine operations effected during the year was 907,790. 
Tills largely exceeded the number of the previous year, and it may be considered 
that very substantial progresis was made in this important direction. The 
operations were very successful. Animal lymph was used in Bombay, Poona, 
and one or tw'o other ]>laces, but in the great majority of cases vaccination 
was carried on entirely from arm to arm and udth human lymph. No instances 
were reported of the communication of any other disease than cofr-pox through 
vaccination. The average cost of each successful vaccination effected was «nniui 
5-5. In Bomliay and Karilchi vaccination has been compulsory for’8 and 6 years 
respectively, and a very great increase in the number of children protected 
in both towns has been effected. In connection with t^e effect of vaccine 
operations tlie marked decrease in cases of sff^-pox daring the year was not 
insignificant. * 

There are 5 lunatic asylums in the Presidency. A new asylum will shortly 
be opened at Ratnlgiri and the Dbirw^r asylum is about to be enlarged. The 
number of patients under treatment during the year was 899. 91 European^ 
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including 70 soldicnt, were admitted into the CohLba As>dum. Criminal lunatics 
under confinmeat numbered 114. Immoderate use of gdnja accounted lor a 
large {B^porticn of the cases among the natives of India. The net cost of each 
patient per annum was Bs. 186*6>7. lliis differs but little from the cost in the 
previous year, • 

The distriet municipal expenditure on conservancy during the year amount* Swiitation. 
ed to Rs. 6,83,668. The water-supply of Broach, Surat, Kurla, and Yeola is very 
indifferent and nothing was done to improve it. Pootia and Kiirdtdii have 
elaborate water-works and an excellent water-supply s among the smaller towns 
Gogha, Thana, Bdndra, M&bim, Bhiwiuli, an<l Alihdg obtain their water-supply 
from good tanks or lakes. Some munioiiMvl towns are fortunate enough to obtain 
. their water from rivers on which they are situattHL but iirthe tuuuf of tunny towns 
the water-supply is still defective. The public wells in municipal towns are 
cleaned liy the municipalities every year. 

The drainage of the municipal towns is in most eases primitive. There an? 
open masonry side drains in the principjilstreets, but in v<Ty few towns are. there 
proper drains to carry off foul water from tJie v arious houses. (Vmserpiently, 
private cess-pools and pits are frequently eonstrueted. Most inimieipal towns 
keep up public latrines. The night-soil is n?moved and in some cases converted 
into iKmdrctte. The municipalities usually maintain a staff of sweeperato keep 
the tow'n and streets clean. 

Generally sp<*aking, the restmrees of the muni(!ij>alities arc ipde(]uafe to 
cope with the difficulties that confront them. 'I’lic necessary expcndiUire 
oil education af)sorl)S a large portion of Tn(mieip:il ineomes. Especially is this 
the case with the smaller and p(K)rer mimieipalitie.s. In the rimiJ (list riels the 
W’ork of sanitation mainly falls upon the District and Tiilnka Local Boards. 

Here again the inanihild de.mundsand the limited nature of the resources available, 
render progress inevitably slow. 

The transfer of th<> primary and in some eases of tlrt*. secondary schools witliin Kaanaiicm, 
municipii limits to the ch.irge of the different, mutiieipolities was the most, im¬ 
portant modification of the edueational system tliat W'as effc^cted in IHK.'i-Hfi. The 
effect of this transfer was to set fr<-e considcj^bh? sums wliich were utilized in 
increasing the salaries of schoolniaster.s and in <*stabfishing new'^iehools in the 
rural districts, lake other I>epart.ment.s, the Educational Department miffcred 
somewhat from retrenchment. Nevertheless, the year w'as one of imdirninished 
usefulness, as the increased nunibt'r of schools miiiritnined directly or indinjctly by 
the Department (7.4ff2) and attendance, of [lujiils (4;-i2,ff89) testify. If to tlnrsc 
be added the number of “ unrecognized ” wsliools a»d the attendant [nipils the 
total number of schools in the Presidency during 1885-86 becomes 10,456 and 
the number of pupils 531,127. Of the whole, population the projwrtit)!! under 
inst^ction was 2*29 i»er cent. The amount expended by tlic Department from 
«all sources exceeded 45 laklis. 

The number of candidates for the different University Eliminations shovred ihiwrnty, at%d 
no falling off. As usual the great majority of successful candidates were Hindus GolUget. 
or I^irsis. * Tested by the average attendance of students and the results at 
the University Examinations the different Arts €oIl(?ges were maintained in 
their usual state* of efficiency throughout the year. The Elphinstone College 
appeared to be iu a remarkablTifi flourisliing condition, nor were the other Colleges 
far behind. * 

ITie pxofesfflonal schools and special scHbols of the Presidency include a Teehnie^ 
numb^ of widely different institutions. At both the Law Schwl at Bomfjay and 
the Law Claas at Poona good work was done. The excellent standard at the Grant 
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Medical College was more tlian maintained, particularly good progress being 
mad(; by tbe new class for women. The Government Medical Schools at Poona, 
Ahmcdabad, and Ilaidarabad were all well attended. The College of Science, 
Pfxma, continued to do useful work, especially in the Science, En^neering, Forest, 
Agricultural, and Mechanical Classes. The 8 Agricultural Closes attached to 
different High Schools were fairly attended, and in more than one instance in* 
terest was shown in t Classtis by the Local Boards—at Xudiad in a very practical 
and U8(‘ful way. At the Sir Jainsetji Jijibhai School of Art, Bombay, most 
satisfactory results were reported and the work of two of the students in the 
I’ainting Atelier was of a singularly promising description. The number of 
students attached to the Drawing Classes at the different Schools and Colleges 
showed a remarkable and gratifying increiise. The Ratndgiri factory was worked 
with the usual success, and good progress madti at various other useful institu¬ 
tions. The proposal to establish an Arts (.'olh'ge for Sind met with some promise of 
success, as an amount exce<‘ding lls. 58,000 vva.s collected and jiroraises of a yearly 
grant of lis. 10,000 obtained. t)n the whole, as far as concerned Technical 
Education, the year was one of jirognrss and activity hy no moans insignificaut. 

The number of High Sirhools in the Presidency rose from 72 to 75 and the 
attendance of pupils from l8,h‘4;i to 20,<>41. Of the schools 12, with an attend¬ 
ance of 1,085, wore for Girls, Tlu; Poona High School for Girls, the Cathedral 
School for Girls, the Scottish Girls' School at J’oona, and the Byculla Education 
Society's Girls' Schools Avere perha[is tin; most jirominent. At the High .Schools 
for Boys there Avas a general increase in the nurnher of ]ni|)ils. The proficiency 
at eri«!ket and other manly games of the KsitliiuAvdr High School hoys is worthy 
of remark. 

The niiinher of Middh* Schools Avas increased by 24 and of Primary Scliools 
by 728. Of t lie latter 4.4 were Girls’ Schools, The effect of the transfer of a 
nnmher of schools belonging to tlu’sc* Iavo <4asses from Local Board to Municipal 
control has heen already noticed. Some of the mimieijialities, particularly those 
at Poona and Shohljiur, showed eonsideralile interest and energy in connection 
Avith their schools. The results obtained at the Middle and Primary Schools as 
a Avhole Avere rather better than usual, and the efforts of the district officers to 
arouse a healtliy,interest among <1ie school eoimuittees in the Ai’ork of their 
schools AA'cre not altogethm* Avithont response. The Missions’ Schools and the 
NatiA'c State Schools Av«*re as a rule AAtdl eipiipped and conducted, and in the 
Indigcmoiis Schools a tendency to folloAV the Dejiartmeutal system was noticed. 

Thonnmhorof Mahomedafisunder instruction rose from 54,148 to57,7l7. The 
desire for inlueation seemed to he rather stronger among the Mahomedans of the 
Central and Southern Divisiou.s than amongst those of otlier Divisions. A consider- 
ahle improvement wa.s effected in the luitiiber of children belonging to " Wild 
Tribes ” and “ l)e|)res8ed Castes ” under instruction. The Lingilyat, Maritha, and 
Mahomednn (Siiid) communities all commenced or continued efforts to establish fdhds 
for educational purposes. The young Chiefs under education at Rijkot continued 
to make excellent progn*ss and at the Tdlukd<iri and Sarddrs’ Schuolatgood work 
was done. At the Normal Schools and Training Colleges the examination resultk 
were generally excellent, and public interest in these schools, more especially in 
those for women, was decidedly arou.scd in tbe course of the yfar. A series of 
conferences to which managers of private schools as weU as the Inspectors and 
teachers in Government schools were invited wpre £eld at various centres early 
in the year. The recommendations thus made were discussed at a Departments 
Conference held in Poona and finally submitted to tbe Government with a reirised 
draft of a complete Qrant-in-aid Code. Orders had not been issued by the 
Government when the year closed. 
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The year iras not one ol marked literary activity, although the number of Litoratere ana 
works registered for publication exceeded that registered in the previous ****' 
year. Of 168 publications in English ncaie wtare of a very remarkalde character, 
although several of the treatises were undoubtedly useful.' The works previously 
putdished by Mr. Mahdslri and other well-known reformers of Hindu society 
caused considerable excitement in the Hindu community, and a number of works 
both in Gujarati and Manithi were published in which tlie burning questions of 
child-marriages and other kindred matters were vigorously discusstnl from very 
different standitoints. Farces, or prahasma, were the favorite weapons of the 
disputants. Many of the vernacular works published w-ere of a useful and instruc¬ 
tive character. In Urdu, Kanarese, and the minor vernJMJular languages of the 
Presidency but little activity was shown. Tim number of ncwspajmrs published 
by natives of India rose by 11. Tlie introduction of the revision Surx'cy Settle¬ 
ments met with shaiq) criticism at the hands of the vernacular press, us did the 
administration of the Forest and A'l)kari departments. The annexation of Burma 
was strongly condemned, and the complaints that the limit of age in the compe¬ 
tition for the Covenanted (Jivil Service w’us unduly low were vigorously nuteratecL 
The working of the Local Self-Government scheuu’! was anxiously watched, Ihe 
|>oor nature of the railway accommodation for third class psissengers excited much 
complaint. The usual grievances—the establishment of the Christian church in 
India, the extravagance of the British system of governimuit, the. Arms Act, the 
exclusion of natives of India from high posts, tln.^ vastness of the power exercised 
by British Political Agents in Native States and its constant misuse—all these 
received their full share of attention. U{K)u the wlu>lc the tone of the vernacular 
publications of the year, although occiusionally uuwi.se and violent, was fairly 
moderate and unobjectionable. 

The Bombay Branch of the Iloyal Asiatic Sociidy continued to flourish Liiomry 
although the numl)cr of new members eh'cted was considerably less than the 
number elected in tlie previous year. The library, usual, was very largely 
patronised, and the collection of coins enriched by several valuable additions. 

The development of the .Sassoon Mechanics’ Institute has been so vigorous that 
the.Society has fairly outgrown its premisef\ and jarger accommodation is 
urgently required. The amount required for the propostid new hfcUit'c hail had 
been nearly collected at the close of the year. The Bombay Medical and Phy- 
8ic,jil Society held its customary monthly meetings. 

In the course of the year the Y^ctoria and iVlbcrt Museum was made over to Mnwauu.. 
the Bomfjay Municiimlity. Numerous and imiiortant Additions were made to the 
different collections. There were no signs of a failing rjjT in the interest usually 
shown by the general public in the Museum. 

The researches of the Archaeological Department were carried on in the Archwnlo^y. 
Broach and Dhdrwar districts. The ancient border town of Dabhoi situate<l in the 
tirritory of His Highness the GAikwtid was surveyed. The town formerly 
lielonged to the Anhilwdda kings of OujarAt, who adorned it with many fine buildings 
and fortifications. The gateways and the temple of KAlka Mdta are the principal 
objects of interest now standing. In the DhArwAr district researchesVerc made in 
various villages situated on or near the TungAhhadra river, which was probably at 
one time the east of south-east boundary of the Chalukyan kingdom. RieWy carved 
Cludukyan temples were foimd and examined in 4 villages. At Bala^nwi in 
Mysore territory an interestingdisedv^y was made of apillar 30 feet high Ixiaring 
on its capital a statue of the fabulous two-head6d bird " Gandabberunda.” ‘ This 
is the first instance in which a figure of this bird had been brought to the notice 
of the survey. Several fine-sculptured grou]>8 representing the Hoysala king 
slaying the lion wore also discovei^ and photographed during the year. 
b644-8« . 
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A large increase took place in the supply to the office of the Superintendent of 
Stationery of Indian-made articles requir^ for various Departments and Printing 
Presses. Pen-knives, inkstands and inkpots, paper for printing, and bleached paper 
for the manufacture of envelopes were all obtained in India and efforts were made 
to extend the substitution of country-made for imported articles still further. 
The country-made articles supplied were on the whole of fair quality and gave 
satisfaction. The saving to Government by the substitution amounted to Rs. 10,555 
and a much larger saving is anticipated in the forthcoming year by the commence¬ 
ment of which the existing stocks of imported articles on hand will have been 
(jonsumed. The total value of country-made articles purchased in the year was 
Ks. 39,625. 

'I’lic ecclesiastical history of the year was uneventful save for the death of 
two chaplains on the Hombay establishment. A fourth chaplaincy was transferred 
permanently to the Latiore establishment, on the condition that the diocese of 
Bombay should be relievt^d of the responsibility of providing a chaplain for Quetta. 
'Pwo new churches were opened during the year, one at Poona and the other at 
Dhitrwur. 
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CHAPTER I—POLITICAL 


Tributary States. 


In the following review of the administration of the Native States nnder the politi¬ 
cal supervision of the Government of Bombay the States are arranged in groups according 
to their geo^aphieal position. The most important group is that of the North QiyarAt 
States which contains about two-thirds of the total area under native rule. The ^nth 
Oujar4t States lie to the south of the river T&pti: they arc of small importance. There 
are 4 groups of Mardtha States. The first lies liclow the Ohdte to the nortli of Bombay, 
the second lies on at close to the Konkan Coast to the south of Bombay, the third and 
fourth are situated in the southern and eastern portions of the Dekkhan. There is also 
one Native State adjoining the Province of Sind. The Settlement of Aden with the 
subordinate SonUUi Coast tract, although immediately administered by the Bombay 
Government, is usually included in this chapter.

The administration of this 6tate was eani^ on by His Highness the Bio 
yw, A son and heir was bom to ^Highness. The relations ca the Cotoh State irit£ the* 
Frontier States were good, but the diqpe^with Morriand Hav^nagar were by iw means 
terminated. 


The nunfall was somewhat scanty, espedaUy in the later part (rf tlm season.. 
The wheat crop was nevertheless good and the cotton crop fair, and ower grains were not 
amiss. 2,068 acres of waste land were brought under cuitivs^don during the year and 
281 new wells were sunk, ArteBian wells, were sunk iu differ^t parts of the State, in some 
oases with hopeful results. Bs. 13,030 were advanced to cultivators by the State dating 
the year to improve their holdings: cultivators who at their own expense conk new wel£ 
in their holdings ore encouraged by the grant of occupancy ri^ts of a spedal natnre 
termed buta. survey of 13 villages was completed. At me dose of the year 132 
villages had been surveyed iu the State. There is no regular system of forest oonservanjC^. 
Ihe State has 21 grass preserves, and the plantii^ of trees la one of the duties of tiae 
Bevonuo Department. 6,801 trees were reported as planted during the year. Heoaires were 
t^en to secure the services of two tramed forort officers from tne Poona College of 
Science. 

• 

The strength of the police force was 938,—204 mounted, 468 foot, Mid 281 Arab body* 
guard. 970 onenccs were reported to the police during the year in connection with which 
1,606 persons wore arrested and 1,223 convicted, the proportion of convictions to arrests 
b^g 76‘1 per cent. 9 murders and 11 ibbberies were reported; theft and burglary cases 
nummred 809 ^inst 766 in the previous year. The value of stolen property was 
Es. 39,660, out or which property to the value of Rs. 17,206 was recovered. On the whole 
crime slightly decreased, police were heavily worked. A large portion, ahnost a 

half of the force, was stationed auring part of the year on the eastern frontier to prevent 
the entry of the K4thi4wdr outlaw, Mowtlr Sadhwdni, and the great public fairs at some 
of which the attendance exceeded 60,000 required careful watching. The total coat of the 
police force was Bs. 1,02,892. 


The totol number of criminal cases for disposal was 2,639, of which 2,630 were dis¬ 
posed of. 6,036 persons were dealt with of wnoni 2,084 were convicted. 187 criminal 
appeals were maefe, in 99 of which the decisions of the lower courts were modified or 
roveised. Fines uuposed amounted in all to Rs. 16,304. On the whole magisterial work was 
normal. ' 


The total number of suits filed before the dnrbdr courts, the small cause coui^, and 
the Jadeja side of theTdrjWtt Addlat was 6,024. 6,090 were disposed of during the year, 
and the number of suits in arrears reduced from 296 at its commencement to 223 its 
close. 1,067 civil appeals were filed and 1,004 lUsposod of, suits in on-ears riedng to 266. ‘ 
Litigation wos.dn the whole normal. 26 international suits were disposed of by the Agemy, 
11 remaining in arrears. 3 appeals to Government were decided. The receipts of the 
civil courts amounted to Rs. 7,495. 

The principal State jaU is that at Bh6j. There are also subordinate jails and lock¬ 
ups concerning which no details have been given. The average number of convicts under 
confinement in the Bhfij Central Jail was 116, the number being 18 less than in the pre¬ 
vious year. The cost of the maintenance of the jail was Bs. 7,247, while jail maoiuac- 
turcs to the value of Rs. 1,966 were disposed of. The health of the convicts was good. 
On the occasion of the birth of a son and heir to His Highness the Rdo, all prisonen in 
the State were released. To this fact the decrease in the number of prisoners under-oon- 
finement was duo.

There were 6 municipalities in the Cutch State, at Bhfij, M^dvi, Anidr, Mundrp, 

Jakh&i^ and Ndliya. Those at Bh6j and Mthidri were the most considerable, the municipM 
incomes of these towns amounting to Bs. 11,292 and Rs. 9,4(3 respMtively, while their re¬ 
spective expenditures were Rs. 10,869 and Rs. 9,112. All the municipalities were in a sojv- ^ 
ent condition. The expenditure incurred was mainly on conservancy, and th^ improvemeat 
of the town roods. 

The value of goods imported into the State was 67i lakhs agai^ 64 lakhs in tiw 
previous year. Exports fell off in value from 84^ to 26^ lakhs. The ffulure of the cotton of 
1884-86 was the main cause in the falling off of exports. The revenue from land and ssa- 
eustoms fell off from Bs. 8,94,390 in the previous ^ear to Rs. 8,77,271. The State sufi^ 
conriderably from the want of a railway. A steam ginning factory q>ened at Anjfir in the 
previous year was worked with some" success, and 7 ootton-wsas mocames were k^t wrurik- 
mg. Shipping was active, there being 3,650 aMvals and 8,776 departures from tibm various 
bandars of the State during tiie year. 60 new vessels wera.bmlt. The talk and ootton 
manufacture continued to decline, lire State ahira works were worked at a profit of 
Ba. 7,006. . ,

The aV 
at these institutions numbered 74,703 —767 in and 73,936 out-patients. The insti- 
turions worked weU during toe year and 80 deaths only occurred among the patients while 
64,517 patients wm« reported as cured. The total cost incurred was Rs. 86,683. The 
munificent offer of Rs. 35,000 by Shekla Datubhu Ibrahim for the estabiislament of a hospi¬ 
tal at Mtodvi was gratefully accepted by the darbdr and the foundation stone of the new 
hospital duly la^ 81,311 vaccinaUous were effected, too number exceeding that of toe pre¬ 
vious year hy 443. 


State schools numbered 119, and the aggremte attendance of scholars was 7,101. The Kdnestion. 
indigenous schools which numbcibd 104 iutd had an attendance of 3,776 scholars will pro¬ 
bably be placed under State management at no very remote date. 8 new schools were opamed 
daring the year, 1 by the darhar and 1 by Shekh Korimbhoi Ibraliiiu. The high schrxal at 
Bhdj was well attended. The working of the Sanskrit school opened in the pt%vioas year 
was favorably reported on. The Anglo-Veniaculor schools at Bh(^ and Hamlvi did well. 

Qirls’ schools numbered 14, and their tggregate attendance was 776. That at Bhfij was toe 
most important. Special attention was }>aid by His Highness the Bdo to the subject of 
female education. His Highness placed Rs. 10,000 in the hands of the Bombay Munici¬ 
pality to be used for any educational or other purpose that might lie detonninod uu after 
consultation with his Government. He subscrilsid liberally to the Countess of Hufferiu’s 
Fund, and gave large donations to various institutions. The Cutcli (hirhiv supports 
scholarships at various important training institutions in the Presidency. Tlio scholarships 
are awarded to Cutch pupils many of vmorn return to their Stath to liecome valuable State 
officers. Rs. 800 per mensem arc allowed ycai'Iy to a Cutdi student in England; the present 
holder of the scholarship is gm'ng through ii course at the Coopers Hill Cmloge. Rs. 55,756 
to all were expended by the State on education. 

7 libraries and reading-rooms were maintained in the State. Rs. 8,480 were expended Litoratarii. 
by the cUirimr in prizes for essays and works of literary merit. Tlie State* printing press 
did useful work. 


The Bhfij School of Art was attended by 113 pupils, the number having increased by 70 Art, ^,4 
sixice the previous year. The wood-carving, pottoiy, and modelling classes worked with 
great promise. Cutch exhibits received •highly favorable notice at the Antwerp Exhibition, » 

and exhibits to the value of Rs. 26,045 were sent to the London Exhibition of 1886. A 
Loh4r woman of Catch*carried off toe Mayo Prize at toe Sir Jon^tji Jijibbai 8 k:lux>l of Art, 

Bombay. ' 

A horse-show was held at Rudra Matra and was lordly visited. 154 horses and 874 
head of cattle were entered. The large stud of His HigWiss the Rdo was maintained to 
an efficient condition.

The pecmle ch BAdhanpar and PtOanpor inosQjF' 
carry swords or fomudable ircm-boond sticks and use these weapons against one anothnr 
on any small provocation. Hence the returns of violent crime are heavy. On the other 
hand, the conrage and warlike faabite of the people effectually protect them fn»n the attadcs 
of dacoits. Such attacks are extremely rare. The following case whidh occurred dniingthe 
year gives some idea of the disposition of the people. A number of Sindhis with their ost> 
tie came in the course of the year to reside in an island half of the gnuang in whidi is reed 
by the people of the V&r&hi State. The Sindhi cattle trespassed on the VAtim grazing ground. 
A party of men were sent from VdrAhi to assert the ri^ts of that State and to sk^ the 
trespass Tlicse men carried off nine camels that they found trespassing and returned to 
VArklii. On the next d^ the dead body of the oliief Sindhi was found covered wiUi nmne> 
rons sword wounds, ^e VArAhi men were tried and found gmlty but subsequent 
released. 
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The principal events in the different States of the Agency were as follows s— 

200 transport ponies were presented by the Divan to Qovenunent. The JHvdm and 
his family subscribed Bs. 1,675 to the fund for supplying the women of India with medical 
aid. 

The income of the darhdr during the year amounted to Ks. 4,71,707, the expenditnre 
to Bs. 5,12,685. Land Bovenue (Bs. 1,64,398) was the main source of income. Duty on 
opium and other transit duties, wliich are still levied, amounted to Bs. 88,420. The 
trade of the State remained in a most stagnant conditioif. Bents of grazing grounds realized 
Bs. 56,889. The expenditure included Bs. 50,000 paid as tribute to the Baroda State. The 
civil establishment's cost was Bs. 86,565, tliat of the PAianpur levy Bs. 69,446, that of the 
Darbdr Sibandi, Bs. 70,569. The (Chief’s personal expenditure amounted to Bs. 74,488. 
Bs. 66,584 were expended on Public and other Works. 

The Deesa-PAlanpur road was improved during the year and a better system of patrols 
introduced. The P&lanpur levy tavdrs perform this duty. 

The Bevonue Survey of the State mode but slow progress. 12 villages only were 
measured during the year. 

The Navdh during the year founded a new hospital at Bddhanpur. He subscribed 
liberally to the fund for supplying medical aid to the women of India. He also offered to 
supply 200 tiunspirt ponies for the use of the Government of India. 33 only of those he 
provided were token. Bs. 39,202 in all were expended in tliis State on Education, Municipal 
objects, and Public Works. Bs. 63,044 were expended on police. 

It was in this State that the outlaw MowAr SadhAni was for a long time harboured. A 
police force .of'3.1 men was organized during the year. The transit dues in this State are 
unusually burdensome. 

Nothing of importance occurred in tliis State during the year. In one or two cases 
Brahmins mutilated themselves in order to ^obtain their ends in land disputes. They were 
prosecuted and fined. 

A dispensary was opened during the year. , 

JhAdeja Pertabsing B^Aguji was presented by Government with a double-barrelled gun 
with a suitable inscription for his braveiy in attacking singlehanded three armed robbers 
who were horse-lifting. Fertabaing was very badly wounded. Owing to the apathy of the 
villagers the robbers escaped. 

The murder cose relating to VArAhi bos been already mentiened. Nothing of^import¬ 
ance occuiTcd in KAnkrej during the year.

Crimes of vinlrace are cununon 
for^ifi reasons already stated. The other munerons ofiences are boase^mmking and 
eatite-stealing. 

Bach thAna has its lo^>up and there is a good Superintendency Jail at PiUanpur, 
sr« Mraens were confined in tiie jail diurii^ the year. The cost was ^ S,S37. l^an- 
nor, »Cdhaiq>ar, and Thartd also have jails. 33H, 730, and 135 prisoners a'ert* confined 
tt those jaib respectively. There were 4 escapes from these jails during the year. 


There are 8 original civil courts in the Superintendency. 1,341 suits were disposed 
of during t^ year and tlie arrears reduot'd from 507 to 302 suite. T)te averagt> value 
Um subject matter of each suit decided was Ra. 80, 26 politica] eases were decided. 
175 amwUate suits vrere for disposal in the court of the Political Superintendent 94 
urare (usposed of during ^e year and 81 left in am'ais. In the civil courts of the 
1 jurisdictioaal civil states 3,424 original civil suits were disposed of, the greater number 
in Pdlanpur cmd BAdhaapur. 

Bijti.jomari, wheat, and cotton are the staple cropa Aithou^ the early rain was 
eicellent^e later rain was deficient and tlte harvest was poor, ^e cotton crop was 
fntther damaged by cold and biting winds in January. Wheat was Hie best crop. 


The PHanpur State alone possesses forests. These are on the Ildjputdaa frontier. 
Bamboos are obtained in lai'ge quantitiea 


Of the works carried out by the Superintundency the most important was a TAlukiidri 
at Pdlanpur which was completed at a cost of Bs. 8,40J. New police lines were also 
erected at some of the out-posts. 


The Supcrintendcncy revenue mcluding "previous balances amounted to Ks. 2,38,574 of 
which Bs. 1,98,61.9 were ex)iended. This included Ks. 1,29,543 on account of deposits which 
are paid in to the Superintendeucy rni .one day and paid out 4» the next. The new police 
force is jiaid fKmi the Sujierinteiidency fund. Its. 7,042 wen^ expended on t>ducation. The 
Superintendeucy balance at the close of the year was Ks. 39,059. 

Small^x was prevalent during the year iu tlic Viv State, oml Uicre was a gimeral 
epidemic of measles. Otherwise public health was gisxl. 20,411 persons were vaccinated, 
against 19,745 in the previous year. The vaccination depai-tinent is to lie iaimdy iucreas4*d. 
696 persons were reported to have Inxm attacked by small-pax during the year. Of 
these 361 died. In the previous yeai" 396 d«*aths oecurrofl from this diseast*. There are 4 
dispensaries—at lUdhanpur, Pdlonpur, Diodar, and V&riihi, Thu latter was uot opened dur¬ 
ing the year. 20,999 patients were treated against 17,152 in tlie pnwious year. 

4 new schools were opened during the year. There are now 39 sriiools in the States. 
The total average attendance of pupils was 2,477, an inctvase of 284 on tii« *^nev ioiw year’s 
attendance. The schools include 2 Anglo-vemaeular and 2 girls' schwis. The total amount 
expended on the schools was Bs. 11,288 against Its. 10,503 iu the picvious year.

Tlie State of Idor is the most important, covering more tlian half of tlie p"hole area of the 
Agency. A number of the smaller Stat^ pay tribute to it, while the Itlar 8taU> itself psvs 
moute to the Ofikwfd. The remaining States pay tribute either to the U&ikwfiJ or to the 
Btiririr Qovemment. 

* nie Mafai KAntha States mareh with the States of BAjputdiia. There arc a laige iram- 
faer of Kul villages onmther side of the border. Dacoities and crimes of violence are com- 
.jnop. Duriiw the year 4 men of the Idar police force went to one of these Bbil villages to 
MTBUt aomelm:^ m omnectian with a dacoity that had taken place. Tlu* police were 
adtad to rit down in the village. Th^ did so, and the Bhils from that and the neighlxiuring 
Tjllaflira mlkrtiful and maaaaored the four men. Then the Bhils left the villagi* and fled across 
tihennder where they found a safe asylum. The village at the close of the year was 
hrfaqf waste. Instaoces such as this show the turbukot n^nre of (Jm tribes with which the 
Agcneiy baa to ttagl. and the appallingly heavy returns oi violent crime ore thus parUally 
coqpiaiiwd. During the year a Sknrder Oourt was held by the Bajpntdna and Mahi Kf nthia 
4flitnriiw Ckimee were redoeed to rupees by an arithin^ical process and a bolanoe to the 
cl some fiOO rupees struck against the liahi*KAntha States. • 

The fdathms hetweoi the Chief and Uie large landhdidere under him. whose position 
aamawhat mtrmblnt that of the barons in the middle ages, improved durii^ the year. 
Tbsaa la^hnlAwg am rirjrled Sardan or Bhvmim, and many of them exercise independent 
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rBiacTABir Statxr. jnruidiction, to the great detritnent of the police admudstndioo, a* many of 
MaM Kdtuha. pendent estates lie on the border. Both aa/rdi/n and rayaia are said to . be greaOT m 
debt. Nevertheless cultivation is being dowly extended. Several villages have poeo 
established in the last few years, ana 72 weOs were boilt dnzing A revmiQe 

survey was introduced into 9 villa^ daring the year. 


The expenditure of the Idar State on its police force amounted to Bs. 64,792, a hugs 
proportion of an income of 4 Idkhs. The recent establishment of some villages (m the bor¬ 
der has hod to some extent the desired effect of checking the inroads of the Bhils front 
MeywAr. On Public Works the Idar State exMnded Bs. 23,355, and the town of Idar was 
much improved during the year. A Icuge tai& near ^e town was cleared and exeaviatcd 
and useful irrigation works commenced near WasoL The high road between Idar an^ 
Kherwada has been taken over a hill and the former circnitous route which waa a favorite 
resort of the Bhils for purposes of highway robbery has bemi avoided. A model farm and a 
State bank, both on a modest scale, were started by the Chief daring the year. 


Pol. 


The Chief of Pol secluded himself in a frontier hill village during tire year. Access to 
this village is most difficult. Tho State is badly administered. 


XrOnU. 


The Mahardna’a son was sent to the Mayo College at Ajmir during the year. Cul¬ 
tivation is extending itself in this State. 


The Chief died during the year. An ansuccessful attempt was made to pass off a 
spurious child as heir. 

The remaining States are small and insignificant and their affiiirs call for no remark. 
The total amount expended on Public Wemka was infinitesimal. An attempt to collect a 
local fund cess met with vigorous opposition from the superior landholders. 


Tr»d». The burdensome transit dues whieh are levied in every petty Jurisdiction, not only hr 

Mahi KAntha but also in Baroda territory, are an effectual impediment to the development 
of trade. At present no cart from any port of the HAlii KAntha can reach the railway 
without paying those duos, and they frequently have to be paid 8 or 9 times over. The 
great falling off in the dyeing trade of PethA^nr nmy be attributed to this cause. A num¬ 
ber of the inhabitants during the post year left the town in order to establish themselves 
in some locality where therr industry would bo less hampered. The imposition of the 
enhanced Baroda transit dues is of recent date. 


Oaneral Aitmlniiim- The dispute between the PAlanpur and Idai‘ States concerning some of the border 
tloa of the Ageno;. lands is to be settled by a survey which was commenced during the year. A dispute 
between DAnta and PAlanpur is to be settled in a similar way. 


The work cit the Bqrder Court has lieen already noticed. 91 cases comprising 133 
diffeieivt claims were decided. 4 of the claims were for murders, 8 for wounding, 49 for 
cattle-lifting, 2 for robbery, 39 for informers' fees, 3 for assault, and 1 for adultery. 


Sutes under Agency There ore 16 States under Agency management. Of these OhodAsorisin a flourish- 
management. iug condition, PothApur and YAsna ate also free from debt. 

PoHoe. 97 men' of the GAikwAd’s contingent were disbanded during the year, 327 were left 

on duty. As in the neighbouring agencies of PAlanpur and KAthiAwAr, a Mahi KAntha 
Agency police force was leing organized during the year. 121 men were transferred at 
the commencement of the year from the QAikwAd s contingent to the Agency mounted police, 
who now number 197. Good progress was made with their drill daring the year ana they 
are well mounted. The Agenw foot police are 202 strong; they ore well drilled, and 112 men 
were put through a course of ball practiee. 

Beside the Agency police force and the QAikwAd’s contingent, the Idar State has tax 
organized foi'ce t>f 79 mounted and 725 foot police. A company of 149 sepoys is also 
maintained by the Idar State. This company mounts guard over tme Idar State Jofl and 
Treasury, ana occasionally patrols the frontier in order that the sight of a r^-eoat may 
intimidate the Bhila In the other petty States there are afew^pouce, mounted and foot, 
but they ore worthless. The total cost of the' States priiec was Bs. 95,71^ tboi! of the 
Agency police Ra 77,608. 


The results of the working ot the police were as follows;—1,898 ofilence^ were reported^ 
1,992 persons arrested, 1,422 persons sent for trial, and 1,154 convictions obtained, the per¬ 
centage of the number of accu^ persons convicted to the number sent for trial bring 81*15. 
These figures when compared with those of the past year show—

The only important jail is at Idar. There %re 26 lock-upa The Idar jail is a fine 
bmlding well suited for the purpose. The total cost of the maintenance of ail the prisons 
amounted to Ba 19,345. The jail administration of the year was rendered notable by 
an outbreak of some 30 prisoners at Idar who attempted to overpower the guard and 
esosjM, They would probably have succeeded in tlieir object but for the intervenUnn of 
the Idar smioys whose lines were near. The sepoys charged tlie prisoners killing H and 
wonading 1^4. 8 prisoners succeeded in escaping, of whom 3 were recaptured. 

There are 2,226 M&rw4ri Bajpnts under the surveillance of the infanticide establish* 
most. Female births numbered 3i, and the deatlia among the infants were 4. Thero 
were SO male births and 2 deaths during the year. Rs. 179 wercextxmded in assisUng 
poor Rajputs to many their daughters, total cost of tlie infanticide establishment 
was Bd 799. 

There are 19 criminal conrts in the States. 2,379 offences were reported daring the 
yemr. 3,886 persons were dealt with by the courts and 2,433 convicted. 40 orimiuid 
oases were pending at the close of the year. Tlicso returns were slightly less heavy than 
those of the previous year. 26 cases wore tried by tlie Sessions (kiurto of Idar and of 
the Political Apmt. The number of criminal appals made was 73. In 47 of tlieso 
cases the decismns of the lower courts were mouified or reversed. 


There are 40 original civil courts in the Agency. 2,302 suits came up for disposal 
daring the year and 1,869 cases were disposetl of. The suits in arrears rose from 260 
to 433. The Idar and Minsa courts have llid and 163 suits in amtars respectively. 
59 civil appeals came up for disposal and 35 were dispoMHi of, 24 remaining outstanu* 
ing at the close of Uie year. 513 political cases came for disposal liefore Uio Agency. 
219 cases were disposed of and 294- cases were loft in arrears. Two jiolitical cosim in 
which the Chiefs of Tintoi and VerAbor disputed their subordination to the Idar State 
were decided during the year against the Chiefs in question, who appealed to Oovenunent. 

The rains were scanty and untimely and very poor harvests were obtained. Millets 
and wheat are the staple crops the country. The out-turn of wheat was but onc*third of the 
out-turn of the previous year. ^ 

The Idar State alone attempts any forest conservancy. It has one or two teak reserves. 
The introduction of effective conservancy on a large scale would be most difficult in 
consequence of the immemorial rights of the Bhils to forest produce. The Bhils would 
certainly resent and resist any interference. 

The trade and public works of the year liave already been noticed. Nd public works of 
any kind were carried out by the Agency. 

7,749 pounds of opium were imported during the year. The drug is obtained direct 
from ]^mbay. and MiJwa, and its importation has increased in the lost 2 years. 66 cases 
. opium-smuggling were reported, and ,93 persons convicted. 

The total amount of tribute due during the year was Rs. 1,48,393. Of this 
Ba. 1,22,747 were collected. Bs. 25,645 remained outstanding. *Bs. 18,380 of this sum were 
due on account of former years. 

The local funds at the disposal of the Political Agent number 15; they include Jail, 
BaaAr, Vacdxtption, Educational, and minor funda The receipts of the year amounted to 
Ba. 87tl82,of whi^ Rs. ^,181 were expended- The balance rose from Rs. 39,134 at the 
b anning of the year to *Bs. 46,085 at its close. 

lie public health was good daring the year save for on outbreak of cholera in Septem- 
Jser in out of 233 persons attacked 204 died. There were 8 dispensaries, a new

The KAthiAwAr province contains 188 States of varying size and importance. 18 of 
the States pay no tribute, 97 are tribatlity to the British Gk>vemment and 78 to the (3aik- 
wAd of Baro(ja. 

The soil of the province is very productive and wheat and cotton are largely grown; 
There are several good hai-l^urs on the ooest and the Chiefs of many of the Sto^ are fully 
alive to the desira&lity of developing so rich a country. The existing railwOTs in the pro¬ 
vince run from WadhwAn to BhAvnagar, from BhAvnagar to Gondal, and from Morvr to 
ThAn. Various other proposals for the extension of railways have been made and will 
probably Iw carried out shortly. 

The 188 States are divided into 7 classes. Chiefs of the States of the 1st and 2iid 
nlaaaAti exorciso plenary jurisdiction and the judicial powers of the remaining Chiefs are 
graded in a diminishing scale, the residuary jurisdiction being vested in the British Political 
officei-8, each of whom saperintends a group of states. The Political Agent of KAthiAwAr 
superintends the whole. 

Among the principal events of 1886-86 the bestowal by Her Imperial itajesty of the 
rank of Grand (Jommonder of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India upen ^ Takt* 
singhji Jaswantsinghji, Chief of BhAvnagar, may be noticed. The investiture of Bis High* 
ness will take place shortly. The Porbandar darddr had long been engaged in a serious and 
dangerous dispute with tne MeliArs—a turbulent class holding land in the State. It was 
hoped that the quarrel with the MehArs would be satisfactorily adjusted. The State treasure 
was attached by the Political Agent and the State placed under the direct management of a 
Britiah officer. The 2nd class Cliief of WadhwAn dietl during the year cmd was succeeded 
by his brother.. The ThAkor SAheb of PalitAna also died and was succeeded by his eldest 
son who signaHs^ his accession by tenninating a long-standing dispute between the Jain 
sect and the PalitAna darbdr. PalitAna is a place of pilgrimage for the Jains. 

Owing to the failure of the cotton crop for 1884-85 trade general^, both sea-borne and 
railway-borne, was not so brisk as in other years. The Bhavnagar-Oondal* Bail way was 
worked at a profit of 4 06 per cent. The passenger traffic increased very materially, m did 
all gocids traffic save that in raw cotton. The following new lines of railway have bren 
proposed: from Oondal to < Jetalsar,, from Sihor to Palitmia, and from Jetalsar throng 
JunAgad to Vei-Aval on the coast. The Morvi State railway was declared open for 24 m^ 
during the year. Moj^ interesting exhibits were forwarded dur^ the year to the London 
Indian and Ooloniol Exhibition by the BhAvnagar darbdr. The BhAvnagar State also 
afforded liberal support to the cause of female education and gave a large <»natian to the 
Arts (College recently established at KaiAchi. , * 

The various burdensome taxes on trade levied until recently in every State in the fom 
of import and export duties have been further diminished daring the year the retniaaion 
of the tax known as deididdn by the NavAnagar and JunAgad dmbdra, t ^ 


Wheat cultivation is being gradually extended in &e province, aIfhoagh*the.precise oiiea 
under wheat is not known, A large quantity is es^rted from Limbdi. A quantify is 
imported for local consnn^on from Cawnpore, Delhi, mid the Oeptial Province.

• The number of offences reported to the police daring the year was 12,S47, which ex- 
seeds hy 1J49 the Jiumber reported in the previous year. The number of accost arrested 
^ the pi^te was 11,997: of these 11,167 were brou^t to trial, of whom 6,054 (a proportion 
■ « 64-4 cent,} were omvicted. In the previous year of 10,847 persons sent for trial, 6,601 
t(h proportion of 51'6 x>er cent.) wme convicted. Property to the value of Bs. 3,89,646 was 
steleh. Of this a percentage of 19 was recovered. In we previous year the value of the 
ptoorarty stolen was Bs. 2,63,416, of which 26‘5 per cent, was recovered. 112 robberies and 
99 oaooitieB took place during the year. In these affrays property^ to the value of Bs. 1,28,501 
was destroyed or stolen, 19 persons were killed, 18 carried off as hostages, and 93 
wounded, A lar^ portion of the dacoities were attributed to the Mekrdnis, who were apparent- 
fy in open rebcQion against the Jundgad ciMrhdr. In connection with these offences in whi(h 
701 persons are said to have been concerned, 47 persons only vrere captured and convicted and 
640 remained at large at the close the year. These figures show desperate crime to have 
been slightly more prevalent than in the years immediately pi-eceding that under report. 22 
outlaws remained at large at the dose of the year. One was captured daring tlie year, and 
one, the notorious Mow4r Sodhdni, surrenders to the officer who was placed on special duty 
for the suppression of the outlawa 

The total strength of the Police force hitherto emplwed by the <lifferent States is 0,772. 
Of these 1,043 are mounted and 6,729 are foot. This rorce includes village police. The 
strength of the newly organized force which will have jurisdiction over the whole province 
has been already explained It is not stated to what extent the new force will supersede or 
in what ways it will work with the older forces gf the different States. The total annual 
cost of the latter forces was Bs. 8,66,965. 

The total number of offences reported to the ma^stracy of the province was 10,725. In 
the previous year 17,831 offences were so reported. In connection with ^eso coses 27,494 
persons appeared before the criminal courts and 11,166 persons were convicted. No infor¬ 
mation has been given concerning the classes of offences in whicli there has been an increase. 
1,640 appeals were made in criminal cases, and 291 sentences of the lower courts reversed 
and 532 modified. 7 opium coses were tried during the year. 1,424 of the cases were tried 
by the Agency couite and the rest by State courts. 

40,940 original civil suits were filed during the year. Of these .30,093 cases wore 
disposed of. The numlier of cases in arrears rose from 4,853 off the oommepsenjent to 14,018 
at the close of the year. There are 218 original civil tribunals in the provinte. 1,660 civil 
appeals were filed during the year and 1,399 disposed of. The numlwr of arrears rose 
from 461 at the commencement to 622 at the close of the year. In the linjasthanik courts 
which deal with the numerous disputes tliat arise between the tjUtrltdrs and the landholders 
184 suits were decided during the year. A balance of 486 suits remained undisposed of. No 
information has been given as to the nature of the suits filed : nor has the balance of un<ii8- 
posed suite been explained. 3,166 of the total number of suite ,were dcci<lod by the Agency 
courts and the remainder by tlie State courts. 

There are 162 jails and lock-ups in the province. In these 10,242 persons were con¬ 
fined during the year, the daily average number of prisoners being 1,236. 1,287 persons 
remained under con^ement at the dose of the year. The total annud cost of the mainte- 
imace M the prisons was Rs. 96,234. 

* The early runfaU of the year was very favorable, but the later fall was defident 
aB(d' untamety. Consequently the early mips were extremely bad and the late crops only 
jtte^ecato, Tha failure of the cotton crop has been already alluded to.

The total unoont expended on Public Works by the different States was Ba SO,07,405. 
Re. 2,41,182 were spent under the supervision of the Agen<^ engineer. The Political A^t's 
bungalow at Bdjkot was completed. The total length of mdj^ and metalled roads m the 
province was 1.37i miles. Tim cost of their np-keep was Bs. 30,692. Ilie police lines at 
Ktjkot approach completion. A dispensary was built at Lodhika. 

The total tribute demand of the British and Otikwdd’s Government wae B& 10^2,350. 
This was all recovered save Rs. 4,490. 

The local funds are divided into various different funds of which the receipts and 
expenditure during the year were as follows: 

(1) General Fund.—Receipts Rs. 1,38,552 ; expenditure Rs. 1,38,316. Frinripsl olgects 
of expenditure; Trunk Ikiads (Rs. 56,000), Kathi&wdr Education Fund (m. 27,000), 
RdjkumUr College Fund (Rs, 10,000). 

(2) Road Fund.—Receipts Rs. 1,08,512 ; expenditnre Rs. 1,17,476. Principal, objects 
of expenditure; Estalilisluncnts (Rs, 84,000), Repairs to roods (Rs. 14,000), Masonry and 
earthworks (Rs. 23,000). 

(3) Education Fund.—Receipts (including Rs. 4,22,900 invested) Rs. 6,92,522; expen¬ 
diture (including Rs. 4,.30,600 invested) Rs. 4,67,911. Principal objects of expenditure; 
Ritjkot High School (Rs. 37.000), and RAjkumAr College (Rs. 63,000). 

(4) Districts Ii<X!al Fund.—Receipts Rs. 5,97,362; expenditure Rs. 3,74,532. Expenditui'e 
was divided among the 5 sub-divisions of the province, oitd a balance of Rs. 2,22,830 remaiaed 
unexpended. 

There are other funds of less importance. 

There are 77 hospitals and dispensaries in the province. What was the number of 
patients who attended them and what were the prevalent diseases has not been stated. 47 
villages are said to have been visited by small-pox but no cases of cholera were reported. 
86,733 persons wore vaccinated and 17,522 revaccinated during the year. The former num¬ 
ber exceeds that of the previous year: the latter is leas. The work of the vaccinatom was 
interfered with by the disturbed state of ports of the province. The toW cost of the 
vaccine operations was Rs. 27,432. 

The total niunW of schools rose during the year from 729 to 774, and the number of 
scholars from 42,788 to 43,834, The schools were composed as follows:—5 High Schools, 
14 Anglo-Vemocular Schools, 646 Primoiy Scljools (dots’), 40 Primary Schools (girls’), 
1 Male Training College, 1 Female Training College, There were olsfi 166 private schools 
which included 2 Anglo-Vem»u5ular and 168 primaiy schooLs. 2 Mission schools completed 
tile grand total of 77\ 45 schools were added during the year. A new high school 
was opened at Wodhwdn during the year. The total amount expended on the schoois by 
the States (excluding the expenses of the RdJkumAr College and the Tdlukddri-Qrdsia School 
at WadhwAn) was Its. 3,70,850 against Rs. 2,62,586 in the previous year. Among the more 
impui>tant scliolastic institutions the KAthidwilr Training College at Ritjkot, the KAjkumAr 
College, and the Tdluhldri-Grdaia School at Watlhwdn may be noticed. The work of the 
Training College during the year is described as gcxHl. There ore 43 students at the Rdjku- 
mdr Cofiege, iricluding His Highness the Malidrdja of Kolhdpur. The Tdiukddri-Orda^ 
School contained 30 students during the year. In these schools as well as in the High 
Schixils considerable interest is taken in gymnastics and the scholars play cricket matches 
with a very fair amount of success. The Barton Female Training College has made a fair 
start and already contains 9 pupils. 

CAMBAT. 

Aron, 350 square miles; Population (1881), 86,074; Gross Revenne, Rs. 6,94,331. 

The Musalmdn State of Cambay lies at the head of the Gulf of Cambay. Th^ Navdb 
has the almost uucontrollcd uiauageiuent of his affairs. The Collector ot KaJra, whe^ is 
tx-offieio Political Agent of this State, visited Cambay in October 1885, His Highness the 
Navdb continued his last year’s plan of visiting places outside his ow^ territory and 
visited several towns of importance in the Presidency besides touring in a portion of hjSi 
own dominions. His relations with the different members of the darbdr were fairly 
satisfactory. 

The season was a fair one although the rain at first held ofi so Jong as to cause eonsi- 
ilornblc anxiety. However, a timely rainfall secured a fair harvest. Nevertheless the land 
revenue fell by over Rs. 14,000. Cotton and wheat crops were poor. 

The military force remained os before, a worfiiless rabble, numbering 590. The expense 
incurred on their account was Its. 4^,722. 

TliP Police force was furflier reduced from 658 in the preceding year to 694. The cost 
inenned on this head was Rs. 52,047, against Rs. 53,724 in 1884-85. 426 crimes wm report¬ 
ed as against 589 in the preceding year. The year was tranquil and undisturbed 

786 cases were brought liefore the criminal courts (of which there are 7), In 1884-85 
the number of cases for ^posal was 808. Ail but 15 cases were disposed of in the y«w<

off mddiHify thrir eonfirmed habits of procrastination. At the close of the year 1,251 suits 
wavs pending against 614 the commencement of the year. The total cost judi^ 
administratioii was B& 25,371, while judicial receipts amounted to Rs. 24,582. 

The revenue for the year amounted to Ba. 5,94,830 against lU, 5,68,106 in the m«vious Rovosoe »ad 
vear. Thm« was an m crease in abkdri and judicial receipts, and a deeresse of Ba l7,080 in Bx(Hiaditar«. 
land revenue and of Ba 8,689 in miscellimeoas receipta The expenditure for the year 
ctnounted to Ba 6,88,289. Of this Ba 2,35,908 were on account of JDarbdr expensea 

The State borrowed 4 lakhs of rupees from the Bombay Qovemment at 4i per cent, on 
1st Januaiy 1886. Ba 48,000 of this loan were repaid during tlie year. 

All custom dues were abolished in 1884-86, in which year trade considerably inoroased Shipping, 
in consequence. The following table shows tho shipping exports and imports as oompai'ed 
with those of 1884-86. The falling off under expo^ was due to tho exportation of tonacco 
by land owing to the non-arrival of ships on account of tho expectation of on early monsoon. 



Bs. 49,846 were spent on Public Works in the year. A light-ship was place<l in the PuMi.; vvurl,<. 
harbour. 

The old copper coins of the State have been re-coined, and the f alue of 16 annas of Cambay Coinsgu. 
copper coin fixed as 1 Rupee Cambay currency, and of 1 anna as 4 pice. This is said to 
prevent fraud and inconvemence. Copper coin was struck to the 4alnc of Rs. 18,600. 

Public health was good throughout the year. The attendance at the charitable dis- H&altli. 
pensary at Cambay was as follows:—In-patients 2, out-door patients 8,439. These figures for 
1884-86 were 8 and 11,678 respectively. No cause has been assigned for this decrease. 

Education remained fairly stationary. An Englislt class with instruction up to the Eiiucntiuu. 
fourtli standard was opened, and a Mahomedon madremi was also started. The total num¬ 
ber children attending schools is 1,447 boys and 121 girla The amount spent by the 
Darbdr on education was Ks. 2,939. Tlic schools are said to be in a pi-omising condition. It 
is proposed to mcrease the number of State schools shortly,

aijd estates of lesser importance. 

The most important event of the year was the final withdrawal of the contingent of 
His Ki ghnass the Qtikwdd, which usea to perform police duties in the Agency, and the 
^substitution of*the newly organized Agency police force. The rainfall throughout tlu' 

States was nnsessonable mid scanty and the price of food grains rose, but not to siicli an 
extent as to affect seriously the poorer classes.

Expenditure was unusually h^ in oonaequMuse tS expenare 
connected with the betrothal of tl»e Rdjn'$ daughter. 

The revenue for the year amounted to Rs. 1,76,842 and the expenditure to Ea.^ 1,62,160. 
Land Revenue amounted to Rs. 1,02,097. Rs. 20,838 were expended upon Pahhc WOTka, 
the most important of which was tlic Godhra-LunAvilda road. 

The revenue amounted to Rs. 1,64,107 and expenditure to Rs. 1,52,382. Public Works 
expenditure amounted to Ra 21,859. The principal work in progress was the Huzur 
kc^eri. 

The affairs of the minor States call for but few remarks. Steps were taken to equalize 
the transit dues levied by some of them. 

The total sum due ns tribfitc to His Highness the GaikwAd from the varioM Chiefs and 
tdlukddn was, including arrears, R.s. 2,80,132. Of this Rs. 1,96,716 were paid or written 
off and a balance of Ils. 84,416 left outstanding. Tribute to the British Government 
amounted to Rs. 36,996. 

14 attached estates wore tmder the charge of the Political Agent. Several of these 
estates have large cash balances. Considerable sums were expended in them on wells and 
other useful Pulilic Works. 

The following remarks deal with the States of the Agency collectively:— 

The Agi'ncy Police force consisted of 37 mounted and 107 foot imlice, while the States’ 
force consisted of 1,016 men whoso cost was Rs. 1,05,808. 1,82.3 oflences were repoi'ted, 

2,621 persons arrested and 1,836 persons convicted. Tlie criminal return was considerably 
heavier tlmn that of the previous year, hut this was probably duo to the sending in of more 
complete rtiports. Stolen property was valued atRs, 57,731, of which property to the 
value of Rs. 13,476 was lecoveretl. 

4,008 persons in all were brouglit before the Magistrates. 2,442 were convicted and 
17 committed for trial, * 155 cases were tried before the British magistrates. In the report¬ 
ed offences of theft, houso-broaking, and robbery there was a large increase during the 
year. 

2,319 prisoners were confined in the Agency Jails of which the principal is at NAndod. 
Tlie total cost*under this head was Rs. 20,349. 

In the 6 civil courts of the Agency 138 suits were filed. 144 suits were disposed of 
and the number of suits in aiTCors reduced to 8. 12 appeals were made in civil cases, of 
which 11 were disposed of. 

The Agency contained 8 dispensaries, one having liecn opened during the year. The 
total cost of these institutjons was Rs. 16,642. The average daily attendance was 840. 
The work done was good. Save for a slight epidemic of cholera, public health was good 
during the year. 18,804 vaccine operations wore effected against 18,385 in the previous year; 
the total cost incui-red was Rs. 3,191. 

Nohow primai'y schools weni opened, and tlie number of schools in the Agen^ limits 
was 85 as in the previous year. There ore two Anglo-vernacular and 5 mrls’senodS, The 
number of Iwys on the rolls was 5,585 anU of girls 253. 4 new ‘school houses were bilRt. 
The total cost of education was Ra. 25,.')40 against Ra. 22,456 in 1884-86. The results of

There is but one school in the State. That is at Jiimbnghoda. It receives a grant of 
Rs. 300 from the town transit duties.

The police force was 53 strong, 10 of the men being mounted : 135 offences were report¬ 
ed and 119 convictions obtained. 117 offences against Ahkdri laws were also repoi’tcd. 

The numlier of civil suits for di.sposal vrun 87, of which 84 were disposed of. Of 4 civil

42 prisoners were confined in the Dharainpor jail in the course of the year. 

The State receipts amounted to Rs. 3,18,411 against Rs. 3,47,0.33 in the previous year, 
a decrease in the sales of forest prcxlua- accounting for the difrerenci*.

The assessment was fixed at Rs. 9,092. Although the average rate per acre of kharif 
land was considerably lowered by the settlement the total annual land rovoune was in- 
'creased by Bs. 4,(MX), as a numbOT of occupants who under the old system paid nothing at 
all were brought to account. 

The rainfall of the year was 119 inches, and the season was a good one. Rainfall. 

The police ten^ consists of 25 men whose cost is Ks. 190 per mensem: 71 otfcnces were PoUoa. 
reported, 104 persona arrested, and 94 convicted. In the previous year 84 offences were 
reported, 42 persons arrested, and 34 convicted. Fropertv to the value of Ks. 892 was stolen: 
it was almost oU recovered. In the previous year the value of property stolen was 
Ra 1,184. 

325 persons were dealt with by the criminal courts in connection with 203 otfenoes Criminal Juitliw. 
reported; 208 persons were convicted. Crime returns were heavier dm-ing the year, mainly 
owing to the number of ofienccs under the Abkiri Act. One criminal appeal was mode; the 
decision of the lower court was confirmed. 

92 persons were confined in the jail during the year. The daily average number of PrtaoM. 
prisoners under confinement was 14. The total cost under tliis hood was Rs. 691. Two 
convicts died in jail. 

160 civil suits came up for disposal licfore the 2 civil courts daring the year. All Civil Juitiow. 
these suits save 24 wera disposed of. Of a total of 237 applications for execution of decrees, 

228 were disposed of. 

The total State revenue of the year amounted to Rs. 1,23,128, and the expenditure to Revenue and 
Rs. 1,86,863, the deficit being met from previous balonct'a The revenue was normal, an 
increase under AbkAri being counterbalanced by a dem^nsc under Alienations. Expendi¬ 
ture exceeded the expenditure of the post year by Bs. 26,881. Tjie increase was distributed 
over all heads. .

JANJIRA. 

Araa, 324 square miles; Population (1881), 76,381; Gross Revenue, Ri. 4,22,260. 

This State lies on the coast and is bounded on the south and west by the districte of Janjira. 
BatnAgiri and KolAtia. The Nav(U> himself with a ,Stu,te KArbhAri conducts the ndmiuis- 
tration under the supervision of tlie Collector of KolAbo. The Navdb suffered a severe 
domestic auction daring the year in the death of his wife. 

• The rainfall amounted to 83 inches and was timely. The crops wore decidedly good. Weather and Crops 
The prices of food-grains showed no noticeable fluctuations. 

The survey of the State was commenced in March 1883. During 1885-86, 15,176 Survey and Settls- 
HorcB wei-e meamired and 3,604 acres classed. The total area measured up to the end of tlio n>eut. 
year was 31,65> acres, and the total area classed 6,016 acres. Only 12 per cent, of the whole 
area <A tiie State has hitherto been surveyed. The enquiry into the status of Khoti-tenonts 
has progressed pari p^au with the survey operations. 

The pdioe force numbers 128 men; its cost during the year was Rs. 14,136. 149 cases Polioa 
i& oU were investaigated by the police. Of these 137 were cognimble. 218 persons were 
attested by the pwoe, of whom 158 were sent f<ir trial and 92 convicted. The value of 
otolen property fell from Rs. 1,713 in 1884-85 to Rs. 1,322. The conduct of the force during 
year was good ^ * 

There at« 10 eriininal courts in all, including 1 Sadar C!ourt of appeal and 1 Sessions Criminal JutU*. 
OofOrA The remainiiig courts are magisterial. 310 cases wore brought before these courts 
for d?sp<^l duri ng (Sfi year: of these 301 cases were disposed (A. Of 611 accused persons 
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163 were convicted In the previons year 847 casea were bronght before the courts, and 
682 persons were concerned in them. Crime on the whole during the year was normal. 

There is one State Jail at Mumd and 3 lock-ups. 83 persons were confined duriitf the 
year. Of these 60 were discharged. The total cost of maintaining the prisons was Bs. z,01S, 
the avenge yearly co.st of each prisoner being Bs. 95-13-0. 

There are 2 civil courts of original jurisdiction and 1 of appeal. 483 civil suite were 
instituted daring the year. 320 were pending at the beginning of the year and 495 w«^ 
disposed of, the balance pending at the end of the year being 308. 67 appeals were dis¬ 
posed of during the year and 10 pending at its close. The totm receipts of the civil courts 
amounted to Rs. 0,757 against Bs. 8,142 in the previous year. 

The realizations of the Forest Departinent during theyear amounted to Bs. 29,793. In 
the previous year the amount realized was Rs. 12,932, llic forests of 10 villages were sold 
by auction. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 9,202. 

The impetus given to the trade of HabsAn by the convention made with the Bombay 
Govemment in the pa.st year was very marked. Under that convention the regulations, 
concerning Customs, AbkAii, Opium, and Salt wore assimilated to those in force in British 
territor}'. A numlier of petty restrictive taxas on trade were also removed. The value of 
the trade of the year was Rs. 5,07,699. In the previous year the value of trade was 
Rs. 2,03,175 only. Thus during the year trade more than doubled itself. The principal 
trade of HaljsAii is in grain, firewimd, retel, and cocoonut. 

Rs. 66,6.58 were spent on Public Works, mostly on official rc.sidences. 

The total revenue of the j’car was Rs. 4,22,259. The expenditure amounted to 
Rs. 4,l4,99i). The closing balance of the year was Rs. 85,365. Land revenue (which is 
partly paid in kind) amounted to Rs. 1,63,745. This amount is somewhat less than the 
amount of the fonner year, as a tax on grain that realized Rs. 10,000 yearly was abolished. 
Arrears collected during the year amounted to Rs. 54,073. There remained an outstanding 
balance of Rs. 3,14,923 to bo collected on various accounts, more particularly on account of 
land revenue. Much of this will probably have to be written off. 

1,8,37 births and 1,.353 deaths wei-c registered during tlio year. In the previous year 
2,131 births and 1,648 deaths were registered. Public health was better than usual. 351 
deaths fnun cholera tfx)k place during the year, H from small-pox, 1,279 from fever and 
other complaints, and* 39 from violent injuries. The deaths from cholera and small-pox were 
con.siderably lielow the average.. There is one State di.spensai'y in the town of Murud. 3,730 
patients were treated at it during the year; tlic number treated in the previous year being 
2,539 only. 3,225 patients wei’o cured during the year. 2,533 persons were vaccinated 
against 1,901 in th(‘ year preceding. 

The number of Statp stdiools was increased from 33 to 38. The numW of scholars 
n)se from 1,634 to 1,801. An English school was established at Murud in the year. The 
total cost of State education was Rs. 10,271 agtiinst Rs. 8,294 in the previous year. Six of 
the .scho(>ls an; girls' schools. 

A village named WarAl was destroved by fire during the ycai’, 145 houses being burned 
down and 741 villagers rcmUu'ed homefess. Measures were taken to relieve the distress.

The administration of this State continued in the hands of the British Govemment. 
Tlio Sir Desdi, Raghunittti Stivant Bhonslc, made no suKstantial alteration in his mode of life, 
and all efforts to induce hiyi to interest himself in the affairs of his State failed. The Sir 
DesAi visited Baroda during the year on the occa.sion of the marriage of his Highness the 
OAikwAfl. The coiKsin of the Sir DesAi, ShivrAm SAvant Bhonsle Bao SAheh, continued his 
educational coui'se at the 8t»rdars’ High School, Bolgaum, and showed some signs of energy 
and ability. 

Survey opemtions in the State have been in progress during the post 13 yearS : they 
were almost completed and the final report w.‘is submitted to Govemment during the y^. 
The town of SAvantvAdi has not yet been surveyed. The contour survey and demarcation 
of the 24 village's lielonging to the DesAi of PAnna was completed. The jotal cost of the 
survey of the SUte up to the close of the year amounteel to Rs. 3,60,094. When the' full 
assessment under the survey rates is recovei'ed there will bo on annuoT increase to the 
revemue of the State of Rs. 54,467: the land revenue will have been increased by a pereent- 
ngt' of 39'77. The actual additional revenue i-calized since the survey liegan has amounted to 
Rs. 1,71,812. Committees were appointed to estimate the value of tne pi'oduceof sAeri lands. 
An incrca.sed rental of Rs. 1,544 per annum from those lands was anticipated. 

The rainfall of the year was copious amounting to 139 inches 6 cents. The rice crop 
was^ipiite up to the average: the liUl crops were a little below the average. The price of rice 
rose‘somewhat duriirg the year. 

30 minors’ estates were under the management of the State officials duriiw the year. 
Tlie e.state of orre minor was restored and the estates of 6 other minors were taken charge 
of. These estates were small and of little imporrtonce.

In the yew under 
report 295 parsons were sent up for trial, and 162 persons were convicted, tlie porecntagi' 
of convicticHis to accused person.s being .'>4 against 64 in the previous j-ear. Pio[»erty bi 
the value of Rs. 2,502 was stolen; a percentogi* of 66 46 was recovered. PrefKn'ty was 
destroyed by fire to the value of Rs. 402. There were 55 m-cidentol deaths tuid 2 suicides 
as oompoitid with .53 accidental deaths and 6 suicides in 1884-85.

Ooa territory and adjoining British districts caused a matorial dre.rease in liquor smuggling.

Expenditure amountwl to Rs. 4,949 as compared with Rs. 5,840 in 1884-85.* ^The closing 
balance at the end of the year was Rs. 826. TJie bulk of the expenditure was devoted to 
sanitary improvements. 

The total area of Resi-rved and R'otected Foiv.sts in the,Slate was 44.129 acres, 7,965 Kornstn. 
acres having been added to the forest area during the year. .520 jiersons were convict- 
e<l and punished for forest ottences.

The Phalbvn Stale is situab'd txi the oast of the Satara Colleetorate b(>twecn that 
Collectorate and llie we.stern Ismndnry of Shohljuir. The administra tion of the .State, which 
was iti the previous year .carried oii hy the .son of the t'liief cinijointly with a British 
administrator, was resumed hy the Ohief early in the year. Tran.sit dues in this State were 
almost all alsdished in tlm coiirseof the year. 'The W<‘st IJekkhan wiction of the Stnithem 
MorAtlin Railway will pass through a portion of the State, and doubtless lie of gi'eat utility. 

The late rainfall was goml and the ruhi harvest alsive the average. A slight increase 
wasrcport.eil in ijgrieuHiiral .simek : 174 acres of waste laud were bnmght under cultivation. 
The price, of ivheiU and jufdii was a trifii! higher than in the previous year, while the 
price of rice and puls<‘s went down.

The <uily PuUie Works carried out were connected with *the Local Funds and wore 
unimportant 

1,887 births and 2,087 deaths were registered. In an epidemic of cholera which lasUv.! 
from June till September 389 persons died. Otherwise public health was fair. 8,176 patients 
were treated in the Phaltan di^nsaiy with considerable succim The cost of the main¬ 
tenance of the dispensary was Ba 1,627. 1,877 succoasful vaccinations were otiectod. 

One new 8(diool was opened an<l the total number bnmght up to 17. One English class 
was kept up in the school at Phaltan. The aggregate number of pupils was 767* The 
total expenditure on education was Bs. 6,228. 

Aundh. 

Ana, 447 s^nare milM; Population (1881), 68,016; Qroot Revenne, Ra. 2,10,304. 

The villages of the Aundh State fonn more or less scattin’od blocks within the limits 
of the Satdra Gollectorate. The administration of the State was conducted througlvjut the 
year by the Pant Pratinidi, the Chief of the State. 

The rai4|aU of the year was plentiful and the mid harvest above the average. 

The strength of the stipendiiiry police force was .54, of whom 2 wei’c mounted. 180 
village policemen wore also entertained. The total cost <tf the police establishment w’as 
Rs. 10,200. 342 oft’encos wore repoiiieil to the police and 170 oiTo.sts effected; of 156 ivccused 
persons sent for trial, 37 were convicted. Beyond 1 murder and 20 undeUicted cases of 
incendiarism, no very serious offences wore reported. 

Of 300 cases for disposal by the inagisti’ates all but 24 were dispo.scd of. Of 611 
accused persons 143 wore convicted. 

Of 3.51 ordinary civil suits for disposal 151 remained in arrears at the year’s close. 
Of 200 applications under the Agriculturists' Relief Act 98 were undisposed of. Of 36 
appellate suits, 20 were disposed of. 

The (State contains 6 lock-ups and a jail at Aundh. 82 prisoners were under confine¬ 
ment in the latter jail in the course of the year; the cost incurml was Its. 1,761. 

Thtt receipts of the Local Fund amounted to Rs. 12,21.5, and there was an opening 
balance to the, ciudit of the fund of Rs. 4,805. Rs. 4,747 were expeieli'd from the Ijtjcal 
Fund on communications, buildings, and wells: no other cxpemlituri! on Public Works 
was incurred. 

The revenue of the State, including the opening iMiIance, niwountedto Rs. 3,16,128, 
of which Rs. 2,17,654 were derived fisnn land revenue. £.x.pciiiliture amounted in all to 
Rs. 2,77,609. The private expenses of the Cliief were unusually lieavy (Rs. 72,283) on 
account of the marriage of his daughter. The closing Imlaneo of the State ^as Rs. 5,864 
only. * 

2,201 births and 1,762 deaths were registered. A new charitable dispensary was 
opened at AtpAdi and 322 patients treated. 3,667 patients wttre treated at thi; Aundh 
dispensary, which was very useful. Cholera broke out somewhat vljleiitly in July, August 
ami October, and the deatlis of 340 persons fn>m that disease were re{>orte(l. 1,323 voc- 
oinatiuns were effected. 

The number of schools (25—20 hoys’ and 6 girls’) remained unaltered, hut the at¬ 
tendance (782) showed a considerable improvement. The total expenditure incurred was 
Bs. 3,906, which was mainly mot from Local Funds. 

A'KALfeOT, 

, Ares, 498 sqosr^ milei; Popnlstion (1881), .'>8,040; OroH Revenno, Rs. 2,78,144. 

This State lies adjacent to th«j Sholdpnr Gollectorate. The Chief, who belongs to one of 
the old feudatory families of Satdra, is a minor: during his minority the iState is aduiinister- 
eddijtaa KArbhAri who has clutrgu of the Revenue, Khattfi, and Public Works Departments, 
while the civil and criminal work is carried on by a Subordinate Judge. The Pf)litical 
Agent directly superintends the administration. Tlie young Chief, who has lH*en a stmleiit at 
the Bi^ArAm College, spent the greater part of the yiior at Akalkot, familiarising himself 
with iM conduct of business in the various departments of the State, 

The rainfall of 1885, though somewhat late, was plentifnl, ami gtxxl crops were obteined. 
The mht w laiter crop was particularly grxxi 'The date of the Cf>lltXjtion of the 2nd instel- 
ment of land revenue has oeen postponed, and in consequence there was an outstanding' 
hflianee of Ba 13,279 at the end of the yeai-. This will probably be collcct'^d witlfout 
difficulty. 

In (XHueqaenee (ff the favorable season 13,523 acres of waste land were taken up 
dttrii^ tile year, while 1,602 acres fell out of cultivation. The area of waste land now 
re iBa i nitig u 56,368 acres as against 68,274 acres in 1884-86. 
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The .strength of the police force vraa the same os in the year preceding, viz. 7 moimted 
police, .'52 foot, and 207 village policemen who are partly paid in land. A gemi-militaiy 
Torc(! of 1 jemadar, 2 havihhira, 3 naiks, and 40 sepoys is also maintained to guard the Akol* 
kot jail and treasury. The numbfjr of offences reported fell from 409 in 1884-85 to 235; 
the mimljer of iu5cu.scjd from 703 to 366. 156 accused persons were convicted. The value 
of property stolen lose from 518. 4,404 in 1884-85 to Rs. 8,561. The percentage of recoveries 
was 31 a.s again.st 26 in 1884-85. 

75 persons were confined in the jail during the year, a.s compared with 84 in the year 
previon-s. The total cost of the maintenance of the prisoners was Ha 1,902. 

452 civil suits were filed <luring the j^ear, as compaml with 893 in 1884-85. 598 suits 
were disjjosed of and the arrears nsluced from 186 to 40. 

The value of the suhji^ct matter of the suits filed was Rs. 56,105 as against Rs. 69,086 
in 1884.-85. 

There were 33,364 acres under forest conserv^ancy. The revenue realized from them 
was Rs. 1,76:1 as against Rs. 1,702 in 1884-85. The expenditure exceeded the revenue, 
being Rs. 2,122. 

The tf>Ul expernliture on PuMic Work.s was R.s. 45,802: this is a considerable increase 
over the expenditure of 1884-85, which was Rs. 11,067 only. Rs. 17,329 were spent upon 
roods, Rs. 13,939 on the Sirsi hnnddra, and Rs. 6,221 on dharamsdlas and rJiavdts. 

The giYkSs income for the year was Rs. 3,04,592 as compai-ed with Rs, 1,95,848 in 
1884-85. 'J’his very suhstoiitial ineiuiase is due to the fact that the 2nd instalment of land 
revenue is now paid in the following year. Ck>n,sequently, the 2nd instalment of 1884-85 is 
included in the amount shown for 1885-80. Expenditure amounted to Rs. 2,81,626, as com¬ 
pared with Rs. 2,23,939 in 1884-85. Rs. 42,408 were disbiirsed in 1885-86 on account of 
former years. The casli Isilauce on April Ist, 1886, was Rs. 1,29,459. The State is free from 
debt. Land rc'venuo is the yu-incipal source of income of the State. The expenses of the 
Hiijd niiKmiitod to Rs. 74,687. 

1,391 death-s were registered as compared with 950 in 1884-85, hut the year was not 
unhenlthy. The average daily attendance at the Akalkot dispen.sary rose from 30 in 1884-85 
to 34: the total co.st of the mainteimnce of the dispensary was Rs. 1,942 as compared 
with Rs. 2.47(i in 1884-85. The number of vaccinations was 2,472, of which 2,042 were 
successful. 2,7:12 vaccinations were (dlected in the previous year. 

There are 24 scluxils for hoys and 1 for girls. The 2nd grade Anglo-vemaoular schotjJ 
at A'kalkot 1ms 1 sum converted into a Istgiiulo Auglo-vermicular school. Three of the 
,sch<H>ls are Hindustani. The average daily attendance was 924, as compared with 855 in 
1884-85. The cost of the schools was Rs. 0,573 as compaivd with Rs. 5,2:10 in the year 
preceding. 

. KOLHA'PUR. 

Area, 3,810 gqiiivre niiUiS; Pnpiilatiou (1881), 800,180; Gross Kevenno, Rs. 31,25,046. 

The KolhApur Stato is the most important State of those under the control of the 
Bombay (lA)Vfi 3 uneut. It is of considoi-ahle size, being almost equal to the smaller Briti.sli 
Colleetorates'. Beside the villages of the feudatory Chiefs, which number 278, the State 
includes 292 alienated villages, many of the proprietora of which arc almast independent. 
The sensitiveness of this chiss of proprietors and their tendency to rack-remting constitute a 
special difficulty in the administration of the State. Two languages lU'e current in the dis¬ 
trict—Mariithi and Kaiiare.sii, The population incluiles 33,000 Mahomedans and 47,000 
Jains. The Sahyailri hills fonn the western Ixmiidary of tlic State and the question of 
forest conservancy pre.si'iits itself with all its difficulties. The State was under direct British 
management until 1881-82, in wliieh year a council of administration was fonued and 
Jaynslngrav OluUgt', (’hief of KAgal, and natural father of the MnhArilja of Kolhipur, was 
appointed Regent. The enlightened influence of the Regent is the nioi’e patent if the statis¬ 
tical returns of crime for the year under report oie compared with the retiinis for 1881-82, 
the year before he assumed the Regency. * 

His Highness Shahu Chhatrapati Mahdrdja is the Riija of the Kolhdpor State. 
He is now 12 years of ago and during the year was stmt to the RAjkumdr College 
at Rdjkot. lie is making fair progress in his studies and is not averse ta joining in 5 e*a»Ty 
exorcises and games. His health has Ixsm gtxxl during the year. , 

During the minority of His Highness the oilministratiou of the State is carried <mi by 
a council of ndministratiou of which His Highness J5.ya.singi'6v Jtlhdtge, Chief of K^i^, 
and natural father of the Mahdrilia, was regent. Daring his absence the Political Agent 
filled his place. His Highness the Itegent, w'ho w’as Ixstter known by the name of Alia S^eb, 
returned fiom a visit to Europe in September 1885, and resumed the regency. On his 
return the Regent was warmly welcomed by his people and he continued to show the 
enlightened and liberal intei-est in’the ailministration that had distinguished him before his 
departure to Europe. On March 20tli, 1886, he died after a vciy short illness at the early 
age of 29. His public virtues were recognized by Government in a complimentaiy resolu¬ 
tion and a public mooting was held in Kolhdpur to perpetuate the memory of one whose 
lo.ss was universally deplored. 
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There are 4 feudatoiy ^tes of considerable size subject to the Kolhdpur State. These Tbioptaxt Statw- 
ore Yisholgaid, jSivda, K4gal, and Ichalkoranji. KoOuliitir. 

The affairs of the Vishdlg^ State ore inano^d directly bv the Kolhapur State with Vishslgwl. 
the assistance of a K^rbhdri during the minority of the Chiet. Thu ro\ eiiiu> of this State 
rose from Ba 1,57,S6B in the previous year to Rs. 1,62,704. The financial condition of tho 
State is good, Bs. 1,95,900 being invested in Government Secuiitics. 

The B4vda State administration is directed by tho Chief, MadhnvrAv Moreshwar Pant Bdvda. 

Amatya The total receipts of the State for the ^var amounted to Rs. 1,17,694 against 
Rs. 1,02,698 in the year previous. The e-Kmuiditurc amounted to Rs, 1,05,281 against 
Bs. 89,326 in the previous year. This State nos Rs. 13,900 invested in Government Secu¬ 
rities. 

The K^gal State during the minority of the Chief, Bdpu Saheb, who is ton years old, KAhsI 
is administered Iw the Kolhapur State with the assistance of a KilrbhAri. The .sacl death of 
ATja S4heb, the Chief of the State, bos Iwen already noticed. The receipts for the year were 
Ba 3,25,304. In the previous year the State i-evenue was Rs. 2,73,866. The cxjHnidituro 
of the year amounted to Rs. 2,80,057.' In the previous year the expenditure was 
Rs. 2,15,151. This Stato. has Rs. 2,48,600 invested in Government S<>curities. 

Tlie affairs of Gie Ichalkaranji Stale are odministcivd by the Kolhiipur Council of lobalkaruiji. 
Administration during the minority of the Chief, Nai-dyunrav Ghorpade, wlio is 15 yeara of 
age. The Chief was manried during the yeivr. The total Stato revenue for tho year aim mut¬ 
ed to Rs. 2,45,904 against Rs. 2,74,297 in the prcviou.s year. K.xpenrlituit> umounted to 
Ra 2,23,300. In the previous year the expenditure was Rs. 2,35,538. This Stato has 
Rs. 2,90,902 invested in Government Securities, 

The rainfall during the year under report was 39 inches, nds was abundant and tho Wosthor and t-'mpii. 
crops were fairly gcxid. 

Tlie cultivated area of tho Kolhdpnr State and its depemlencie.s is 1,210,477 acres. Tlie Cultivatod Lunds, 
subjoined statement shows tlie area under each principal variety of crop iluring tho jjost

were thefts. 872 fires were reported during the year, and property to the value of 
Rs. 17,467 was destroyed. 49 of the fires were attribute to incendiarism. 272 accidental and 
sudden deaths were reported 

C'rimiuBi .Tmtlce. There are in ail 39 magisterial courts in the State and its feudatories. In the course of 

the year 4,452 persons were dealt with by these courts. Of these 2,125 were discharged 
without trial, 640 acquitted, 1,008 convicted, and 79 sent for trial to the Sessions Court. 
2,163 ca.scs were tried by the courts. Of the nuinl)er of persons convicted 454 were punished 
with iniprisouinent, 1,141 with fine without imprisonineut, 13 with whipping, and 202 with 
fine with imprisonment. On the whole the work of the magisterial courts was slightly 
heavier than in the previous year. Hurt, theft, house-breaking, and offences under 
special laws account for the bulk of the offencea Tltere were 3 docoities and 7 highway 
robberies. 


Oourta o{ Setaion. Tliere arc 3 Courts of Session, at Eolhdpur, at B5.vda, and at Kdgal; at the latter 2 
places the Chiefs hold or held the court. 80 persons in all were dealt with by these courts. 
48 pttrsons were convicted, 29 ac(iuitted, 2 referred to the Regent in Council, and 1 other¬ 
wise dlspjsed of. The work of those courts was slightly heavier than in the past year. 


PrisoBs. There are 15 criminal jails in the State, the Central Jail at Kolh4pur and 14 subordi¬ 

nate jails. 378 prisonei-s were admitted to the Central Jail during the year: 123 were 
under confinement at the commencement. 344 prisoncni were released during the year, 6 
died, and 152 remained in jail at tlie close of the year. There wore no escapea ’luejail 
factory ou'uings amounttsl to Rs. 1,271. The yearly cost of the maintenance of each 
prisoner was Rs. 70-14-5. In the previous year it was Rs. 92-0-3. 893 prisoners were 
admitted into the 14 sulsmlinate jails during the year. The average daily number of 
prisoners in these jails was 25. The total cost of their up-keep was Rs. 1,101.

There are in all 21 civil courts in the State—18 of original jurisdiction and 3 appellate. 
A balance of 1,230 undisposed co-ses remained over from the previous year, 4,210 suits were 
filed during the year, luul of the total number of 5,440 cases for disposal 3,776 were dis¬ 
posed of, tile liahwice of iindisjKised cases at the close of the year being 1,664. The total 
nunilsT of coses for disposal in the previous year was 5,213, of which 3,938 were disposed of. 
Tlic subject matter of the suits disjsiscd of during the year was valued at Rs. 3,11,666: in the 
previous year it was valued atRs. 3,09,335. 3,694 applications for executioms of decrees were 
made dunng the yeoi’; of these 799 were privately settled, 10 were transferred to other courts, 
477 disiniascil, and 1,6.37 granted. 771 were undisposed of at the clo.so of the ycoi’. The 
ttppollnh! courts disposed of 179 ca.ses only during the year. Their working was interfered 
with by the death of the Regent. The court of the Sadar Amin has the largest number of 
arrears: a joint Mwiaif him lieen ajipointed to hidp to clear off the work. 

During the year forests were demarcated in 76 villages and settled in 48. The extent 
of land finally set aside for Reserved and Protisetcd Fore.sts is at present 650 square miles. 
The expenditure of the Forest Department amounted to Ra 60,476, which was less by nearly 
Rs, 5,000 than the exjKinditure of the previous year. The receipts amounted to Rs. 1,09,064, 
wliich was Icsji thantlio receipts of the previous year by Rs. 20,173. The main source of 
fore.st revenue is the hirda berry, the realizations of the sale of which amounted to 
Rs. 94,74.3. 

The receipts from rcgi.stration during the year amounted to Rs. 20,074. There has 
been a stemiy increase in these receipts since 1881-82. 3,991 documents were registered. 

Tliero are 6 municipalities in the State and its feudatories. The town municipality at 
Kolhipur is by far the most important. The income of that municipality amounted to 
Rs, 77,811. This includes a deiiosit of Rs. 18,675 in the Savings Bank. The expenditure 
of the municipality amounted to Rs. 40,251 and there was a large balance at the close of 
the year of Ra 37,559. The only other municipality of any importance is that at Narsoba’s 
Wkili, the receipts of which M'ere Rs. 26,695 and the expenditure Rs. 23,539. Tliis amount 
was cbiefly spent on sanitation. 

Owing to a defective sy.stom of accounts the figures for 1884-85 pnly are available for in- 
coiqioretion iu this report. The gross revenues for that year amounted to Rs. 22,70,992, 
showing an increase of Rs. 1,35,884 on the previous year. ITie expenditure was Rs. 22,63,063! 
The treasuiy and invested lialances amounted to Ik. 27,36,290. Tliis was'less than tfl@*' 
balances of 1881-82 by Rs. 3,70,325, increased expenditure during the intervening years 
having lieeii met by drawing on the balances. There was a considerable increase during . 
the year of kith Land and Sdyar revenue. In tlie Abkaii and Foregt Departments the 
receipts exceeded by Rs. 55,339 and Rs. 40,000 respectively the receipts of 1883-84. There 
was a decrease in tne extraordinary receipts of the year. Under “ expenditure” otdinoiy 
Public Works accounted for Rs. 46,000 more than in the previous year. In the course w 
the year the dhahmd and athalbarU taxes (taxes on all imj^rts and exports) were abolished 
by thcUouncil of Regency. Taxes on special trades, second maitiages, sales of houses, and on 
Mhars were al.so abolished during the year. The effect of the atelition will be shown 
in the finance statement of the next year. 

The amount spent on Public Works during the year was Rs. 6,44,687, of whk^

Of Mmae seven States, four, m. feunimlvAd Senior, •KurundvAd Junior, Janikhandi, 
and Mudhtlil, are managed by their ruling Chiefs* while three, Miraj (Senior),. Miraj 
ahd BAmdmg, whose Chiefs are sail in their minorities, are administered, Miraj 
by « KArbhAri under the immediate supervision of the Agency, and the other two 
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These States consist for the most part of scattered givaps of vflhm^es, uid poi^ 
administration is consequently rendered somewhat difficult. The incidence of tuation 
upon the people is in some of the States (of Miny Junior and Jamkiiandi) undesiriUy 
high, and ns public works of utility are for the most pwt very deficient, the condition 
of the cultiva^g classes who contribute niue-tentlu of the State incomes is fiu: from 
prosperous, 'llie financial condition of some of the States is go<)d, but oUters, such as tiie 
KuriiudvAd States, are heavily in delA. The survey sc.ttlement has only b^ partiidly 
introduced into the States hithei'to. In several <« the States the administration of 
civil and criminal justice is very slow and the numlier of cases and suits in aiTeara 
unduly large. The example of the Kolhiipur State in abolishing the vexatious im^rtand 
export dues tliat throttlecf the trade of the State and etfectually checked any useful develop¬ 
ment will probably he followed by the grtiater part of the Soutliem Mardtha States in 
the course of the forthcoming year. 

Mihaj (Senior). 

This State continued to lie administered by a State K(li*bhAri under the diract^superviiBon 
of the Political Agency. During the yeoi-the young Chief endeavoured to fatnilioiise him-^ . 
self with the niliiiinistration of his State by associating himself with the A-ssistant PoUticnl 
Agent and the Stab! Karhhari in the work of hearing civil and criminal appeals. 

The rniiifall was somewhat delayed and the khni if crop was consequently iJoor, especially 
in the Modnimb Tdluka. However, the rabi ciops wera <leeidedly good, and on the whole the 
harvest ivas alxjvc the average. The land revenue was duly collected. The amount of waste 
land in the State was at the close of the year >1,?126 aci-es, G,.‘177 acres having been taken up 
during the yew. 

The strength of the jM>licc (stipendiary) was 209 (mounti'd 12, foot 197,) os compared 
with 20N in the piuviims year. Ih'sides the stipi'iidiary police, 117 v'illage police and sAe/* 
tnndiH were eiitei taine<l. The result of the working of the force during the year was hwdly 
satisfactory, but the State villages oj'e in scattered groups and the police work w'osnot easy. 
290 persons were arr(',sted against 195 in lhS4-N5 ; 255 wera sent for trial of whom 142 wera 
convicted, the percentage of convictions to wivsts lieiiig 48'29. Property valued at Rs. 7,600 
was stolen ; and the percentage of wcovery was J}7’93. In 1884-85 property valued at 
Rs. 3,105 was stolen and a percentage of 41'32 reeovered. 34 accidental deaths were reporteil. 
One .serious dacoity took j’hwje during the yew; the olfenders c.scaped across the fiontier 
and weie undetected. 

Tlie nuiidau-of offencits reported during the year was 341 asagain.st 241 in 1884-85. 
Crime has steadily iiuin;a.sed during the past tlirac yearn 755 persons wme dealt w'ith by 
the criminal courhs against 513 in 1884-85. 20 appeals were mode to the Assistant Political 
Agent and State KarbhAri fmin the decisions of Subordinate Magistrates ; in 10 cases the 
decisions wore either modified or rever-sed. The incraase of crime w'ns confined to minor 
ofibnees. * 

Thera are 5 civil coijrt.s in the Stab*. 685 suits were filed during the year, and 695 
disposed of. The arrears won redueeil fraiu 09 to 59. 23 ap}>eals to the Court of the 

Assi.staiit Political Agent were filed chiring the year, but 7 only w'ere dispp.sed of. 155 applica¬ 
tions for the e.'teeution of decrees remained undisposetl <if at the elo.se of the year. 

There are 3 jails in the State at Mintj, laikshnieshvar, and M<xlnimb. 116 prisoners were 
confined during the year against 122 in the previous year. The total cost of the maintenance 
of the jails wid pri.soiiei-8 was Its. 1,823. 14 pri.soncrs W'cro confined in the civil jail at Miraj 
in the coui-se of the year. 

There we two nmnicipalities in the State, Miraj and Lakshmeshvw. Tlie populations 
of th(\se two tomis are 20,010 and 10,274 respectively. The incomes of the resipective muni¬ 
cipalities wore Rs. 10,18!) and Rs. 3,260 ; their several expenditures amounted to Rs. 5,877 
and Ita 2,033.

2,66,266 resp^ 
tively. ExiH*nditure soinew'hat increased owing to changes in the Jjan^ Revenue and 
Khangi De]mrtiuenta The receipts on account of local funds amoimted to Rs. 32,264, of 
which Rs. 26,065 were expended. The State is in an excellent financial condition, b^g not 
only nnencamburiK] witli debt, but having Rs. 7,11,716 invested in Qevenunent sempities.

THE SOMAlil COAST. 

The SonUUi country is an elbow of laud lying between tlie Equator and the twelfth 
degree of north latitude. A double range of mountains runs parallel with the coast Hue 
at a distance varying from six to forty miles. The mountnins vary in height fioin two to 
six thousand feet. The higher range is tliickly covered with gum arable and friutkincense 
trees, the wrild fig, and SomW pine. There is good {msturoge in tlie valleys an<l water¬ 
courses ; the rest of the country is stony and bai'ren. The whole of this portion of Africa 
has been either upheaved from the sea at no very rtsmote daU' or elstj the sea has recetled 
leaving the maritime plains and ranges dry. Hot springs aiv ftmnd in several localities. 

The tribes inhabiting the .Soiudl Coast oi'o tlie Barud SouuUi, the Ishak Soiirtl, and the 
Habr Ta^jas^ All theses triltes have numerous sub-divisiuus, almost all of which have con¬ 
cluded treaties or engagements with tlie Britisli. 

The whole of the Hoindli Coast from Ghubls't Kliarah to Bandar Ziadeh is umler the 
British Protectorate. There is a Political Agent and Consul for the Somali Coast who is 
subordinate to the Resident at Aden. The coast is dividial into tw’o portions. Hnlhar and 
Berbera to the south and Zaila to the north. Each of these portions is umler the charge of 
an Assistant Resident who is subordinate to the Resident at Aden. 

The normal strength of the trjwps eomprising the gaiTisons at Berln'm mid Bulhar is 
150 Native Infantiy-under the command of a Britiali Ofiicer. The garrison at Zoila con¬ 
sists of 1 European and 2 native oflicers, 4 havilddrs, and 71 rank and tile. 

The SomdU Coast iKiliee forms a portion of the Aden police foisje. Its total cost in the 
year was Rs. ll.8.5.'5. The strength of the force at Bulhar and Berltera is 48; at Zuila (includ¬ 
ing Europisui and Native levies) 86. 

Civil and criminal justice is administered by the Assistant Rtfsidents in charge, At 
Bulhar and Berlwra 49 eivil suits were di.spiscd of, at Zaila 29. At Bulhar ami Bt'rls«ra 
250 criminal eosiw were di.sposed of in W’hich 468 {jeissons weie eoncc'rned. At Zaila 76 
cases were di-stHised of in which 106 jierHon.s were concerneil. During the cours<> <»f the 
year 46 caseA of murder, robls*ry, and attacks on caravans wen^ rejsirted. The trilasi con¬ 
cerned well! mmie respon.silile, tlie actual ofiendera not having Iwen given up. 

During the year 6,5 squoir-riggjsl vessels ami 457 native craft calk'd at Berlicra and 
Bulhar, 19 st<>ainers and 458 country craft at Zaila. The total value of the import and

THE SOMAia OOAST. 


The SomAli eountiy is an elbow o£ land lying l>etwe«ii the Ecinator atul the twelfth 
degree of north latitude. A double range id mountains runs parallel with the coast lino 
at a distance vaiyinf^n->m six to forty miles. The mountains vary in height from two to 
six thousand feet. The higher range is thickly vovcrcil with gum arahie and frankinci'iise 
trees, the wild fig, and Souidli pine. Then^ is gixd pasturage in the vallcvs and water- 
oouraes; the rest of the country is stony and liarivn. The whole of this pt>rtion of Africa 
has been either npheaved from the sea at no very remote date or else tlie si«» has iiH.*eded 
leaving the maritime plains aiui ranges dry. Hot springs are found in several localitU>s. 

The tribes inhabiting the Soiudl Coast ara the Danid Somdli. the Ishak ISinniU, ainl the 
Habr Taljaala, All tht>se trilM'.s have numerous suh-diviskms, almost oil of which have con- 
fduded treaties or engagements with the BritLsh. 

The whole of the Somiili Coast from Ohuhliet Kharah to Bandar Ziadoh is under the 
British Protcctorati*. Then* is a Political Ag«*nt lunl t'onsul for the .‘^nmili C<mst w'ho is 
subordinate to the Kesideiit at Aden. The coast is divid»*<l into two }iortions, Bulhar and 
Bjerbera to tlie south and Zailn to the north. Each of l.hesi* portions is under the chargi* of 
an Assuitant Re.*udeiit who is suUrrdiuate to the Uesideut at Aden. 


Tlie normal strength of the insips comprising the garrisons at Bcrbera aiid Bulhar is 
1.50 Native Infantry under tlie command of a Britisli Otlicer. The garrison at Zoila ccm- 
sisto of 1 Euiiipean and 2 native odiinti's, 4 havihliirs, and 71 rank and iile. 

The iSomili t^iast police forms a p>rtion of the Aden police foiw. Us total cost in the 
j'ear was Rs. H,8.55. The strength .>f the force at Bulhar and Bcrlsra is 48 ; at Zaila (includ¬ 
ing EuiiiiH^au and Native levies) 86. 

Civil and ctriminiil jiistiee is lutminisfeivd by the Assistant Ib'sidents in charge. At 
Bulhar and Berliern 49 civil suits were di.sjvtsitil of, at Zaila 29. At Bulhar and Bi’i’lsTa 
250 criminal casi'S weii* di.sposeil of in whielt 468 |ier.sons wera cimcermsl. At Zaila 7.5 
cases were liispisisl of in which lOO |M'rsons weiv coiiceriii'd. During the course of the 
year 4.5 cases of murder, roblsirv, and attacks on eiiravans wen* n*[s>rteil. The trilies con¬ 
cerned were made respousilile, tlie actual ofl'enders not having Uien given up. 

During the year <>.7 wiimrc-rigged ve.ssels and 4.57 native craft called at Berln'ra and 
Bulbar, 19 .steamers and 488 country craft at Zaila, The total value of the im|sirt and

' liniaifAiitl Mgnlte of the land revmiae settleacieDte effected during the year we 
ptnSMHeedin the fi^bwiiigstatement:— 
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In Qujordt tho Hettlcmnnt work was confitiod to the introduction of a revised settlement 
into 77 Govenunent villagi’s of the Dohuti T&Iuka and 78 Government villages of the H4lol 
Tfiluka of tliu Panch Mahals Oollectorate. Tho original Bottlemeuta of these two tdlukas 
were efiectod in lK78-79-and 1879-80 n-spectively, and Vxjth wens guaranteeil for five years. 
The revision 0 |)erationH in thesa; villages consisted of a i-e-valuation of the soil of those lands 
whicli were adjudged to possess facilities for irrigation by wells and lifts on streams. By 
this re-valuatipn tho special assossinent on wells and tiekudU imposed under the former 
settlement Ivas 'done away with. No alteration was mode in the uiaxiiiiuin soil-rates 
sanctioned for tho gi’oujis of villages nor waa the grouping of the vdllagiis under the original 
sottlonient interfered with, nic result of tho intnsluction of the revisetl settlement w an 
increase of land revenue to the amount of Rs. 1,404 and Rs. 104 respectively in each of the 
above-mentioned Ulukos. The soil in these tw'o Ulukos is extremely fertile and there ore 
great facilities for irrigation from wells and stit'ama 

The settlement work relating to tlie Dekkhan compriseil the introduction of revision set¬ 
tlements into the Shovgimn, Nagar, and PAmer T&lukas of the Ahmednagar Collectorate and 
into tho Igatpnri T&liika of the N&iik Collectorate. 

Tho revision survey settlement was introduced into 160 Government and 9 imam villogea 
of the Shevgaon Tdluka. An original settlement was al.<)o intrmluced into 15 iadm^yilla^s 
of the some tHluka. The tract in which these villages arc comprised is fairly level in^its 
nortJiern and central portions; towards the south it is somewhat hilly. The mnktm of 
cultivation is good, and careful irrigation and manuring are freely resorted to. Tlie chief 
early crops are jmedri, bdjri, and. to a less extent, cotton. The later croBP we principally 
wheat and gram. Road communications have been veiy much improved, since the date <a 
the original settlement and the villages in the south-west portion of tiie tract are in eaqr 
reach of the Dhond and Maamid Railway, llie local markets have been but little altered rinos 
^e date of the original aettlement Thei'e is a fiur weaving industry m the t41uka and there 
is a good number of oil and sugarcane mills. The revision measurement operations were 
conducted on the partial system in 56 rillages: in the remainder entire re-measurement ww 
necessary. In the case of Uio villages ori(^nally sittled in the periml ranging from 1851 to 
1859 an entirely new classification uns carried out In all other vilkges the old daesifica- 
tion was retained and worked upon. The net result of the revision settlement in the 
160 villages in Uie Shevgaon Tdluka is that the land revenue will increase by Ra 95,597 
that is to say, the oririnal settlement rates have been incraased to the extent at 26‘1 pw

These villages an sitnated in a hilly tnM$t of 
nonntiy. ISiere is a oonsiderable area under rice cOltivation. The diy>erop land in these 
villages is either black soil or red soiL On the former wheat and gram are grown: the area 
under these CTops Constitutes about one-fifth of the total cultivated area. On the latter 
ttdgU is tbenrincipal crop: it is cultivated on the rdb m’stem and fallows are generaUv, 
observed. Since the date of the wiginal settlement the Q. I. P. Railway, whidi passes throngn 
the Igatpuri Tilnka, has been constructed and the road coiumunications have been eonsi- 
dera^ improved. The lo^ markets are neither numerous nor important The only 
manuuuiture of any dimensions is that of “ Kknrdmi" oil. Under the original settlement 
the scea under rice cultivation increased to itie extent of 60 per cent, while poralatiou, and 
agrienltoral live and dead stock also underwent a considerable increase. The revision 
measurement operations were carried out on the partial system, but the revision classification 
was done entirely de noto. He increase of land revenue resulting from tlie introduction of 
the revised settlement rates into tliesn 128 villages amounted to lls. 18,891. The revised rates 
exceeded the original settlement rates to the extent of IC'6 p<tr cent. The introduction of an 
original settlement into 7 iudm vill^cs of this titluka ix'sulted in an increases of Bs. 7,161 
land revenue. The ratoe under thi.s settlement exceeded the amount previously paid to the 
extent of 23 per cent. 

The settlement work of the Ratn^giri party comprised the introduction of an original 
survey settlement into 1G9 villages in the Sangaiuushvar Titluka and 15 villages of the 
Batn^ri T4luka of the llatnigiri Collectorate, and also into 2 leasehold villages in the 
Th4na Collectorate. 

The tract of country in which the Sangaineshvar TAluka is situated lies Isdow tiie range 
of the Ohdta. The Say&dhri hills form its eastom boundary. The toluka is hilly Uiroughout, 
and especially so in the eastern portion. The dry-crop land soils are mostly red and frequently 
of a gravelly texture. Their out-turn varies with the amount of rab UHf*d, and fallows of several 
years’ duration are needed. The soil of the rice lands is mostly pwir and tlie rice giuwn is of 
poor quality. The rainfall is usually ample. Koad communication in the toluka has 1 h>cu 
much improved under the British rule. The hxMl markets are iininqxirtant. Veiy little grain 
is exports! as it is all required for local consumption. Under the old system laml revenne was 
paid partly in cash, partly in kind, and various petty cesses wei-e also pavahle. The result of 
the intrtKUiction of the settlement is tliat the land revenue due under the former system de¬ 
creases Rs. 11>,584: that is to say, the land revenue is liiminished to the extent of 15 per cent. 
Similarly the result of the introduction of an original .settlement ii^> 15 villages of the llatud- 
ffiri Tiluka is a decrease of Rs. 1,562 land n*v«nue, or I6’2 ner cent, la the t««se of the 2 lease¬ 
hold villages in the Sdlsettc Tiluka of the Thdna district toe result an increase of Rs. 2,588 
land revenue, or 56'3 per cent. 

In the Southern Maidtlia Countiw revision survey settlements weiK effected in 140 Oov- 
emment villages of the •Sampgaoii TAliika of the Belgaum Collectorati!, iu 1, Coverumerit 
village of the Hungund T41uka of the Bij&pur Collectorate, and in 2 Uoveniment villages of the 
Karajgi and Koil Tillukas of the Dhdrwdr (kdlectonite. An original survey settlement was 
efiecU^ in 40 Uovemrnent villages in tlie HoMvar T&luka of the Kanara Collectorate. An 
original survey settlement wiiti also eif<-cto<i iu 150 village.s of the Kolh4pur State, in 4 villages 
of toe Sdngli State, and in 1 village of thi; Aiiudli State. 

The 140 villages in the Sampgaon Tiluka of the Belgaum district are situated in a rough 
and undulating tract. The soil in the northern portion is cliieiiy black and is light in the 
aoutoem portions. Tlie crops are mostly early, ana consist of early jo u.v ri, huf ri, and rice. I^ate 
crops, cotton mad jowati, are grown on tne black soil only. About oue-eighiii of the total cul¬ 
tivate area is under rice. Tbe^stem of cultivation is careful and good and nuuiuriug is 
mnetisad wherever possible. The climate is gmsl and the rainfall nigular and sufficient, 
rooilitiw of comniunication have inucb improvtsi since the date «if the original srsUlement. 
Itiunerona roads traverse toe teUuka, and the Soutbero Mardtha Railway will shortly place 4 
stations within easy reach of IfKal produce. The cotton-weaving industry is considerable, anti 
the number of looms in the tfUuka is 2,300. Population has increased since th** date of the 
original settlement Agricultural cattle and houses have also inernased, though m>n-agricul- 
toxal cattle l^ve decrea^. The result of the introtluction of the revistwi setiiement rates is 
that the criginid settlement will be increased by Rs. 54,228, the new rates Isdiig 27'Sf per ctmt 
IB egoess of toe old. Ih the three Hungund, Kod, and Ksnm' TiUnka villages rs.-fore alluded 
to, toe hud revenue will be increased under the revised settlement to the extent of 22*6, 52‘8,

The coontiy is somewhat biity e^MNsislfy towards ti^ weak 
The staple crop of the bUnka is rice: other minor second crops ue grown on the rice IsDd. 
A considerable amount of sugarcane is rused ly inig^um. The local markets ore nmeniiit 
but small: Kolhdpur and Niptni are, however, easi^ accessible. Boad commnnicatioas see 
still deficient, but one good road through the rich^ port of the tiluka has been recent^ 
made. The net result of the introduction of the settlement rates is'an increase of Bs. 9,4iM 
land revenue. The old payments have been increased to the extent of 16'6 per cent. The 
survey is a tentative one and the rates are guaranteed for one year only. 5 ai these viQagss 
are indm: in these tlie increase amounts to 681 per cent In the 5 indm villages in the Sttogit 
and Aundh States an increase has been effected to the extent of 14 per cent. 

The results of all settlement operationB in British Qovernment'villages are an iqerease of 
Bsl 1,06,728 yearly land revenue, in indm and Native State villages at Bs. 28,879. Thp 
total expenditure duriiw the year has amounted to Ba. 6,12,209.^ In Uie preoediim year ths 
total expenditure was Rs. 6,68,703. Of the total expenditipre of the year Bs. 5,M,617 wsra 
debited to the British territory: the balance, Ba 17,692, beh^ delated to NSitive Sta^ Sg

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The operations of the Survey Department met with sharp criticism from the vernacular

No r^lar classification was carried on and the classing establishment was employed 
in preparing t&lukas for the introduction of temporary settlements. Much’ work was . 
in the way of examining the division of land into survey numbers and ascertaining the 
rights of occupants.

It ia 
erthnated that the ooUeetionB under the new settlement will amount to Ra, l,4il,775; the 
nveram ooOktiiatui of the ten years preceding the year of the introduction were 
Rs. 1,18,141. Hence undw the new settlement the estamated incrooae of land revenue ia 
Ra The area under cultivation under the former arrangement was 50,050 acrea 

It is upptmntly estimated that cultivation in future will extend over an area of 44,500 acrea 
only. Similariy in the case of the Shikdrpnr Tdluka secernent no pt>riod kaa Khui fixed. 
Under thia aettteinent it is estimated that tlio land revenue collectioits, which fomteriy 
averaged Rs. 68,442, will lie increased by Its. 87,808. The area under cultivation will 
uJoly be inmcaaed from 34,245 acres to 30,000 acres under the new settlement 

No period has been fixoil for the duration of the aettlemont iutruduced into Uic Thai 
Tdlaka. It is estimated that under the new settlement land revenue (Killections will rise 
from Rs. 70,975 (the avura^ collections of Ute past 10 years) to Rs. 98,250 and tiiat the 
area under cultivation will be increased from 35,275 to 45,000 acrea 

No period has been fixe<l for the duration of the st'itiement in the Haidaralsul Tdlnka. 
It is estimated that under the new settlement the land revenue colleotions will rise from 
Rs. 81,654 (the average collections of the past 10 years) ti> Rs. 1,08,361. It is al8i> estimated 
that the area under cultivation will lie increastkl from 38.149 to 40,000 acres. This settle¬ 
ment will nut be introduced until the forthcoming year, 1886-87.

The following table shows the iiuinlsT of occuimncies in cnlMi of the C<)lloctomti‘H of 
the Presidency proper arnl in the Province of .Sind, and tho nundsir of ilistrniiits employed 
in tho collection of the land revenue, The actual amounts of liftld iMvemie collecti'd arc 
shown in detail in C'hapter V. It may Is* observed that in Sind the tl.ivemment demand is 
the last of all the demands upon the cultivator that he prepan's to meet, ami thus distraints 
are resorted to .somewhat more frequently iu that jii'ovince than elscwlieve. In Hind t<H> 
tho occu]ianci<i,s are much larger than those in the I’resideney jiniper, There were C'mi- 
parativeiy few payments of laud revenue in mlvance, although a lilssral scale uf discount is 
alloweil on such pnymcntji. Possibly the exisU-nce of the rules on the subject is not veiy 
widely known. In Hind the Ma]iotue<iuns refuse to acee]it the diseouiit allowed on the 
ground that their religion prevents th«iin from taking interest in any fonn :—

The pre^rtion of cultivation w'oa extremely lugh in the rice-growing Gollectorates of 
Koldba and Katntgiri. The Relgaum and DhArwiir (killertorates W'ere a)i«» highly oultivatud. 

Hie large increase of cultivation in the backward dihtrirt of Bijitpur, wliieh eufferiHi moat 
aevoxvly from the great famine of 187(1-77, was very nmiorkaltle and saiisfiwtury . tlie more 
Bo since revised settlements were in the course of being intrtMluced into [K)rtionM of the Cullec- 
torate. TTie favorable ofioct of the Sonthc«m Maritliu Railway upon the prosjHK'ts of 
agriculturists in this and the adjoining country lias been very mark(>d and a fair cxjKirt trade 
of seeds and grama has sprung up witii Bomlvay. 

The details of the areas under cultivation in Sind wore not nr«*oi8ely known. 6,197 SI"*! 
acres were reporitsl as newly taken np in the Thar and Fitrkar distnct and 1,470 acres 
in the IJaidarabad C'ollectorate.

Tho nuinljcr of estates in the Ahraedaboil <li»triot under management under Aiit VI. of 
JH(;2 rom' to 62 as tho Awania estate was rliviflcd into 5 wspainte estates ajid 5 other new 
estates w'ore ad.iixi. 1 estate paid off its debts and wiw removerl from manJ^ment. Of 
tlie estates under manageinent 23 were arlininisteriMl directly by the TalukdAn Settlement 
Officer, 2S by tho TAIukadin under supervision, and ,6 by the creditors of the estates. 13 
estates in Awduia paid off their debts during tho year and arrangements were made to 
remove them fnrm iiiauageiucnt. Altogether Rs. 21,H18 were paid in the course of the 
year to private creditors and Us. 16,433 to Oovemmont. Rs. 1,03,661 to private crc<l)tora 
and Its. 1,04,302 to Oovemmont wore the amounts of the debts outstanding at the years 
clo.se, Tho average payment of debts of the year was IH per cent, of the amount due: this 
exceeded considerably tho average (12 per cent.) of the previous year: however, tho lands of 
many of the, Awiinia cstetes wer<> .s<»ld out-right. The stuison was a poor one. The cirenm- 
staiices of the various estates under management are very different: some <« tho Tdlukddrs 
live in n state of l(>thargic and hopeless poverty, while in other cases there U good hope of 
shortly re-establishing tlie estates on a souml ffioting. Marriage and extraordinary domestic 
exfumsos freipiently delay the time t>f deliverance. 

62 estates in the Kaira Oollectorato were under management under Act XXI. of 1881. 
No new estat<>H wore admitbul nor wore any advances made fniin the Oovorainont Treimuiy. 
Debts to tile amount of Rs. 32,643 (10 pisr cent, of the total amount of debt) wore paid off 
during tho year and tho outstanding luilance of deltt reduced to Rs. 2,02,147. In mostof the 
estates the jirocoss of liquidation continued steadily. 

10 ('States wore under management in the Brooch CoUectorate. No advances were 
made fi-oiii the llovomnicnt Tniasury during the year. Rs. 6,374 were paid to private 
cn'ditors and Rs. 36,278 to Oovemment in tlie 00111111 ! of tiu! year. The outstanding debt 
was reduced fmill Rs. 2,20,060 to Us. 1,78.416, 19 per cent, of debt having Inien paid off 
during tho year. 'I’hi' crops on the Broach estates won* Viijtter than those ono.stateis in other 
Collectorates. Th(' largi'st of tho Broach estates, i.c. the Aiiusl estate, should bo cleared of 
debt in 3 or 4 years more. 

Minors’estates under the manageiiwnt of the TAlukddri Settlement Officer numbered 
64, 2 having beciii brought under and 1 iviiioved from luanageniont in the course of the year. 
All these estates were in tiio Ahniedabad Oollectorato, save 3 in tho Broach CoUectorate. 
Ill coniioctiou with 2 of these estates it was disputed that the present heirs are spurious. 
None of the ('states were very iinp<.>rtant: putting them all together (debts to the value of 
Rs. 47,3.18 wero paid off and the financial condition of the larger numlicr wa.s promiaing at 
the clo.se of tho year.

Tim Municipal Ccjrporation of Bondtivy hml nicently sanctioned the payment of a sum 
of money to {)rovide for the tein)H)rnry ap|M>intment of a ])c])uty Municipal Coinuiissioner 
in oriler tliat the Municipal C^omniisMioner might be able to itonfer with and >tssi.st the Qov- 
errnnent Law Oflicer in the prisparation «d'a new Municipil Act f<»r Bombay; but the 
Municipal law in forci; did not autnori.se the- appointment of a Deputy Coinini.ssioncr. 

In Sections .'I, 4. and 5 of Bombay Act 11., 1885, spssial pn)vision was made for the 
ap]H»intiiieiit of a De])uty Municipal ('oinmiasioner in the event of the Municipal 0>mmi8- 
sioiier'.s iH-eoming a memlmr of the Executive Committee of iminagement of the Bombay 
International Exhibition. 'I'his was nnotht>r iH-casion when such an uppolntiueiit np{)eare<l 
necessary, and othens might from time to time ix-cur. 

It was thought expedient thend’ori* hi repeal Sections 3, 4, and 5 of tl»e said Act and to 
ni-en«.ct them as a separab* geneml measure. 'I'he Bill was pas.sed for this purjxise. 

Aet'IV. <»f isai. The reHs<Ills for w'hieh Act IV^. of 1885 was introilueed and pas-sed were set forth at 

pl^'e 53 of the Bomlsiy ,<leueral Administration Report for 1884-85, It is therefore unne- 
cessary to ri>]>eHt tliem. 

\i-t I. .if IHS«. The obj(!ets and nsasons for paasing Act I. of 1880 were described as follows :— 

On the eve <^)f the general election by ratepayers of mendmrs of the Municipal Corpo¬ 
ration of the (hty of BoiiiIhiv the (|Ue.stion was raised wh.-ther the Oovemment, when 
framing rules f.ir ri'gulating the election under Section !>B of the Boiidiay Municipal Acta 
of 1872 and 1878, hml the power to direct that the election.s .should lx> held by W’ards, or to 
limit the right t)f voters to voting in one ward ar for one camlidatc only. 

On a previous .mcasion when ('ounsel was coijsulb'd on lx-half of the Corporation, an 
o]>inion hml lieen given that rules for general electioiw containing provisions of tlie nature 
dcscribeil nlmve weix' not illegal. 

However, on this ocea.sion two learned Counsel w’ere of opinion that such proviaioua 
were illegal, and the Muniei|Hd Comiuiasiotier for the City of Bombay applied to Government 
that int'tisun.s might be adopted for validating the rule.s for the then pending election, and 
all similar rules that might (k> framed subse((uoutly uuder the same section. ^ 

The rules the valitlity of which wns (|ue8tioued hod been in operation in suhstantiaUy 
the fwvme sha}>e for fourb'en years and were undersbK>d to l>e ^jenerally approved. The 
Governor in ('ouneil was therefon- of o|iinion that the application of the Bomuay Municipal 
CV.>mmi.ssioner might U.‘ eom]>lied with and the bill was framed accordingly. 

The sjiving danse in Section 2 of the Act n-garding nominations of’eandidates made 
behue the Act U'came law was mH'es.sary iMH'aus*^ it had lx*en the practice tf> recognise 
iioiuinatioiis of emnlidab'S for waixl eleidions made by persons (|ualitit>(l under the Municipd 
Acts to vob' at rab-iMiycrs’ eleetioms, whether the nominees were cntitle<l or not uuder the 
rules to %db‘ in the |Mirtieulai‘ ward for wliich th(.‘y were nominated. It xvas not expedient 
that the n'gnlarity of any of these noiiiinatiunswhould be rendered doubtful through the 
passing of tliis Act. f-

1. The land-holders commonly cniletl hUiU-ddr* are found in only one part of the Objoct* «inl rnwon*. 
Bombay Presidency, that is in tlie British districts which form tlie inner Ixusler of the are 

of Native States whieb shuts in Gujarat on the north. The estates <»f the ( ilidtfiirn lie 
partly in British tdlukut and jMirtly iu U'rritory under the )K>litieat ammeies. The tilukdart 
are historically identical with the smaller chiefs and land-holders iiiuii-r the politieal agencies 
in K4thiiiw4r and the Alolii and Rewa Kdnthas. The rights of all the tiihihhirs are of the 
nature of old proprietory righto afR*ctcd iiioiv or h-as by British rule. The largi-r IdtHhldrt 
cling to traditions »>f Stoto and soveii-ignty, niaking priinogi^niture or sonu‘ form of it their 
rule of iuheritonce. awl holding in other re.spixto to family customs not in strict imcori.laius.t 
•with ordinoiy Hindu law. Their relations with the Bumlsvy Government nra exceptional. 

The British Utivernnieiit su(;c<'c<l<-<l to the right of the Mardthus to le\-y a shnn* of the reiito 
collected by eac.U Uilubfdr from his cstato. This rent-<.>liai'gt> wits paid in a lump sum 
lixcd nioiv by rel’ercnce to previous pa^’iiiento than on a valuation of the estates of which 
few had W'U surveyed iKd'ora 18(;3. Jii the earlier days of the British rule the Government 
ront-cliarge on the ostot<‘s of the tdlubldin was ulniost identical with the trihuti^ taken fiioiu 
states iu Kilthidwiir or Main Kiinilia Huhseipieiitly the Goveniiiieiit I'eiit-eharge came to 
be treated vi^ry didere.ntly. 

2. In ohanictor the tAhibldm of Gnjurrit ivsemhle .similar «‘lu.sst>s in other parts of 
India. They have faJk'ii into di-ht. llie impending extiiietion of the Alimedahml iMiikdavH 
under debt awl the admission that from inisis>weptiou their righto Imti Us-ti treiili-d in 
rather a summary and injurioiis wav leil bt the jiusslng <if Boinhay Act Vl. of 18(12 which 
profSMcd to free the Uiluhidm once for all fi-oiii tleld and start them ngiiiii in life as adinittcd 
proprielftr.s of their e.stote.s under a reasonable uase.asniciit to land re\enue niiiile after a 
rough survey of their lawLs. 

This Act was sncce.s.sful, hut it only dealt with the uuitb'rs aUive slaUsl. It was not 
extended to the inrrdxln of i’aniiitij in Ahinedalsul. wir has any swli Aet Ihsoi applied to 
the district of the Paiieh Mnliuls. A similar Aet (.\X1. of 1881) is in force for the t<iliikddr>< 
of Kaira niui Bnuieli. There an; land-holders in all tlw districts iiaiiied, and there is no 
reason to Is.-lieve that their history and jstsitioii dilf’er maUTiallji^from that of lln' Ahmed- 
ahad tuluhldiv. 

In the North-West Pi-oviws'S and Ondh, iiiatt/iTS aiTecl.ing similar elassi's of land¬ 
holders and outside the scope of the. Ineumls’nsl Kstoh's Acts are deiilt with in Isuid 
Revenue Acts. But in the .Hoinlaiy legislation which deals with landed inU're.sto, such 
tenures as that n{ the tdluhldrit arc not sjs-eifieally ns'ogniwsl. 'I’lie. Lawl lli-veime 
(Bombiy Act V. of I87!*) makes an exhau.siivo divi.sion of all land, for the *purpo.scH of the 
Act, inh) “ alieiiatod ” and “ nnnlienabsl." Now the estates of (dlubldrx imt\ the like are 
not alienated, the iiit<‘r[)retotion of which tenii is " trausfern-d, in .so far as tin* righto of 
Governiw'nt f<i payment of the nmt or land-revenue are eoneei'wsi, wholly or jiartially to 
the ownership of any I's.Tson for the td/a/iv/dr/estates have lu'ver been in tlie bunds of 
Government to transfer, and they are liable to any revi'inie jiuyiw-nl or rent-eburge which 
Government thinks it ispiitable to iiniKise. In other words, the tdhihldrx ar<“ not. grantees, 

Nor again arc their iMtates unalieimti-d “ occuiawicies" in tin: full simse of all that the Lawl 
Revenue Code enacts as to such holdirigs. 

Again, it is not correct hi say that the tdtu.kdd i-h hold on a " iirivilegcd toniire.'' Gov- 
emmv'nt has not fpviui up any part of its right to payiwmt of land-revenue. It is true 
that thi^tdluAvidrs do not pay tin: full rates of aHsi-ssment 6xed on the same data os those 
levied from Govenmieiit rayiits, but <hi the lAher hand the tiilukdilrx have by usage to defray 
the village chargi’« for police awl other vill.tge servanto, which Government rayats do not. 

If Government were to undertoke all the viliage charges in liUv.kddrx’ estate.s, Uktc is no 
reason in law or wpiity why Gowrnment slHtuld not then levy the full imsessiiieiit rub-.s as 
land-revenue, or nt least tliose rates on cultivated area or with an allowance for waste. It 
is therefore a practical view that something leas than the full asjvssinent rates is lei ied in 
consideration of the administrative charges defi-ayed by the fdluhiJdrH. And thus a useful 
principle is reached, rtz. that the full rates will lie leviable when those chargi-s cease to lie 
ao defrayed, but not Iwfore,. 

Tbe peculiarity of the tenure of tdiuktUm awl similar land-holders lie,H in this, Unit over 
•their landed estates they exercise the proprietaiy righfcof the Oown by iriheritonce, just 
as the Native Chiefs and their kimsinen do in K/ithiilw4r. The Govennuent reveiiiie 
by tolukddn was originally a tribute, and the righto of (Joverniwnit an," liirtibxl to that pay¬ 
ment. Government is not the owner of any of the land in Untse estates, woble or other. 

But as there is no legal or cnstoniary limit to this Government rent-charge, and tbe taluk- 
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dara are now simply private land-holdora tindor foitish law, there iit no objection whatever 
to treating their relaticma with Qovenunent aa payers of land-revenae mder fte iMid 
Revenue C<h1o, provided that careful regard is had to their peculiar status in fitting than 
into the system. 

With the idlukddra' method of settling their rent with their tenants it does ni4 appear 
necessary to interfere. The gtinoral system is batai, or partition of the crop, and it cannot 
Ijc positively said that cash rents would in all circumstances improve the position of ^e 
tenant. Small estates may he managed very well under batai. In tlie Ahmedabad tdlvkdAra' 
villagtJS thei-e is a local u.ssg(> as to the partition of the crops which has been recorded and 
the reconl signc<l hy lx>tli landloivl and t<!iiant, liy which the Urnants can protect themselves 
in the Civil (>)urt S*-ctioiw 83-84 of the Land R«v(.*nue Cixle will be available for the 
tenants as for (iovemment rayats. Their status will lie <lefined in the reconl of ri^ts. 
If there is oppression or disonler, it is proposed to emptwer the Governor in Council to 
attach the estate an<l to rotain the management until the tdlukdar fives guarantees of 
amemliiient. During the attachment, the Collector is empowered to settle the estate under 
section 111 of the Land Revenue C<xle, 

The first <)hj(}ct then of the propped enactment is this, that, whereas there is at present 
no land-taw applitahle hi the tdltiktldra' e-states, and whereas it is expedient tliat their posi¬ 
tion as navel's of land-revenue should he defined and regulated ny law, the OujaiAt TAlukdars’ 
Act will bring them within the scojie of the Land Revenue Cixie, subject to such modifica¬ 
tions as arc n<!ee.ssary to maintain the peculiarities of their h-niire. 

The Rill einpoweis the Governor in Council to direct a revenue .survey whenever it 
may seem i-xiselient. It ap{K>ars reasonable to take tliis power for ailministrative purposes 
ant) t<j facilitate the recovery of the Govemment land-revenue. A survey will not affect 
the relations iMstween the tdlnkdiir and his tenants unless the tuliduldr chcsises to use the 
nsHt'Hsinent ratets as a standard. And if a survey is effected under section 4 and not in con- 
ae.(|ueriei; of the atfaithineut t)f thtf ttstate for ai-rears or ljecau.se of disputes, the cost will be 
iHjnie by Govemment as an atiministrative charge. 

OmcuiTent with the survey will lat the preparation of a record of rights, which will be 
of the greatest value alike tti this tMiU'tldm, to their eo-.sharei's, and to all holders under 
them. It will! K) seen that it i.s not pro|x>sed to bar the juri.s<liction of the Civil Conrts in 
the ileterniiuation of diH|»utes. .Such a provi.sion, so for as it applies to the High Court, 
Could not find place in a Rill to lie passed by the local Legislative Council, and it is very 
desirable that local experience should Is' available in dealing with this measure. But 
furthe.r, it would not Ih; (spiitahle to l>ar access to the (Vivil Courts uiileas some organization 
for judicial empiiry were jirovided of a much completer kind than that einiteuiplated in the 
Bill! Sections 7 and 8 therefore <lo not int«‘rfi;re with the ordinaiy course of civil justice, 
but the survey officer will have large op|K)rtunities of bringing disputants to terms and 
removing jraJssible causes of litigation. 

Part 111. of the Bill k drafhsl to facilitate partition of tdlakridra estates, and to protect 
them as far ii-s {joasihle fmiu the ruinous litigation into which they ore at present plunged 
hv flispiites alsxit shares. This part is hasetl u[M>n the corrcspoiuliiig provisions in the Oudh 
iJaiid llevenue Act XVII. of 1870. 

Part 1\'. deals with the relations of t\u‘tdluhldr with Government as payer of land- 
revenue anti oo[pinte matters; makes a very ueces-sary pit)vi,sion for the assumption of 
managenu'nt hy (tovernment when the peace ami pros|H'rity of tlie. tenants are disturbed 
by violent dissensioius auetng the fd/eL/di's, as is unhappily very isiinmou ; and provides 
for tht' payment by the tuliikibira of the cost of village aiiiiiinistration. 

Part V. .st>ction 3(1, restricts grants of small plots out of the estate, and mortgages^ 
charges, anil leases of the wtatc by &idlnk<idr to his life-inteiust therein, and forbid the 
transfer of the ownei-ship of the itstate or of a village or hamlet or similar part of it from 
the tdlukdar to some otlier ptirson. But as mni'tgage.s, chargi*s, and leases may sometimes 
advaiiUigetJUsly enure after the death of the tdlukdar who inakes them, this may be dime 
with the (snisi'iit of a res]ainsihle uflieer. And as it liiay sometimes be exfiedieiit to alienate an 
estate or part of it, this also may be tlonc with the sanction of the Governor in Council, but (he 
aliiuieu will in such case Ikj respjiMible for the Govemment rent-charge and cost of villagis 
ndiiiiui.stratii.in, as if he were the tiUuk'diir. These provisions are in furtherance of^e 
accepted jsiliey that tliesi* old piuiM'rties should Iw protected fr8ni dissolution. There is a 
preceileiit for limiting the [siwer of a tatakddr to mortgage, cliaige, lease, or alienate his 
estate, in Act XXI. of 1881, section 28. which, as jiort of an Act of the Governor GenenU of 
India in (..'ouncil, is saveil in the Bill. The form of gi'ant known aajivsai, or maintenance 
for the fd/akddra kin, will )hj regulateil under this part. Power is therefore taken to 
regulate and iv.strict grants for iiialiiteiiaiice within suitable dimensions, and also to allow 
them to continue in fonx' Iieyoml the term of the granter s natural fife, as it is clearly just 
amt pixj^MU' that maintenance should not l>e summarily and necessarily withdrawn by force 
of law on his death. , 

Finally, section 37 limits am) modifies tlie application of the Land Revenue CVxle to 
the estates to which the Act extend.s. 

With reganl to the Iiicumla‘red Estates Acts in force in GujarAt, applications for tiie 
licnefit of Act XXI. of 1881 were liiniteil to six months after it was passed, lliere » no 
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; ainilftr of Bombay Act YI. of 1868, but the Hish Coart has mlod that this Afit 

leaanot be ^^lied twice to the same estate, aad the time has oorae erhen a }wriod may bo 
' fixed after which fresh estates will no Icmger be mnnitted to be brouj^ht under its f»x>visioiis. 
T^us period may bo mx months after tlio Bill under consideration comes into force. Section 
SO wiu protect any interost in a fditthdoW ('state from being sold in ex(seati(>n of a decree, 
except with the consent of the Governor in Council; and this aafej^ard, with tite pixdection 
already afforded to tdlvhddm under section 380 et wj; of the Cttai Proc(Hiur« C^sie, cousti-. 
tutes as compete a defence of the MukdAn against their own imprudence, as it is reason¬ 
able for the Legislature to sanction.

Haidarabiul, and Thar and Parkar), while in the .ShikArpur atid Upper Sitwl Frontier dis¬ 
tricts then* has l>een a d(H.*rease. The fsTceiitage of punishments on the ti>tal strength of 
the force is l.5 H!l. In the pn^vious year this }>erc<mtRg(* was 10-87. 319 iwmi were rewanled 
for good ,s*?rviee by pmmotioii during tbc year and 30 by money rirwards. Tlie total num- 
Iwr ut recruits c'nlistisl was 712. while 3fi2*iiuiiils;rH of the force nwignivl. 

Xhc fbtal number of (!ogni/able luid non-eogni»ible cases rc|)<*rt(Ml during the year was 
20,0£i8. Tliis numlwr includes cases struck oil’i>y order of the Magistrates. In 1884 the 
total DUmlxir of cases so repoi-ted was 19,880. 31,.597 person.s were arrested during the 
jTcar; of th<^e 8,412 wen- convicted and 28,702 were ocquitUsl, the jsTeentugr! of convictions 
• arrests U-ing 20-02. In 1884-8.5, 28.795 jsTsons were arreste*!, 8,402 e<rtivieted and 
),193 acquitted, while the peiTcntagi.-of convictions t(» aiTcsts was 29'17. I’aking the 
Ldistricta separately, tliere has Is-cn a deermwe <»f ls>th classes of crime in KanU-hi ami an 
l!liicrcaac in l)oth classe.s t)i HaklarnNid ami Tliiir aad PArkar. 

The number of ct^iizable oflerices rep»rt>jd during ilic year was 10,103. Tliorewa 
decrease of 197 cases if comparison b*,* mack? with the numlnir in the previous year, 'fhe 
most impcKTiant d(*crease (433 cas<>s| in this t*lass of cri na; was in the. Kaisichi district, cattle 
thefts and m-dinaiy thefts lieing considerably fewer than la the previous year. Tin? heaviest 
inerenae (171 eases) was in tlie Tliar and Parkar I)iHtrie.t where there was a pisir harvest. 
The uumber of persons arrested in cngnisahic cases was 11,002, of whom 5.235 (or a 
mieents^ of 47*58) were convicted. Among the districts this pensuitage was hi^icst in 
Karfiehi. In all the more serious cJasse.s of crime there has been an incw-’sec if conipariwm 
be made with the resolts of the previous year. Tim moat noUceabk increase is under the 
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head “ offences against the State and public tranquillity”; false accusations are ftequentljr 
nia<ie of offences (of rioting and unlawful asseuibly) that come under tliis head. _ 38 mnr- 
ilers were reported and 15 convictions obtained. 12 of the murders were attributed to 
jealousy and intrigue, 10 to avarice, and l(i to other causes. The increase in the more 
serious classes of crime was .slight but generally distributed. Then; was a decrease in the 
number of ordinary thefts ivporte«l. 2,S.'J2 cf)gnizablc coses were pending and undetected 
at the close of the y<!ar. At the commencement of the year 2,949 coses were so pending. 

9,190 non-cogiiizahl(5 offences were reporttsl during the year. In connection with 
these cases 20,.'>f),5 persons were summoned or appi’cheiided of whom 3,177 were convicted. 
The js:rceutiig(! f>f convictions to npfireliensions or a|)pi-aranc«'s w'as l."»-42. In the previous 
year 9,.520 iioii-cognisable offences w<;rc reported, and 17.000 persons oiTcstcd or summoned, of 
whr>m 3,020 (or 10-81 per cent.) were convicted. During the year there has Ijccn adccrei^ 
under the following hiiuds; “ criminal forci!,” “ offenco.s relating to marriage,” and “ special 
laws.” Then; has lx*on an increase of .511 cases under Ujc head of “hurt,” and of 406 cases 
under the heml of “ intimidation.”

I’In; total cost of the inaintiuiancc of the force during the year was Ks. 7,99,178. 

Of the total muidx-r of men in the Noi-thorn Divi.sion police force 1,472 (or a propor¬ 
tion of 42-')() ^wr cent.) art; able to rend and write. Thi> Pauch Mnluils force which includes 
the Bhil tIoi'p.s is by far tin- uinst backward in this res]K'ct. In drill and hall practice there 
hiw Is-eii a general iiiqirovcineiit during the year. The nnmher of punishmenis infliebsi on 
the pidiee was 754, tlio pcrceiitiigo of ])uni.shin(-nts to the numlicr of men in the force l)emg 
15-8. In IH.S4 the iiuiidMu* of ]>uni.sliiiieiits intlicted was 921. 279 men were rewarded by 
promotion, while 44 received money rewards. The numluT of men enli.sted during the year 
was 520. This numU-r w-as \inusiially large, as tliciv w-as an exceptional demand for 
recruits causttd by the raising of the Ktithidwar Agencies jwlice force into which many men 
of the Northern Division police force were drafted. The numlicr of resignations during 
the year was 133. 

Crim*. b>tnl nuinln'r of wi^izahle and non-isignisablc cases imported was 22,865. 39,617 

pel-sons were arrested of w-horn 12.946 persons were convicted and 26.492 released. The 
jiemjntiigo of convictions to artests was 32 67. In 1884. 22,126 cas«;s wei-c reported, 3^560 
arivsts w'ere nuule, and 11,743 pcmuis were convicted, the jOii-centage of convictions to 
anvsts being 313. 

Thes<> hgui-es for the cum>nt yeai- include a nuuilier of cases taken up by the Magis¬ 
trates directly, 'I'n-ating the districts st*parab'ly there has been a slight Increase in cogniz¬ 
able crime in the Ahmedalwul, Kaira, and PoiicJi Mnhdis districts; in Broach cognizable 
crime has remained precistdy stationary, w hile there has been a dqfrease in the Surat and 
Thana districts. Non-cogiiizable crime has slightly increased in every district save Broaeb 
and Thtina 

OggaiMbl* I'riinf. 9,217 Cognizable cases were reported dnriltg the year. 11,415 persons wore appre¬ 

hended <»f whom 7,024 were eonwicted. In the previous j'ear more eases (9,518) were 
Imported; 11,795 persons wei-e appi-ehended, of whom 0,8,55 were eonvicted. The percent¬ 
ages of convictions in the two years were as followrs; 1884, .5t4-l; 1885, Ol'aS. The only 
classes in which an increa.so was i-iaioi-dcd wore “ serious offences agaiii-st the person and 
property or against proptu-ty only’ ” and “ minor offences ogaimt the person." During the 
year proiMirty to tlie value of Ba. 1,60,011 was stolen. Tlie recoveries were valued at 
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Bs. TSfiSi, reprasenting a proportion of 49'34> per cent. In the previous year this proper* 
tion waa sb per cent 1,518 cases were undotectcMi or pt'uding at Uie close cjf the year. 

The total nninber of non-cognizable cases reported was 13,048. In the pn.>vious year 
tile nuiabor vwi 18,608. The lai'gest increast^ was in Kaira and .Sumt niid was princijially 
dne to municipal oifences. In the Thiina and llrotu.'h districts a decrease hnik placi'. In 
connection witii non-cognisable cases 2^,808 pi'rsons aiipiuire-d iK'fore the (\>iii'ts and a pro¬ 
portion of 20’97 per cent were couvictol. This proportion varies unaccountably in the 
afferent districta 

The most conspicuous iucnlent in the police otlininistmtion of the Noillu'rn Division 
during the year was the cruel murder at Broaidi of Mr. Bruce I’ivscott, P«)liet! SuinTiiitend- 
ent of the Bomliav and Boi-oda Railway, by a mob of Talavin.s, a petty low-caste commu¬ 
nity dwellinij mainly in BiU'iHln tenitory. Several eflbrta had l)een lumle in m‘ent yisn-s to 
induce the TnItLvias to settle down ami Istcome cultivators, ami a gnsib deal of money was 
spent by the Bomliay Oovernment for tins purpiisi*. Howev<>r theinconigiblethrifth'SKncss 
and want of industry' of tin; Talavias effectually ruine<l nil pi'oj<!ctH designed for their lienelit, 
and a colony that had been formed for tlieni was nliaiidoned. In the autumn of 1KS» a 
number of tliem encaimped near Broach, wheiv for .some months they nnnainisl ladiaving in 
an eccentric but fairly iiiotfensivc manner. No dnufp'r was apprehended from them by the 
local autboritiea Howovtu’on Novcmls'r 22, al»ont 7.i of the TalAvias, llndr fancied 
grievanec-s against the (Sovermnent stimulated hy the mi.s{;hii‘voii.s va(K>urings of their 
priests, entered Bisaich and after .seaithing fruith'ssly for the C’«»Il«s.‘tor of tlie district met 
Mr. Prescott as lie was driving along the nsul. They shipped his dog-cait and atfacked 
him with sticks and hillli<Kiks leaving him for disul. Mr. Prescott expired of his injuries 
thme hours afterward.s. Afh'r thi-entening the Bank of Bomlmy at BnMich the Talavias 
passed on through the town. Outside the town tliey were engaged hy n small Issly of 
police who fiml on them with hall. Three of the Police (^inst.abli'.s were severely wounded 
and one of them di<*d of his wounds. 5 of the Talavias w«-re killed hy the police fiiv and rt 
wounded. After the 2ml volli'y the Taldvios lied and 40 of them were captured. 'I'heir 
leader, Lnkhu Bhagat, was ea[)tiired Kuhseipii'tilly, and the principal offenders were brought 
to trial and committed to the (.’oui-t of .Se.ssions. 3 of the riiiglr'ailei’s were sentenced to 
death hy the tkiurt of Se.s.s!otis and .'ll of the less guilty rioters to penal servitudi* for life. 
Of the latte r sentences 17 wi'rC isuiecdled hy the High t'ourt. 'I’he extreme sentmiee on the 
3 principal ofl'eiiders was carried out on the .scene of llie. c.rime.

The total cost of the maintcniuicc of the police force during the year was Its. 9,.57,135. 

The total dumber of men in the force who are able to reatl ami wrihi was l.liyfi or 
39'66 per cent, of the whole number. Go«k1 progn'-ss has licen marie in this rlii-<.»;ti()n during 
the year. Considerable improvement has taken phuie in the drill and hull pmelice <if the 
force. The total miinherof punishments in the year was OP I ; in th«- pi cvions yi-ar f)07 
punitiinicnis were inflicted. 41(i men were rewarded for gmsl sc-rvity: by {iromotion and 
16 by money rewards. Enlistments an,* h-.ss by 68 and rrsiignatusis by 3 than the. Hgurcs 
shown under these head.s in the previous year. 

Tlie total number of offences, cognizable and non-cognizable, reported during the, year 
WSB 31,166. 44,420 persons were arrested of whom 12,870 (a pnijsirtion of 2!) per cent.) 
were convicted, and the remainder acrpiitted or dlscliorged. In 1884-8.5 the bita.l iiiimlier 
«{ offences reported was 29.171 ; 41,029 persons were arrested of whom 12,(506 (a pniportion 
<at 81 per cent.) were convicted 18,039 of these cases (a proisirtion ut 57 per c(.‘nt.) were 
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diHpo.sn<l of by the Magistrates without the interventiou of the police. Taking the districts 
separately there was a decrease in both classes fd crime in the Ahmednagar mstrict. Cog- 
nizuble crime decreased in all the districts save Poona, where 5,021 coses were reported 
against t,7<i9 in the previous yoar. Non-cognizable crime increased in all the districts (save 
Aiimednagar): the increase was most noticeable in tlie Poona and Satdra districts. 

The bftal numlwr of cf»gnizable offences reported to the police was 18,798. In the 
previous year 14,175 cognizable offences were reported. Of the coses for the year 11,705 
were investigated by the |K>lice and in 50 per cent, of these coses convictions were obtained. 
The proporti(m of con victioris in the previous year was 46 pjr cent. Looking at the different 
classes of offenc<!H, “ Offences against the State” show an increase of 8.5 and ” Other offences” 
of 840. The principal decrease is .561 under the heading “ Minor offences against property.” 
2,840 casc-fl were undetecte*! or pending at the close of the year. The totm number of per¬ 
sons arrested in cognizable cases was 12,942, of w'hom 7,582 (a proportion of 62 per cent) 
were convicted. The value of prc»pcrty stolen during the year was Rs. 3,05,064; of this 
pnjpcity valued at Rs. 1,1.5,209 (a pr^ortion of 38 per cent.) was recovered. In the 
pi-evimis year propc'rty te the value of fo. 4,41,385 was stolen and a proportion of 49 per 
cent. {Rs. 2,15,855) was recovered. 

The total nurnlxT of uon-cognizable cast« rcpr>rted during the year was 17,868. In 
connection with these eii.ses 81,478 p(!i-sons appeared Ijefore the Ckmrts of whom 5,897 (a 
proportion of 17 per cent.) wei-e convicted. In the previous year 14,990 offences were 
rejjorbid, 28,152 persons njmeared Is-fore the Cimrts, and 5,196 persons (a proportion of 18 
js;r cent.) were convicted. Thus there has been a large incniase in this class of crime during 
the yeoi'. The increase occui's in all the districts save Ahmednagar: the largest increase, 
747 cases, occuis in the Pisma ilistrict.

The total cost of the maintenance of the force during tlie year was Rs. 6,82,682. 1,147 
of the men in the force arc able to read and write: this represents a proportion of 39’58 per 
cent. The Rntiuigiri force is much better educated th«m any other, imtisfactory progress 
has been made in drill and the returns of musketiy practice show a slight improvement. 
370 men in the force wore punished during the year. In the pi-evious year 580 men were 
punished. 29 men were rewardetl for gootl service by promotion and 52 by money lewards. 

Tlie total nuniliev of cases of all desciiptions was 15,611. 22,279 persons were airested 
of whom 6,1)14 (a proportion of 29’6 per cent.) were convicted. In the pievious year 15,046 
coses wore reported and 20,607 persons arrested of whom 6,539 wure convicted, the propor¬ 
tion of eonvictious to niw.ats lieing 22 per cent. There was an increase of crime generally 
in all di.stricts save In Kanara and Dhiti-wilr, and in Kanara alone was the decrease percep¬ 
tible. « 

The total numlx'r of cognizable cases l^3po^ted during the year was 7,712. 5,286 
persons wexv apprehended of whom 3,504 (a proportion of 663 per eentp were convicted. 
These figures are very similar to those of the previous year. Taking th5 districts separately, 
cognizable crime hugely increased in the Belgaum and BijApur oistricta. The particular 
class of orteuees under which a coiwideroble increase^was shown ai*e “ Serious offences ogainat 
the pereon and property.” “ Minor offences o^inst property,” “ Public and local nuisances." 
In the DharwAr, Kan«u% and Ratndgiri districts there was a satisfactoiy decrease of oognia- 
able crime. During the year several daring docoities took place, the total number of uiese 
offences Isniig 27 aiminst 21 in the previous year. In 2 cases only were convictions obtained. 
A large nuinlior of house-breaking cases (122 and 148 respectively) were reported from 
DhArwiir and BijApur. In 4 cases only were convictiims obtained. Offences unwr “ Speeiat 
and local laws,” principally the Forest and AbkAri Acts, have increased considerably, espa- 
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ut the dBetriet Hie value ci property stden during (he year was Rs. St00,738, 

Of tbs Bb. wisie recovered, tiie percental of proputy reoovenHt to property aiolen 

beiog 47, as >.«aiajpared -with S2 in (he preiious year when property to we value of 
tta. 1,S1,8^ was reported as stolen. - 

Kon-eognisable offences have increased fnnn 7,456 in 1884-86 to 7.809. An increase N<m-«ognlwMe 
is ohswvable in the By4pnr, Dluirwdr, KoMba, and Raindgiri districts. In conn(>ction with ('nan. 

(heae eaaee 16,326 perstnis mpeared before the Magi8tmt«>s. 2,549 of them perMone (or 16*6 
per cent.) were convicted. In the previous year 19 per cent, of non-cognisablc uttenders were 
eoDvictod. 

In Sind and in the Central Division crime was nonnal during (he year. Save for the awaral iwisrka. 
Talivia riot at Broach crime in the Northern Division was not exceptional In the Soutliom 
IBvision an unusual number of dacoities took place and cases of houae-bruaking were abiior- 
nmlly numerous. Non-eognizable crime increased generally throughout the Presidency. This 
was partly due to the stricter enforcement in municipalities of the provisions of the Munici¬ 
pal Act It is generally found difficult to enlist suitable recruits for the police force. Nearly 
half the men composing (he present force arc Malioniedaus. 

Bombay City Police. 

During the year 23,604 cognizable cases were reported to the Bomboy City Police and CogniisbU OrinM. 
Magistrates. Convictions were olitained in 21,841 cases, the percentage of convictions to 
cases being 92*52, o^inst 87*35 in the preceding yeni* when 20,843 case.s were reported. 

Arrests in cognizable cases number 28,2G>3 ; in the previous year the nninlMir was 24,862. > 

There lias been during the year a marked increase in the miinlxfr of offences a^nst the 
Police and Public Conveyance Acts. With regard to the more serious clasw'S of crime it 
may be noticed that during the year under reiiort 13 inurdejs took place against 7 in 1884. 

^bberios rose from 3 in 1884 to 13, attempts at murder freiii 0 to 4. Ordinary thefts de¬ 
creased from 2,728 in 1884 to 2.126 and ca-sos of brcacli of trust decrease*! from 366 to 227. 

The value of pnijHirty reported tti the i»olice as stolen rose frem lls. 1,70,001 in 1884 to 
Rs. 2,31,270. The percentage of recovery was .58*04 again.st 51*12 in the previous year. The 
number of non-cognizable cases dealt with rose frem 9,877 in 1884-86 to 10,391. 

During the year 415 inquests were h<!ld by the Corener, against 417 in the previous I«qu»sw.

During the year 7,42.5 pilgrims passed threugh Bombay to the Hedjaz. In the previous Tilgrimi. 
year the number was 7,550. 

The Fire Brigtwle is manned by the jKilicc ami paid for by th** iiiuiiicij)ality._ It con¬ 
sists of a chief engineer with 3 assistants and 84 suls'rdinakts. Tlierc ni*a 6 stations and 
11 enginea The annual cost of the brigade is Rs. .30,002. 51 fires oecurre*! during the year 
and the value of property destroy*>d was Rs. 6,28,619. In the previous yirar the valm; of 
property destroyed by fire was Rs. 3,94,944. Two cases account for this largi* increas**,. In 
one 68 haystacks valued at nearly 3j Mklis of nipees were destroyed ; in the otJiei* Messrs. 
Treacher and Co. suffered a loss or Rs. 1,36,000 hy tlio burning of their warehouse. The 
latter fire was attributed to spontaneous combustion, the cause of the fomier is unknown.

236 cc^izable and 92 non-cognizable cases were reported 
as against 212 and 93. The percentage of convictiems to arrests effected in cognisable cases 
wa«79, in non-cognizable 92. The corresponding fibres for the previous year are 75 aad 
90. The numljer of cases of oplum-smut^Iing rose from 4 to 36: in these cases of 34 men 
arrested 9 were convicted. The value of stolen proper^ was Rs. 3,850 as against Bs. 33,231 
in the previous year when it was abnormally high. The percentage of recoveries was 52 
as compared with 69 and 37 in the two preceding years. As to serious crime one murder 
and one dacoity only were reported: in tne latter no clue was obtained, and the former was 
under trial at the close of the year. 

On tlie B4jput4na-M41wa State Railway cognizable aad non-cognizable cases reported 
daring the year numbered 75 and 10 respectively as compared with 06 and 28 in the pre¬ 
vious year. The value of property stolen was lie. 1,757 as against Rs. 1,960 in the year 
preceding; the percentages of recoveries in the two years were 71 and 83 respectively. No 
serious crime was reported. 

The Southern Mardtlia Police force worked as an independent body for 9 months of 
the year only. Cognizable offences numbered 65: the percentage of convictions to arrests 
was 62-9. No serious crime was reported. Stolen property amounted to R.S. 778 in 
value, of wliich 37 per cent, was recovered.

Aden Fuuce. 

The stnmgth of the police force remained unaltered. The foioc consists of 199 men of 
whom 141 are employed at Aden, 49 at Shaikh Othmon, and 9 at Perim. The total cost of 
maintaining the force during the year was Rs. 47,024 which was defrayed as follows> 
by Government Rs. 30,663, by the municipality Rs. 14,102, and by the Perim Cool Comply 
Rs. 2,259. A considerable inci'ease took place in the number of cases tried (435 as against Sfo 
in 1884-85) and in the unmlicr of persons apprehended (386 as against 342 in 1884-^1 
There has Wn an inci'ease in offences against the human body and property. Many half 
savage Somdlis now visit Aden and are at first troublesome to control. The penentoge of 
convictions to apprehensions was 84'46, in the preceding year the figures were 85*38. One 
Hindu was trieu by the Sessions Guui-t for killii^ his inistr^: he was convicted and executed. 
At Perim a private in the 4th Rifles shot a comrade; the case was transferred to the £|pmbay 
High Oourt on technical grounds. During tlie year 374 pera^ fined, 112 impneoaed, 
43 fioggcii, 1 hung, 15 deported, and 5 discharged on giving aecuri^ to be of good behavioiir. 
At Fwnn 29 cases and 49 offenders were dealt with: 39 offenders were fined and Hie rest 
imprisoned. 

VAailANTS. 

83 men were admitted as vogrwts into the Bombay Government Woi^-house duriqg 
the year. Of these 58 were arrested in Bombay, 6 were received from Sboliipur, 3 from Poona, 
2 from Jabaipnr, 2 from Ahinedahad, 1 from Ahmeduagar, 1 from Broach, 1 fittan Surat, t 
from Madras, and 2 from Allahabad. At the close of the year IS vagrants remained ia the 
work-house. At the commencement of the year 2rweie still on the rolls. In the previous 
year the number of vagrants admitted to the werk-house was 86.

116 human beings were killed by wild animals during the year, and 1,145 were killed 
by snakes. In the previous year 108 human beings were killed % wild wimals and 1,108 
by snakes. 24 deaths were caused by mad dogs during the year, 23 by jackals, and 22 by 
tigers and panthers. The total numMr of cattle killed by wild animaui and snakes was 
2,848. In the previous year 2,011 cattie were so killed. There was a small increase in the 
number of cattle so kill^ during the year in almost all the districts except Kanara, 

The depredations of wolves in Sind and in the district of Ahmednagar were somewhat 
serioua 122 tigers, 209 leopards and panthers, and 487 wolves were killed during the year, 

283,579 venomous snakes were destroyed during the year. Of these 240,158 wore 
destroyed in the Ratndgiri district only : the rewards paid for their destruction amounted to 
Rs. 3,754. In the Satdra district 39,509 venoinous snakes were destroyed, and Rs. 2,469 
paid in rewards. In the remainu^ districts the numbers killed were small, 113 persons 
med of snake bite in the Ratn4giri district and 79 in the Sat&ra district. In these two 
districts 16,05,000 snakes have fc^n killed since 1877 and Rs. 43,000 paid away in rewards. 
Tlie municipalities are l>eginning to encourage the destruction of venomous snakes within 
municipal limits. The total number of venomous snakes destroy^l during the year was 
283,579 and ihe total amount paid in rewards was Rs. 6,270. In tne previous year 2,21,566 
snakes in all were destroyed. Including rewards paid for the destmetion of wild animals 
the total amount expended amounted to Rs. 12,197. In 1884 the* total amount expended

Chemical Analysis. 

The number of medico-legal cases referred to the Chemical Analyser for report during 
the year under review was ^6 as compared with 314 last year. The total number of 
articles examined or analysed during the year under review was 2,188 as compared with 
1,9^ in the previous year. This is ekctusive of a large number of samples of Uovemment 
storea examined in coimection with the Suakim Expedition, Aino^ the medicr>-legal cases 
tibere were 48 cases of examination of articles supposed to be stained with bloo<J or other 
aoinial fluids. In 28 of these only was blood detected. 

The number of cases of real or alleged poisoning of huniai^ beings in connection with 
whufli substances were sent for analysis was 187 in the year under review as compared with 
169 in the last year. Out of these poison was detected in 102 or 54*5 per cent, of the cases 
as oompsflod with 83 or 49'1 per cent, last year. In two cases of suspocteil poistming no trace 
of paisan was detected. In two other cases, one from Vengurla and another from Tatta 
(Bmd), arsenical poisoning, Ahich was the cause of death, did not seem to have Isien suspect¬ 
ed ui^ the state of the stomach was disclosed by pad-moHem examination. The nuinlxir 
of penxms who appeared to have been poisuneif m tlic cases in which substances were 
analysed was 153, of whom 64 died. The districts of Dhdrwdr, Satdm, and Pewna showed the 
.' laiBe^ numbtar of cases of human poisoning. As usual, arsenic u’os the poison most gene- 
iS^r iised, it having begn a^inistered to 51 persons, of whom 32 died. There were 20

^Hie numbw Ot cases of suspected poisoAing of cattle was 101, being 2 less tluui in the 
prevMHis year. In 54 of these, representing the poisoning of 60 animals—4dl homed cattle— 
poisem iraa.denoted. Be^nm with a blank record for the previons fonr years appitars on 
,Hie Bat with 3 deaths. ^ei« was an increase in the numb^ of animals }M>isoned in the 
diBiriets Aiunadnogar, Kahldgi, Poona, Shol4pur, and Surat, while the districts of Satdra, 
-'fl^ijliaiiesh, and rilowed ac^crease in this respect. The poison used in the great nuyority 
.^flaHi waa, aa oaqal. amntious-ixride. though in one case from Poona ttrych'ma and in two 
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caueti from Satiira the seed kernels of cerbera theaetia or yellow oleander, a poison apparently 
new to the Bombay laboratory, were detected 

During the year under review 106 samples of potable water were analysed and examined 
as compared with OK in the previous year. Of these CO samples were pronounced bad 
and 09 good. The spfjcimcns tlmt came from a well at Dhandlnika and from the Kushdvarta 
Tank at Trimbak were very Isul. This tank lias been emptied out and thoroughly cleaned 
in the year under review. 

The nuinlK-r of samples of Government stores ahd artich*s of human foofl examined 
during the year under review was 348 or 36 less than in the previous year. 576 samples 
were also examined at the re'jue.st of the Abkdri and Cnsbnns Departments ns compared 
with 403 last year. Among the.se samples two brands of eau d« eolofpie were examined 
and proved to be a petfumed mixture of spirit and water of high alcohohe strength. These 
Ihpiids are s«)le]y imported for sale as m>table spii’its, anil their consumption would seem to 
be extending beyond the. limits of the City of Bombay. Of the samples of opium examined 
more than half the numlier forwarded from Kaira and Ahmedabad were found to be adul¬ 
terated. 

1464 samples of petroleum were also testtsl during the year under review, with the 
resut that in nil cases the Hashing point was alswe the legal minimum of 73“ (Abel).

Two appeals wui e imule to Government against the dcci.sions of the Sessions Judge of 
the Punch Maliiila- Botli of tlie ilecisions were revei*.sed. 

The Courts of Se.s.sion hoilliefore them appeals of 1,610 persons against convictions by 
Fii'st Cias.s Magistrates and Assistant Sessions Judges. All the appeals c.xccpt 56 were dis¬ 
posed f)f. 

The appi'als of 5Gl persons were njected, in 558 coses the sentences or orders of the 
lower com ts were confirmed, in 154 cases the sentences were modified, and in 276 reversed. 
In 10 cases new trials were ordered and 1 was referred to the High Court. 

The So.s.sion Courts ol^ reviewed proceedings relating to 561 porson.s. 

The District Magistrates and other Fii*st Class Magistrates with appellate powers 
dealt with 2,731 appellants. In 32.3 casi's the api)cals wi‘ro rejected and in l,.34l cosesthe 
sentences of the lower courts were confirmed. In I case tlie sentence of the lower court 
was nnhaiiccd, in 282 miKlified, in 068 reversed. In 30 cases the proceeilings were quashed 
and in 8 new trials oiilei*ed. 0 were referred to the. High Court and 71 remained pending 
at the close of the year. I appelliuit died. The Di.strict Magistrates reviewed the cases 
of 689 pei'sons. 

Tiial hy jury or with the aid of as.sessoi*s takes place only in the High Court, the 
Courts of Session, n.nd Magistrates’ Courts under Cluvpter X. of the Criminal Procedure 
t'ode. In the High C?ourt criminal trials are held before juries of 9persons: in the districts 
of Belgauni, Poona, TluSua, Surat, Ahinedaliad, and in tlie city of Kaiilchi juries of 5 are 
used for the trial of jiersens accused of heinous otieiice.s punishable with death, tmnspurta- 
lion, or iiinirisoniniait for 10 years or upwimls. In the High Court 37 cases were triedhv 
juries and in all the cases the Judges aceepte.d the verdict. In the (’ourts of Sessions in 
the localities already alludisl to there were 137 trials hy juiy, in 125 of which the verdicts 
wei-i' neeepted. The reiiuiinlng 12 verdicts were referreil to the High Court as thi' Judge 
ohjeeteil to them. In Magistrates' (,'ourts 1.5 cases wi-re tried hy jury. In all the oases 
the verdicts were aeeejiled. 485 eases were tried in the Courts of Sessions with the aid«of 
iis.si'ssors. Tn 349 en.si's the .Judges agreed with the ns-sessors, hut difi'ered from 1 assessor in 
31 cases and from both in 105. In 66 cases, owing to the accuseil pleading guilty or tlie 
presecutioii being withdrawn, tin* opinions of tlie assessors were not taken. 


Prisons. 

In tlie oour.se of the year the Poona District Jail was tran-sferred to the Yerrowda 
Central Jail. There are now in the Presidenc}* 1 Central Jail, 24 District .Jails, and 2 
Estru-iuural gangs. One of the extra-mural gangs is the old established Ndra gang in 
Sind and it is employed on canal work. The otlier is employed at BijApur on the works 
ooiim>eted with the transfer of the district head-quarters from Kal&iigi to that town. 
There are besides 30 .sulK>rdinate jails. 

14,279 peraoiis were incareerated during the year. In the preceding year 14,489 
pei*soiis were incareerated. Tlie daily average number of prisoners in oil tlie jails of the 
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Presidca^ during year was 6,611. In 1884-86 the daily average number was 7,161, 
and there has been a steady annual decrease since 1876 in which year the doily average 
number prisoners was 8,846. 

There were 12,384 admissions to the Central and District Jails during the year. This OantnJ oml Uiiti'iut 
exceeds by 353 the number in the year preceding. There was a deoroasc in the nuiuW'r of 
admissions in the Konkan, a slight increase in the Dekkhan and South Mariitha (\niutiy, and 
a marked increase in Qujai'it and BincL The proportion of admissions to the total popula¬ 
tion is 0-06 per cent in the Pi’esidency proper, and (MI in Sind. T1 h> yt'ar clo-sed witl> a 
total uambor of 6,736 prisoners. Tlie agricultural population, as usual, supplied a iui>portiou 
of over 60 per cent of the admissions. Piwioualy convicUsi prlstwei-s tverc a*liuitU'd t) 
the proportion of 15’7 per cent of the whoU'nniuher admitted; in the previous yeiu-tliis 
proportion wa.s 13'8 per cent The percentages in tliis connection are fai* liigher in llumliay 
ana Karachi than el^where. 

The releases under the mark system rose fix»m 767 in 1884 to 90.'>; it is thonglit RoIsmm. *<-•. 
that the rules have been too liherally construwl. In I8H.S the number so released was 203 
only. The total number of prisoner released from the Central ami District .lails was 11,.338 
as against 11,829 in 1884-85. There wore no releases on account of ill-health during the 
year. 

Escapes during the year nuinU'^red 25. This sHghtlv <*xceeds the average of the past 
four ytsirs. There was only one e.scape from inside a jail during the year: ilie remaining 
escapes were from extra-mural gangs, principally the Nurd gang. 10 of the prisoner who , 

escaped were recaptured. 

There were 2,948 hreoohe.s of jail rules during tlie year. In the previous yt>ar these Jail affeuciw. 
breaches iiuinbcrcd 4,444. OdVms'.s classed as "smoking and po.ss«>ssion of furhi<hlen 
articles ” show an increase, but there is a largi' decrease in offences classed as “ relating to 
work.” Wliippings were inilietad on 61 prisoners during tin* yeoi*. 

Of the total number of men and wointm, 12,384, admitted to the Central and Diatrict Rducatiun. 

Jails during the year 10,790 (or a proportion of over 87 per cent.) weri' wholly illitarato. 

Only 523 were able to read and write well. During the year 8.5 prisouei's were releastsi 
who had been under instruction in Jail 

2,632 under-trial prison(>rs were admitted to the Central and District Jails during the Undar-trial 
year. In 1884 the number was 2,678. j>ri«mor». 

The Duiniter of under-trial prisoners that passed through the Hultordinatt*. jails and HuUirilliiate Juils 
lock-ups during the year was 27,30.5. This number exceeds by 1,701 the number for the »n*l 
post year. 1,891 convicts wore received into tliese jails ns ngajpst 2,4.58 in the previrms 
year. There were 2 escapes and 6 doatha These jails now number 30: it is pro[><Meil to 
reduce their number further. 

2,899 prisoners were admitted to the Civil Jails during the year. In 1884, 2,4.38 were civil Jail*, 
so adinitta<L There w<>re 5 deutlis. The average yearly c.ost per prisoner was Ka. 42-4-3 
as against lia 51-4-2 in the previous year. 2,640 prisonei-s were rcdeaM-d during tlie y<!nr. 

There are 3 Ileforuiatarics for juvenile offenders in the PreHi<lency, 1 in Uombay, 1 KuiM-matoriiHi. 
included in the Yerrowda Central Jail, Ptsma, and 1 at Shikilrpui', >SiniL The numiM-r 
of adini.ssions to the Poona Reforiiiutory was 25 as against 26 in the previous year. Tliere 
were but 2 admi.s.sioiis lo the Shikilrpur lleformiitory. 'Phere were 1.5 releases during tlie 
year and at the end of tin- year only one Isiy remained umler confinement. 

The gross cost of rnaiiitiiiiiiiig the, whole jail establisliment was Rs. .5,37,541. The Cost <i( tniuntunNins: 

average yearly east per prisoner was R.S. 74-1-0. In the jire.vious year these figures were 

Rs. 5,65,919 anil Rs. 73-.3-5 re.spectively. The increase of cost per |in.soner is due to the 
fact tliat the number of prisoners was smaller during tlie year while the establishment 
remained the same. There is however .some .saving under the heinl “ Establishment" caused 
by the transfer of the Poona District Jail bi Yerrowda. The cost of clothing is higher 
than ill Ihe previous year, as warm clothing was provided in tlie >Sind Jails and at llijiijiur. 

* 2,186 prisoners were cpiployed on tlie riianufiMdure of articles for sale t<> the public. MwmfiujturvB, 

The profits derived ainountcd to Rs. 36,256. In 1884-85 the amount of profif.s was 
Rs. 38,128. The profits of extra-mural work were Rs. 86,341 : in 1884 tliewj profits were 
Rs. 1,19,232. This considerable diminution was partly due t<>thiiHU>[i)inge of Public Works 
and to reduction of the wage-rates pui<l liy the Public Works Department or by iiiiijiici- 
palitiea The profits of the Niirn gang, whiidi was affis-ti'd by choh ni, show the most 
considerable falling ofD Tlie realization.s of all kinds in all the jails luiiounted to Its. 1,20,528. 

In 1884-85 this amount w'as Rs. 1,71,251. 

The total population in all jails was 24,2.32 (riiah» 22,803, females 1,36!*). The Uital Health. . 

number of adniissioiis into Imspital was 4,273. Of an average daily strength of 6,59.3 the 

daily average of sick was 165. 2.31 prisoners died in tlie year. There were 20 deaths from 
(^ofei'a. The health of the pri.soner.s in the Yermwda Jail, tlie jails in Bombay <.!ity. and 
the BijApur gang was above the aveisige. In Sind, as asual, the mortalitj' was tvviee os 
high as in the rest of the Presitlency. The cliief tliseases were intennittent fever, riispira- 
tory diseases, and dysentery ordiarrhma, the two latter Iteing the mast t«taJ. (*••- whole 
the health of the prisoners during the year was better than in tlie year preceding. 

The construction of the new jail at Satdra was stopped for w&it of funds. At Byipur New Work*, 
and Yerrowda considerable improvements were effected 
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Civil Justice. 

The following remarks deal with the a/lministratien of justice by all the Civil Courto 
in the Ikmiliay IVesidency with the excejition of the Court of Small Causes, Bombay, and 
the Courts nt Aden. The working of these latter conrt.s is separately dealt with, and the 
re.snlts of the working of the Dekkhan Agriculturists’ Act. although included, in the iigures 
(jiiotetl here, are also treated .separately. The territories to which the.<m remarks apply are 
the R<-gulati<m Provinces, including the Pancli MahAIs, within the original or appellate juris¬ 
dictions of the High Court, and tlie Province of Sind. 

The eon.stitiition and functions of tlu; various civil conrts remained unaltered. The 
Punch MnliAls (‘olJeetorute wa.s added to the Uegulution Provinces and an Assistant Judgeship 
with full powers was ci'eat<-d for Kaira and th<! Parieh kluhdls. There were in all in the Re¬ 
gulation Provinces Id Di-striet and 6 Assistant Jndge.s, and 1 d Fii'st Clo-ss and 89 Second 
Olinw Sidiordiiiate Judges. In Sind Ijcside the Saiiar Court there were 4 District Judges, 
1 Small Cause ('ourt. Id SulNirdinate Judges, 7 AluAhti/iirkarii, 6 Alunnhia, and 1 Deputy 
Collector with power to try civil suits. In the Kegulation Provinces the number

Tlu'ivwas, however, a decren.se in the iustitutioii of suits on eoiitrnot in W’riting, 
for rent of lionses, for imltuhn and kfthuhif/dfn to declare and establish rights, and for aiTcars 
of rent of land. Thi.s decrefuse 4vns mo,st marked in .suits on contract in writing. In the High 
Court the child" variation iioticenhle was in suits on contract not in writing, tor immoveable 
property, under the Specific Relief Act, and for an account. 'Tlie number of these suits 
increased. The niiuilHu- of .suits to deelim' and establish rights and for partition decreased. 

Vuluatton of Suitu. The total value of the claims in .suits iii.stitut(‘d on the Original Side of the High Court 

was Rs. 26,50.493 against Rs. 35,50,834 in the previous year. The total value of the claims 
ill suits iiustitiited in the Moftiasil was Rs. 1,89,08,998 agnimst Rs. 1,58,S],098 in 1884. In 
60 per rent, of the total nuiiiher of ordiiiaiy rivil suits instituted (152,969) the valpe of the 
clnitus rvas Rs. 50 or less.

Comparing slati-stirs of tins agriculturist suits for the last H years, it appintrs tlint there 
has Im'.oii a stenily inerense, in money suits and in suits for foreclosure. &c., against agricul¬ 
turists anil a siMiiliir deeieasi.; in the intmlH*r of suits lii'ouglit hy ngrieulturists for redemp¬ 
tion of mortgages. Tliu iiumhers of other suits hniught again.st agriculturists have remained 
stationary and are eompiiratively small. Suits by agriculturists lor an account have 
averaged only during the last 3 years. Redemption suits have always Inien more 
(Mipular, as tliey can he instituUsI witliout the pij'inent of comt-t\s-s and the n-Iief is more 
complete tliiin in a suit for account. Suits for account where there have licen no mortgage 
dealings are veiy rare. 


Redemption .suits under Chajitor II. and otherwise nuinlKTed altooetlier 2,1(17 ojminst 
2,598 in 1884. These suits are IW more frequent in Hatiira than in the other CoJlec- 
tonites. 


Tin* numlwT of nslemption suits has decreased considerahly during the two post 
years. Of the 2.197 In-onght in 1885, 1,1.50 were again.st agriculturists, luid 1,047 against 
pi-ofessioual money-lenders. 

'I'he rnimls'r of suits hrmight l>y mortgagees against agriculturists iswe fmni ,5,644 
in I88.‘l to 8,791 in 188.5. Village money-lenders are overcoming their disincliiuition to 
Huhmit to the courts claims against the rat/ain. 

The numher of suits to w'hich the provisions of Chapter II. were applied hy consent 
formed 17 per cent, of those decided umh-r that chapter. The numher <if these, suits is 
gradually increasing. I’arties hy consenting to the application of (Chapter 11. si.-cure the 
refund of half the court-fees hut hwe the right of appeal. In .some eouj-ts .50 per cent, of 
the suits were disjKi.sisl ot in this w'liy. 

Adding the arrears of 1884 (4,6(K)) to the numher of suits instituted during the year 
under tUiapter 11. there were, in all 19,3"i0 suits for disjxisal. This miinhe.r exceeded that 
of the (irevious year hy 1.786. 14,881 suits in all were disjxi.sed of and the number of

Ex-jyiiif decisions amounted to only 4'8 per cent, of the total nuinlier. In the previous 
year this iieiventige was 4'7. The pixiportion was gi'oati'st in courts where the greater 
part of the work concerns non-agricultui-ists; lint in no court was th(' proportion as higl 
as 10 per cent. There has Is-en a great iiupniveine.iit in ixs-ent years in the volunto^ 
attendance of defendant.s. This has onahled tho eourts to dispose of a larger number oi 
suits at first hearing. During 188.5 the ntimlKT of suits so disposed of w’a-s 36 per cent 
of the total nunilK-r of suits disposed of: in tho two previous years this propomon wai 
33 per cent and 29 per cent. resptH;tively. 
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The ntunber of suits dismissed for default has decreased to a j^roportion of 67 per oeni 
of the total number: in the three prenous years the number of suits thus dismksod formed 
7'5. 9, and 10 per cent, of the total numlier. The niunlK^r of suits comnnunised showed a 
similar decrease, the suits forming a prop>rtion of 22 per cent, of the totiu iiumlxT disposed 
of against 25-5, 30, and 32 per cent, in tlie three previous yeaiu Agriculturist esses sliowed 
the largest proportion of compromises. 

Contested suits formed a pi-oportion of 38 per cent, of the total iiundK'r of suits 
disposed of. In purely agricuHui-ist casi's 42 jwr cent, wei-e conteste<l. 

By coniparing the results of the working of the Act during 1885 with the figures for 
the w'hole Pivsidency for 1872-73 (in whicli ywir the Act was not in force) the loJlowing 
conclusions may be oi-rived at. The Act has hiul the etfect of trebling the j)rop»rt,ion of 
contested suits, of doubling that of admitted cjust^s, luid ({luulrupliiig that of coiiipoaiiisi'S 
thus securing jmlicial inve.stigati<>n on a .s<aile which has nt'ver Ix-fon' lie«*n appiiMU'hisl. 
Although the number of c<4nt«.*8ted suits has trebliHi, that of claims allowed in whole or in 
port has relatively remained the wuiio. 

Tile pivivisions in sections 12 ti> 14 of the Act ns to “going lx<hind the Isnul ” were 
applied during the yixir with not uufav<>raljle results in the shape of ivdue.tion of clainm 
by abatement of interest. Taking together money suits and suits for fowlosuiv against 
agriculturists and redemption suits hy agriculturists the pi-ovi.sions of tln-s*' sections were 
applied in 24 nor cimt. of the suits. Th«> reductions in money suits amounted to alsnit 32 
per cent, of tlu* amount claiiiu*<l against 30 iht cent, in the ]>r«>vious y»‘iu’. Mortgage debt 
to the value of R-s. .‘1,84,847 was alwted in tlie pix»poi-tion of 37 per cent. The value of 
claims wttled 1>3’ the courUs and coneiliutfirs together was alsait 5 lakhs of rupees. In the 
previous year the amount .settled wa.s aliout 8 lakhs, anil adding comprianises out of coui-t 
it is estimated that mortgage delit aggregating 1.) lakhs of rupees has been dealt with and 
settled by the eoui-ts and coneiliati>rs together in the past two years. 

During the 6 years in which the Act has Ix'en in force 12.570 redeiiijttion suits in all 
liavo Ixien instituted and 10,073 disposeil of. More than half were dispoMcsl of by with¬ 
drawals, c«)Ujpromises, rejtictions, tlecr<s‘S under which reilem)>tion was i-rtected without 
payment, or arrangements under wliieli the dt'bt was h) he e.vtinguished by enjoyment for 
a tt*nn of years. In tin- other half redemption was decreed on pay-ment in full or in iiui-t, 
the aliaU'inent iti most eases being slight. 

Payments by' defeislants of in.stalments under decn-es of the Act amounted lolls. 03,173, 
Tile insolvency provisions of the Act coiitiime to. Vs- inoperative. 

The avemge duration of suits falling under Ohapb-r TI. was 4 months an<l 8 days. 
It was hight'st in thi* Sattira (.’ollecb»ra.te where the work of redem))tiiiii was very heavy. 
Tlie large iiuinher of contested suits accounts for the soine.wliat lengthy diii-ation.

"With regard b) tb<‘ difierent rlistricts the cost was proportionab-ly high(!st in Sablra 
and lowe,st in Poiaia. 

The brtid nuinlsir of ajiplication.i) for the exeention of de.crees and coiii-iliation ngi-ee- 
ments was 22,742 of whicli 18,084 were di.H|K>s<sl of. Satisfiu-tion was obtained in full 
in 17 per cent, and in part in 22 pi-r cent, of these applications. The remainder w(*re 
infructuous. The bital amounts obtained in satisfaction (Hs. 1,18,034 with pr<x-ess, and 
Rs. 36,503 without proce.s.s) exceeded b> the proiiortiou of 50 ist cent, the amount obUined 
in the previous year. 

The total recoveries Isith in execution and by volmilnry payment ariifuiiibjd b> 2.5 
per cent, on the teital valuation of the suits «)f the year. The proportion is sitnilai- b> that 
in flic civil courts of the Piysideucy at large. The r<*coveries by volunbiry payment under 
the Act exceeded uue-third of the b>tal i-ecovr-ries whereas in tin* onlinary civil couit.s remver- 
ies by voluntary payments form only one-.sixb«'nth of the bjtal. Tii(-,se figures indicate 
that the Act encovrages voluntary payments and is exercising a salutary influence. 

There were 97 village mnuttifu at the comiuencenient of the ytar and 04 at its clo.se— 
23 in Poona, 21 in Satara, 30 in Ahmednagar, oikI 20 in .Shohipur. The work done by 
the mufun^B increases year by yeai-. The following biljlc shows the numlx;r of suits filer! 
before and disposed of by them in the past 3 yeai-s :— 
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Thv incrcaeo was moat marked in Ahmcdnagar but was general in all the districts, 

Tlio niiriihiir of conciliators was mluccd in the year from 237 to 227. The coneilia&on 
system was alxilislicd in 0 WlukAs at the close of the previous year. There were 40,641 
ajiplioations to conciliators during the year, the numlier being less by 9,000 than the number 
in cither of the two previous j'cors. ()f 48,129 applications for dispo-sal, 42,880 were 
disjHjsfid <»f. Conciliation failed in 20,393 ca.sf«: 2,661 applications were withdrawn or 
coiiiproiniscd, 9,952 were struck otf by conciliators in default, 9,361 were disposed of by 
agreement and forwarded to the courts under wiction 44 of the Act, and 14 were referred 
to arbitrators. Tlic lialance of arrears was reduced from 6,973 to 5,249. 

(If the fttilure.s to conciliate by far the greater number occurn^d tlirough the refusal 
or neglect of lhi‘ parties to attend. People uie alive to the fact that conciliators 
cannot enforce attendanee. Tiie question of coiiipelliug the attendance of defendants 
is under consideration. TIicr* was u eonsidorahle improvement in the number of agreements 
arrived at, and generally speaking agreements were successfully etrectt*d when the attend* 
anee of IsitJi parties was secured. Less tlian one per cent, of tlie agreements effected by 
the conciliators were. suh.sei{iieiibly objected to liefore the courts. Under the agreements 
eJaims on simple nion<*y bonds were reduced by a jn-oportion of 33 per cent, and mortgage 
claims )jy a jtroportion of 32 per cent. 

The conciliation system has roeimtly evokoil much discussion and been extensively 
criticised. Wliate\er nay Is,' tlie abuses or advantages of the sysb'iii tliera can lai no doubt 
that the jinigress made, by tlie coiii'ts would have Iteen impossible without tlie aid of the 
coiiciliatoi’s. Most authorities are agreed that tlie jirineiple of ottering an inducement 
to parties to civil proceedings to come to an agreement at an early stage of litigation is a 
giKxl one. 

In 12 tiiJiihi-M ill all the system of conciliation doiis not obtain. Tlie substituteil plan 
in thesi! hiluhiiM is to remit half the court-fe.t!s if the case he amicably settled at the first 
hearing. Under this plan goiHl results were obtained,

Till' annual report of tin; court of small causes for the year ending Decemlier, 1886, 
shows that 3.'1,.*1()9 suits were instituted ns eonipared with 31,043 in 1884. The .subject 
matter of litigation has risen in A'nlue from lls. 26,06,184 in 18.84 to Rs. 27,29,763 in 1885. 
Tile ineren-si* of litigation has been in suits of wliieli tlie subject matter range,s in value 
from Rs. 6 to Its. 600. An indication Is thus aUbisled that litigation in tills court is 
inexpensive and popular. 

33.471 suits weiv disf)o.sed of during the year as against .30,9.50 in the preceding year. 
Till) average iluratiou of each suit was one day only. Notwitlistanding this acceleration 
2,431 suits iviiiaiiied pending at the end of the year. At the comiiioneement of the year 
tlie iiumlier of suits thus pending was 2,693. The pre.seiit judicial strength of the court 
be.iiig inadi)i|iiate to cope with tlie eoiistantly iiiereasing litigation the (ioveriiincut of India 
has been requested to saiietion an additional establi.shuieiit for the Registroi*. 

The e.xiieiiditiii’e for the year was R.s. 1,64,942, an increase of Rs. 705 as compared with 
that in the preceding year. The receipts under all heads amounted to Rs. 2,67,335 : there 
tlius remained to lioveruiueiit ii gain of Rs, 1,02,393 on the working of the court during 
the year.

The Indian Regi.stration Act III. of 1877 extends to the whole Presidency, uttiile a 
special registration sv.stem under the Dekkiian Agriculturists’Ridief Act as amended by Acts 
XXIII of 18,SI and XXIf 1S82 is also in force in the four districts of Ahmednagor,

The offices of the InsiK’ctor-Geneml, Bninch Inspector-General, and five Inspi'ctors are 
offices of suiM-'i'vision and not of registration. They jvre con3ei|uently not 8elf-.Hupporting. 
The districts of Ahineduagar, SatiSrn, Adim, Decsii, ami Thar and Parker have failed to pay 
their exp'nses. The i-egistmtion law wiw onl^* intixxluceil int<j Deeiia during the year under 
repoi't. Jn Ahineduagar iu»d Satdra regi-strations under Act XVII. of 1879 cause* a falling 
on in the roceijits of general registration: these two districts have not been self-supporting 
since the latter Act was pvssed. The net financial results of* the aixive-incntiouCQ offices 
are iw follows:—iwipts Rs. 11,329: expenditure Rs. 60,8;{7. Thus there is a deficit 
0.1 for as they are concerned of Rs. 49,.508. Tlie deficit for tliese offices in the previous 
year (excluding the Dresa offices which were not then established) wife Rs. 48,721. The 
21 remaining districts have each prcslnced a surplus, the smallest 8ur{>lus—Rs. 69—standing 
against the Upper Sind Frontier, and the largest—Rs. 2.5,310—against Bombay. The largest 
amount of gi^oss diirtrict receipts as in former years appears in Bombay (Rs. .52,68.5). As 
far as these 21 districts are concerned the total receipts amount to Rs. 3,09,065, the total 
expenditure to Rs. 1,85,890, and the consequent surplus to Rs. 1,23,174. This surplus 
exceeds that of the pivceding year by Rs. 4,514. 

The income of the entire deputment exceeded the expenditure by Rs. 73,666, sad as 
the surplus derived fwm receipts under the Joint Stock Commnies’ Act. amounting to 
7,837, is credited Ui tlie hewl of “ Registration," tlw total surplus income of the depart¬ 
ment amounted to Rs. 81,504. In 1884-85 the total surplus income was Rs. 76,620.

This Act IB in operation in the four CJoUeotorates of Poona, Ahuiednagar, Sat&ra, and 
ShoIApur. 

The nomber village registration cirdes established for purposes of rogistmtion 
onder this Act was in 18^>86, 223. Of these 40 were tiUuka registration circles and the 
remainder special villago circlea These circles included 4,649 \nl)agea 

There were in all 1,01,082 registrations at these offices during the year. This number 
exceeded by 17,744 the number recorded in the previous yeai- and was very considerably 
hitler than the number recorded in 1883-84, but there li^ been a great foiling off since 
the years antecedent to that year. 

The largest absolute increase hi the number of tronsoctiuns reconled in the voar os 
compared with the number recorded in the year preceding t(X)k place in Pooini, the incn»uiu 
in transactions being 7,280. In Ahmednagar the largest relative inereiise (28*8 {ht cent.) 
took place. Begistmtions relating to immoveable prop««rty showcHl a iiiorkeil increase in 
idl 4 districts and in registrations relating to moveable property there was a marke<l 
increase in Ahmednagar and Poona.

The increase in the registration of mortgages with poHse.ssion an<l of money tsaids is very 
substantial and indicates a progress in the cnslit of th<‘ cultivating ola.sse.s. 

Transactions relating to land alone Is-tweeii agrieulturists and ngi-icultnrists and 
between agriculturists and soelvi/w nunilnTed (5(),3.i2 against 50,720 in the’ i»revions year. 
The transactions of the lattiT class rose fj'oui 25,607 to 32,413 : the risif is a furtlier indica¬ 
tion that the credit of the agriculturist cloases is grxxl. 

Deeds executed to partly or entirely sujM.Twale old dexjumeuts were rogisti’red to the 
number of 10,291 against 9,250 in 'the previous year. 

The aggregate value of the property atlV^ctetl by the docniniaits registta'ed was 
Ra 80,47,504. In the previous year the aggrtgate value was Rs. 04,33,054. 'I'he average! 
value jvir transaction has risen from lls. 77-3-2 in 1884-85 to Its. 79-0-!). 

The total fee receipts for the year amounted lls. 50,027. These rec^dpts in 1884-85 
amounted to Rs. 46,477. Tlie expenditinv of the yi!ur ainouiited to Ks. 03,845 against 
Bs. 60^08 in the previous year. The expenditure increased cm atreount of th<" iitcreasfsl 
sum paid as commission to the registrars on aeccmnt of registratiains. On the- wliolt! 
receipts rose by a proportion of 20 per cent, and expenditure by a proisjrtion of 0 fxir ee.nt.

yiw. The reoeipts from Town Duty and Miscelliuteous Items exceeded the estimate only. tA witli the ertlrnkta 
Tim ino'ease in we revenue derived from the Consolidateil Ratt? was nttrihuttsl to the fact actnaii of tbo 

that iarw sums were paid by the Port Trust on actmnnt of both lSN5-8(i and 1SN4-.S5. and 
also to Sie increased valuation of property. The revenue derived fn»in the wheel-tax owed 
its improvement to the continuously impiwviiig system of iiispt'ction. The ToWco Duty 
receipts rose owing to larger consumption. Tlie decrease in tlie yield of Town Duties 
Was attributed to the fact that in the pixveiling year cseeptionally largi' iinjMn'ts 
of sugar were made. The difference under the head of Mi.sccHaiu>ou8 it<>ms wtus mainly 
caused by account adjustments. On the e.x{>eiiditurc side then* was an unimiKirtant 
increase in the cost of General Superintendence. A-sscNsmi'iit mid Collection De¬ 
partments, Public Health Department, Public Gardens, Pensions and Gratuitic-s, Educa¬ 
tion, and Hospitals. Uhder the head of Education the inoix'iiso was due to the 
transfer of the Victoria Museum, to a special grant for art specimens, mid to a 
cmitiibution of ils. 200 to the new Veterinary College. The inereAs<> uiuler the lieml of 
Hospitals was due to a (n'ant of Rs. 6,000 in aid of the Jailer Sulliiiian DisiMuisary for 
women and children, and of Rs. 3,108 for the maintenn.nee of a (3iolera Ho.spitH.1. The 
amount expended on Public Works, onliiiai^' and extrooniinary, iiidudiiig establish¬ 
ments and niainteiiance hut excluding works debited to loan funds, was less than the 
amount provided in the estimate by Ita i.IH.SiiO. This sum forniisl part of the nominal 
closing lialancc, hut the grant of the sum was ri'iieweil as the year elosed to pixivide for 
work.s ill the coume of construction. Tlieexoeasin “ Debt Chai'ges ” ovit the sum expend- 
e<l in tlie preceding year was attrlhutivhle to the fiK’l tlint interest lieeaiiie duo on a 
portion of the new Sanitary Works Loan. However, by coiitiiiuiiig the system of util¬ 
izing for loan works all available lialanccs, ami there.hy deferring the raising of tin* loan as 
long as jMissilile, a saving of 11s. 2,72,236 was ef1ecl<‘d in the budget provision and 
Rs. 24,556 remaimsl unspent on account of interest unclaiiiiod at tin- close of the year.

Of this Rs. 7,21,208 may la? dedu.ct«*d as I'epreseiitiiig lap.sed grants since nsiewisl on ac¬ 
count of irieonipleto work.s or undischarged liabilities, and llie actual balance eoiiipuU-d 
at Rs. 7,41,202 Is'ttcr tlian the estimate. Of this surplus Rs. 1,30,454, weri- due as 
already explained, to the opening lialanci*. so that the actual gain in the revenue of the,

Of the total ilemand Rs. 1,805 Were allowed as remission or dmw-back and Rs. 2,11,190 
re]>resentiug the sum jjayable by Govemiuent luid the Port Trustees were paid direct into 
the Mimicipul Aeeoiiiit Office. For the recoveiy of the remainder 63,001 bills were 
issued : the demand was Its. 20,52,012. Including the outstanding lialance of Rs. 2,66,825 the 
total property-i-afe revenue for collection was Rs. 25,30,028 against Rs. 2.3,48,742 in the 
previous year. Of thi.s Rs. 2.’{,82,207 were collecteil, Hs. 10,296 written otf os irrecoverable, 
and tile amount outstanding at the close of the year was Ua 1,00,685. The total 
amount for colleetion under the wheel-tax was Rs. 1,84,298: of this Rs. 1,72,880 were 
collecteil, R.S. 1,099 written otf a.s imvoverable, and K.s. 10,3 l!t left outstanding at the year’s 
close. 'J'o th(‘ eolleetions on account of wlicel-tax Rs. 1,44,484 rccoveml from the owners 
of licensed jMiblie eoiiveynnees and Rs. 15,300 realized from the toll at the Maliim and 
Sion (’ll Use ways were iiilded. The total nmouiit allow'ed as refunds on account of over- 
oollectioiis or under seetioii 82 of the Act was Rs. 6,791. 27 appeals W'eri* iiiiule, of which 

21 were di.sniissed, 4 allowed, and 2 settled by coii.sent. The colli’ctions of town duty 
amoiiiited to It.s. I.3,(i9.!ll9 against Rs. 14,35,382. Of this Rs. 6,82,88!f were refunded, and 
the net revenue i-eivlized wius Its, 6,87,030 against Its. 7.54,195. As alreaily explaintsl the 
imjiorts of sugar in 1884-8,5 were jitieiiDuieiially large. The net decrease in the realizations 
of the year under this head was R.s. 67.164. 

At a special meeting held on November I9tli, 1885, the Corporation definitely resolved to 
adopt tlie revUed Tansa \vater-.su]>ply projeet, and the works were actually commenced in 
the course of the year. The coiupletiou of this project, which .surpasw's in iiiagnituile any¬ 
thing of the siiiiie kind recently attempted in India, will place the water-supplj'of the vast 
and ever-growing city of nonihay in ii favorable position when compared with the water- 
supply of any of the other great cities of the Empii'e. With a view to assi.sting the 
Mnuieipalily t<} tiuance the .situation, the Government of India agreed to exteinl the period 
of repayment of the V’ehar loan. Two tenders were aceei>led by the Municipality in con¬ 
nection with the project, one for R.s. 29,(K),009 for the eoiistrnction of the dam and one for 
^270,000 for the supply of it'oii jtijies, Thi' main features of the Tansa water-supply 
projeet are as follows:—A ihiiii will he constructed acro-ss the Toitsa river at a {xiiiit liohmd 
the Mahnii hills, 53J miles distant from the iMHiiidary of the Island of Bombay. The 
height of the dam will !»• at first 109 and suhseipieiitly 133 feet alxive the Ixsil of the 
river. The area of the proposed lake when the ihiin is raised to its highest level wiill he 
8 .sipiare miles. The area from which the rainfall will he collected is 52 .square iuilc.s. 
The available water-supply, after making deductions for evaporation, will 1m; 100 million 
of gallons iliiily tlirouglioiit the dry .season. The water will Im* convej’ed into Bombay by 
tunnels for 2J miles, by conduits for 26^ miles, and by iron pipi's for the iviuainiiig 24j 
miles; it. ivill be earried over the Hassein creek on a bridge. The capacity of tin* conduits 
and tunnels will be snllieient to deliver a .supply of 33 million gailous daily in Boinl)ay, 

At the evpinitiou of tlu' six years during which the project will Ix' under construction 
the estimated population of Bomhuy will Ix' 950,000 souls. To this population the exist¬ 
ing .soiiires of wab'i'-siipplv in the city would yield hut 15 gallomt pey head daily: with 
the ’I’nii.sa (irojeet coinpleti-d this supply may lie doubled, ti-ehled, or quadrupled. The 
projeet will command the existing re.servoii-s at Bhandarwihia and Mulnltilr Hill, Its total 
cost will Ih> 123 hikhs (if rupees, which will h(> expended over a jxiriod of 7 years. 

Amongst other large works for the iiiipraveiuent of the supply and distribution of 
water in the city completed in tlie year nnn’ he noticed the niofing ov(*r of the settling 
tank and titter-beds at the Malalnir Hill Resei’voii', the armngeinent Eir direct (xamection 
Imtwis'ii the Tulsi main atel the lilter-lxsLs, the construction of new catch-water channels 
at Vehar and Tulsi, the rni.sing of the Tulsi dam to the full height, the constraction of 
filter-Usls at Vehar. and the laying of the new 24" main from Vehar to Bombay. All 
these works piiived nio.st ii.sefnl. 4 imiHirttuit i-oad.s were provided for the first time with 
wnt«‘r-nmin.s, and in many ixirts of tne city the old distribution pipo.s w'ere replaced by 
othei’s of more necumte diiiumsiuiis. Deiwou’s nietors for the prevention of woste were 
extensively used. New quartm-s were constructed at Chinchpookly for the water-works staff. 
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In connection with the 8torm>water drainAge scheme sauctionix) in 188S. 2 large sewers 
and an excavation emliankment and aioioe gates to the Malialakhsnii stonii-water reser' 
voir wm'e constructed. Those works had an excellent edcHst in some of the lowdying 
parts of tile city and the perennial nuisance on the Flats was to some extent abateo! 

the extensive sewers now in progress are completed a better result will proliably 
ensue. Very considerable progress wa.s made with various iniportuiit new sewers and the 
work of providing houso-eonncctions was almost CoinpletiHl m the Kani&tipui'a District. 
Several street improvements and valuable rood extensions W'ere also carnt'd out. G-td 
persons were proceeded against before the Magistrates fur non-compliance with the building 
and street provisions of toe Municipal Act. 

The numlier of births and deaths and the conditions of public hmlth in the City of 
Bombay are dealt with in Chapter VI. in coniitioii with the other districts of tiie Presi¬ 
dency. Rs. 9,10,619 were expended upon the Health Department in all. 678 deaths from 
cholera and 35 deaths from small-pox wero registtircd in the course of the year. No 
other opidcmics occuiTcd and the health of the city was fairly good, 'llie registration of 
births and deatlis was reported to have Ihh'ii slightly improved. 17 additional latrines 
and urinals were put up and the construction of a IJr-ehive liefuse Divstmctor was com¬ 
menced. 5,709 prosecutions wero undertaken by tlie Health IX'partment: the aveiiige pen¬ 
alty indicted was annas II pie.s ». I'he iiuinlH-r of dit-s and tin: ex Unit of damage caused 
are shown in the Chapter under the heading “ Boiiilsiy City Police." 

This subject is more fully disousswl in Chapter VII. I'he total Municipal contribution 
was Rs. 24',<i75. The City uii Bombay contained in the year 27 Mordthi and 26 (hijarilti 
schools.

The total immlair 
of Muniei(ml Comtiiissioners was +9+: of llic.se 6.') only were elected as the electii'e system 
under Bombay Act II of I.S.8+ was introiluced into the larger inunicijialities only. The 
W'ork done by the dilh’rent municipalities was uneipial, but in severol towns the elected 
Commissioners [K'ld'orined their duties with zeal and a.ssiduity. 

The total munici[ial income (including balances) aiiiouuti'd to Jls. Of this 

the net Octroi receipts amounted to Its. Oetroi refunds to the ainount of 

Rs. Jl.26,762 weri; granted. Tlie incidence of municipal taxation per heal of population was 
Rs. 1-1.‘1-0. The total inuiticipal expenditure was Rs. 7,97,0+0. This was less tiuui the 
expenditure of the previous year by Rs. 2.I9,.'>.'>.‘1; several largi- reductions in establi,shnient 
wero etfectod. The current con.servancy and other works W'cre cairieil on as usual. 'I’lie 
construction of drainage works at IJaidamliud and Snkkur was ja-opo.sed towards the en<l of 
the year. 

The uuiuher of municipalities in the Northern Division was 29, a new one having been 
c.stahlished at Siiiiand. The nninlier of C/'omuiis.sioner.s was 41t(, of whom bsij were elected. 
At the first elections held under the new .system much interest, was shown by the voters. 
H of the municipalities Were presi<led over by n<iu-oflii-ial members. 

The totfvl iniinicipal income was (including previous luilances) Its. 11,.)1 ,+.'iy. This 
W'a.s le.ss tliaii that of the previou.s year (in whadi considerable loans were obtained by the 
Ahmcdaliail and Uroiich Municipalities; hy Rs. 99,.S2(». (Jf the tofjil income Rs. +.20.762 
were derivetl from tictroi. The amount allowed as refunds wa.s l!s, 1S,76.‘). Tlie 
iiiciilence of municipal taxation per head of pojiulation w'as Its. I-*{-+. The total municipal 
expc'ndituro was Rs. 9,26,261: tliis slightly exceeiled the expenditui'i' of IHS+ H.'i. Thi: 
taking over of the schisds enu.s<-<l a g<MKl deal of expense and .sevi-ral of the smaller miiniei- 
palitics had to cui'tail their c.stahlishinent.s and revi.se their schedules of taxation No 
important works were carrieil out, but the (pie.stion of jiroviding suituhle w’(iter-sii[)|ily and 
drainagi> works at Ahniedahad engaged serious attention. 

The niimlier of municipalities in the Southern Division was ;{7. The total number of 
ti^unici|Ml Coniniiasiouers was .’>12, of whom 22+ were eleete<l. The muiiieipal work was 
done .suKKitlilv and wcll^ The total income of the mnnieipnlities amounk'd (including 
balances) to Rs. 5,+1.2d7. Of this Octroi n.s-ei]its amounted k> Us. I,.'>.'»,982. All the 
municipalities had refund rules in force, hut few apjilicatiiais were receivisl on the whole. 
Htuiicipal expenriiture amounted to Rs. 3.67,8.'{.s, the transfer of the .schooJ.s liuving caused 
an increase of expeiulituro ki the amount of Ks. +1,460. 

The number of municijialities in the Centml Division was 69. The numlsir of Munici¬ 
pal Commissioners wlsOOS: of these +18 were deck'd. But little vigour was shown on the 
whole hy the inuuicipalitie.s in this Division. 

The total municipal income was (inclading balances) Rs. 1.6,+!1,107. Of this Rs. H,76,027 
were derived from Octroi, The incidence of niuniei|ial taxation ja-r head of jiopulation was 
R». 1-7-2. Tlie total expenditure wa.s Rs. 10,96,008, In 188+-S6 thekiiai exfieiiditure was 
Rs. 9,14,619: the expense of the tnirrsfeiTed school-, was the main eiiii.s<* <if the inen-ase.

This exe»!e<lod by Rs. 35,71,868 the total cost 
of the previous year. The increase was chiefly due U) war charges, 

One batteiy of hor.s<! artilleiy and one hehl Imttery were mlded to the artillery force in 
the Prosichsney dunng the year. One 6<‘ld battery at Belgaum w'os traii.sferred to the 
Madras Army. The artillery force in Bombay at the close of Uie year consisted of—

Tltc artillery commands w'erc niodifietl and a reduction made in the number of regimental 
colonels. 

Four 2 5 inch M. L. U. guns were sanctioned for one Istttcr}’ (native) of mountain 
artillery. In future this luittery will be eqtiijtjs'd with four 2'5 inch M. L. R. guns and 
two 7-rr. M. L. R. guns, 2(X1 lbs., the latter for howitzer fire. 

The Belgaum Di.striet command together with tlm British trtKtps composing it was 
tran.sferrctl to the Madras Army in NoveiulHir 1885. 

An additional British infantry luittalion was stationed in the Prt'sidencv during the 
year, bringing tlm (establishment up to 1) liattalion.s. The strength of each fiattoliou was 
augmeiitisl by 100 privates. 

Spicial furlough was granted to tlie 28th Bombay Tiifantiy on their return from 

Suakim, 

Tlie formation of a corps of mounted rifles in connection with the Bond>ay Volunteer 
Rifle Cor|>s was sanctioned. 

Oymiiastic instruction was carried on systematically at AhimwlalKnl, Ahmednogar, 
Belgaum, BoiiiImiv, Detm, Haidarabiid (Sind). Karachi, Kirk(>e, Mhow, Nusiraliad, Quetta, 
and Poona. No instruction wius carried on at Aden in con.se<nience of the coiustant chang¬ 
ing of detiU'hinents and severity of diitie.s. At Quetta in.struetiori was carrieil on in the 
latter part of tht' year on np|iaratiis the propn-ty of the Oxfordshii'e bight Infantry. The 
gymna.sium there is not yet eonifdettsl. Ahimslnagar has an out-ikKir gymnasium only. 

During the year 15 olhcers, !)!) non-comm i.ssi(>ned officers, and 3,449 men ivere fully 
instructed and disniis.s(>d in gv’iimastic.s. 110 officers, 41) non-commissioned officers, and 214 
men were fully instructed arnl dismi.ssed in fencing. The numbers wmild have lasm larger 
but for the constant changing of stations and severity of dutie.s generally during the year, 
(lias,SI'S were fia'ineil in the .several native regiments for the in.structioii of the Europejin 
officers in single»-.stick practice and loo.se play : 78 officers were dismissed the practice dui’ing 
the yi-ar. 

At all stations wheiv Imths are available swimming cla.s.sos liavc been formed. 76 men 
were instructiMl in swimming during the year. 

The voluntary attendance at gymnasiums during the year was 492 officers, 11,178 non¬ 
commissioned officers, and 49,296 men. Tlie attendance exceeded that of the previous year 
by 3,355 non-coniinis.sioned officers and 11,707 men. 

Two courses of garrison instruction were held in Prsma during the year. The first 
consisted of 15 otfieers, of whom 14(iu«iliti(‘d,and the .second of 13 officers, 'fhe re.sult of the 
examinivtioii of the second coiir.se was not known at the (*nd of the year. 

80 non-commissioned officers and men of British n'gimcnts and 188 non-comnii|i.sioned 
officers and men in unlive i-cgiineiits were instructed in gabion and fascine-making during 
the yi'ar. ^ * 

Tlie Briti.sh mu.skctiy regulations of 18S4 were altered in several important respects 
(luring the year and the trniiiiiig rendered of a still luocc pi'actical kind. Additional nmmU' 
nition was allounsl by (loverium'nt for volley-firing nt extreme ranges, and* field firing. A 
supply of M<)ri.''s' niinitig IuIk-s for Inith .Martini and Snider rifles was receiv(*(l during the 
y('iir and 4 Mni tini tubes wt're i.ssued to (wh British regiment 'and 1 Suider tulie to each 
Native regiment: .5,000 cartridges were .su]>]ili(>d with each tulie. The msults of practice 
with th(‘.s(> tulH's were exeelUmt. A scIuhiI of iiiu.sketiy on the Hythe sy-stem was aasembled 
daring the year at Mhow for n 6 weeks' course. The class consisted of 24 officers, 16 non- 
comudssioinsl officei's, wirli 6 scijeant instnictors. 20 otticei’s and the whole of the non* 
commissioned offiec'i-s obtained eei-titicatca One sorjeant instructor was granted a certi¬ 
ficate. 

In oonsoqu(uice of the transfer of Belgaum to the Madras Army the head-quarters of 
the 3vd uiu.sketi*v cii-clc W(>rc moved fi-om Belgaum to Karachi during the year. The l^h 
annual central ntle meeting was held at P(xma in Octul>er 1885, and was very suceeaslhtl.

Tile iiieri-iise dui ing the year in tllc luitnher ef seami-n sliipjii-d nnd discharged wius 
mainly altrihiitiililc to eniiscs siicli ns l.lic transfer from one ngrecnii'iit to another of the 
crews of four British India stcanicrs nnd to the discliargc at Bomhay of 2.> shijiwreeketl 
seamen, owing to 111!'foundering of the vessels to which llu-y had belonged. The numlNir 
of native .seamen shipped nnd iliselinrged inerensed by The demand for native seamen 

increases every year. Tin- prefei-enee for natives on the part of shi|> mastej-s and owneixs 
is paidly iluo to the geiiei'al niiseondiiet of Kiirojiean crews and to the fact that nearly 
doithle tlie ntiiidier of native seamen can 1«‘ obtained for the snine total wages. Again, 
with native en-ws a largr item of the ship’s working expenses is jinid in rupees. All olijec- 
tions oil the jiart of iliiidti seamen to go to England have entirely disap[«,'ared and there is 
no dilfieulty in ]ir(K'tiring crews for either hoiuloii or laverpool. 

14 Kiiropean seamen died in hospital in Bomhay during the year nnd 2(i died afloat. 

The lii-rge inei'easo in the amount of mouev remitted to the Duit<-d Kingdom through 
the sailor’s lurtnev order olliee was partly attriiaitalile to the arrival of a steamer with an 
agreemi-iit that had lapsed hy time involving the diseharge and re-engagement of the entire 
crew. Many of the crew demanded and received a free passage to Kngland at the owner’s 
expense, remitting their wages through the shipping otliee to the ainotuil of R.s. 2,tl09. 

The sum dejiosited on aecouiit of tlie e.slates of deceased native seamen was unusually 
large owing to (he deaths of 44 native .seamen employed ou the " Speke Hall ” which fuun- 
deivd ill the disastrous eycloiie of .lime l.'v.S.'i.

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The Perim and Harshag U^t-houscs and the hai'lxtur floating light were maintained in 
good order throo^out the year. The new revolving light on ixwnl the Aden light ship 
was exhibited on May 1st, 1885. The light is cnloptrie with interval of tlash 20 sivomls, and 
is visible 10 miles in clear weather. The occulting light at Obstruction Point, Peritu, w'as 
exhibited from June Ist, 1885 ; some alterations were ueccasitated owing to certain defects 
which were observed. 

33 casualties were reported during the year. 7 of these wi-re caust'd bv the violent 
cyclone of June 1885, in which one vc.>aa'l, the Fabd Hari,' foundeivd. ilniiy minor 
casualties occurred among the smaller craft during this eyelone.

6,73,000. The b)tMl surplus revemie since 1882-83 amounts to Its. 12.!I0,!)4.3. Of this 
the previous surplus balances w.ere with the permissiini of (loxerninent in\e,ste<I, and the 
balance of this year will proba!)ly lie invested also. The whole will rdrmii " Beserve l’'und.” 

The surplus for 1885-80 was eonsidej'nbly greater than that for the year previons, although 
smalh'r than llie snr|ilas(‘s of 1881-S2 (Bs. 8,73,<t8l>) and |883-8t (Its. 0,21,941). In 1882 
the dock and luniihir rates were rrslueed and n I'ednetion of Bs. I,!)0,000 ri'venue eaitsi-d. in 
18S3 the port dues were decreased and a j'eductinn of Bs. 51.2.50 revenue caused, ami in 
1884 dock dues on shijijiing were reihieed and a rediadion of 24,375 revenue cailsed. 

The.so changes account for the sulistantial decrease of reveiim- .since 1881-82. 

Under hIiiiosI all the items of revenue an increase tinik j>laee during the year. The 
revenue derived from the Prince's Dock which .stisid iil Bs. 14,5!),121 in 1881-82 and at 
Rs. 17,21,144 in 1884-85 amounted to Bs. I!),82,0(i0 during the year. Under other items t)n‘ 
increase of revenue was steady hut les.s marked. The trutlie returns of tly year show a 
net increase of 223,545 tons in gooils charged for hy the ton and of 80.520 fiaekages in gisids 
chargisi for hy the piu-kage. Among the ilitferent classes of gisids inipia'tjsl there was a 
larger increase in piece-goods. ker<»sine oil, coal, and tindu-r, and a ileereu.se in iron and 
machinery, cotton, and sugar. Among the exports tliere was an ine.rease in grain and .seeils, 
twist and yarn, ciail, and kero.sii|e oil. Uotton exhihited a falling off, the aniotmt <-.x- 
ported being less than the anioimt exjxirled in the jirevions y<sir hy 172.584 hales. 

The total <‘Xpcnditure of the Trust for the year anioimted to Bs, i}?,42,414. This is Kxiiciiilitnre, 
higher than the expenditure of any year sitice 1881 82. < )f tin- toUd .sum expended 

Rs. 1,41,433 wore expended on geiu-rni charges, and Bs. 5,20.593 on /Ik aJnr properties. The 
revenue account exfu'mliture on Prince'.s I>ock amoiinteil to Its. 8,07,770. B.s. 1,30,559 wereex- 
pended on rents ninl Bs. 10,53,091 paid <ai the intere.staceoimt. I >f tliis lalb'i'siiin Bs. I2,2!!,2!)0 
were pa4(l k> the tlovcrnmcnt on iwcoimt of tin: capiOd del it, 'I'he rest wnsjiaid as inlei'esl. lai 
aeourities iasued to fon-shore. proprietors and on ileheidure loans. B.s. I .(i7,<i77 were exjiisidisl 
on the Port Department, iwnl lbs. 4!l,083 on m-w works chargeiihle to .sinking fund. 

The k)tal capital liahilities of the Port Trust aniounted at the close of the year to (/'.ijiitnlitwKmat. 
Rs. 4,10,C!),8!)6, of which lbs. 2,S0,10,88!> were due to tJoverimient. The total value of tlie 
Port Trust projH-rtj’ and assets mider capibil account was Bs. 4,25,73,fJ7H. 

Rs. 18,84,838 Were expended on Capital octsMjnt during tin- year. tif this sum 
Rs. 17,66,566 were cxjwnded <ai the D<s-,k exk'nsion works. Money was found for the e.xpen- 
diture by obtaining a teinjxwary hiaii of 12 lakhs <if rujiees from the Bunk of Bomhay and 
an a<.lvunce of lbs. 5,66,243 fnan revi-uue. The capital expenditure on Prince's Dis-.k 
amounted to Rs. 8,679 and was met hy an allotment from the .sinking fund. 

After somewhat protmcksl delilK>ratiotis it was dek:rmined that the annaint of the Extcasiun 
dock extension loan should lie raisi'd hy {Jovernnient in India and lent to the J’<a-t Trust, bsoa. 

The widening of the dock entrance xvill lx: include<J in the extensimt scheme. 'Ihe rate <if 
interest pnyMlc by the Port Tru.st will lx; the actual rate of Vxjrrowing plvv I per < ent. for 
sinking fund.

Tlie Moily l>a,Ildar was completed during the year out of the capital account. Its cost 
atnoiiiited to tts. 1,0!),,')02. 'I’he upper warehouse in connection with the Dock exten.sion 
was also eoiiipleled out of eapital aoeoiiut. Its cost was lbs. f)9,48,5. Several sewers 
and drains were constructed or altered flaring the year and .some ell'orbs were made to 
inqii-ove the .sanitary conditions of the foreshort".

Ihe receipts from tlie Port and Pilot Fund rost'. from Rs. 1,69,180 in 1884-85 to 
Re. 2,01,759. As explained in Chapter IV.theiv was a lar^ increase in the trade of the mu-t 
during the year and port dues and pilotagii and incMring f«.*e 8 isnisequently incr»'asod. The 
receipts from the wli^agc> fund sh(twe<l n still more sinking incraose fn»ni the same cause. 

Tliey amounted to Rs. 4,90,139 against Rs. 2,95,806 in the previous year. , 

Tlte total expenditure of the year amounted Rs. 0,69,814 and the closing balance of ExpatHlitare. 
the year amounted to Ra 4,23,866. The expenditure on revenue aee«)unt anioniited to 
Rs. 4,22,888. On the tO-lakh loan ocexmnt Rs. 1,05,707 weix; expt'udetl, principally on 
new worka Rs. 87,255 were spent <jn dredging the harlKiur, Rs. 41,015 on advance imeouut, 

R.S. 11,844 were spout in carryii^ out certain works for the S. P. D. Railway I'onipany, 
and^Rs. l,103(m luinorheiwls. Tiie expiouliture on the Port and Pilotage service (Uevemie 
account) amounted to Rs. 1,40,247, that <*n the wlmrfago service (also Revenne mwount) tt» 

Rs. 2.70,041. The expentlitun; on the foriinT .ser\'ic.(>s exceeded anil on tin; Inttor stjrvicc 
was less than the I’ospective amounts e-xpemUid in 1884-85. 

In the course of the yi*ar the sanction of the (loverninent of India W’as given to tlie 
advance by the Bombay (loverniiieut of the balance (aUmt 7| lakhs) of the 10-Iakh loan to 
the Harlsmr Board. The BiHird had lieen unalde to rnisi' the loan in the o|moi market. 

The tir.st instalment i>f the loan was not taki-n up until after the close of the year and vi'iH 
consequently lie shown in next year’s occiaiuts. 

The numiter of square-rigged vessels that entorod and left •the jsirt during the year SUpiiing. 
w«w 829 against 723 in the previous year, the inei-easo in the niiinher lif vessels 
being 106. The tonnage of the sipiare-rigged ve.s.sels tJiat entensl and left the port in the 
two years was as follows:—1884-85, tons 404,489; 1885-80, tons 489,429; increase in 
1885-80, tons 84.940. The increase was large and signiticant. 

As explaincil elsewhere the work for (loverninent was very heavy ilqring the 3 'ear. 

The number of troops and followers embarked and disemlHirked was 9,277; the nuiiilMir of 
horses, mules, ponies, and bullocks embarked anil di.seiubarked was 5,151. 1,248 piwkages 

of gunp)Wiler, 2,203 of blasting powder, and 3,15.5 i-ases of d^’iiainite were lauded during the 
year. Treasure, to the value of 85 lakli.s and 99 lioxes of small silver and copj>er coin were 
landed for the Cummey Deiau-tment,, 

There are 12 landing place.s and wharfs, at almost all f>f which there w'bk ineriiased Wharfage, 
traffic daring the year. Tlie native jetty and the Merewether pier are the most iiiifsirtant 
landing places. Tlie receipts at the funner exeeeiled those of the previous 3 'car by 
Ra 87,305, while the rciceipts at the Merewether pier showed an advance of Rs. 1,12,268. 

Hoyemment stores and material are landed at tlie Mi'rcwctlier pier. Tlie nativejidty isuscfl 
mainly for the emlourkation of wheat. There was an increased traffic during the year iif 
74,458 tods in wheat, and other grains. 

ffative craft using the native jetty daring the year numbered 3,185 with a tonnage of Roviuoo of (oca an 
109,800 tons; there was an advance of 334 in the uumlier of vessels and 9,091 tons in the '*““•• 
quantity of tonnage. 

Wharfage fees-on hond-fide fishing boats were remittel during the yt-nr, and country Work*, 
caaft disch ar ging firewofsl were also exempted. Port dues were reduced fioui 4 to 3 annas 
per ton. Filotai^ fees were also reduced. 

The chief works in connection with the hoi’bour carried on during the year were os 

follows J— 

Dredging the harbour was carried on %t a total cost of R«. 1,36,218. The Bombay 
Cknnnxunent contribute a lakh annually for this work. The remaining expenditure was 
dsfrayed psurtly from current revenue and partly from the 10-Iakh loan. The expenditure 
on digging will probably be considerably reduced when tl»e removal of Di^ep-Water Point 
aad curve<1 exteimi(H] of East Pier are finished. These works now appratu-fa completion. 

; Sxtensive subcddiaiiT works (construction of railway line, setting up of 2 steam cranes, 

^oatafafiahment of a clock and time-ball and of on electric light apparatus) were carried out 
844-20 
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on the Merewether jrier. A crane and wharf were provided for the port department at 
Manora and a freidi magazine for explosives was built These minor works were carried OD 
with current revenue. 


The necessaipr material for the ship wharf was ordered from England. Good progress 
was also made with tlie B<>at wharf.

The sanction of the Secretary of 8titte to the advance of a loan for these purposes is 
still awaited. 

The total expenditure on works connected with the harbour during the year was 
Rs. 4,06,957. Of thi.s .stun R.s. 2,45,607 wttre defrayed from ettrrent revenue (including 
the annual (lovcnimeut grant for ths'dging), and Ite. 1,0.>,707 from the 10-lakh hmn. Repairs, 
establishment, tools and plant, &c., ucctmnt fr>r the Vtalance of expenditure; it is not stated 
from what .stjiuccs tliese were met. 

An abnormally high tide early in June cau,se<l some damage to the stone facing at 
Manora Point. 

The bill for the creation of a Port Tiaist at Kardclii similar to the, Bombay Port Trust 
was under consideration during the year and by the close of the year the draft bill was 
almost completed. 



CfliPTER ly.—PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 


Agriculture. 

The Director of Agricultare wjw appointe<l a luouibcr of the Foitist Coniinwsion else- 
where alluded to, and his time consequently was much ixrcupied. • In thoctjurseof thevear 
an European officer from the Survey Depai-t-uieut was translcm'd to the Agricultural De¬ 
partment. This officer was euiployeil in supervising the ostahlishwent of circle inspectors 
whose duty it is to maintain the recoi'd of the n>vouue survey after the introduction of the 
revision settlements, 'lliis establishment worked during tlie year iit two OollectoraU's only, 
Byipur and Dhdrwdr. 

The extent of the area aasigned to each of the circle inspectors in the Biidpur and 
Dhdrwar Colleetoratcs was on the average 11.5 square iiiiles comprising 29 villages with 
an average total area of 52,801 acres of cultivated lau<iand an average* population of 19,300. 
Of 1,123 reforenc«js in all whicli ciuue up for diH))osal, the circle inspectors disposeil of 028 
only and their work was heavily in amsars at the close of the yo»w. 

Tl»e reply of the Secretary of Static for India rcgaiiling the consiginncnt of pod shells 
of the biUjhul—Ai’m'ui ojvt/jicrt-^espatchwl for the opinion of expci-ts in the prtfvious yeai- was 
not altogether of ail eiuxmraging nature. Opinions of cxjK'rts as to the amount of tannic acid 
contained in the pod .shells <linen'd considerably. Valuation.s of the pod shells varied from 
£9 to £10 per ton. Several useful experiineuts were iniule with a view to iletermining 

sterilizing iiiHuencu of trees, and more particularly of the hahhul tree when nianted 
close to crops. It was found that the bdhhul htul undoubtedly a most sterilizing etieet and 
that the general disfavor with which the exi.stencc of the tree in their fiohls was reganled 
by the rayat^ was perfectly well founded. LimseiHl, wheat, and gram weredi.sepv(>red to he 
the crops that suffered most from shade. Few applications we.re rceeive<l under the rules 
under which the formation of .special bdbkal plantations is facilitated, 

Bdb experiments were carried on by the Director os in foraier years. The reports 
were forwanhsl to (loverninent and rmnarks on them will Ikj found in the report of the 
Forest Couiinis.sion which will l>e published shortly. 

Again, in refercnci! to irrigtition it was pi-ovtsl by experiment that the mt>ans s<‘Iecto«l 
by the ordinary cultivator and to which he lias been gui<led by hK-iil experience derivisl 
from the pi-actice of centuries are tlio Isist and cheapest. 'tiveral useful an<l important 
projexits for draining valuahl lands in the Ahinedahu.(.l and Ilrooid) Colleetoratcs had to 
be abandoned for want of funds. 

Tlie Bhadgaon fann suffered from a short and unseasonable rainfall, and cotton, the 
staple crop, was but poor. Other crops of minor importance were Is-tter. The total 
deficit of the year in respect of the i'arm was Its. 2,341. At the Hai<larnl>inl farm the 
se^ason was much liettcr and good crops nisulUsl. The ilcficit in rcsjs-etsif this farm was 
Rs. 2,945. The Ahineilnagar District Jxicai Board showed .some eiiteqirise in sending to 
the Bhmlgaon farm a Kunbi apprentice. 

Experiments of a preliminary nature were caiTied on at the farms to test the value, 
of oow-uung as a inauure lieforo and after it has Iss-n userl for fuel. Lois Wi-edcm I'X- 

g sriments were also earned out. The use of carlxilic aci<l pickle in a bivl sintit y<;ar at 
hadgaon gave excellent results. Double-cropping i^xperiineiits at Blindgomi tended to 
show that if the seawm turns out to Ijc poor liitseisl and gram may In- with advafttage 
inteisiown witli cotton that has been sown alr(.tmly. Tin; local cust,om in surli cases is to 
uproot the cotton crop altogether and substitute late jowdri or .s^mic oilier late erop. 

Various experiments with .selected seeds were carried out. Blots sown with selectod 
b^ri seed gave a yichi laitter b}' 300 lbs. ]>er acre than the yield from hnzdr .sci-d. The 
introduction of a class of white beans from Europe was attended with considerable succe-ss. 
An experiment with mangolds at tlio llaidm-aha!] farm was fairly successful. 

The NadUil farm is a private institution tnariagfsl hy practical agrii-ulturists. It 
holds a biennial agricultural sltow, circulates a useful agricultural {aunjililet, and has 
established an agriculioral class at the Kaira High Rchool. It has idatj (!stal>lished a shop 
for Belling seeds: the best seeds obtainable are purohased and soM at ajut price. 

Oeneral distribution of hand-picked selected wheat sce<l was held in als-ynnce. .Some 
10 tons were distributed and sown in 4 tdlukis of the BijApur ami Belgaum Districts, but 
the results were no bettor than the resists fibtained from sowings with l<x;al seexl. .Some 
12 tons were distributed in 3 (’oUectorates in Sin*I. Here again no marked succc.s,s resulted, 
and it was pretty well established that at any rate for the first year the • Itxial variety of 
seed more than holds its own against iinfioitod varieties. This fact alone gieatly ileters 
cultivators from giving the s»dect«i sewj.s a trial. ExperirnentH with seisls iiiijsirted from 
Europe were hardly succe-ssful. A steam wheat thresher purchases] for the Agricultural 
Dqiartmeut was landed at a cost of Rs. 5,507. Experiments showed iliat the machine 
worked with gram and linseed as well as with wheat. The introduction of the machine 
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wan watched with Interost by aeveral fimu and a project was formed for forming a emQ- 
paiiy to import machines and work them for hire. 

An experiment with the saw-gin for cleaning indigenous cotttm was attmided wi& 
much success at Hauiaraba'l. The cotton thus cleanetr was sold for Ks. 15 per maund 
agaimt Its. 13-«-0, the price at whicii ordinary cotton was selling. Promising resulta were 
obtained from the distnbntiou of DhArwAr seed in the BijApur District. 1,680 lbs. of Louisiana 
and Memphis eottun see<l were distributed, principally m the SouUiem UarAtha Country, 
towards the dost! of the year. 

Forecasts of the wheat and cotton crops were forwarded monthly from October until 
March. Uniformity end regulaiity were secured. The total area under cotton was 
4U,l4,y08 acres and tlio out-turn 8,13,432 bales. The area under wheat was 29,69,539 
acres and tlie out-turn 7,27,400 tons. 

Experiments witii the NadiAd tobacco were not attended with success, but the defects 
that ))reveiit the tolsicco from comrnamling a good sale in the European market may yet 
be oveiwme. The cultivation of arrownsjt was continued by two enterprising gentfemen. 
Chtltivatir)n of iiidigi> in UuJariU is extending itself again. Other experiments were carried 
out with the Maitilla Heiii]», the Manilla Tamarind, the Date Palm, the Pinua Arutralia, 
and the Barilla Plant. The latter did well on the NadiAd farm. 


The sugar nilineiy at Poona remained closoil, and the date palm sugar experiment 
was jMistpoiied. At thciv(]uestof the Ueriuant'ousul, information respecting the cultivation 
of sugarcane and manufacture of sugar was collecttsi from all parts of the Presidency. 

No further ensilage experiments were conducted by the Du'oetor of Agriculture. The 
silage extrack'd from .silos previously closed showed considerable wastage. One or two 
g<s)d msults were obtained. 

The steam wheat thresher has been already alluded to. The Poona 3-rollcr sugarcane 
mill was patented; several of tlie.se mills M'liieh were let o»it for hire were appreciated. 
A MeOuie mill from Englaiul exhibitwl at the Bhadgoon fann won much appreciation. 
Private enterprise in couneetion with suganiane mills was brisk. Ploughs of various kintls 
Were exliibiteil at the fanns with more or less success. Tlie bone mill was worked at the 
C(jllege of Science farm. Several other iiu[)lements were also supplied to that farm liy the 
SecivUry of State. A collection of nil tlie principal implements of husbandly' was for- 
wai'deil by the Director of Agriculture to the Iudo-(l!olonial Exhibition at London. 

It was decided in the course of the year tliat legislation to prevent the spread of 
cattle disease was for the present inexpcilient. 

The Agricultural Depai'tmcnt was able to submit for the first time statistics of a veiy 
valuable nature concemiiig cultivated and uncultivated areas, crops, irripition, agricultural 
stock, rainfall, and triwle, roil-lxime and roatl-lsime. Of the total number of villages iq 
the Presidency proper 17,476 are surveyed raynhmin villages and 1,440 ni'c Government 
villages other than rayalietiri. It was frequently found impossible to retura correctly the 
total area in consetjuence of the iiibuiuingling of villages lieloiigiug to Native States, and 
in many ways the statistics were ailmittedly iuiperfect. Alienated villages when surveyed 
Were iiieluded in the .statistical returns and excluded when not surveyed. 

The rollowiug table summarises the prescribed returns 1 and 2, relating to cultivated 
and uncultivated areas. It may lie compared with advantage with the returns relating to 
waste lands given in (Chapter 11. It will be seen tliat the dLserepancy in the returns 
iT'latiiig to eulturalile waste land in the Ahmediiagar Collectoratc is very great:—

area was extremely larj^e. The area under Forests t!onstitiiU>d 11 per <-ent. of th<' total 
nn-a of the Presideiiey (incUnling Sind), or Idpor cent, of the area of the J’l-esidency proper. 
The percentaffe (d?) of forest area was extremely hi;(Ii in the. l^onkuii (.'ollwtorate.s, and 
as hi(fi> as CO in Kanara. Tin; a)'ea under current fallows was particularly large in the 
Surat, Ahuuslalaid, ThAna. and Kolaha (\illectorat.<‘M. In the Sura.t (.’ollectorate an exten.sive 
area is kt‘j>t under grass. In the Thitna and Kohlha Colleetorates the eomiitions of local 
dry-crop cultivation on uplands nsjuire long fallows.

Of this,S!IS.()I.'> acres wt'Te uinler ■OtherCVreals an<l I’lilses,” 740,.SI7acres under rice, and 
4l2,0(i7aeres iind<?r wheal. The lar.i'e.st areas under irj-ijration in the Presidency proper 
W(‘i'e found in the Ahmedna^ar, Poona, and SuUira Uolleclurates, tuid the smallest m the 
PiDiudi and I’anch Mahals Collectorntes. 

Full details of aj'ricultural stock are given elsewhert'. The ridurns suhniitksl to 
the Di reet<a’ .of Aj^rieulture leil him to eonclinle that a general decrease of agricultural 
.stock had taken place. 'I’liis was not the conclusion generally arrivisl at by the Revenue 
Ollicers. Statistics on this suhjeet aiv confessedly most imperfi.'ct and misleading 

'I'lie rnird'all statistics eoinj)iled hv the Agricultural Uepoi-tmcnt arc not qiiottsl here, 
as the Presidency rainfall is fully <li.seu.sseit el.sc'where {ride Meteoi-ology). The returns 
recordeil by the Agricultural Department ai’c however most useful, and will Iks of very 
great value at futui'e nwisiou .settleiuent.s. 

'I'he fratle statistics comiiiled by the Agricultural Department go over much ground 
ahvady traversisl. The rail-borne trade of the Presidi'iicy (fuller details of which will be 
found under Railways) is suianmrized in the tollowing .statiauent:— 
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In round numbeiN the iiicr('a.se in the total rail-borne trade wasC million maunds in quan¬ 
tity. Of the total quantity of pnsluce of all kinds imported ()r exported 41 per cent. 
re]>resente<l the IcK'al trjah'. or th<‘ tivule of inWunal bh)cks inter se. The remaining 59 
per cent, represented tinde with e.xteinal bh>cks. Among imports grain (17 millions of 
tiiaunds of which 13.1 millions weix- wheat) increawd by 2 million inauiuLs. Oil-seeds 
decreased hy nlKuit lialf a million of maunds. Imjiorts of cotton increased by about the 
thi> same quantity, half of the imported cotton coining fixuu the Berars and the remainder 
from the North-\Ve.st I’rovineosatal Omlh, and fmm RajputAiia and Central India in aboot 
equal pivportions. DO per cent, of theim|iort(i were roeeivwl nt Bomlaiy alone, and were 
destiutxi for e.\iiort beyond seas. The desfiatch to Bombay of 27,000* boles of cotton by 
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the Southern Mar&tha Railway wiw worthy of notict*. Before the construction of this line HIBT^^iroiOJr. 
all die ootton exported from the South Mardtha Country was dtw|mtched by sen. to Bom- 
l»y after the monsoon hnd passed. Now that the railway is o}ien the cotton is bt^ffinninff to 
be despatched daring the monsoon and the damagi' pivviouslj' causetl hy 5 or (i months’ 
storage in the villages is avoided. 

The total road-borne traffic registered nriiounted to iiiillion iimiinds ngninst S} 
millions registered in tlm pn«vioas year. This trmlo is practically the tiinle with Native 
Stad's by the chief Undo routes and ranch of it i.s al.so registerod as iiiteninl rnil-liorne 
traffic.

These advances Is'jir a very .small interest; Its. H,+!M was ailvanced in Klaindcsh hy the 
Bhil Agf'iit to Bhil cultivators with no interest at all. In Sind, where tlu' peo])le .seem 
on the whf)le t<i avail thera,selv<-s ctf thesi- loans more fre*|tiently than cisi’where, advances 
wer(> eon.sidcrably less than usual, as n-treiichmeiit laid to be etlected. The ammint 
advanced for jiernmnent improienients in the Ikigaiim Oollectw’ate was extraordinarily 
iaige. Recently eflbiis have been made to get the rule.s concerning these advances mor<' 
widely knc)wii.

The statistics relating to agricultural .st<K:k in Sind are very far fr<an trustworthy, 
and it may he diailited if they are very mneh more .so in the Presidency jnsijier. The 
Work of O-dleeting the sbitlsties i.s extremely difficult, lunl there is no meaits of b'.sting 
returns. 

In Bind the nuinls'r of cattle brought to gisizc hy the nomadic tnhes of liiliichisttln Siiwl, 
was le.ss than usual. The number <rf laa'ses and jinnies in tlie jjrovince is said to have 
dccivased in con.sisjnetice of the demand caused hy the (!ov<-rnnient works on the fnmtier. 

In the Karachi (.lollectorate drought caused con.siderable moHjdity among the cattle. 

In the Northern Divi.sion the iinmher of cattle ndiirtied was inueh the saiiu; ns in Northem Divimon 
the previous year. There was a slight decaense in the numher of cattle in the Surat 
Collcctorate, and a .slight increase in the Thauat ‘/olleeUii nle. The nnnilM-r of hor.si-s and jinnies 
increased in the BniiM;h, Ahmeilahad, and Surat (.‘olleetorates. The niimlier of .sheeji nnd

It will be wen tliat the Kniia (‘ollecUirate is. consideriiiir its si/e. relntivi ly if mil abso¬ 
lutely tbe richest under each hoa/l, while the Panch .>lnh^ls Ilistriet i. considerably the 
Worst provided. 
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DiSTBUUTiOB- Iji the Khdndesh Colleciorate the nuiriber of cattle returned showed a remarkaUe 
Central irlvMnn, decrease attributable tr) a ])erit>d of drought and scarcity and consequent niortality at 
ctiiigratioti. The number of cattle increaswl considerably in the Ndsik Collectoratc and 
to a leas exbtnt in the Poona and Satiinv Collectorates, while there was a decrease in the 
nmiilsT in the Ahmednagar (/ollectorabs attributed to the difficulties cxpeiienced in 
obbiinin^ grazing. Hie numlwr of horses and ponies and of sheep and goats increased 
slightly in most of the Collecbirates: sheep and grmts however decreased in numbers in the 
SholApiir and Aliinednagar Districts. Tlie numljer of carts also decreased in the latter dis¬ 
trict.

89 Governinont stallions were inaiiitaiiied during the year, the numlier having lieeii 
increased by 14 since 1884-85. The lunuber of mures covered during tlie year was 2,307. 

Of the 89 stallions 49 are i'eport.ed to 1 h' vi-ry gfKxl, 29 good, and the remainder fair. 
45 .stallions are stationed in the Dekkhan, 19 in GujarAt and KiithiAwAr, 17 in Sind and 
Cnteh, and 3 in BelucliistAn; 23 donkey .stallions oi'e also kept. All but 3 of these are 
liK-ated in Sind or Glitch, when' the pc'ople take a great interest in donkey-breeding. 
Horse-breeding on the whole ivceive„s more attention in Kiithiaw'iir and GujarAt than else¬ 
where. I'ltVorts were made privately to improve the quality of country-bred horses during 
the j enr nml various i^eiitlemen subserihed to prizes for eountiy-hi'ed* horses at the Fooua 
nu'cs. The Chiefs of Kathiawar were particularly lilieral in their subscriptions for this 
puipose. 

The nmnlK'r of mares branded since the date of the establishment of the horse- 
hreeding diqmrtiiient is 4,(il9. 1,109 donkey mai'es were lirtuided during the ytar. 

The inforiimtion us to the nnmlK'r of fcsils resulting from tlie operations of this as of 
previous veal's is iiiipert’ect and uiitnistworthy. The total exjienditure of the department 
wius Its. .54,150. 

House axd Cattle-Shows, 

■Siiii Horw-.siiow. ^be Sihi lioi'se-.show w'ns held on the 16th, I7th, and 18t.h»of Fehruaiy and was 

poirstdeivd very .successful. 594 hoi'ses were exhibited, wliilc 66 prizes of the aggregate 
value of Rs. 1,405 were distrihuted. 67 remounts were purehoseil and 110 sales effected. 
The show WHS the second that has taken placi?, and it was in evei'y way considerably 
JTKUV succes,sful than the show of the previous year. Tlie cost of the show was home 
by tlie Local Fund, 

CpperSind Home The Upper Stud lioree ami oattlo-show'wos held at ShikArpur on February Ist, ?l nd , 
luid^ttlv-Ehow. mid 3rd. 847 animals were I'xhihiteil : the miinliei'has steadily risen since 1882, when the 
show was tiret instituted Its. 4,043 were distrihuted among 208 prizevtakers, most of whom 
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belonged to tlie Upper Sind Frontier Oiatrict 9 of Uve prize-takers catne from Kanda- PWTigBtrMOg* 

hAr. Of the different classes of exhibits the bnxMl-iuares ami yearlings were the 

best; donkeys, males, and cattle made a inior show. The parade of the prize-winners 

and the races were watched a vary large attendance uf the public who manifested 

great interest in the proceeding generally. 

The Bftjkot hors«t-show was ludd <hi October 22nd. 309 animals a'ore oxhibittd, and BAjiiot HotwShow. 
were on the whole of a better class than the animals e.vliilubsl in former years. The 
exhibits would doubtless have bt*!']) lorgitr but for the fact that the r(‘ccnt A«>mand for 
transport ponies had somewhat denuded the province. Rs. 573 weiv distributc'd in 
prizes: the sports connected with the show were watched by a large atUmilaiice of tlie 
public. 

The number of exhibits at the Alunedalstd horso-sbow of 1H8G was S31, most of which Ahmwklad Hone- 
were supplied from the Ahinednlxul and Kaiia Collectomb'.s. 114 prizes of th«> aggregate 
value of Ks.

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' Titcre arc in all four second clowi and nineteen third class ohservatorics. At each of 
them two sets of oltserv’ations are recorded daily, and at the second class stations honrly 
oliservations are also njcorded on four days in each mouth, besides an additional set ot 
oliHprvations at luiou. There »irc also more than 400 stations at which the daily rainfall is 
re^fularly recordetl, hut these are not under the supervisMin of the Metfsorological Uomrtment. 
(’ojues of the r«!gisters of the daily rainfall at these stations are furnished annually to the 
Bombay Met<Mirolot'i<-al Odice, w'here they are jiresorved for future reference. Tl>e work 
of th<! obscrvei’s during the year has been satisfactory; at R&jkut alone was the work 
otherwise. 

Thert; were interruptions of observations lasting for periods varying from 4 days to 
2i months at Uri.jkr>i, Net.iiiueh, Moluit Ahu, and Bliiij. 

Daily telegrams are received fivmi f) stations on the west ctiost of India and from 8 
stations, on the < lororimudel cr)ast. The brevity of these repeuia renders them of little value. 
8 stonii warnings were i.ssued during tins year. 

1!> ohservatories were iiispeeteil during the year. The condition of the buildings. 
iikstruiiient,s, and appliances was satisfactory. 

]()!> hooks Hiid pamphlets were presented to the lihmry during the yejir. The library 
now eonbiiiiH works on meteorology and ulliitd subjects. 

Mr. (Ibambei-s lias deduced fiirtu oliservations made during the year that,as a general rule, 
the huroiiietrie gradients of the suiiiiner mons(Min are .steeiM*r tlian the average when the 
general height of tlie luironieter, after deducting the elleet of the variation of gradient, 
is alHive the average; less steep wlu-n the general height of the barometer is lielow the 
average, In former sketches Mr. (’Immhers has lexiilaiued that iluring the rainy .season 
a .small general use of jire.ssuro os di.stinguishod from u mere viu'iiilion of gradient is 
»vecom]>anied by a large general decrease of the rainfall, while a siaall gi'ileral full of pressure 
is accsiinpanied by a large iiiereiLsc of the rainfall, llie variations of the buiiiiui-tric 
gradients produce very deHnite but very diHerent etfeets on the distribution of the rainfall 
over diHerent portions of tbi> I’resideney. l''roni this Mr. Cliambei-s considers tliat the 
precarions iintun* of the rainfall in some districts is at any rate partially explained, and he 
eoneludes that the causes of a general increase or decrease of rainfall must be looki-dfor, not 
in the variations of the inoiisiHin gradients, but in the uniform variations of prc.ssnre. Mr. 
(llmnibers bus also with the aid of a private eoiiijiiler discovered that the .sun-.spot period very 
largely iidluenees the pi iees of stajile fisid grains in the .Madras I’re.sideney and in the grwiter 
portion of the Bombay Bresidenev. It appears that in some districts tlie price of grain in 
the years of niliiiiiinni sim-spots is more than 40 per cent, higher than in other j'cars. In 
other districts a ili(fcren<;e of 20 per cent, is olxservablu.

The incteorologj' of the yi-ar I88.'>-Sfl was on the whole of an average character, extra¬ 
ordinary variations in one dii'ection being counterbalanced by variations of an opposite 
character. 'I'be rains wi're very light at tlie eommeueenient of the .season and exceptionally 
heavy at its close, and the total rainfall diU'ercil but little from the average rainfall of the 
IVesideliey. 

The mean values of the chief meteorological elements for each month of the yenr at 5 
repre-si'iitative stations in the Pre.sideney together with the normal values of these elements 
are illu.strnteil in the accompanying sketch. The normal values wore in no way ditibrent 
from tliose of many jiast yeiu-s. 

The abnormal variations of the monthly mean bai-ometric pres-suro were similar at all 
the slatioiis. hut the movements, as n.sunl, w'era givater at the northern than at tin* southern 
stations. In May. Seidember, and Fehrnary the pressure was everywheiv considerably aliove 
the average, while in August and Decemln'r it was unusually low. * 

Ahiiormal winds at Karaelii wera more northerly and westerly frani April to September, 
very ileeiileilly nioiv westerly in Xoveniber, and fmpiently eo-sterly in Jiuiuaiy and februory! 
At Deesa the abnormal winds wera generally from the north-west ijuadrant from April to 
SepU'iiiloT. but fnnn the south-east iiuadiuul from October to March. At Bomtiay there 
was an i-xcess in the fre(|ueney of east winds or a defect in the fn-ipiency of west winds in 
all the months except .lime and July and a decided e.xcess of north winds in April. May, and 
June. At PiKiim and Belganiii the ahnortnal winds were, on the wliole, fniiii soutli-easterly 
directions from April tofiptemlier. fitini north-westorlj’ ilirections from October to January, 
and agivin from south-ca.stcriy diixxjtion.s in Februaiy and March. 

The same iibnonnal changes of tempemtura visiteil the whole of the low-lying area 
ludween Bombav and Karaelii, and in the same way similar variations of temperature 
atfeeb-d tlu; whole of the high iJatcau lietwcen Poona and Belgaum. In April the teinper- 
Htuve wa.s below the iionnal ut all of the 5 stations, and again in May save at Bolganm. 
In June temperature wn.s almve the normal e-speciolly at the northern stations and the 
excessive heat continued at Boinloiy tliroughout the monsoon until November. At the other 
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■fadii nna tommiatare during l^o monsoon was normal. From Novemlicr to Jamuir temper¬ 
ature was bidow tiio normd on the Dekkhan plattura and normal elsewhore, The usual 
coolness of tlie season turminated abruptly in Febraaty'. 

At Riinbajr an abnonnally high tcmperatua* is iw a nile accompanied by an increased 
amount oi moisture in the air and an almormally low ti'iupemtuiv i>y n deficiency of mois¬ 
ture. At KarAchi also the vajHiur prc-ssure rises as the tiMiipcratmi) rises and falls as it 
falls. In the inland station-s the vanatiim.s of ilrynes.s <lepeiid eiitiri'ly upon the nbnonnal 
rainfall and a high teiuperaturu is chai'iu;toristie of unusually dry wisither and a low tem¬ 
perature of the reverse. Thus theory was confirmed by tint observations of the year.

There was only one considerable stum duripg tlic year and that was of the Elephaata 
type and lasUsl fi-om the 8th till the 1 Ith of June. The maximum velocity of the wind 
for one hour during thost' three days was 66 miles, the maximum velocity for a full day 
(Octolier loth) lieing 41 miles. A somewhat weaker storm prevailed frem the 5th to 8tn 
OctoW*. On the whole there were' 22 days in the when the velocity of Uie doOy 
nbnonnal wind exceeded 10 miles per hour, 1 more wlieu it exceeded 15 miles, 3 more when 
it exceeded 20 miles, 4 more when it exceeded 25 miles, and 1 more when it exceeded SQ 
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tnilfis an hour but was loss than 40 miles per hour. The winds of tite remaining 834 days 
were ail within 10 miles per hour of the normal winds of the respective si^asons.

The inundation of tlie Indus was on the whole verj' favorable esp<'einl]y in Iho Haidar- Sind. 
abad and Karachi Collcctornti's, although in tlie Thar and FArkur District some ilamage 
was done to the canals and cultivation was cons(‘Cj|Uently restricte<l to a small exh'iit. In the 
Shik4rpur Collectorate agricultural ojicratious were somewhat interfemi with by a severe 
epidemic of cholera. Nevertheless both early and late civms yitdded a gotxl harvest generally, 
tne ik/iar^out-tuni in the Kanlchi and Hyderal«i<l (>>lleetorat<‘s IsMiig particularly giKsl. 

The rainrall on which the desert crops only deixuid was soimrwhat scanty, hut this in Sind is 
an anim|iortant featnra. In tlie Upper Sind Frontier district some slight damogo was <lone 
to the standing crops by crickets. 

The prices of food grains rose slightly throughout the Pitivince. The rise in the case PrUtc*. 
of the commoner grains upon which iiuvst of the jkkuit classes live was prohahly eaust'd hy 
the unusual demand on aecoiuit of the hu'ge gangs of lalHiuivrs einjiloyi'd on the Sind and 
Peshin Railway and the large military works in piv)grj*ss on the North-West Fronti»-r. The 
coutinuoiisly incivasing export of rice ami wheat to Rui-ojie <-aused a rise in the price of Ihostf 
grains. Looking at the matt«.r gtmerally it may Ik- s»ud that lalHiiiix-rs in Sind got more , 

wages for their IhIkiui' and that cultivators in Sind got higher prices for their pnaliiee in 
18!i5-fiC tliaii in the other parts of the Pn-sideiicy. 

In the (lujarat districts the rainfall though seauty was not untimely and iKitli early 
and late harvests w«*re very fair. In tlie .Surat (killei-torate th«! si-uson was perhaps th<! Nortlmrn Uivialnn. 
most favorable and in the Paiich MahAls Clollcetorate the least so. 'I'lu* wheat and eottou 
crops wore, taken as a whole, abjve the average. In the Konkaii (kdleet-oraU* of Thiinii 
the rainfall though late wils not unseasonahle ami rice crops wen- good, and tiie eom- 
nione.r grains, sueli as •/I'h/li were not amiss. In the Surat and Tlutna (%»IIeetorate.s tlie 
prie*‘S of bKal-graius were cheaper tliaii in the previous year, in tlie Kaira and AhiiiedalMid 
Collectorates prices were stationary, and in tlu' lli-ooch and Pouch Mahals OollectoratcH prices 
rose sliglitly. 

Th«> rainfall in tlui Central Division generally wtw at first somewhat deficient and the fcntral IVivislcHi. 
cultivati>rs were iianlly able to sow as much land with early erops lui they miglit have 
w'ished. llowei er, wherever early crops were sown a good out-turn was obtained eventually, 
siuco the later rain arrived in time to save tlie early crops and eiiahle.d the later ci-ops alsii 
to he sown in good time. Tlie October rain was particularly ple.ntiful and the late crops 
turned out cxeellc.ntly, the late.y’oaii/'i and fsiy'ri harvests being remarkalily lim-. Wheat, 
cotton, an.I minor emps were not so good, hut on the whole in tlpi Deeean the season was 
a fine one. The prices n( Jtiir iri and hujri, the staple bxid of the hulk of the |H){iulntion, 
fell everywhere, in some Oollectorates, such as Sluilapiir, very considerably, The prices of 
wheat and rice rosi; slightly. 

8imilarly in the Southern Division, althoiifrh tlie eai-ly rains were scanty and although Huuilicrn UivUlun. 
after the .scarcity of the previous year tlier- was lor .some time in several distric-ts an anxious 
period of suspease, the later rains were aiamdant. The yield <if ini'-JituuM, and /xy vi was 
unu-sually large.

Jn the Kolit- 
ba CoUectorate where there are unasual facilities for export to Bombay tlie jiriees of rirx* 
and wheat rise somewliat. Ujiou tlie whole, in the, Preside.nev proper the year was a goorl 
one, and the material condition of the cultivating clas.ses miistWve ma le .some a<)vanoe. In 
thcDekkhan the plentiful harvcjst made .some amends for the scanty yii.dd of tlie previous 
year, and altliougli in corisi..i|Ueiiee of the good out-turn tlie price of /o«vtr« and h/ijn fe.ll eon- 
sideralily this W'ould liave aH'«;etetl culti ,'rtors lait littli., as the greater part ctf these grains is 
not exported bub locally consumed or stored in grain pits against the day of wareity and liigb 
prices. JLabourers are fro<|U(;ntly paid in grain. The price of the liner gntiri.s, wlieat, rice, 
cot^n, &c., which are exportdi ro.sf slightly. The case with wliich the land raveniie was col 
lected is noticed elsewhere. 


Wages, 

A great demand for laliour of all kinds was cansefl in Sind I13' ttie opening of the works Smt/. 
on the Hind-Peshin Railway and the great military work:, now in pn>gri-s,s on (.In- frontier. 
Muiy of the agricultural laDnmjrs are .sahl to avail theiiiselv..s of the opfioiinnity of main¬ 
taining themselves hy lalKjur on these works whem.-ver they consi.ler th<-msc|ves iiiifniHy 
treated by their zamin-ldr«. The liarlxnir extension works in Karachi added further strength 
to the already vigorous demand for laliour. • The average daily wage of on unskilled luixmrer 
daring the year was 6 annas: hi the Shikarpiir and UjimT Sind Frontier ( ‘olleetoraU-s 7 
and 8 annas were paid. In the KarAchi Uollisitornbi; a large influx of Meki iinis kept the 
rate for unskilksl lalxmr somewhat lower: the, rah- tliera during the yiyir ranged fii,in 4 to 
8 annas. Skilled lalwurcrs (who include goldsmitlus, p-Aters, tailora, carpenters, artisans, 
blaclcsmitbs, &c.) were paid from 8 annas to Its. 1-8-0 jier day in diirerentdistiiets. The wages of 
both dasscs of labourers were considerably higher in Bind tliau in the Presidency proper.

In the Northern Division wages were stationary, unskilled labourers receiving from S 
to 6 annas pr^r day and skillerl lalxTurens from 8 annas to 1 rupee. In the Tliana and Surat 
Colicctorates wages were highest; tiiey were lowest in the Panch MahAis Collectoraie. 

Save in the SatAra district, wliere the works of the West Dekkhau Section of U»o Southern 
Marittha Railway were in progre.ss, there w»ui no exti'aordinary demand for utLskilled labour 
in the Central Division. However, in some of the ('ollectorates the liarvesting of the excellent 
late crops caused a brisk ileinanrl for agrieultuiul labour for a time; this was e.specially 
the case in the .SholApur CVdlectm'ato, when,* annas per day was at one time obtainable 
by agricultural lafsairers. in Satiira b unnaswos tint maximum rate and in the remaining 
districts from '.i to 4 annas per day wen: obtained. The remuneration of skilled labour was 
nonnal, viuying from 12 annas to 1 lupee 4 annas according to the class of labour concerned. 

The construction of the lengthy Southern MarAtha Railway extensions causcsl a marked 
rise ill the wages of unskilled labourers in the DhArwAr and l^lgaum Collecturates, and a 
less marked rise in the Kanarii Collectorate. In the.se Collectorates 5, 6, and 4 ounoa 
per day were obtainable by un.skilled hilNiurers. In the KoIAVia and llatnAgiri Collectoratea 
the wages for unskilled lalHair remained statioriaiy from to 4 annas. Tlio wages of 
skilled labour varied throughout tlie Divi.sioii according to the class concerned from 8 annas 
to 1 rupee per day. 


Horticulture. 

PUBI.1C Gardens, Bombay. 

But little is recorded concerning the Municipal gardens in Bomliay. Tliere are 6 of 
these gardruis in all. The most iinjiortant is the Victoria Oarilens at which the Zoological 
collection is ke]>t. A large number of deaths occim'ed amongst the animals in the course of 
the year and the mattm- was investigated by the police. Many animals were presented to 
the gardens, but .several could not be received in conseijueiice of want of accommodation 
and funds. A lion and lioness, a tiger and tignvss, and •) pantlicra and a cub were mlded 
to the collection. An e.xpeiiditurc of lis. l!),44i was incurred. 


Botanical Gardens, Poona. 

The cost of the maintenance of the Botanical Gardens, Pisina, was Rs. 12,477, while 
thoreceiiits from the sale of prisluce ainountitd toRs. b,!.').'!. Of the realizations Rs. 1,004 
were obtaiiu'd from the sale of fruit, Rs. 1,072 from the sale of (lowers, and Rs. l.b.'i.s fram 
the sale of seeds ami vegetables. The removal of the plants from the Ganesh Khiud Gardens 
was continued but hud not lieeu not completed at the close of the year. 

Forests. 

Northom Circle. 'The fore.st administration of the Northern Circle for 1.SS.5-.S6 was remarkable in tht> 

following ways:—A Oonmiissioii of b gentlemen (eoiiiprising two native gentlemen, two 

j forest oHiiiers, the Director of Agriculture, ami a President) was apjioiiited to erii|uire into the 

foiTst administration generally and more particularly into the grievaiiees eoiniilained of in 
the native pn>.ss and elsewhere as to the s}'stein of forest administration followed in the 
ThAiut (^>llectornte. The Commission carried on e.xhaustivc en<|nirie.s hut had not tinisbed 
its task at the elo.s«' of the year. 

The forest receipts of the .Northern Circle weiv larger than in any'jirevious year despite 
the (lepn\s.st‘d condition of the timlK.'i- imu'ket. The reci'ipts li-om gi-aziiig os well ns from 
the sale of timlMir exeissbsl those of the past year. A .short rainfall caused a great 
scarcity of grazing and foiUler ami a numlx’r of cultivators were fortvd to support their 
cattle on leaves ]>mrha,s(‘il from tin- Fore.st Department. 

Deiiiaroation »»>l The Work of demarcation and .settlement wn.s cnrrieil on by special officers in 8 districts. 

Sattluincnt The fore.st area at the eomim'iieement of the year eompri.sed b,Sb2 .sipitu'c miles of |leHerved

KAtkai'is, and so forth—frequently set fire to the fomsts for petty purp<>.ses of their 
own, and it is very difficult to prevent them doing so.

The prevailing cn.sloni in the Kanara, Bclgautii, and Dhdi'wdr Divi.sions i.s Ui levy a (Jrasins. 
uniform fee of 2 annas for each head of hornisl cattle and 6 pies for eueii sheep uixl goat 
grazed in the OovcrniiK’nt fore.st area The whole of the fois'.st imsi-s in tli'-se liivisions are 
thrown open to grazing except the portions neeessni-ily closed for p-phiriliitidn or for pro¬ 
tection against fire, l^ie receipts thus reali/xsl during the year ariiouub.-d Pi Rs. 07,697. In 
the Bijdpur and KoMlia Divi.sion.s grazing' is .sold b\' auction, 

A new trained officer from Europe arrived during the year, The, sulxirdinate and Staff, 
protective staff was reorganized and incredhed. The office i.‘stablishment lias Ixicn iiicr<.si.sed 
m numbers from 30 and .51 wrmanent and tcmpirory eiiinloyes to 98 permanent einployds. 

The cost has increased from 19,524 to R.s. 23,736, 'fire proP-ctive staff 1ms Is'i-n in¬ 
creased from 790 permanent and Psmporary employes whose emt was Ks. 85,.522 P> 849 
permanent employ^ whose cost was Rs. 1,02,840. 

121 prosecutions on account of forc.st offences were instituted and in 86 cases Forait aBmcai. 
oontrictions were obtained. Is the previous year 145 prosecutions took place. 438 cases 
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were compounfl«Ml by forent officers under section 67 of the Indian Forest Act, and 
Hh. 1,501 in fines recoverecl. These figures again are less than those of the preceding year. 

hl7 s(i|uare miles of the forest area were burned. The system of protection is not 
very efficacious. 

In tlie Northern Division of Kanara 8,000 hinla plants were put out in the Kadra 
plantation and R nnr.sery of 14,000 sewllings raisivl at Arge. Thinning operations were 
carried on in the KAdra t<!ak plantation. 49,177 plants wore put out in the Kasarhod 
casuiu-ina plantnlion, and a nui'sery f)f 1,19,410 s(M.-dling8 prepared. Efforts to coiuhine 
kumri cultivation with the rai.siiig of ustjful tretw failed again. A large nuinl»er of trees 
were put out iit laud assigned for hiruri but the mortality among the young trees was so large 
as to discourage further experiments. Planting operations and Imtadcast sowings were 
ctirried on in the (jther divisi<ju.s. The principal ti-ccs planted out were the “diui-divi," 
“ hirda,” and casuariiia. 


Yield 011(1 out-tuni. The out-turn of t<>ak from the, Kanara forests was less by Rs. 6,556 logs than the out¬ 

turn of the previous year. Oil the other hand there whs a veiy large inmiasi; (1,25,022) 
in the numlMT of round pieces brought in for sleepei-s, which were Isiught by the Southern 
Manitlia Railway. There was an inereasi? in the yield of blackwoisl, of sandalwood, and of 
iiiyrulsilatis, but a decrea.se in the yield of juiiglewoisl. The local oon.sumption of the last 
it«-m was large-r than it was in the previous year. There was a large increase (2,M2,947) 
ill the niimlM'r of ImumIssis ex|)orled, and also in the ((uantity of fircwissl exported to 
iioiiiliay. Ill IJelgauin the yield of teak logs was less and of smaller w<xsl more than in the 
pri.-vious year, the latter Issiiig re(|uired for sleepers. 'J’he <|uantit 3 ' of firewood s<dd also 
increased, partially on account of the railway demand. The yield of myralstlans in Relgaum 
was not .so large as in the previous year. In Dliiirwar the yield of all kinds fif forest 
jirodiice was larger than tliat of the previous year. In Uijapiir the receijits Were increased 
by tlie railway demand for stones whieli are huiutumI in forest lands. Jri Kolillui. the yield 
oi forest piixliici' fell off: in Ratiiugiri it increased. With regard to particular kinds of 
produce the yield of myraliolans was far above the estimate and the net jirofit realised 
during the year on this aecoimt was Its. J.IH,000. The Kanara saw mills at Kiuiigeri and 
Kirwati weri( worked for 2b9 day.s. 2:1,7(K) cubic feet of i-ougb timber were cut up luid 
the oiit-turii of clean timlHsr was IS,.S07 cubic feet. The receipts at tli(! mill rose fixiiii 
Rs, 8.'>,24S to Its. 1,14,852.

11,214 acres were 
lost by tbe iietimi of the river during the year. I'lie work of forest settlement has been 
eoncludeil ill ail but 4 taliikAs of the Karachi and Haidarabiul CoUeetoratos. 

OS forest oifeiices were tried by Magistrates. In 87 cases onlv were cdavictions 
obtained. I.O.'il) ca.se.s weiv compounded by the <livisionHl fiiivst ofhcei's and Rs. 2^766 
recoverisl us compensation. 

Fijvs vere e.xtensive, esiwcially in the Sukknr Division. 

4,(>42 acres were closed for reproiluetion. 

Much relief in a year when gra.ss was scarce, is said to have licen atToixled to the cattle 
generally throughout tlie province by throwing open the foivst grazing. 

1'he receipts for the yi'iir ainonuted to R.s. 5,,%,,S74 against Rs.*4,76,403 in the previous 
year. Expeiuiiture ainoiiiitecl to Rs. 4,02,660 and the net revenue was R.s. 1,34,214. This 
exeet'ded the revenue of the previous year by 20,104. The chief cause of the increased 
ivceijits was the large, supply of llrewooil to tin* Indus State Railway. 

Free griuits of timlier to the value of Rs. 212 were mode dui'ing tlie year. 


Mines and Quarries.

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The Factories’ Act. 

The Bomhor of mills in the Presidoncy to which Act XV of 1881 applied was at tlie com- MUU. 
meneement of the year lOA Of these 76 mills were situated in the L^and of Btimliay and 
tS in the mofussil and in Sind. Of the total naml>er, 66 were textile and 38 non-textile 
factoriea Oaring the year 4 new factories were started in Bombay and 2 in the mofussil, 
leaving a total number 110 in existence at the close of the year. ¥he Inspector of Factories 
mad^l7 inspections under the Act during the year: 243 inspectiuim in Bombay and 74 
in the mofussil. The following were the principal in'egubuitics detected by the InsjKictor:— 

(1) Running about of children in the mills while the machinery was in motion; 

(2) Turning of wheels by children who brought meals for tlieir parents. 

One prosecution only was instituted during the year: a fine of Rs. 10 was inflicted. 

271 accidents in mills wore reported in Bombay and 106 in tho mofussil. 9 accideuts Aooidaata. 
result^ fatally. 

In order to bring within reach of tho law the smaller factories to which Act XV LegliUtion. 
of 1881 does not apmy.a clause has been inserted in the draft Bombay Municipal Bill 
under which the smaUor factories will como under municipal control, 

Sunday was no longer observed as a holiday by the mills. Tho resolution of the HoUdajri, 
Mill Association to the effect that Sunday should Ih>, so olisorved wa.s cancelled directly 
trade began to improve. Native holidays were the only ones observed towards tho close i 

of the year. 


Steam Boiler Inspection Act. 


During the year 336 boilers wei-o inspecte<l of which 8 were now, C of tho old boilers 
had been s&ongthcned and rendered sound. In the previous yooi* 346 lM>ilor8 wore inspected : 
the closure of mills containing 18 boilers rendered tiie numl)er inspected less than in the 
previous year. 144 engines were inspected of which 3 were new. The engines were found to 
oe in good condition. 1.5 engineers passed the 1st class examination, 23 passed the 2nd class 
examination, and 93 passed the 3ra class examination. No service certificates were granted 
but 6 certificates were granted under section 19 of Act V of 1873. 

The furnaces of 2 boilers at the Kipon Mills collapsed during the year. An inspection Csiasltiai. 
was at once mode and tho necessary repairs effected. No other casualties occurred. 

Inspection fees realiztM] Rs. 8,655 and examination fites Rs. 1,252. Tho charges uE^hc office Rooeipto. 
aanouut^ to Ba 9,267, and the expenses of the examination to Rs. 1,^10. 


Bombay Mill-owners’ Association. 

47 mills in the Bomlmy Presidency belong to the Bombay Mill-owners’ Association. 25 Mill*, 
mills in the Presidency have not yet joimsl the Assticiation. , 

In consequence of the short cotton crops of 1883-84 and 1884-86 tho price of raw cotton 
was maintained for the greater part of 1885-86 at an ahnortnally higli level. Tho unsettled 
character of the trmle mth Cliina, and the fact that 1884-85 was not a marriage year among 
the Hindu population, had a generally dimressing effiost upon the cotton spinning and weaving 
industiy in the Bomliay Presiilency. iliowcvor, towards the close <if the year the prospects 
of the industiy became decidedly brighter. 

Efforts were made during the year by the Association to start a prop(»r system for 
the registration of trade-maAa A somewhat futile attempt was made to find new 
markets for Bombay manufactures in the Levant. Arrangements wore made for forward- 
jag exhibits to the Antwerp and London, Indian and Coloniai Exhiliitiuns. 

The gnumber of cotton mills in the town and island of Bomlmy was 27 during Cotton Mill*. 
1885-86. There were 18 cotton mills in the mofussil, of which 8 were in the Ahme<lal>ad 
CoUectorate, 3 in the Broach Collcctorato, 3 in tiie Surat CoUecturate, 2 in the Nosik Collec- 
torate, and 1 each in the Kaira an*! Shohlpur Ckillecfijrates. 

Manufactures and Indubtrieh. 

The manufactures of Sind are very restricted. Carpets of a rough description, smldles, 
gntin bags, and a rong^ Mnd of cloth are manufactured and sold locally in the Upper Sind 
iVootier District; wool is one of tiie staple products of the Province. Olazerl pottery is also 
numofiBctiired in the Ksrdchi GoIIectorate, but on the whole the Province may be styled purely 
pastoral and agricultural. * 

The great mill industry in the Northern Division of the Presidency has been already allud¬ 
ed to. A new steam ^nning factory was opened inthc Atimedabad OoUectorate. Q^(^at pains have 
been taken with the coHavation of tobacco in tiie Kaira CoUectorate and samples were shipped 
toHibraltar and England. It is hoped that tiie defects pointed out may he overcome by the 
adoption of a differed system cd caring the tobacco. The Oulam fidbd Mill at Surat was 
' ae44-24 
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much damaged W a fiiein the course of the year. The local indostriesof the bigger class 
—the gold and silver lace-makers of Surat, the silk and kinMiab weavers, the workers in silver 
and brass, and others—^received some slight stimulus from the London Exliibition of 1886, 
to wliicli several exhibits were forwarded. The requirements of the agricultural communities 
are mainly supplied at fairs, at some of which veiy lai^e numbers of persons con^gate. In 
the Centred Division the gins and presses for the great cotton industry increased in number, 
adthough in places they were closed for lack of material to work upon, as the cotton crop of 
1884-85 was very short The Poona Colksctoratu contains a sugar refinety, steam flour mill, 
brewery, pajHir mills, and an ice factory. The Ptwna and Ndsik workers in brass enjoy a 
well-known reputation, and the rich silks of Yeola are bought by wealthy families all oyer 
India. Elxhibits of these latter industries wore collected and forwarded to the Indo-ColonU 
Exhibition at London, llic Ahme<luagnr carpets gained a prize medal at the Antwerp Exhi¬ 
bition of 1885. The fairs in the agricultural districts were as hugely attended as usual. 


Cotton stufls of varying merits are manufactured in the Belgamn, Dharwdr, and Bijdpur 
Colloctorates of the Southern Division. The industry was brisk during the year. ExMmts 
of tlicm'! and also of the sandal-wixsl ear-rings and carved wooden boxes of Kanara were 
forwarded to the ludo-Culouial Exhibition in London. Fairs were largely attended.

Tho failure of the cotton crop of 1884-85 and the shortness of the crop in 1883-84 had 
a marked eflect on the export trade of Bomljay and the coasting ports for 1886-86. In 
il^mbay tho value of the export trade in mw cotton decreased by 240 lakhs of rupees. The 
export ti-udo in linseed al.so fell off considerably. In othcjr directions the trade of 1885-86 
may l)o called decidedly brisk. As it was, the .sea-Tx>rne tinde of Boinl>ay was about 6 per 
cent, loi-ger than the average sea-ls^me tra<lo of tho port for tho last 5 ycuju The export 
tracie in wheat, principally to theUnited Kingdom, increased in value by 44 laklis of rupeea 
Export trade declined sutistantlally with tho United Kingd<nn, Austria, France, Germany, 
an(I Mauritius, but materially increowsl with Belgium, Spain, Egypt, and Arabia. Imports 
from the United Kingdom, China, and Italy greatly exceede<l those <if tlie previous year, 
but there was a consideraido decrease in tho imports from Mauritius, Japan, Turkey in 
Asia, and Aiisti-alio. To sum up, the private impfjrt trarlc increased by 224 lakhs of rupees, 
while tlie private export trade decroa.sed Iw 178 lakhs. Despite tho great falling off in the 
export of raw ciitUm, trade with the United Kingdom increased daring the year, Tlie 
imports of cotton goods, railway plant, and .silver were much in excess of those of the 
previous year, while the expoiis to tho United Kingdom of wheat, gold, gum, and dyeing 
materials were unusually large. 

Owlhg to tho tKKmiess of the cotton crop already alluded to the coasting trade of the 
Presidency geneiiilly declined. 

The trade of Kardchi was not affected hy tho short cotton crop to the some extent 
with that of Bomlaiy. The tra(l6 of this important and growing port exceeded that of 
the previous year to the extent of 10'46 per cent. Foreign tnule increased in value by 83 
lakhs, about ctpially divided betweim imports and expo^, and trade with Indian ports in¬ 
creased ly 13^ lakhs. All tho more important foreign imports increased, and of the exports 
cotton, rice, and wheat all showed a great advance. Wheat is tho principal Kardchi 
foreign export. Tho value of the trade in wheat duiing the year was 256 lakhs of rupees. 
This trade has multiplied itself 40 times over .since 1874-76. There was a very large in- 
creuso in the transactions for Qovemnient during the year owing to the import of materials 
for the Quetta and Bolan Railways and tho import of supplies for the tnxips on the frontier. 
The extensive horlxmr improvements of Kanlchi mode good progress during the year. The 
numbt>r of steamers that entered the harbour w'ith cargo was veiy considerably larger than 
the number in the previous year. The number of steamers that cleared with caigo also 
increased materially. Eight new European Arms opened business in Kardcbi during the 
yeiw. 

The trade of Aden showed a remarkable increase of nearly 47 lakhs of rupees fln value. 
The trade of the previous year had declined in value to the extent of over 45 lakha Thus 
the lost ground was quite recovered and the trade of the year was above the average of the 
past five years. Aden i.s an important entrepot for the ooflee trade. Quantities of coffee 
ore imported from Singapore, the Somdli Coast, and Arabia, and are re-exported. The other 
princi^ oi'ticles of tr^e are grain, gums and resin, hides, cotton piece-goods, tobacco, and 
treasure. In all of these articles hoUi import and export trade was brisk during the year. 
The value of tho imjxirt trade inoreoscrl by*S4 lakhs of rupees, and that of the export trade 
fty 10 lakhs. The inland trade with the interior of Arabia incr^ised in value by over 
2 lakhs. The number of vessels that entered and doored at the port was considenibly larger 
than that in the previous yrar.

The total value of the sea-liorne trade of the ■ Port of Bombay for the year 1885-86, 
exclusive of stores and treasuiv on account of Government, amounted to Rs. 83,06,78Jifl4, 
showing a decrease of Ra. 1,06,35,566, or I'26 per cent., on the value of the trade of the 
preceding year, which amounted to Rs. 84,13,14,160. The trade, however, ^owed an im¬ 
provement of about 6 {Hw cent., when contrasted witli the average of the preceding five yean 
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^Hie totals giiw above ace divided among the different branches of foreign and Coast* 
ing trade as diown below '

Transactions on Govenunent account shown in the alMvo statement are not included 
in the following remarks and tables, which relate only to private trade. 

The total value of the private trade (imports and exports together), including treasure, 
during the year under report amounted to Rs. 60,04,05,048, showing an increase of Rs. 
46,50,678 over the value of the trade of the preceding year, which is nearly uuc-twelfUi of 
the increase which appears when the trade of the year is cum}>ared with the average of the 
five years ending 1884-85. 

The total value of the import private trade during the year showed an increase of 
Bs. 2,24,64,451 when compared with the previous year. Treating mercltandise and treasure 
separately, there was in merchandise an mcrcose of 2 per cent, on the value of the trade of 
the previous year and of 11 per cent, on the average of the preceding five years, and in 
treasure the percentage of increase was 17 over the transactions of the previous year and 31 
over the average of the pi-eceding five years. 

In the expr>rt private trade there was a decrease of Rs. 1,78,13,776 when compared with 
the previous year, but on increase of Rs. 43,09,004, or over 1 per cent., over the average 
of the preceding five years.

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United Kvngdom ,.—There is an increase in the import trade with the United Kingdom 
of Rs. 1,31,22,718. or of 6 per cent contrasted with the trade of the previous year and aboot 
19 per cent, when contrasted with the average of the preceding five years. There is am- 
siderablo improvement under cotton gooiLs, including twi.st and yam, metals, railway plant 
and rrdling stock, and silver, in which latter item there is an increase of over 115 lakhs, 
while there is a marked faUing off in machinery millwork and gold. 


Awitria .—In merchandise alone, the trade with this country shows an increase of 4 
lakhs, or of about 20 per cent, when contrasted with the average of tlie last five years. The 
principal itoiis of increase arc machinery and millwork, writing paper and woollen piece- 
goods, against a decrease under gloss i>cads, copper and brass, and jewellery. Under 
treasure there is a deci'easo of over 11 lakhs in gold against an increase of about Ks. 66,000 
only in silver. 

lielyium .—Tliere has been a steady improvement in the import trade with this 
country for the lost five years, the trade this year amounting to over 21 laklis against Bs. 
8,000 only in the yeai-1880-81. The principal items in which an increase is noticeable 
are hardware and cutlery, iron, paints and cdlours, and railway materials, while candles show 
a falling off. 

France .—The trade with this country shows a diminution, which is attributable to a 
decline in the imports under treasure, in which there is a decrease of over 4 lakhs against 
gold and of alxiut || of a lakh against silver. In merchandise, the trade is in keeping 
with the average of the post five years. There is an increase of more than a lakh in 
clocks and wntche.s, and of mure than half a lakh in satfion and in silk piece-goods; while 
the imports of cabinetwaro and furniture and of railway plant and rolling stock show a 
decrease of about Rs. 63,000 and Rs. 60,000 respectively. 

Gerrtumy .—Here there is an improvement, the trade having amin come up to what it 
WAS in the year 188.3-84. Nearly the whole of the increase is due to larger imports of 
woollen piece-goods. The transactions under other items oi-o insignificant. 


Ittdy .—The increase is principally due to an excess of alxmt 37 lakhs in the imports 
of silver over tho.se of the previous year. The fluctuations in the several heads under 
merchandise ore of an ordinai'y character, the most noticeable being a decline of about half 
a lakh in gloss l)oads and false peoi'ls, and cSf about a lakh in jewellery. 

Malta. —There is a decrease of about Rs. 17,000 in Pillitory, R«. 9,000 in cigars and 
Rs. 4,000 in gold. 

Rueeiu. —The increase is due to larger imports under apparel, and to the importation 
of alsmt 300 tons of deal wixwl from Odessa by a Oernian firm in April and May last. 
Deal woo<l is .seldom im[x>rted from Russia, and the present importation may l<c saiS to be 
the firat of its kind. ’■ 

SiMtln .—^Tho trade with this country is very small. The increase is attributable to 
ordinary fluctuations. 

Turkey in Ewrope .—^There has been an increase of over one lakh in the imports under 
wood—other timljcr. 

Ahymnid.—TUhe import trade with Abyssinia is very lunited, being confined to 
ivory unmanufactured, Iwsidcs a few minor items. Treasure is occasionally imported. The 
improvement in the trade this year is mainly due to an increase of over a lakh in gold and 
to about Rs. 43,000 in ivoiy unmanufactured. There is a decrease of alxmt Rs. 9,000 in 
precious stones and pearls unset. 

Mozomhii^e. —^Thero is an increase of about Ra 2.70,000 in ivory unmanufactured, 
and of about Rs. 36,000 under seeds, teel and other sorts, and there is a decrease of about 
Ra. 46,000 in gold. 

Zamihir. —The marked improvement in the import trade with this country is chiefly 
due to an increase of over 7 lakhs in ivt>ry unmannfactui’ed, of about Rs. 54,000 in sugar_ 
(refined) against no imports in tlie pn'vious year, of nV>out Rs. 40,000 in cowries, and of' 
alx>ut R.S. 31.000 in each of the items cocoaiiuts, fruits other sorts, and clovo.s. The *im^rtB 
in cotton piece-gootls show a decrea.se of about Rs. 47,000. The imports of gold and mlver 
together have Ix-en nearly the some os those of last year, a slight decrease in the former 
having Iteen counterbahuiced by on increase in the latter, 

—Tlie wtieles in which there have been large fluctuations are apparel and 
Persian raw silk, which show an improvement of about Rs. 1,34,000 and Rs. 63,000 
respectively, wliilst a decrease of Rs. 15,000 has taken place with respect to silk goods. 
Under ti-eosure there is a decline of about Rs. 6,00,000 m gold and* of about Rs. 36,000 in 
silver. 

Mauntiiui .—^The two items which makeup nearly the whole of the trade with this 
island show a marked falling oft’, tlie decrease m* sugar (refined) being over 61 lakhs, and 
in rum over half a lakh. Under treasure there has also b^n a decline of about Rs, 1 A7,0(M 
in silver. 

Nnf4d and other Countriee in A/rica.—The trade with these is insignificant and calls

United States .—The large increase is mainly due to the importation tiiis year for the 
first time of silver valued at nearly 60 lakhs of rupees from San BVancisco. -Undar 
merchandise imports of kerosine oil show an increase of nearly 4 lakhs, while those ai 
potton piece-goo^ (gray) have declined by aboot Ba 65,000. 
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A(Un. —prkte^id Unctoatioiu areAn increase of over Ea 1,S5,000 in ooHon PiTOiroirnw, 
{neee'gDods incladuig twist and yam, and of about Rs. 2S,000 in black tea, gums and 
reaiDs ahows a decre^ of over E& 1,12,000, ivory unmanufactured of about Ea 87,000, and 
shells (mother of pearl) of about Bs. 38,000. Under ti'easuio there lias been an iucrease of 
nearly a lakh in gold.

/Jeaaio.—There have Wen exp«>rt<>d to Russia for tlie first time this j'ear oil-.seeds, 
castor aiul linseed, of the value of over 2 lakhs. Exports of cotton show a decline of about 
4 lakhs. 

—The traile has improved tliis year by moiT than 11J laklvs and is registered at 
nearly 25 lakhs, the average of the past .5 years. Thera is an increase of over 8 mkhs in 
wheat and of over 5 lakhs in linseeil (aginnst no expirts of the last-named comnuxlity in the 
previous year). There is a ilecline of about 2 laklis in cotton. 

Ahifoelnio .—There is now steam commnnicati*ni laitw'een Bombay and Massowah, one 
of the ])oi'ts of Aby.ssina. The trade has risen from an avoi-age of alxmt half a lakh in the 
four years eiuHng with 188.3-84 to over 3 lakhs in 1884-85 and to about 4J lakhs in the 
year under report. The trade is chiefly in cotton piece-gooda 

Alozamii<iue .—There i.s an increa.se of about Rs. 65,000 in coldhrcd and of about Be. 
26,000 ill giiiy pieco-gWKls under foreign incix;hiuidi.se against a failing oft’ of about Ra 
60,000 in gray i»iece-g<,XKls and of about Rs. 34^10 in rice under Indian produce. Under 
treasure tlu're has been a docranse of about Rs. 23,000 in tlie exports of silver. 

Zaiizifkir .—Tlie trade ill foreign merchnndi.se biw improved by about 4 lakhs, While 
there has Ihsui a falling off of alsiut 6 laklis in Indian produce balanceil by an improvement 
of over 6 lakhs in the exports of silver under treasure. The fluetuatious in the principal

Egypt .—As mentioned in previous reports, ports in Egj'pt serve as entrepots for the 
European market, and merchandise is booktKl to them t<) await <u-dcrs. so titat what 
portion of tlie total merchandise exported was really intended for hical (xuisuinptiuu cannot 
be ascertained. Trade with Suakin, a comparatively now {wrt, aniuunt<Hl in the year to over 
Bs. 2;jl,000 against over Rs. 2,000 only in the juvvious year, and it comprised chietly grain 
and pulse, Rs. 81,000, flour, Ra. 40,000, yhl, Rs. 40,000, and rice, Rs, .‘10,000, all obviously 
intended for the use of the tixxjps stationed there.

^ Adev, —I’he trade uinler foreign merchandise comes up to the average, but that in 
Indian prfjduee shows a falling off of alsait :).J lakh.s with a furtlier decline of over 9 lakhs 
in the exjmrts of silver. The most noticeable fliictiiationsin tlie tnnle os compared with the 
previous year are :—U»»der “ ln<lian I’l-oduce” tbere is an inen-ase of over Rs. 92,000 in flour, 
of over Rs. 70,000 in cotton twist ami yarn, and of c>ver Rs, :}.i,000 in yngar unrelined, 
against a dtxiline of aliout tlj InkIts in-gi-ov <s)tton pieee-gtKsls, and of over a lakli in toboccsi 
uninaimfactunsi.

Tlierc is an increase of over 16 lakhs 
on the troile of the previous year and of alsiut .*> lukhs on the averagf- of the preceding five 
years. Thi' tnule in forei^i merchandise has advamu-d this year by 2 laklis and that in 
Indian produce and maimliu^tiires by aliout 14 lakhs. Under Indian imvluce there is an in¬ 
crease of over lakhs in w-heat, of lakhs in coffee, of alsiut 2 laklis in cotton piece-gissls 
Msorted, of alsjut a lakh each in jouiiri and hnjrl and silk gcssls, and of alsiut J lakh each in 
"our and ginger. Umler foreign merchandise cotton pie«:e-g<ssls show an improvement of 
over B laKn, while there is a falling ofl'in coffee and refined sugar of Rs. .59,000 and Rs. G.I.OOO 
respectively. •• 

Oyfom.—^The diminution in the trmlc is attributable to a decrease of over 1J lakhs in the 
exports of silver, which were large in the previous year. In merchamlisc the tnule has 
improved by nearly 2 laklm. Tliere is an increase of over a lakh in grain and pulse and a 
decrease of over 4 a laldi in kerosine oil. 

China .—Here again the decrease is chiefly due to transactions under tri-asnri-, in which 
there has been a falling ftff of over 9 lakhs in tlie exports of silver. In the ti-ade in merchandise 
there lias been a diminution of alamt 2 lakhs under Indian pixslnce ami nn mlvance of alsiut 
a lakh under foreign inen-handLse, leaving |i net decrease of 1 lakh. Under increase, alsiut 
32 lakhs may lie put down to cottein twist and vain (Indian) and aUiut a lakh each to fish- 
maws (Indian and foreign) and samlttlwood, and under <lwr<;ttse, over 11 lakhs to cotton 
(raw) and about 25 lakhs to opium. The e.xport trmle in opium regisb-red in tlie year was 
86,892^ chests of the value of Rs. 4,43,04,710 against 38,679^ chests of the value of 
Ra 4,67,73,420 registered in the previous year. 
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Japan .—The export tra<le with Japan shows a steady improvcsment, having risen from 
10 to 27 lakhs since 1H80-81. There is an increase in the year of about 8 lakhs over the 
average of the preceding five years. It is almost all confined to Indian produce,^ and between 
this and the previous year there is an advance of alxmt 1 { lakh in cotton twist and yam 
and of alxmt Rs. 80,000 in raw wool, the only two principal articles of the trade. 

Meleran anti —Tlie average value of the trade in the pieceding five years is 

ahr>ut I} ]4khs. It comprises cotton goods, including twist and yarn, silk, and grain 
and pulse, and is almost equally tli video Ijetwecn foreign mcrdiandise and Indian produce. 

Persia.—Hero thei'e is a dwTOOse of over 2 lakhs under Indian produce and ao 
increiUHj of alxmt 8 lakhs under fojoign tneivhandise. There is also a falling off of about 
Rs. 20,000 in the exports of silver under treasure. As pointed out last year, more than 
four-fifths of the trade represents foreign ineichandise. ITie most marked fluctuations are 
an improvement of over 74 lakhs in cotton goods including twist and yam and of about a 
lakh in copper again.st a falling ott' of about 2 lakhs In sugar, of atmut 14 lakh in indigo, of 
over 1 lakh in rice, of f lakh ^ach in tea and cofieej and over 4 lakh each in tin and in 
Indian shawls. 


StraitH )Sr/tirmrwf8.—The trade is about equal to the average of the past three yean. 
The fluctuations are spread over several items, among which may be mentioned flour, 
which .shows an increase of about Its. (i.5,000, and Ixxiks and printed matter, which show a 
falling *>rt‘ of Its. f>0,(XK). 

Turkey i n Ania .—Putting aside the tiSSisoctions under treasure, there is an increase 
of over 14 lakh, utmost the whole of whicli is under foniign merchamlise. Coloured 
piece-gtxxlH (foreign) show an imiirovcnient of ulxint 8 lakhs and gray piece-goods (Indian) 
of about a lakh; while coffee (Indian and foreign) exhibits a decline of 1 4 lakh, and 
refined sugar (foreign) of over a lakh. Silver shows a failing off of about Ks. l.H.OOO. 

Auntraliu .—The iiiereosi* is due to larger exports of cotton, inyrabolons, and tt*a. 
irniMru. The features of the import trade tliis year under the more important heads may

Under this head there is an inci'ense of more than l(i per cent, as compared with 
the previous yvar, and this is due to larger iiiiport-s of gohl thread from Austria and Egypt. 
The industry of eiiihroideriiig in gold has develoixsl considerably within the last few 
years, and wliereas formerly there were only a limited number of shops in Bomlxiy and 
a few other places when! this wtirk was earned on, a large numlxT of them an: uow found 
in alino.st all the principal towns in the Presidency. Though all the work turned out is 
said to 1 h! “ gold ” embroidery, thtMi,- is really veiy little of gold in the majority of the 
artiele.s, for mo.st of the threivd is of veiy inferior quality ; hut this is only to lx: expected 
when ail article eo.sts alsint half of what it did a few years ago. The demand for gold 
threml wfinld Ix' even larger than it is hut for the fact that some of the foreign Eui-opean 
ports .m‘iid out a coiisideruhle ipmntity of gold-einhnndered cloth which is edn-ssed under 
pieee-gixxla R«!ady made wearing apparel, articles of inillinciy and haberdashery from 
the United Kingdom raise the value of the tnidu by nearly 24 lakhs. 

Safety fu.ses n.sed for blasting purjioses have largely contributed to the increase of over 
124 per cent, in the triule registitreu under this head. 

The deciVfl-si' of over 0 per cent, as compared with la.st year is due to KaiAchi importing 
its own retiuirements direct and to a smaller quantity of a-inent coming into Bombay for 
the list! of the Municipali^. It should Ixi noticed that this year France sent out bricks 
anil tiles of the value of Ks. 61,2')8 against R.s. 7,fi7.") in the preceding year. French tiles 
ai'c said to l>e better fini.slied ami mure durable than cither the old-fashioned countty tiles 
or those uiniinfactunid at Mangaluix!. 

A smaller quantity of Iknitwixx! furniture and gilt mouldings cause the trade registered 
under this head to show a tlecivase of 17 per cent, as cuinpanxl with tlic pitivious year. 

The falling ofi is attrihutablc to the increased use of kcrosinc oil fur illuminating 
purposes. T «, 

The large numlier of mills in Bomliay have prtxlucod a demand for the {lorticular kind 
of chemicals cla!«ied under “ Other sortsand u.sed hx sizing. These importations have cjjnce 
the previous year increased by over Rs. 1,C2,000. Tbynaihitc has not been imported to the 
extent it was in 1884i-85. 


Clock* and Watche*. 19.861 more clocks and waWies were imported in the year under report than in the 
preceding one. The avei-age; price has fallen from alxmt Ra 12-6-0 in 1884-85 to a little 
less than lbs. ll this year. There is so much demand for cheap watches that it would not 
be strange if next year the average price receded still further. Not many years ago only 
the upper classes could afford to buy watches, but their cheapness lias now placed them 
within the i-each of the comparatively poorer claims, and has created a demand that did not 
exist Ixifore. . 

Cwl^ was imjKirted in larger quantities than in the preceding year, but owins 
to a fall in Uie price the value of the trade decreased. Over-production in Rn ghm^ 
nece.ssitated liu'ge ex[H>rts, and had it not been for the increased consumptiao of 
cool on account of the extension of the railway communication of the country and the laim 
nuiulxir of luilla and foundries now working m the Prerideucy, the price of coal here would 
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have fflJlen still further ; as it is, the average price per ton was about 12 annas lover 
than it vas in 1884-85. Nearly Bs. 19,60,007 worth of coal was receivtHl fn)in New South 
Wales against Rs. 29,000 wcorth in 1884-85. Thi.s Australian coal is principally used by the 
Qaa Company. It admits of easy storam and Itmvcs a largt'r residue of coke tiuui other 
kinds of coal. The quantity imported this year was 22,464 tons in exct^ss of the previous 
year, but the value of the trade was Rs. 52,777 lower. 

This head has manj subtlivisions and an improvement is notiwable under most of these. 
Owin^ to the intnxluetion it is said at the pln«‘s of inonufactui-o of a clieaner kind of 
material for dyeing, it was found possible to reduce tlie price of Turkey red and its im¬ 
portation into this countiy has coiuit'quently increased. The comjx*tition of twist dye<l 
locally with that obtained from outside has caused the imimrts of colmuvd twist other than 
Turkey red to diminish. 

As comjmred with last year there is an incn‘ase of ncarl}- 3 p<.*r cent. Tlie suli-hcatl 
under which an iinproveraent is most noticeable is “ (Imy or Unbleachtnl ”, imports of which 
from the United Kingdom reached to 33.8.'>,9:),340 yanls of the value of Rs. 8.64,79.76,6,_or 
18 lakhs mort> than in 1884-85. In “ White or Bleached ” piece-gmHls then; is also an in¬ 
crease in value of nearly a lakh and a quoi'ti'r. Nearly tliret>-foui-th8 of this incii'ase was 
contributed by the United Kingdom, which sent out 11,54,94,807 yards worth 134 lakhs of 
rupeea The average price per yard continues neaidy on the same level as in the piveeding 
year. 

A huger ((uontity of quinine came into the country in this year than in the previous 
year, but, owing tr> a fall in its price, the vahu! of the tmde apma-rs to have decivased. 
Under “ Drugs, ()tlier soi’ts ”. which includes nio.st of the drugs iiwd in dispensing pnrpos<‘H, 
tliercis an increase of a little more than 1^ lakha 

In 1884-8.5 the value of the traile ifgi.sten’d und<*r this h(>a<l was only alx)ut four-fifths 
of what it was in 1883-84, hut this year it has woveivd to the extent of alsnit 6] per tt*nt. 
The articles in which an increases is p<‘rceptible arts aniline <lyes, csMsliineal, and saHVon. 


Because the value of the trade has fallen by ll.s. 6.5,277 it must not Us inferred that the 
imports havis deereased and that there is leas dtanand than Iwfoix' foi‘ eartlmnware. As a 
matter of fact slemand has incitaised somewhat ami thi^ sujtply has kept pace with it, but 
instcMid of l«>tter iuiished and iisore «>xpensive articU's thows of an iiif(“ri«sr and chea|M‘r 
description find their way into the countiy to a largi-r extent than isdon-. 

For si'veral ytsars past the imports under this comprehensive head have U'en on the. 
increasis. This year it Ims again advanced 24 per cent, nidhasks and cutlery of a eommoii 
description, collars amt hurners for tin kerosine oil lamps hK'ally nianufncturcd. ami small 
metal boxi'S gencially used by the people for holding |.obacco have come this yi*ar in laiger 
({Uuntities Ihiui In-fore, and have incivosed this value of the trade regislered under this bead. 

These nrtieles are subdivided into (I) musical, (2) photographic, and (3) 
scientific and philosophical. Tins imports of the first have declined hy U.s. 02,568, while 
those of the other tw'o have improved hy Ks. 6.982 and Its. 1,(W,19.5 respectively. The increase 
in the last is mainly due to the iiiqMirtatioiis of articles required by the telephone eonqiany. 


An advance of very nearly 64 per cent, over last year’s figures has taken phvee. 
InU'mal disturlsuices in ^inxilmr and Mor^imbiqiie, succeeding a year of scJliVity, interfered 
with the exporta of ivory fissin the African CWst, but now tiiat tranquillity and plenty 
pnsvail in the country, largi* .shipments bare Us-n made. From the Unib.sl Kingdom 24 
lakhs of nipees worth of ivory was iiiiported in the year under report in excess of the iiris- 
vioiis year. It may appear strange that ivoiy should be inijiorted from the United Kingdom, 
but when direct shipments are nioile'froiii Afi'ica to tlmt country, the whole of the tusk is 
sent. The hollow portion known in the trade by tbe name of ^lollows lias therefore to U* 
ex[K>rted again to tliis country, where it is utilized for purjMtsc of Udiig iniwie intii liaiigles 
and ankle rings Iarg**ly worn by Indian women. The nvm-nge price per {siuud remains the 
same notwithstanding the additional supply. 


importations of “ Bcxits and Shix-s ” and of “ Saddlery and flamesa,” principally 
Jnitt^ Kingdom, have increased the value of tbe traile hy a little over 5 jx-r cent. 
Utoder “ other soirts ", a falling off i.s noticeable in consequence of the demand for ” Ix-ather 
belting” lieing restricted oidy to the n.‘quu-cmeiits of the mills now at work, their nuiiilMT 
having remained stationaiy. 


The fluctuation under this hcail (value Rs. 31,16,157) is veiy slight, 4 per cent, or Rs. 
7,708 over lost year's figures. “ Ale, Isjer, and porter ” and “ .S|»irits ” taken together show 
an increase of a lakh of rupees, while “Wines and Liqueurs ” and "(>ther Sorts ” have 
receded to the extent t>f about Rs. 92,000. Under “ .Spirits ”, 12,011 gallons of brandy to the 
value erf Ba. 86,904 were imported in cxccsh of the yi-ar 1884-85, hut it is said that trailers 
had a balance in hand from last ycAr’s sti^k of alx)ut 10,0(X) gallons of rum and this may 
account for diminution (8,382 gallons) in the imports. The gn-ater part of the whisky 
that came into Bombay this year was in bottles instead of in casks owing to the preference 
shown by cemanmers to whisky Ixittled in lircat Britain.

Much of the 
paper used in this country comes from the Unibsl Kingdom mid Austria. This 
y<!ar the receipts from tin- former of printing paper amounted to nearly 4.J lakhs, or 
nlsmt Rs. 48,000 more than in the yeiu- before. The value of the imports of writing 
paper lm.s receded to nearly the .same extent as that of printing paper has advanced. 
From Austria iMith writing ami printing jmper wer<; receiveti in larger quiuitities than 
in thcy(>ar jirevious, and the dilfereiice in value, Rs. 1,28,043, is in favor of the year under 
notice. Increased competition in the trade is res|s>u.sible for the improvement noticeable. 

A diwease has taken place in almast all the items under this head. 

Larger imports fismi Muskat and Persia of “ Dates” wul “ Fruits, other sorts,” 
and of “ Ciuuied ami Tinned PiDvisions” from the United Kingdom have increawHl 
the value of the imports by nlsait 4i lakhs, or 917 per cent. The receipts of dates and 
fruits depi'ud upon tlmir {Uisluetion, while canned and tiimed provisions as they become 
cheaper ami better known are brought more into use. The imports of ghee remain theca

Imports of engines and tenders which last year had increased by 2.3^ lakhs have this year 
declined hy 8 lakh.s. In the value of the impoits of the other tw’o itc^s there is an improve* 
inent of 54i' lakhs in favour of the year under review. With the incroase of railway commu* 
nicatioii in the Presidency, rolling stock and materials have to be brought out in proportion. 

All advancs' to the extent of 8 per ceul! has taken place. It is most marked 
in Chiiharaui ami Ciarhin China silk, of which the price was high in consequence 
of the partial failure of the silk crop at Cossim*B(bsdr, Jagirpoor, Rdmpoor, and Radhanagri 
in the Bengal Pre-si(h>iiev. llwing to direct exportations to European ports of fine Canton 
silk classed under '■ t)tWr kinds of China” for the sake of the more mnunerative prices 
obtainable in these markets, silk imports w’erc a lakh of rupees below those of 1884-85. It

in the other. Low rate of exulmiige cannot lie held i’espon.sihh> for this, for under otlit'r items 
European countries ap)H»ar liavc maintaimsl the jxtsition tliej' weiipied U-fore. Of 
piece-gtKals " Silk nu-tcd”, France sent out (IJ lakhs of rujH-es wort.h or lakhs in exwis* 
of the previous year, while i-c-ceipts of the siime fi^oui Uuite«l Kingdom fell otf hj- 
lakhs. The general iniprovtanent in the tnwle in silk pieee-go<Hl8 is in a nu'nsnre dno to 
the removal of the veto on marriage^i amongst the Hindu community which was in forcAs 
in the previous year. 

All the (lirterent articles classcnl under this heml maintain the position they .S/iiiv^t. 
occupictl last year except heU*l-nut, in which an improvement is iiotimihle, and on account 
of which the value of the trade has aiU’anced liy Hs. 7i lakh.s. The xl/turt or hetelnut crop 
of the Presidency had pni-tially foiled and prices were in ci>nsei|uence sutriciently high U» 
make it worth while to inijxirt'^it fi-oin the Straits Settlements and IVyloii, w'here the crop 
was luxuriant. 

The ti’adu in .sugar shows a dis'line of nearly 71 lakhs, or 85J ja'r cent, against an tiuijar. 
increase in the previous year of iieoi-ly HO per ciiit. This is onlv what was to Ik> expert-eil 
after the very heavy .sliipmeiits of soft sugar in 1HS4-H5. ^Fo the deeivase of 71 lakhs, ' 

“ Sugar-candy" contrihutes .tJ lakhs and “ Sufiar Soft", rhietlv from Mauritius, (i4J lakhs. 

The falling ort' in the iinport.s of “ Sugar-candy” from Hoiigltong may Is'set down to its 
manufactuis' in this country fium the soft supir, of whi<-h large stis-ks were laid in when 
the price was unjirecedenteilly low in the year prt'vious to tin* oiU‘ under rejsa't. linporlK 
of sugar in 1HH4-H.5 of the aggis’gaO' value of alsait Its. 4(5,<KK) from |x»rts in Helgiiun, 

Austria, and the Cnited Kingdom were aliiioNt entirely disi’onl.inueil this year. 

The value of the trade in ti*tt has decreased hut tlu* i|uaiitily of it imported inte the Tio. 

Presidency has increased. 

Was iinisirted to a larger («xt»‘rit. hut its ((ualit.y is said to have Is'en inferior ill Bhfk 
onler that the reduction in pries* may place the urtiele w'iihin the reach of the hulk of 
the pisiple. 

This kind of tea that conies into Bonilmy from the Treaty Ports is taken to <ire'u 7V,i. 

Kithul and Kamlaliar, hut [irolMihly owing to the last dispute with RH.ssin, nierehants 
have hesitated to take the risk of trading with AfghAnistjtn, and imports in coirseijvieiice 
have tlecrea.sed to the extent of R.s. ,0(H). It is said that Afghiliiistdii also rveeives its 
.supply of green tea direct from China (S« Yarkand. 

There is an iinpno'enient of nearly IG ]x-r ci*nt. Since tlie alKiIltion of the duty Woofts/‘i-f* ;/«../». 
imjKirts of wixdlen piece-goods have I'leeii inereosiiig and the average ]>rie»! jier yanl 
has fallen from K.s. 1-2-4 in 1HN2-H.‘1 to neariv a r«pe<* in IHH.j-SG. The trade W'itli 
the Unitml Kiiig<]otn and Austria in tliesi* goods lias impinved hy nearly 8 lakh.s and 2J 
lakhs respectively. 

The featmvs of the export triule of the year under the inoro important heads may be KxportH. 
noticed:— 

Of coffee the exports were 10,049 cwt.a over thost! of last year, and the ilifference rof^r. 
in the value of the tnwle is a little more than 2s lakhs in favour of the year iiiider report. 

Egj’pt, Mauritius, lunl Muskat together have conti’ihuted nearly seven-tenths of this increase. 

At Singapore, os well as Ceylon, the crop was under the average and some of the markets 
hitherto supplied hy these comiti-ies had to take Indian coffee. No chiuige. appears to have 
taken place in the average price, which remains at about R.s. 2G-H-0 per cwt. 

The ^ason under coasideration was more favourable for the proper development omoh Sum. 
of the crops than its immediate pre<ie<*eH.s>irH, hut the exports of cotton show a 
deci^ase of 804,988 cwts. of the value of Rs. 2,89,9.‘1,5G8. This decrease was partly attrihuhsl 
to the fact that the quality was inferior, but as heavy shiniiienis, ns a rule, are made 
in April, May, and June, it is proliahle tliat the result of the ahundant citip will la* noticeable 
in the current year. The Eumpean countries to which thiscAiinmodity is usually se.nt aj*e (1) 
the United Kingdom, (2) Austria, (.’1) France, (4) Oerniany, (ii) Ilnasia, (6) Spain, and (7) 

Belgium. Of these the 6rst six have sharcil in the decreaw*, taking 81(1,9.*14 cwts. lvalue 
Ba 2,40,46,865) leas than they diti in l8H4-8.'>. The Uniteil Kingdom contributes Ki.’H 
lakhs to tins decrease, the exfxwts lieing of the value < »f Rs. 2,55.2.5,911 ognin.st Rs. 4,18,59,315 
in the preceding year. Belgium and Italy t^igether t<x)k more than they did last year, their 
shipments being better by 63,191 cwts. vaRied at alsiut Rs. 13^ laklis. 

The trade registtired under this head has o'lvanceil by Rs. 34,35,203, or alwiiit f'oum Tmimnwi 
IH percent. Most of the improvement is noticeable under 3me Tw'xf, cxjfsirts w'henKif 
to Mie Treaty Ports amount in value to alsiut Rs. 29^ laklis, which is 5 lakhs in 
excess of the previous year. In 1884-85, in con,s<.*quenc(* of ov<.*rpr<>duction, twist 
turned out by the mills in the Presidency could lie liought in China at a price neoi’ly (K|aal 
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to that of the raw material and cspitaliats taking advantage of the circnmstanoe made lai^ 
purchane-s. They gradually intrwluced it into the interior where Chinese weavers, on 
accrmnt of its low price, were indace<l to give Indian twist a trial, with the result that th^ 
now prefer it to that of their own make. The trade in lTo/«r Twitt produced by Bombay milu 
was not very large and this year its value reached only Rs. 5,5,000, or Rs. 8,.500 below what 
it was in_ the Meviuiis year. The principal places to which this twist is sent are Muskat, Jap^ 
an<l Persia. The exports r«f Coloured Indian Tivint are gradually increasing notwithstanning 
the fact that a great deal of it is taken up by the hsal weavers. This year’s shipments were 
to the extent of atsmt Its, !K),000 or Rs. 1.5,000 in excess of the previous year’s figures.

The exports of linsetst weixi Ix'tbw than they were in the previou.s year by nearly 7 
lakh.s. On account of is-munemtive prices in the Kuropean market there was ago^demiunl, ^ 
and though the eism in some |»trts of the Presiileiiey had {lartially failed, C'Mwn|iore supplied 
the deficimuy. Tlie eotiiitrios that ehiidly import this 8«»e<l ore the United Kingdom, 
Belgium, Fmiice, Holland, and the United States. Egypt in the previous year dropped out of 
the list of countries to which it is sent, hut it re-npptiars this year with a sum of about 14| 
lakhs against it. It is not known w hether the exports to £g}'pt wore for local consumption 
or for sulxsei(uent dc.siiatch elsewhere. 

An exjiansion to the extent of 2J lakhs has taken place in the export trade of poppy seed. 
Most of it IS taken up by France luid Btdgium. It is said that tlie late crop of last year 
and the abumhuit pnxlucn of the seasou now midcr consideration* led to on unprecedented 
fall in the priiv.s.

remaining on hand. It is stated that tlie rate.s for wool have not elianged for the ladter 
In Europe. 

Though the value of the trade has decivaswl the average price has increased from Slutwi*.

From the table given alsive. it will tw; seen that the t«>tal coasting tnuk*, import and 
export, sliowMndeeiva.se of uj>warils of l.'>2 lakhs when coutrii-sted with the figures of 
1884-H/i. Taking into consideration inerchandi.se and tmusure .scjMimtely. Ixith aie found 
to have drjcreased by iiioiv than l.‘W and 14 lakhs rcspcxjtively. 

The iniportM of inerehandise exhibit a <lecreas»‘ tif 116 lakhs, while imports of treasure " 
show an inensow of 4 lakhs, the. ivsult Wing a net decrease of 112 laklis. 

As the iiuputs indiento gixsls coining to Bombay from the Coast uuxstly for export to 
foreign countries, while the exports indicate foreign meivhandise distributed from Bomb^, 
the decreivs*' in both the imports and exports in this table shows a decline in the trade of 
the Presidency. 

The ex|iorts of merchandise .show a docrca.se of 22 lakhs, and those of treasure a 
decrease of lakhs. 

The import triule is recorded under two divisions ;(1) Imports of Indian prodnoe and 
manufactures, and (2) Imports of fori'ign nierehandiscx There is a diminution in the trade 
in the iirst division and an iiiiprovcuieut in the second tliis year os was the case in the 
previous year. 

The totivl imports of merchmidise during the year under report were vainm t.. 
upwanls of SO 1 lakhs, out of which 846 lakhs were Indian produce and about 15 lojchs foreign 
merchandise. 

The priiioipiU article.s of Indian produce importeil hito Bomliay from Coast ports were 
eoffiH*. coir uuuiufacturos. conlage, raw cotton, cotton twist and yam, indigo, myraWlans, tur¬ 
meric, coconnuta, copra, rice (husked and unhu-skeiB, jowdri and bdjri, wheat, raw hemp, raw 
skins, raw jute, gunny liogs (power and liand-hKim). giuuiy cloth (power and hand-loom), 
country spirits, castor ami cocoanut oils, ghee, fish (dried and salted), fish-maws, salt, seeM 
(liii.seed, mxiundnut, ami castor). Is'tel-nut, eanlniiionis. ginger, pepper, sugar (refined and ume- 
tined), tofiocco (unmanufactuml), bakwocKl, and raw wtxd. These were for consumption in 
Bombav and in tlic several districts above and below the GhAts, but chiefly tat exportation, 
to foreign countries. ^ 

Of the articles noted alsive, edfee, imiign, turmeric, coooauuts, wheak row hemp, 
country .spiriK castor-s<vil, lietelnut, pepper, sugar (refined and unrefined), and ioakwood 
show' an luetvasis while roir nianufactures, raw cotton, cotton twist and yam, oopnw rim 
(husked and unhuskisD.^'oieuri and bdjri, raw jute, gunny bags and gunny cloth (power and 
hand-l(Nnii), ea.st.or and coeiMimit nils, ffki, seat, linseed, ground-nuts, cardamOBW, tiebwtite 
(unmounfacturtHl), and raw w<h>I sliow a decrease. 
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The e;qM(t ooWtUlff ind« is also divided into two cUases: (1) exports of Indian pro- 
dooe and nuaxalttiians and (2) exports of foroiffl merrhautliae, the former amnnntinff to 205 
Ukhs and tiie lattw to 400 luchs in the y«ar. There is an improvement of about 6 wkhs in 
the former and afal&igoffdF 28 laklis in tlie latter, os coiitmsted with tlx; piwious year in 
whidi the trade under both the heads jdiowed an incntosc. Under treasuiv, silver allows 
again a decrease of abont 18 lakhs and gold of aliuut Ra. 4,000, 

Among the principal articles of Indian produce and manufactures expoi'tvd, raw cotton, 
oolonred pieoe*gooda, grain Ogram, rice husked and nuhiisked, piilm', and grain oth(>r sorts), 
iron, ted or gingoUy seed, totel-nuts, unrefined sugar, and teakwood exhibit an inrnsme; 
while eotton twist and yam, gray piece-gtxids, gunny bags and gunny e.loth ({lower and 
hand-loom), tael oil, and silk piece-goods show a decivase. 

In the course of the year 48,290 yessids engagwl in the coasting tra«le entored with 
eargoes and 12,286 vessels cleared. This is an incmase of 417 vessels and4<l,6l!) tons 
tesmage over the number Uiat enteretl and cleared in the previous year.

Goverumeiit transactions owing b> the retpiireiiients of the Quetbi ami Bolun railways were 
five times as large as in tlie preceding year.

United Kingtlom. This branch of the expirt trade i-ose in value from Rs. 22,22,766 b> 

Ba 28,86,320. Export trade in Indian prfsJuce ami tiianufoctures increased by Us. 39,08,838 
v^ltiring the year, llie heatls of increase have alreorly lieeu luditKid. Unlike Bomlsiy there 
was a lailge increase (124,678 ewta) in the amount of crAton exisirbwl during the year. This 
inenoase was due to direct imports b> Franco, Btdgiuiii, and Ibi^* where tiie staple is Is-gin- 
ning to establisli itself. Wheat forms the princijial paAion of tlie export trmle. During the 
year the amount of wheat exporbsl rose by 1,970,175 ewts., the value of which was 
Rs. 72,22,852. Tlie value of the wheat trwle which in 1874-75 was Rs. 6,15,780 has riwu 
to R& 4,56,40,848 in 1885-86.

and the toonago from 119,920 tons to 198,079 bma 'Ibis gives the large mcrensefl nuiulsT 
of 55 steameon and of 78,159 tona Sb^amei’s enb-ring in liaJlast declined by 8 steaiiiers and 
10,307 tons. Arab sailing vessels with cargo fell off l/y 33 vessels and 2,444 bjii.s owing bi 
the smaller impmA trade witti Persia and 'Turkey in Aina. Native craft enb-ring with cargo 
inereaaed hy 15 vessels and 1,621 tona 205 sbiamers with an aggnigate bmiiage of 272,686 
tana deored with cargo during the year.

'Pile iiaxst comsiderablc increase under imports was with Araliin. The increase of the value 
of the trade exceeded 11 lakhs of rupcc.s. (.sitfeo, skin.s, luid treasure were the main sources 
of this iiierensi'il tmde. Import trade witli Aby.ssinia and tlie East Csiast of Africa increased 
in value to the exb'iit of .5 lakhs of ruiiees. The establishment of tb« Italians at Massuwah 
has stimulated tmde. Treasmx’, live stock, cort'ee, feathem, gum ambic, and minor products 
are the .sources of this trade. Import tmde with the United Kingdom uicrea.s(.sl in value by 
n lakh and a half of rupees, ns did the import tSnde with the .Straits Settlements. Goal in 
the one ease and inferior Java cotRsi for re-export in tlie other account for the increase.

Departiuent and the ELordcbi Harbour works. The aimual grant of one Mkh for dret^rag 
the harbour paid from the grants ass^ed to the Public Works Department is now paid in 
a lump sum to the Harbour Board. Tlte grant will be paid for two yean further. 

It was determined during the year to place the Vengurla light-house on a more secure 
site. Bubsidiary builrliugs were a<Ided to the light-house at Penm. 

The work of levelling and clearing the Arkilla at Bijdpur was carried on by the extra¬ 
mural convict gang. The exjMimliture during the year amounted to Rs. 44,498. At Bombay 
the work of protecting the hjreshort- at H^iim, extending from the fort to the tonnerv, 
was oompletua at a cost rjf Be. 62,909. It was pro|>oHed to continue the protective work, 
but as the owners of the adjacent private property declined to pay any contribntic^ it 
was decided to incur no further outlay of public funds for this purpose. In the Burat 
Cullectorate the stone pitching for protecting the river face of the Adilat buildings has 
been completed. 


Militabt Works. 

There is no separate Military Work.s establishment in this Pnwidency, and the Execu¬ 
tive Engineers in chargti of the several .statioas are employed np<m Iwth Military and Civil 
works. The dutie.s of the Executive Engineer, Bombay Defences, are however purely 
military. 

In olaidienee to the call of the Ooveninient of India early in the yeai' a statement of 
piMsihle savings was submitted by the Public Works Department. This was fixed in the 
case of military works at Its.

It ascertains 
by ('X|HTiment the wants of the rural jKipulation, and when once found to Ik; firmly esta- 
hli.shed the estahli,shment is made jwa'inaiieiit and tran.sferred to the Imperial service. 

The amount of the |uxivincial grant for the district po.st service (Bondiay Circle) for 
1385-86 was Us. 8,'i,8l2. The lu-tiial exjHUidituru of the year was Rs. 80,284, of which 
Us. 80,21 I went* I'xpended on fixed establishmenf. 

The esljililishmeiit of the distrii't post com]irises 14 insjieetors, 20 clerks, 494 village 
postmen, 19 rnnner.s, and sehiMilmasters who reecdve a small allowanee for jx^rfomiing 
the dtitie.s of [Histmen. The apfsiintineiits of -t {Ki.stineii and 5 ruiuiers were abolished 
during the year. 38 jsist otriees and 436 lettsT Isixes weix- used by the district jKxst. 17 post¬ 
men were traicsferred to the Imjierial .service during the year and 2 lines converted into 
IniiH'rial lines. The total mileage of the |Kist lines under the district {sist on which nuuls 
Were carried by runners was 894 miles. 

In the (xiiirse of fhe yi'ar 3,72,039 articles were post<*d for dewiatchhy the (Estrict post. 
11,53,910 articles weix' received for delivery. 4'70 fs'r cent, of these articles were un¬ 
delivered.

Irrigation. 

The prineipil works in progixiss during the year were tlic Nira Canal and Mhaswad 
Tank, fixmi the giant for Pixiteidive Public AVorlis, and the Wilghad Tank to supplement 
the supply to the Ktldwa River Works. 

The Nim Canal was op>ued for irrigation during the year and 11,195 acres Were 
irrigated. No mtos weix> eharged during the first year, but full rates will be levied in the 
•second. The kital areiv irrigated during the year was 67,376 acres. In 1884-85, 87,701 acres 
were irrigated, and in 1883-84, 32,864 acrca The Hidhmati, Ojhar, Mntha, Nira, Kriafana, 
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06k81c (litt seetionX Eknik T»nk Caimla supply the Urmt irrigated areas. The 
iirigatea &om the Mutha and Nira Canals are oy far tlie laigsst: in botli cases tiie irri¬ 
gated area exceeds 11,000 aerea Next eomes the Ookdk Caw (1st sectian) with 4,700 
aoea. The total wster-rate assessment amounted to Bs. 1,61,189; in 1894 Bs. 1,38,289 
were reatiaed. 

In Sind the Indus commenced to rise on June 14th and continued to rise until June The latea, 
20th, when it reached a height of IS feet 8 inchea It thenfell graduaUyuntil August 7th, when 
it stood at 11 feet 2 inchea It rose again fnmi the 8th of August until the 27tli idem adien 
it stood at 15 feet 5 inches: from tliat date it fell steadily and rapidly. The inundation 
was steady and but for the gap which the curve shows iMtween July 20th and August 27th 
would have lieen very favoraole. About a mile of the new ]o«.>p line behind the end of 
Jhali band aw wnsl»w away in August, and some damage was done to the mouth of the 
Ghar. Otherwise tl»e works were maintainiMl in working order during the year.

The results torsi®, 
obtained from the Lower Pdnjluti. River Works were favorable. These works comprise the 
Mukti storage tank and 10 irrigation weirs or handharat. Tlie irrigated area is 1,870 
acres, hearing a water-rate of Rs. 1.8,600: hut over and al>ove this 1,1 )i7 acres of dry-cn^p 
land have lieen irrigated by the cultivators of eigiit/l'illagiw. I'he Uirna River IiTigalion 
schmne includes the Chankapur Reservoir. Tliis work is ProUs^tive; it is calculated that 
under the scheme 25,000 acres will lie protccteil from drought. Rs. 1,00,000 were sanctioneil 
lor the work in the budget of 1885-86.

Of theee works the Ojh&r Left Bank Canal ia practically complete. Acres 2,800 am 
irrigated from it The lAkh Canal cannot be extendi until the storage at MaUdevi ia avail¬ 
able. The area irrigated from it was 309 acres. The rainfall on this system waa somewbat 
deficient. Ihe total area irrigated declined from acres 1,394 in 1884-85 to acres 1,116. It 
was found necessary to refuse a number of applications for water in consequence of the 
defective supply. 

Rs, 65,733 were expended from the capital account of the Mutha Canals during the 
year. The maximum height of the water in Lake Fife was reached on 17th July whmi the 
water rose to a height of 7 93 alxjve the crest of the waste weir and within 7*07 feet of the 
top of the dam. Ine water flowed continuously over the weir from July ^h till OctoW 
24th. The area irrigated by the Afutha CiJanals rose from 8,410 acres in 1884-85 to 11,674 
acres. The canals and the works of the Cantonment and Station water-supply were main- 
toinod in on efficient condition throughout the year. The expenditure on them amounted 
to Rs. 40,957 Rs. 11,620 of this sum was ex[jended on the Poona water-supply only. The 
Paslrin Tank and Kirkoo water-works were maintained in an efficient condition at a coat of 
Rs. 2,515. Tile •Tumiar municipal water-works were completed daring the year. The 
Talegaon and Sirur Water Supply works were completed except the distribution in the towna 
The area midur irrigation from the Kosurdi Tank was increased by 63 acres and in the ease 
of the Mdtolia Tank was increased bv 550 acres, and is now 1,750 acres. On the other hand, 
in consisiaence of deficient supply the area under irrigation from the Shirshuphal Tank 
decreased by 666 acrea 

The operations on those works daring the year wore mainly confined to the super¬ 
structure in the river. The dam has now ooen raised to a height of 50 feet above the 
lowest foundation level. ITie seven turbine sluices with pipe.s have been completed and 
the fifteen under-sluices completely orcheil. There were no heavy floods during the mon¬ 
soon of 1885. The work on the sulisidiary weir has been pushed on most success¬ 
fully. The canal earthworks from the 1st to the 50th mile were opened fur irrigation in 
July 1885 ; and good progress was mode with the earthworks from miles 50 to 81. Dis¬ 
tributing chailiibls 1 to 11 were completed with masonry works, and Nos. 12 to 28 which 
arc 47 milas in length were practically completed and opened for irrigation. The people in 
some places have themselves carried on the distributaries. The area irrigated nas been 
already notice<l. 

The work for preventing slips in the dam of the Ekruk Tank has been completed. 
Tlie dam of the AsliU Ttuik has lieen repaired and brought to its original section. The 
area irrigated from this tank rose from 449 acres in 1884-85 to 739 acres. The work on the 
earthen dam of tlio Kuregaon Tank was completed, llte Shirai handhdra in the AluJkot 
State was commenced. 

The Krishna Canal was maintained in good working order. The area irrigated bv it 
rose from 8,275 acres in 1884-85 to 3,431 acres. The works on the Nehr tank righlffiiSik 
canal have been nearly completed. The irrigated area rose from 1,096 acres in 1884-85 to 
1,682 acres. Progress was made with the Upper M4n river worla from which 989 Am 
are now irrigated. The principal works in progiuss were the waste weir, tunnel, masoDiy 
and other works connected wiw the Mhaswad Tank and Canals. Good progress was 
with these worka 

The first section of the Gokdk Canal is now practically complete. It comprises 8 tnilss 
of Miiin Canal, the Wadarhatti branch 12 miles long and 26 miles of distributees all now 
in full operation. An area of 4,685 acres has been irrigated: this exceeds the area of ihe 
past year by 2,007 acrea There were no heavy floods daring the year. Hur(y ^ 
wore repaii^ during the year.

Tk» prineiiial work on these canals during the year was tiie deepening of the N&ra 
sumfy etuumel on which Be. #8,843 was expended The earth*work of the protective 
embankment of the Mithraa Canal was continued partly by prison labour at an expense of 
Ba *6,607. 

The widening of tiie Sind Canal was completed at a cost of Be. 85,069. The Sukkur* 
Begdri band was rnuMid and strengthened at an expenditure of Bs. 81,7M. 

A new loop line behind the end of the Jhali band, which was ocanpleted at a cost of 
Bs. 11,416, was washed away daring Uie inundation. A new loom hand thrown farther 
back has been commenced. The tegul^ng bridge at the mouth of the Qbar was washed 
away in July. The construction of a new regulator has*b«en oommeueed. The ordinary 
clearance at the Qhar and ita branches during Ihe year cost Bs. 58,641. It was necessary 
to cany out extra clearance at Uie mouth at a cost of Ra. 11,000 in consequenoe of the 
great erosion caused by the inundation. A new regulator to the Fwdwah was commenced 
and the new loop line to the Msgsi band complete 

No important works were carried out in the Haidarabad Canala. 

The total expenditure on Revenue account on the Fuleli Canals was Rs. 1,28,041, of 
which Rs. 1,17,996 were spent on Ute Fuldi and its branches, and the reinainder on the 
smaller Inwnches that fee<i direct from the Indus. Rs. 1,07,700 of this sum were spent on 
clearances, jungle cuttings, and repairs.

The inenmMr of 
Rs. 35,682 ui^r "Miscellaneous’* was caustsl by the credit of an unusually large propitrtion 
of the Administrator-Qeneral's lapsed deposits. The increase of Rs. 1,08,934 under “ C<intribu> 
tions fn»n Local to Provincial ” was cau^ by the repayment of a portion of the debt due to 
Government W the Central Book Dep6t, by the refmid of ons^nt lialances paid to the Pdneh

latter decrease was caused by smaller realisations of magisterial hues. 

Under “ Refunds and Drawliacks ” an increase of Rs. 39,503 vras caus'd by the pay- IVuvin^ Civil 
ment of a portion of refund of the Land Revenue of indm dllages in tl»e Bt'fgaiun Col- 
lectori. Under '* Assignmenta and Compensations” tlm incrcasi> of Rs. 7,26,284 w’a-s prin- 
dpally cause<l by the adjustment of i-evenue of alienated lands effecUMl at the ivvision 
settlements. The cxjieuditure under " Isuid Revenue ” increased by Rs. 1,30,392 in Con¬ 
sequence of the exhinsive survey operations of tlie year. The incitsuui of Its. 55,824 
under " Provincial Rates " was coiiseit by the niakiiiK into a Provincial charg<* U>e cost of 
collecting the Local Fund cess. Tliis is oouuU'rlinrniKKHl by a correjijsinding entry in 
the Receipts. Under " Scientific oml Minor Departnieiits ” an increase of Rs. 52,655 was 
caused by the opening of tlie new Veterinary College and Hospital attached to the College 
of Science, Poona, to the extension of the Agrieulturnl l)epa.rtnu;nt, and the expenses 
incurred in connection with the London Exhibition. Under “ Sufa'miimiatiou Allowances ' 

and Pensions" an increased ex]H-iiditim> of Rs. 22,905 was caiisisl by the grant of new 
pemiiona Under "Miscellaneous” the large incroostsl expemliture of Rs. 1,70,916 was 
ascrilwd to a Isiok debit referring to a loan, to special cJiarges in coimisttion with the 
Forest C,ominiHsion, to a donation paiiltotlie Widow.H’Home nt Karitclii, and to consiilerable 
expenditure at Aden caiiMnl by the iletmition of a ves.st‘1 w'ith sick pilgrims. The increase 
of ils. 4,33,.587 undt'r “ t’sintribution from Provincial to Local” was chiefly caused by the 
transfer to this lieiui of the Sind village ceas. The increase of Rs. 45,912 iiinler “ Buildings 
and Romls" was caiisetl by the transfer from “ Lsxxd ” of the cost of colleeting certain 
Feny Receipts and Raul Tolls. Other increases of Provincial Civil Expenditure nro 
explainol els»;a'lu>re. 


The diicrease of Rs. 94,644 under “ laiw and Justice " was ciuimsI by the alisence of 
officers on furlough, the re-organization of certain jail establislunoiits, and the nsluced 
numbers and co.st. of prisoners. The decrt'as«> of Rs. 60,718 under Ka,lt is explained 
elsewhere. The docn-asi’ of Rs. 2.5,820 under Marine was caiisisl by a saving in the grant 
for provisions and stores for certain stf'amers. The decrease of Rs. 4,728 un<ler Meilical 
was caused by the einpluyinent of junior officers at civil stations.

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Theiv were no changes in the personnel of the pemument staff As extra esta Mi shcai w ii 
was employed in consequence at the heavy coinage work. The total expenditure of tiia 
year (revenue charges) amounted to its. 2,38,608 against Bs. 1,16,719 in the previous year. 
Tills large increase was caused l>y the debit to revenue of the cost of 6 new coining presaeS 
(Ks, 1,10,000). Pro-formd charges amounted to Rs. 3,16,.562 against R«. 3,65,708 in tlm 
previous year. This reduction was mainly due to the fact that the interest on the ailvw 
and store balances was considerably leas, although the interest on the copper balance waa 
larger.

IIjc licit sales of the year ainoiinted to 14.5,.‘{!>.5 lbs., <‘xcee.(iing the sales of the two 
previous years l)y I7.-'I29 and 27,727 lbs. re.sp<>ctively. Tn all tlie clistricts save I'dnch 
Jla])41s, Nasik, anil Kolalta, sales were brisk, particularly so in AlimedalsMl and Kaira, I'lus 
increase was attributod partly to the estahlishinent of tint central wareluiuse in Boiiilsiy, 
alluded to in the rejjort for 1884-85, and partly to the large nutiiljcr of Hindu marriages that 
to*jk place in the year. 

In 7 of the districts the year was the second of the 3 yews’ periiRl for which the m)iniu 
retail fanns hail U>en sold on the minimum guarantoed vend systom. The oi>ium uuins 
to tlic other districts were sold for a yew each. 

Licit .sales of opium in the Native Stahrs in the Bomltny Presidency arnoiuitod to 
141,396 lbs. in all. Of this 62,007 lbs. was sold in the domimous of His Highness the 
Odikwdd, 13,716 llw. in Catch, 47,767 ll>a. in Kdthidwdr, and in the other Oujaiiit Agen¬ 
cies 29,176 ll)s. Poppy cultivation, which hml lieeu interdicted during 1883-84 ami 1884-8.5, 
waa rei^umed in Baroda tonitory in the course of the yeai-. In most of thest? States licit 
■ales improved. The extensive smuggling was somewhat checked by several gmid seixures. 

Other States in the Bomlmy Presidency drew their supply of opium from the nearest British 
diatrictor the Colhsetor of Customs, Bomlsiy. 'Hie amount suppliwl to them was 2,314 lbs.

The reorganization of the Goa establishments was carried out in accordance with the 
rccouimeudations of the British Delegate to suit the ntquirements of the new arrangements 
intnMluciid in connection with the transfer of the aiiimnistrative control of salt m ano f actore 
in G(M to his offict.s an<l the modiheatiuus in extent and system of mauufactore atiring ont ol 
the deedaration of Lisl^ou and the awartis of the second Mixed Comniission. It absorbs the 
tentative ii»luctions previously made and its effect on the nominal strength is to rednee 8 
Inspectors on salaries tanging from Rs. 75 to Rs. 130,8 KArkuns on Rs. 26 to Rs. 50, 12 Kir- 
kuns on Rs. i I to Ks. 25,110 petty offiettrs on Ks. 11 to Ra 23, and 501 sepws on Rs. 10 aad 
under, and to increase the English establishment by 5 clerks on Rs. 25 to Rs. 100. The net 
result is a decrease of G85 hands and Ks. 59,456 on the sanctioned strengUi and cost d the Qoa 
ostablisliiuents, which have )x«ii reductsi from 1,240 to 605 hands and frmn Ra 1,42,011 to 
Ka 82,555 per annum resjjectively. It should bts explained that this reduction is merely 
nominal, tlm ciwt of the establishment actually entertained having been macl> below Mm 
original saurtioned strength for some years previous to the transfer. 

Tlio net result of the changes in the etjnstitution of the depariment, os described above, 
has been to tiecreasc by 487 the total sanctioned strength of the deportment, as is stood on

The strength actually imtertaincd was still a good deal within that sooeticned, the 
entertainmeut of tiie full peon twtablisitments included in the reorganizat^ having been 
defeiTt‘d, in consei^uonce of financial pressure, till after the end of the fimuacial year. 

The most prominent fiMiture of the year’s administration was the run on Bardgra eaH 
the first indications of which were noticed in the previous year’s report, where it wae uen* 
tinned that shortly bcfoiv the close of the year large indents for the Norih-'WeetenTmvineM 
and Paiiiiib ha<l liegun to ctune in. The run then Taste<l a few days rmly, bat it mboeqaAti^ 
appeared that it was the result of a partial failure of the crop at the Sambhar Lake, whim 
compelled the Salt Deportment of Northern India to raise the issue price at SraMm* 
from 2J annas to 8 annas per mauntL The demand was renewed towards the end of tiie 
rains and then lasted practically without intermission till t^ close of 1885-86, when 
reserves had run so low and indents were coming in so fasti, that it was tiionght adviaiAle lo 
refuse to supply any markets other than those usually supplied. This, however, ww not 
done until it had Ixm ascertained tliat a full crop had been gathered at SamUiar, and that 
the prices there were about to be lowered. The issue rate there wee actually rednoed to 4 
annas and the demand had reverted for the most part to its old diannels as we year eloaad. 
The effect of the run up to the end of March IStw was to m<»e than donblo the ianea af 
Bardgra salt for the year. Special arrangements had to be aaade to atimgthea the ataff at 
Klitrtghoda and additional train service was prorided fay the Railway Compsi^.

The increase under item 3 was due to tlie great demand 
for hardgra salt. There was no expenditure under item .9 in the previous year. The only im¬ 
portant ib.'iii of decreiwe was No. 7. This large dt'crease was due to the expiry of the arrange¬ 
ments made in the first year of the Treaty under whicli the British Oovemnient was bound to 
take over at a fi.xed price the surplus stocks of the signing proprietors in Goo. These stocks 
were all di.s{sMt>d of in J 884-85. 

The Provincial inertuise of Rs. 1,11,690 was principally due to the revision of the subordi¬ 
nate establishments which was in force in 1884-8.9 for six months only. 

No c1mrge.s were iiuule affecting the general de.scription of the sources of .salt supply. 
The effect of the extension in the DhaHLsna work.s had not made itself fully felt at the 
close of the year as the crop for the first .sea-son which wiw stored at the lieginning of the 
year was, as i.s usual in fre.slily lin>keu ground, not a full one. The enm tor the second 
season how'ever, which was fs-ing stored during the year, was a full one. The extension of 
the Siinikattii ststside works was pi-ovisionally sanctionwl during the year; it is estimated 
that (>(),(X)<) niauiuls of salt will be annually obtained frtmi the exUm.siou.

In addition to this pennission was pven for the construction of 6 new works during 
the year mid the extension of 19 old works ei^Inding the extension of the Govenunent 
works at Sdnikiitta nln'mly mentioned. Great activity in the salt trade has been maoifonted 
during the past two yeors.particulnrly in Uie wrorks in the neighbourhot^ of Bombay. The total 
iiuniUir of salt-works workwl in Goa territoiy during tlie latter portion of the year was 249. 
Of tlicsi' 83 with on area of 107 acres w’ere worked on account of the British Government, 47 
with an area of 104 acres on account of the Portuguese Gtivomment, and 240 with an area of 
657 ocivs on account of the pioprietors working on the excise ^stera. 9 works in Goa 
territory were closed during the year. Of these 8 had been temporarily worked the

British Oovernmtsii daring the previoos ^ear for the supply of salt for {|ali*cnrbg and 
domestic ocmsumption, pending the perfection of the new aurangeiuent under wltim 
Portagaeae Oovemment ore to supply the es^ancos. 

The wholesolo prices paid by traders to niauufactiurers of salt at the ditTon'nt works 
ranged from 4 annas to 14 annas a maund, and the total average rate oblainetl was annas d} 
per maund. Tliis price was unusually high: the etiiwt of tlie prr^vssivi' arrangements for 
the curtailment of the supply is U'ginning to lie feJk The cost price of salt at the Ihivem- 
ment works at the Runn and at Bulsilr remained unchanged during tlie ytMir. Tlie nvei'agtx 
price of North Konkan salt was annas 2 pies 2 against annas 2 pies 8 in the invvions year, 
and the average price at theShiroda and SAnikatta works in the South Konlcan fell from 
annas? pies 9 to annas (i pies 10. The inoximuin rato chargt'able is annas 14. The sales 
at the Shmsla and Sdnikatta vrorks wetv cuusiderolilv lai-ger than the sivh-s of the niH‘vious 
year, as the proprietoi-s wer«‘ anxious to gi-t rid of suiTilus st.'K*k. I’riees at (.loa, whicli during 
the previous year had IsKui identical with tliose prevailing at Shirnda and SAnikatto, nise 
considerably. 

It was observed during the year ly Oovemm«*nt that tlie mnrkorl ditterenci* In'tween 
tlie price of salt at the Shinida and Sdnikatta works and the price obtaining for North 
Konkan salt callcil fur enquiry. It was tliought that the supply of salt iti^lio liatniigiri, 
Belgauui, Dlrirwiir. and Kaiiara Colleetomtes might lai t<Ki limited and the price tiHi liigh. It 
was ascertained that the high priee obtaining for ShinKhi and .Silnikattasalt was {larlly due t<» 
local pn*feix‘nee, and partly to tlie effect of the Portuguese Ti-eaty iu jut'veniiiig the exb'nsivc 
smuggling of salt which in former years kept tin* prk'e low. It wnsTliowever. detormined to 
extend the Siinikatta works cuiisiilemMy and Hotspiali/** or partially eqiialize'priec's. 

Excluding the consumption in Portuguese b-ri'itury the quantity of salt of all descriptions 
that pn&sisl into coiistimption in the Ikniilmy Pivsideney was 2.l>27.729 miinuds. Tliis exceeiled 
the quantity of the pit'vious year by 105.(147 mannd.s. Adding to the {xipulatiou of the 
Presidency according to the census of 1S,S| the |Mipnlation of Janjira, whieli now deiiciuU 
on Britisli salt works for its supply, a total of J!l,9(i7.l4iS souls is reaelie.l ; aceordiiigiy (.he 
avemgc quantity of salt csmsnmed by each individual during (he year was I0'S2 IKs. In 
Gujardt tile average eonsumptioti per heivl was 10'24 lbs. lunl in the i-es( of l.he I’l’esideiiey 
1V18. The average yearly imlividiial e^insumption has risen sincj' 1881 -.S2. in wliieli yearit 
hUkkI at 9()2 lbs. In 188:1-84 the averag<> yearly indiviiltial consumption wa.s highest, 
10'87 lbs.: the eonsiuiqition of the year nmler report almost etjnals this. In Gujarat the 
avci'age yearly iudiviihml consumption has sb-adily risi'U during the past (i years.

The year with a l)alnnce in round nniniM-rsof 27j| liikha of niaunds of which 21J 

lakhs were at KhitrdgluHla, less than 11),00<) niuuiuls at BulsAr, uliout 41 Inkhs at soa-sidu 
works in other parts of the Presidency, and a little over I ^ lakhs in Portuguese territory. 
The season was an average one. The (piantity manufactured during the year was less by 
a few thoimnd maundsat KhnrdglKHla, tiut owing to an increase of the pun area elsewhere 
it was more by upwards of i a lakh of nmuiuls at BuLsur, by 4 lakhs in the rest of the 
Presidency, and by li lakhs in Portuguese territory than in the previ<ms year. Tlie 
removals during the year inerensed largely. Jn KhiiragluRla tlu.'y incr*-iused by nearly

Country liquor consumed in the City of Boiulmy is «lerivt.<l from two sources, the 
diatUleries at Uron outside the Island of Boiiilmy at which spirits are distilled from 
niowro, dates, &«., and tlie distilleries in Bomliay iWlf at which spirit is extracted fitmi 
the juice of date, bmh, and ccKxiamit tixsta growing in the Isliuut. The iinjMtrtcsl Uron 
spint is excised hy a still-head duty and until 1884 the toddy spirit pixsluct^l in the Isliuid 
was excisisi by a tree-tax. The l)ran spirit had also to |Miy a town duty to Uie Bcaidsiy 
Municipality. The AbkAri r)e(Mirtinent since 1870 luul stt'adily and gradually iiiemiseil 
the excise <iuty on lK>th kinds of spirit adjusting the tax on the two difren>nt kinds of 
spirit in the best way possible. an<l sinei> 1870 Isith taxes ha<l, roughly s{M>aking, iH-en 
trebled. With a view U» tlie still more oceurate adju.stnieiit of the excise <iuty on Isith 
classes of spirit by .sulistituting a still-lieod duty iijion t<sl<iy spirit for the previous tree- 
tax, two large enclosures were built in llouibav in 1884 in which the distillers of biddy , 

L 'rit were n-quireil to .si-t up their stills, and the quantity of spirit manufmdared was 
y ivcordeil and tested. The pmposid to levy in this way a still-heoil duty upon 
toddy spirit was strongly opposed oy the fazaiubtr* and bhimddriti, the two classes 
interested in the luiuiufneture of toddy spirit, and the latt>i.r os a class refusi.d to take 
out any lictuises for tapping trees in l884-8,>. At the same time they oonipliiineii of the 
undue severity of various orders {>ass<si from time to tiiiii- for tlie regulation of the tax 
on liquor. Into all these matU-rs the (loiiimission mode exhaustive i.iiquiries and Huai 
orders were passed on the ivcouuncndutiouH of the (snntnissioii in Mareh, I88G. 

The.se liiml ordei-s wiov as follows ;—The prohibition of the importation of Usldy 
spirit into ihe Islarul of Hombay was is'inoved and the orders prohibiting the distillatiou 
or tin- jniei* of date trees were eaiicelled. The riitj's of tree-tax on tnijs taxed for the sale 
of raw bsldy was rediiceil bi lls. .5 }Kir date tree an<l lbs. 10 per eiKssinut or brab tree. 

It was eal(‘iilab‘d that under these regulations the siiiqily of distilleii toddy spirit requiri'd 
for cousiniiption in the Island of UoiiiImiv would Is* inabTiully iiiereas<.d lUul the om* 

•sumei-K <if that eoiiiparatively iniKS-Uiius spirit tlu-reby coiisiiierably U.iielibsi, while the 
lowering of the tree-tax on trei.s bipped for the sale of raw bsidy would etisuii) to the 
consumer a supply of raw- Usldy at cheap rales. The orth-rs eoneerning the iitmtinl sale 
of liquui'-sliops in Bomimy bv auction were modihed so as b> give the previous holder 
evorj' facility for retaining Ins shop, and the prohibition under wbieh li(|iiiM'-sliop keepers 
were prevented from IsiiTowiiig iKpior fiviiii or selling liquor bi one another was with¬ 
drawn. The limit fonnerly imposed on the niiioiint of liquor whieh might he sold bi 
one fa^rson was also witlnlrawn, an<l other regulations were iiiiule providing for the 
payment of difi'ereiit taxes in instalments. By tlx.-se iniiior niodifieations the eoiii-enience 
of the cotisnnx-rs of countiy spirit in Boinlay was to some exbmt coii-sulb'd, but with 
refereuoe to the main matters complained of, the Boiiiliny (hivemineiit was unable b> 
give up, at the instanc<‘.s of classes iniinediatoly intorestod in pushing the ettnsunqilion 
of liquor, the hitherto cunsistontly restrictive jwlicy of the Abkiri l>i-partiiient. 

Memorials of a .somewhat similar nature to that drawn up in the Island of Bom¬ 
bay were received from the Thina, Koliiba, and Surat tJolli.s-biratos. In the latbu' 
Golloctorabwiiiiiab. eni]uiries were iiioiie by the L!oIlecl.or into tlie matb-rs complained 
of. ^tor tliis investigation periiii.s.si<nj b> tap trees and draw toddy at iioiuiiial rub-s 
waa given to one of the jsxirer ela.ss«s inhabiting the soutlieni jHirtions of thi> Odloc- 
tomto. Licimses to tap bmb trecss exclusively for the iiiaiiufar'luis; of vinegar were iilsfi 
granted in eei-tain tdinkas at low rab-s. The riuina and Koldlia ineiiioriuls luul not ls>eii 
niaposed of when the year closed.

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A considerable improvement was shovm in the realizatimu of the year whk& esoeeded 
those of the previous year by 4)- lakhs. They also exceeded the average raatisations of 
the 5 years ending 1881-82 by 31^ lakhs, and those of the 5 years ending 1876-77 by 
39i lakhs. 

There was no material flnetuation in the number of licenses issued tar the sale of 
importtsl foreign lic{uor8 or in the amount of license-fees realised. Of the total r walia a- 
tiouB Rs. 61,656 were paid in Bombay. In the mofossil the largest realisations toede 
place in Ihina and Poona and the smallest in Broach and Kaira. The amount of the 
Customs duty levied on the foreign liquor imported in the course of the year, and the 
(|Uaiitity imported is fully explaintid under " Customs." The realizations from excise duty 
upon rum and spirits of wine and methylated spirits, of Indian manufacture, which are 
treated as excise nwenue, amounted to Rs. .58,501 again.st Rs. 70,191 in. the previous year. 
'Iherc was a ct^nsiderable falling olf in the imports of spirits of wine from Aska, while the 
issues of the same spirit from the Uran distillery improved. 5,522 gallons of ram were 
sold from the distillery at Pmma against 5,000 in the pte\'ioas year. Manufacture during 
the year was discontinued in consequence of the largeness ot the stock on hand. The 
quantities of the <iilferent kinds of these spirits that passe<l into consumption and the 
excise realizations are shown in the following statement:—

(a) The still-heml duty rates in force in parts of the Kaira di.strict were reduced os 
follows:— 

Per gallon of stmigth 2.5 ' U, P. from Rs. 2-4-0 to Re. 1-0-0. 

Per gallon of strongth 00 ’ U. P. from Us. 1-+-0 to Re. 0-8-0. 

The re<luc(><l rattss came into forw-in the Boi'satl Tiiluka from 1st August 1885andinthe 
talnkosof Nadidtiand A'luind from the 1st of June 1880. 

(5) The Hpeci»U duty of 0 pies leviable on toddy entering the city of Snrat was alwilished 
ontluil.st August 1885. The tree-tax rates in the city of .Surat and in the tilukas 
of Choi'iisi, (.Opiiil, JaMtpor, Bulsdr and P4rdi were, ixpialized and 6xed at Rs. 6 
per uwoanut or i>nvb tree and Rs. 2 per date tree tapped. The totldy shop 
licen.ses for the city of Surat were sold by auction instead of being issued on 
payment of a hxed fee. The Kdlipurilj inhabitants of the P<U‘di, Bulsdri, and 
(.'liiklili TAlukas were alloweil to tap alimitiMl numlasr oftnies for drawing toddy 
for domestic coiLsiiiiiption on payment of a nominal tax of 2 annas per tree; while 
ill the Choritsi and Olpmi TtUuKas, brab trees were liceiis<>d to be tapped exclu¬ 
sively for the manufacture of vinegar, on payment of a tree-tax of Ks. 1-8-0 per 
tree tapped. 

(<•) Tlie toddy-farm in the Broach Collectornte was aliolished; the tree-tax rates were 
rai.sed from Rs. 3 to Rs. 5 for coeiaumt and brab trees, and frohi Riel to Rs- 2 
per date tree lapped: and the Suiivt .system of issuing tapping licenses to appli¬ 
cants, on payment of tn-e-tax only, with tlie privilege of selling tx)ddyatthe tree 
foot, and with the privilege (on payment of an additional fee at the rate of Rs. 20 
for eveiy 2.5 trees licensed to lie tapped), of selling toddy at authorized shops was 
adopted. 

(d) The toiidy-fiirni in Poona was also alHilished, and tapping licenses were issued to 
npplicivnts on paj’iuent of tree-hue only at the sanctioned rates of Ra. 3 and 1 
fur cocoanut or brab and date trees respectively, with the privilege of selling 
Unldy at the tree foot; while, those who paid on additional fee at the rate m 
R s. 10 for every 25 trees licensed to bp tapped were authorized to sell toddy at 
shops. 

(e) Liquor of strength 40' IT. P. was sulistituted for thatch strength 60° U. P. through¬ 

out the DhArwir Collectorate. 

In all other respects the Abkiri arrangements in the different districts of tiie PtOsi- 
deiicy continued to be as described iu the report for 1884-85.

531,.5Ht gallons in the pn'vious year- The increasetl consumption was mniiily attrilmteii 
to the resumption of uiarriagt'S among the Hindus aft<!r the expiration of the Sht/nttit 
year in 18H4-85. The strike autoiig the BomUty distillers of ttsldy which was rmaiueiiced 
in the previous year coutiiiueil. 450 hrab tree-s were licensed for tapping in the islaml, 
and 21,777 gallons of bshly were produced. In the pi'cvious year 2(K) hrab trees only 
were so licenctsl, 4,<X)0 bnib trees wera licenswl for tapping at flirinj in the. TIutna tlol- 
lectorate for the traus|sji-t of teddy into Boinlsvy. 2(i4,2!.t0 gallons of bsldy were so 
importfsl. Date trees to the numls-r of 5,384 were licensisl for tapping against 5,678 in the 

? revious year. The imiuls’r of shops for the sale of country spirit and ttsldy was reduced 
roin 4!15 to 408. 


The changes in the Abkilri sysU.'iii efbsjted in the Hiirat district have Issen aJrea<ly Burai. 
noticed. The country liquor reali/ations nise from Ks. 7,27,8.55 to Its, 7,!)4,221. Tlie 
increase was cauml by the iinpn»veinent in the bslily raaliralions which in 1884-85 were 
unfavorably aifecbMl by a combination on the part uf tbe inlmbitants c)f the JaUlpor 
Tdlnka. The niiinls*r of date and hrab trees tapjied for bsldy ro.se fimii 113,785 t,o 131,521. 

The year under report was the lost uf the 3 years for which the rtouiitiy'spirit farm uf 
the district was s<.>ld. In these 3 years the former was unable to sell tbe ((uaiitity of 
spirit reruuvesl by him from the central distillery, although in each year he reinovetl the 
ininiinum amount ])erini.ssible under the leniis of the coiitracrt. The amount of rouiitiy 
spirit that passet.! into oomiamption in the year was 326,203 gallons against 305,024 gallons 
in the previous year. The sales wen; unfavorably BfliK’bul by the nianufaeturi» uiii| sale 
at cheap rates of country liquor in the a<ijncent Baroila territory. 

Tile country liquor re.vcnue in the Thdna district amounted to Its. 7 , 87 . 680 , exeeisling 7 ** 4 , 
the isivenue of the previous year by Us. 70,412. Tbe greaU't part of this increase was 
derived from still-head duty, w'hich rose from Ks, 4,17,285 lo Its. 4,62.'J31. All the farms 
of the di|jQi*{;(.*n( tdhikas wen; sold at aprodt, and the quantity of inowra spirit that passed 
into consumption was 232,451 gallons against 207,202 gallons in the jirevious yitar. lleal- 
izauons from the tax on trees tap[X!<l for Usldy-drawing rose from Its. 44,072 to 
Ba. 69^162 and the quantity of bsldy spirit that (aissed into t;oii.sunii>tioii was 01,501 
gallons Bgaiast 07,431 gallons in the previous yi>ar. 

In the Khdndesh district the Cfiuntry liquor revenue is derived soltdy fmm the. kMuM. 
proeeedsof country spirit farms wddfor !ami» sums by tAlukas. itainounted to Hs. 5,37,670, 
exceeding the revenue of the pis-vious year by Its. 0.*1,820. The (pianlity of .spirit that 
paaoed into consumption w'as 1,118.S>14galloitsagain.st852.195 gallons in tlie previous year. 

The rcaliaatious from country liquor in the l’<Hina di.strict wenriess than tlmso in the Poma. 
previous year by Rs. 16,8.56. The amount realized was Ks. 3,91,240. The decrease under 
still-head duty was trifling, and the major ysirtion of the diiriiiiuiion of revenue ofsjurrisl 
under toddy receipts. In the City and (.’antomnciit of Poona the cousuiiiplion of country 
liquor rose from 119,853 to 131,;l6l galloti.s. 

The country liquor revenue of the Dlidi’wAr district amountwl to Rs. 3,34,263. There XManctr 
WM a oonsidenJw improvement in tiic sales of liquor, and the toddy revenue oiuoiuited 
,te K». 98,728 agunst its. 73,742 realuse<l in the jircvious year. 
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The country liquor revenue of Belnum amounted to Re. 8,06,766 i^ainst Ra. 2,78,Ml 
in the previous year. The quantity of spirit consumed increased considerably and BtiQ* 
head duty rewsipts rose to Rs. 2,25,760. The number of date trees tapped rose from 
63,650 77,000. 

The country liquor revenue of the KoUba district rose to Ra. 3,06,867, exceeding the 
revenue of the previous yeai* by Rs, 42,176, The still-head duty rose from Rs. 2,63,076 
to Rs. 2,93,377. The quantity of spirit that passed into consumption was 139,577 gallons 
against 118,644 gallons in previous year. 

The realisations from cv>untry liquor in the Kanara and Ratirigiri districts rose from 
Rs. 1,.50,O42 and Rs. 1,60,603 respectively in 1884-8.5 to Rs. 1,74,426 and Rs. 1,68,860. 
Increasis] still-hea<l <luty in Kanara and tree-tax in Ratndgiri mainly accounted for the 
increase of receipts. 

In each of these 7 Collectorates the country liquor receipts advanced to some extent 
and the licit consumption of spirit incronsi-d. There was a large inci-ease in the number 
of date trees tapped in the Bijajmr district and a decrease in the number of brab trees 
tapped in Broach. 

The receipts from country liquor in tho.se 2 Collectorates aisj comparatively small. 
A sniall rise tof»k pliwje in the year, Rs. .'{1,385 Isung received in the Fanch Maltdls and 
Rs. 22.2.50 in Kairn against Rs‘ 26.120 and Rs. 22,2.51 in the previous year. 

The total numherof shopsin the whole Presidency fell from 3,594 in 1884-85 to 3,027. 
In Bomlwiy City the titnulier of shops was decreased from 417 to 393. In Alimedabod and 
Kiirat the numrier of shops was considerably iliminished: in the other districts the number 
of sliojis decren.se<l .slightly or remained unaltered.

The retdiaaticnis tm account of intoxicating drugs amounted to Rs. 1,13,470 agaiaat btoslMtliig Dnga 
^1,04,814 in (he previous year. Of this, Bs. 33,117 were received intiio City of Bombay 
and Bs. 15342 in Poona. Miscellaneous receipta amountetl to Be, 1,04,714 against 
Bn 97,622 in the previous year. 

The incidence of Abkari taxation per head of population was for the whole Presidency Xaeidt^ of 
atina« 7 pies 8. The incidence varies irom Rs. 2-13-1 in Bombay City to 6 pies in the 
Kaira Collectorate. 

The expenditure debited to the AbkiSri Department amounted to Bs. 2,37,258 against Sxpwditim. 

Bs. 2,43350 in tlie previous year. With the exception of Rs. 9,673 paid os rewards to 
informers and captors, the expenditure was incurred on the establishment The total 
strength ojF the suoordinate estahlishuient was 981. In addition to the cost of establish¬ 
ment tlmAbkdri revenue was debited with a clmrgeof Bs. 1,4.3.7.^0, the annual payment to 
the Bombay Municipality on account of compensation for loss of the revenue fomerly obtained 
by the Municipality by the sale of shop licenses. The amount of eoinpensation paid by 
toe Abkdri Department to Chiefs in the Konkau, Dekkhan, aiul Southern Mai-dtha Country 
for the lease of the Abkdri of their States to tlie Bombay Government was Bs. 1,46,832 
in all. The revenues derivwi from the sale of countiy Ikiuor within the States coucemod 
ore included in the I’ealizations of tlu^ districts with w'liich theA'likd.ri mnnagement of tho 
Sta#'' is incorporated.

The A'bkdri arTangeiiumts in the Native States of Sachin, Bdnsda, and Dhorampur, An»ntn»n«ate 
worked satisfactorily under the control of the Chiefs subject to tho .supervision of tlio 
Political Agent. Tho net Abkdri realizations in the Jonjim StaUt rose from Bs. 20,362 to ' 

Ba 25,162, and tlui number of tn'cs tapi>ed from 5,361 to 6,152. The consumption of 
spirit increased from 0,408 to 7.999 gallons. The Government of His Higlmess the Nizdm 
cordially consented to remove nil its ii<iuor shops on the Haidamlwal-BoniLiay frontier ti> a 
distance of 3 miles from the liorder. Arrangeinents in comiection with the BaitKlnfrontier 
dilficultms wei'e nut completed. 

The nunil>er of oifeiiees against tin) Alikdri laws decreased from 2,010 in 1884-85 to CMfanooa 
1,803. The numln'r of eonvi-; ^ms obtained was 1,565 against 1,663 in the previous year. 

With regard to particular riiNtrii^ts theis* was a considerable increase in the nuuibur of 
offences reported in the Tlidna, Ndsik, Klidndesli, Dhdrwdr, and Bijdpur CoUectorates,

The chief reosfm for this increase 
was tlie removal of the prohibition to manufacture country liifuor of strength exceeding 
25" U. P. Tlie presence of a largo number of transport and commissariat followers at 
Jacobabad is said to have increased the demand and caused larger sales in the ,Shikdrpiir 
district. Realizations from toddy were ns usual nomuial. There was a decrease of 
Rs. 5,425 in the^ realizations from tlie sale of intoxicating drugs. Tins decrease mainly 
took place in the Karachi Collectorate.

Stamps. 

The gmss receipts for the ;[rear under the Indian Stamp Act and Court Fees Act amounted 
to Ba 44,38,320. In the previous year these receipts amounted to Ba 44,78,319. Becei^ 
under the Stamp Act exceeded those of the previous year by Ra 19,928, but the court-fee 
receipts showed a decrease of Ba S9,.527. Tiiis large decrease in the sale of court-fee stamps 
took place mainly in Bombay, and it has not been explained. The decrease in the mofussil 
was attributed to less litigation. 

The expenditure of the year amounted to Ba 2,21,291. This is much the some aa in the 
previous year.

iMtkns exceededthoae of ue previdee year. In jBomoiw Oty and Sind them baa been a 
Meady annual increase dnring the pest 6 years. The nuniMsr of appeals made ogaiiist the tax 
dnrinn the year was 9,033 and the amount remitted on appeal Ba. 62^230. This was slightly 
more than in 1884-8S. 

nie total expenditure incurred on collecting the tax was B& 20,041 only. Existing 
maehineiy is largely used to collect the tax. 

The incidence of the tax was normal Money-lemlers again contrilmted more than a 
fourth of the total collectiona. llie cuUeetiuns from ^noral uiercliants, bankers, and brokers 
were not materially diderent from the collections of tormer yearn 


Local Funds. 

The reeeipta of the 23 District Local Boards varied considerably frfini Bs. 3,84,435 in 
Dhdrwdr to Bs. 28,604 in Tliar and Pirkar. The total sum at the uisixisal of these bodies 
was 41,86,506. Of this, Bs. 29,76,384 u'erc expended. 

The liocal Fund reeeipta are ikrtved mainly from the uno-anna cess on the Ituid 
revenue. Receipts from Tulls and Femes and minor sources complete the available incunie. 
Of the one-aona cess receipts uiie-tiiird is devoted to educational pur|Kises: this amoiuit is 
supplemeuted by school fees and on the whole about iialf of tiie total inoome of the District 
Low Boards is expended on Education. The reuiainder is devoted to Public Works. The 
instruction of roads, tlie building of wells, the planting of road-side trues, tiie up-keep of 
existing roads, tlio n;pavriug of village tanks—tliese are tiie i>rincij>al j»bjocts tni which the 
Boards incurred expenditure. The gn-at Provincial roads running tliisaigh the districts 
are repaired by the oliioero of the Public Works Ikjiaitment, but all oUier roails art* repair¬ 
ed by the officers of the Boards. Works of an important nature tlmt m]niiv prof«>HNional 
knowledge are usually cairkd out by the officers of the Ihiblic Wtirks at the request of the 
Boards. The exticutiunof tlte Works is supervised by tite Ibnrds’ Works CtMiiniittees. 

Besitlos tlie District Local Boards wh Titluka in a district Iwis its Tdluka Local 
Board. The TAluka Itocal Boanl reoeivc.s from the District Local IkHird an assignment 
from the District Ixical Board ivvcnuv for the year calculated on tbts contrilmtious of the 
cess-payers of the Tdlluka. This nssigninent tiie Tilluka Local Btsu'd exiieinls upon puisdy 
local and unimportant works. 

At present the District Officers in great measure are the Presidents of Uie Boards, but 
the Vice-Pifsiiderits are non-official gentlemen. The Boards worked siiiootiily in the course of 
the year and the Works CommitUs's as a rule sni>ervised the wiwks of the Bisird with 
interest. No works of any iiiagnitu<le weiv wried out for any of tiie Boanls, but the 
money at their disposal was ivell spent on education, ami iiiipi'oveiiients of eoiiiiminications 
and of water-supply.

In eveiy 100 births 
there woitj 6‘2 i:i males and 47"87 females. For every hundred male birtlis Uie female were 
91-8:1. -These ai-o alsmt the nonnul proportions. With the exception of a shght falling 
off in Sind and in the Th5na district the numlier of Irirths recorded in 1885 was hi^erinea<£ 
rcgistratirai rlistrict tlian in the year preceding.

During 1885, 234 registration circles of the 283 into which the Presidency is divided 
were affected with cholera In 1884, 157 circles only were so afi'ccted. The 234 affected 
circles consisted of 38 town, 5 cantonment, and 191 rural circlea The latter comprised 3,783 
villages. Out of the entire population (16,454,414) of the Pi-esidency 4,840,783 persons or 
29-42 per cent, wei-e living in the nfieet«>d localities. Of these 87,287 or 077 per cent. died. 
Out of 40,894 inhabited villages in the Presidency 3,733 or only 9‘13 per cent were affected. 

In the following 8 towns the cholera death-rate exceeded 6 per 1,000, which was ex¬ 
ceedingly high. Cholera also prevailed veiy severely at the towns of Pandliarpur snd 
NAsik, but the ratios ore not given because there was a large infiux of pilgrims and devotees 
into these towns during the yeai-. At Pandhazpur during the Ashfidm fur in the month 
of July, when it was t>stimated that the pilgrim population amounted to 80,000, 443 dextbs 
by cholera tixik place. At Nflsik 395 deaths tooK place during the Sinhast fair which cut;;

Of tffl: VHtol number 
of jiatients (l.(i0.3,!)(i.S) 7.’)4.00G wen* men, 2M4,364 were women, and .587,308 were children. 
Thus out of every 100 patients 4!) weis- men, 19 were women, and 31 children. There w«b 
a considerable deeiva.se in the nnmls'r of patients t«vatetl for small-pox, but there was a 
rise in the niindHir of patients tivated under almost evx'ty other principal head. Tlje total 
numlH;r of minor operations was 77,7.34. Of the total nunilier of iiatioJits GSV per cent, 
wciv Hindus, 23 per rent, weiv Mahoiuedans, 2'8 per eent. Native Christians, 2‘1 per cent. 
Piirsis, 0'4 per e.i>nt. Euroja-atis, 0'2 per'cent. Eurasiaus, and 0'8 other castea 

The total income of the year luider report was Rs. 11,30.170. Dtslucting the cash 
balimee at the commencement of the year the net income was Rs. 10,14,360 : in 1884 the 
net income was Rs. 10,31,872. Of the net incoiae Rs. 7,80,516 were contributed by Gov¬ 
ernment, and Rs. 2,0.3.!').'s9 were obtained from local, municipal, and miscellaneous sonroes. 
The expenditiiiv of the year amounted to Ra 9,63.445. In 1884 the expenditure amounted 
to Rs. 10,28,243. There is a .slight diuirease under the heads Establi.shment and DLeto during 
the current year, llie ex{>euditiire on European roeilicines amounted to Rs. 89,336; on 
Native.meiiicinea to Rs. 20,034. Eurapean medicines are preferred by native patients, and 
they oiv obtainable in a more portable and edwtive form tlian native medicines. 
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Oa 1st Jaaaaay 1880 the amoimt of invested eapitfel was Ea. 3,89,900. Bs. 11,400 wrae _ 

invest^ dnrbg the year, and Bs. 3,400 withdrawn, living Bs. 9,*7,900 invested attbeolose lovotted wpttaL 
of the year. 

variooB bnildings w«e reported to be in a fairlv satisfactory condition but several Buildingi. 
required considerable improvement The question of tne re-construction of the European 
Ckmeral Hospital, Bombay, is under considention. 


Co^'TAOlovs D18EABES Act, Bombat. 

Hie working of the Contagious Diseases Act in Bombay during the year shows satis- 
Caotory results. There were 12,289 examinations: a proportion of per cent of the 
women examined were found to be diseased. This proportion among the newly registered 
women was 678 per cent' The reports fi-om the troop-ships and ships of the Koyal Navy 
and Indian Marine showeil that very few sailors contracted venereal diseases <luriug tlio year. 
A decrease was observed in the numlwr of cases of primary syphilis treated’ at tlie various 
hospitals in Bombay. 

The total cost of working the Act was Ks. 29,G66. The average monthly cost per 
head of each woman registered was Rs. 1-10-7. The iiuiubt<r of prosecutions for evading 
medical examiimtioo was 397: in 8 cases imprisonment was imposed ns a punishment, 
in 194 oases dues were indicted. In the reniqiniug coses the defaulters either absconded 
or were warned and discharged. 


Lunatic Asylums. 

There are .I lunatic asylums in the Bombay Presidency, viz. at CoUImi, Poona, Dhlir- 
w&r, Ahiuedaliad, an<l HaidaralMid in Rind. A new asylum will .shortly Iw ope.ned at lint- ' 

ndgiri. The Dhdrwttr asylum is alsmt to be enlarged. 

The asylums afford accoramtxlation for 649 patients, Native and European. The Coldlm AcoommotUtton. 
asylum alone has special accommodation for Euixrpean {xitiejits. 4.’> European {vrtieiits can 
be taken in there. The asylum buildings gcuerally were in g«xxl order and the eonservuney 
and Wttter-.supply w»w .satisfacU)ry. 

During the year 1885 the total nuralrer of patients treated nt the asylums was 809. A<lmii»ioin, 

In the previous year 920 were so treated. 221 patients were dischai'ged during the yi'ar, 
and 48 died. There were 231 new admissions. Of these 231 p<'.i'siiiis 213 were males and 
18 females, 91 were Europeans (incluilitig 79 Eui'opean soldiei-s), 77 were Hittclns, 69 Ma- 
homedans, 6 P4rsis, and 1 other caste. The cause of insanity was known in 416 cases only 
out of the 899. Physical causes, chiefly immo<lerate use of gdwja, accounted for 344 aises, 
and moral causes—chiefly grief—for 71. 

94 criminal lunatics were under treatment at the coinniencement and 91 at the end of Criminal Lunatina. 
the year. The total number confined was 114. In 1884 the total nuinU>r was 116. 

The net cost to Qovenimunt on account of the H asylums was Rs. 1,21,888, as compared C«at. 
with Its. 1,15,908 in the prcvious year. The average cmjsI per patient was Rs. 186-9-7: 
in 1884 this cost wos 18.5-0-7. The cost per patient was lc)west at Haidaralsul 
(Rs. 111-10-2) and highe.st at Dhdi-wllr (Rs. 249-12-1). At the latter place there was an 
outbreak of cholera and the price of food grains was high. 


Sanitation. 

The actual outlay on sanitary work.s (military) during 1885 was Rs. 1,63,233, as Sanitary worka— 
against Rs. 98,885 in 1884. Of triis sum Rs. .56,081 were spent in Bombay and Col4ba, Military. 

Ba 3,972 in Boroda, Rs. 64,477 in Ahrnedalad, Rs. 9,245 in Puraiitlhar, Rs. 15,953 in Ka- 
r4chi, Rs. 3.13^in Jocobabod, Rs. 3,055 in Mhow, ami minor sums in the other ouitoiiments. 

The principiff works constructed W'ere quartera for f>flicc‘r8 in Marine Liiie.s, Boinlfay, cost 
Rs. «,983; a hospital for British troops at AhinedalxMl, cost Rs. 63,773 ; and (juartei’S for 
sappers and miners at Manora, Korfichi, co.st R.s. 13,270. 

The total annual income of the municipalities in the Presidency for 1885 was Hanita^ worka— 
Rs. 30,70,624, of which Rs. 6,83,668 was expemled on conservancy as ugaimst Rs. 0,60.806 in Muniuipal.

The existing water-supply of the various towns remained unaltered : at Aliinedalxid Water lupply of 
a new scheme of water-supply was brought forward for consideration but rejeete<lby the moniolpaf towna. 
municipality duri^ the year. At Brriach, Surat, Karla, and Yeola the water-supply is 
indifferent or insofmiient. In the remaining towns the water-supply may b«« called fair; -it 
varies, each town having its own specitfl arrangements. Poona for instance is supplmd 
fnnn 4 aqueducts and uic Kliadakvdsla Canal: tlie Kuburi>an municipal town also obtains 
its supply from the Mala and Mntha rivers. At Karachi there are elalxirate wab-r-works. 

MAlegaon gets its water-supply from the river Mosatn : this river occasionally becomes dry 
in the hot weather, when tlie municipality builds temporary dams and wells, (logha, Thdna, 

MAhim, Bbiwndi, and Alib% obtain their water-supply from tanks and lakes. A 
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flcbcme is on foot for improving the somewhat defective water-sopply of Ahmednagar. TIw 
inunicipnlitics cleanse the various pnblic wells within their limits every year. 

In all the municipal towns there are open masoniy side drains to the prinei^ streets, 
but no proper drains to carry off foul water from the various houses. At Ahmedahad CStv 
there are no underground sewers to carry off orine, foul water and night-soil, some of whien 
is collected in troughs W the municipal servants and removed to the sewage depiMs, bat 
the greater portion finih) its way into pits dug ly the people at the sides m their houses. 
At Ahmednagar the drains are very defective: they ore far from satisfactory at Sukkur. 
In Dhulia, Kaira, and Sholdpur there are underground drains which are openra and flushed 
once a year. Rapid progress in this important direction is diflicult, the resources of the 
municipalities lieuig, as a rule, extremely limited. 

There are hut few municipal cesspools: since the construction of open surface druns 
the uuml)er of cesspools has steaiily decreased. It was foUbd necessary to construct some 
at Nd^iik during the year: a new and thorough 8y.stem of water-supply and sewerage for 
this important and sacred town is urgently required. At Shikdrpur the cesspools under 
niunicipol control arc kept fairly clean and deodorised with quicklime.

A staff of sweepers is entertained by each municipality to keep the town and streets 
clean. In most of the towns dust-hius ai-e placed in suitable places and emptied once a day. 
Tlie street sweepings arc either burnt, sohl, or utilised. At Karachi a light tramway hw 
Ixjcn built for the removal of the sweepings. 

Mfjst of the municipal towns have public latrines. The night-soil is removed and in 
the civse of the minor municipalities buried, in the wealthier converted into poudrette. In 
only a few of the municipal towns arc there urinals. 

During the course of the y<!ar the (lovemment of India ordered a new form of Bill 
of Health. The new tonn is U> the following effect:—

This gives a net increase of 62,180 or 6’51 
per cent, in primary vaccinations and a net decrease of 9,958 or 15'72 per cent in re-vacei- 
nations. The rate of decrease in priinoiy vaccinations amongst British troops was very 
high, 37-20 per cent. On the whole there was an increase of 42,222 operations or of 
4 88 |)er cent on the ro.sults of the previoas year.

The deerea.se under this hiad was most marked in tlie Presidency Circle, Native Army, 
Central District, Western Onjarnt, an«l British Ai-iiiy. The, .success in re-vaccinations was 
slightly more marked than in the previou-s year. 

For purposes of vaccination there are three ages, tf/t. tinder 1 year, Isitween 1 and 6 
years, and alxive (i yeni-s. The numlK'i-s under each age primarily vaccinateil were respect¬ 
ively 587,894 ; 253,927 ; and 12,506. 'I'lins out of every 100 piii-sons vaccinated there were 
08-81 infants : of tlie.so 00'14 were vaccinated successfully, Coinpai-ed with the preceding 
year this rate was higher by 3-37 per cent. 

440,462 males and 413,925 females were primarily vaccinated. The re-vaccinated were 
respectively 31,710 ami 21,093. The totals of persons operated on were malas, 472,172; 
females 435,018. 


There was,a rise in the percentage of successful cases. In primary vaccinations the per¬ 
centage of successful eases was 95-70 : in total operations 94-11 per cent. In the previons 
year the,se percentages were 95-29 ami 93-08 respectively.

In primary vaccinations the percentages of successful cases were higher than in toe 
meceding year in Local Fund and Native State Estahlishiucnts, and in Dispousai'it's and 
NoUve .£miy. The hipest percentage was 96*39 under Local Fond, and the lowest 91-26 
in toe Britisn Army. The next highest tvos 95 78 in Municipal and the next lowest 91*88 
nnder Coverum^it. In re-vaccinatious the lowest percentagt* was 5011 in Cantonment and 
ths hi^iest 88*60 under Government. 

Animal vaccination was carried on in Bombay, Poona City and Cantomnent, Broach 
Ccdlectorate, and Bijkot. The operation of inoculating heifers was generalh' successful. 
Animal lymph alone IS used in Bombay. In Poona, Broach, Jombusar, and R4jkot, both 
human and animal lymph were in use. Except in these places vacoination was carriiri on 
entirely from am to arm and with human lymph.

The average cost 
pw each successful case was annas 6-5 : or 4 pies less than in the previous year. 

Taking the work of all the Deputy Sanitary Commissioners, Superinttmdents, Assist¬ 
ant Superintendents and Insjxictoi’s together tliero w-ere 4,188 eneampmeiits, 80,105| miles 
travcllecl in 8,364 days, and 315,207 children inspoctwl in 13,607 villages. Out of eveiy 
100 persons opcrateil on 3472 were this year inspected, against 88*44 in the preceding year.

No instances were reported of any other disease but cow-pox having Issin crimmuuicatcd 
through vacciuation. 

In Bomlmy the compulsory Vaccination Act has been in force for 8 yeai*s and it luis 
worked fairly well The Kar^-hi Vaccination Act has Is-en woiking for six eomplett->ears. 
Great improvement has been sheeted in Ixith towns in the numlicr of children protected.

In 
conH(,(}aence of reductions sulsus^ucntly ordered by the Bombay Government savings to 
the amount of Bs. 1,90,431 were effected on the original allotment, but care was taken 
by the acting Director to prevent the weight of reduction falling on private enterprize.

It will be seen that a considerable advance has licen made since 1884-K5, If to the 
total nuinlK^r stated above lx« added the uninlMT of schools tliut do not .submit returns 
direct to the Educational Department the numlier of schools of all kinds in the I’resi- 
dency was 10,450, and the nuinlssr of cliildren under instruction 531,127. Out of 30,906 
villages 7,564 hn<l elementary schools, and the average numls^r of Wjuiu'e miles to each 
villa^ with a school was 24. Of the wh(jle p<ipulation the pivijxirtion under instruction 
was 2‘29 Mr cent. The nuinljcr of scholars at Drawing Classi-s, Ti'chnical S(;hrK>ls, High 
Schools (Boys’), Middle Schotjls (Boys’) and Primoiy Schools (Boys’ and (lirls’) was con¬ 
siderably higher than that in the,previous year, and the net result of the year was ap 
increase of 22,571 in the total number of scholai-s. 

Donations were made to the Bomliay University by the ThAkor SAheb of Gondal, 
and Mr. Haridds Veharidds Desoi. The Government also offered t<j the University the 
sum of Ha. for the Memorial Fund of the late Majmuddr Manishankar Kikdni 
of ELdthidwdr. For the Higher Examinations of the University 1,127 candidates appeared 
and )83 passed. Of these 320 wei’e Hindus and 140 Pdrsis. In the previous year out of 
848 candidates 432 passed. The large increase in the numlier of candidates was due 
to the institution of a new examination. 

487 candidates from the 9 Arts’ Colleges appeared for the Previous Examination at the 
University. Of these 142 pa.s.sed. 246 eandidates appeared for the First Examination for tlie 
degree of B. A. Of these 94 paas«>d. Ninety-two candidates appeared for Oie Second Examina¬ 
tion for the degree of B. A. Of these 69 passed. The most successful institutions wett! the 
Elphinstone CoDege, tiie Dekkhan College of Arts, the Free General Assembly’s Institution, 
Hambay, the St. Xavier’s College, and tiio Feigusson (College, Pismo. The niimljer of 
seholorB on the rolls of the ElphinstonejCollege was 258 and the average daily attend- 
naoe 235. 100 freshmen were admitted in the course of the year. 'The number of 

scholars on the rolls of the Dekkhan College was 190 and the average daily attendance 
138. The number of scholars on the rolls of the Gujarat College was 92 and the average 
daily attondance 51. At the Free General Assembly's Ck>llege, Bombay, the number of 
n 644-'—43 
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scholars on the rolls was 151 and the average daily attendance ISO. The C^onoelhn's 
raid medial at the XTniversi^ Examinations was taken ^ a tmpil from this College. Two 
Farsi ladies studied in the College with a view to taking the Medical degree. At ihe 
St. Xavier’s Collem the number of scholars on the rolls was 139 and the average daily 
attenrlanco 103. At the Fergussnn College, Poona, the number of scholars on the rolls was 
133 and the average daily attendance 82. The numlicr of scholars on the rolls of ^e 
lUjarAm College, Kolhapur, was 21 at the close of the year. The average daily attend¬ 
ance throughout the year was 28. I’he Scientihe Exhibition held at this College has been 
alluded to in Chapter I. I'he nnmt)«r of 8c4iolar8 on the rolls of the Bh&vnagar 
.Samaldis College was 47 and the average daily attendance 19. AU these colleges were 
maintained during the year in their usual high state of efficicni^ and the number of 
students in almost all the cases was not less than that of the previous year. 

The number of stiidenis on the rolls of the Law School, Bomb^, fell off from 180 
to 173. Tlio examination results were very fair. The Poona La'fv Class was attended 
by 64 students. 'Tliu nniiilxir of students at the Qrant Mcdi<»} College was at the 
close of the year 296, of whom 14 were women. The work done in the year at this 
College was extriiiiiely satisfactory, particularly gwxl pmmess Ijeing made by the new 
class for women. 'I'he (lovernment Medical Sctusils at Poona, Ahmedabad, and Haidar- 
abad Were attended by liiH pupils in all. At the College of Science, Poona, the number 
of students on tlio rolLs was 22.1. The Science, Engineering, Forest and Agricultural, 
and Mecliariical claases all worked well. Agricultural classes are attached to the High 
Schools at DliuHa, Ahmednagfir, Belgaum, Niisik, SholApur, Surat, Haidaraliad, and Nadidd. 
The largijst attendance was at Nodwd: the Gujarat Agricultural Society throws open 
its farm at Nadiild to pupils at the High School. At Haidambad the pupils ore able to 
work on the tioveniinent Farm. The Engineering claas at Haidarabad mode fair pro- 
gnm At the Sir .lam.setji Jijibliai School of Aii, Bombay, the numlior of students on 
the rolls was 227 and the avuinge daily attendance 167. By far the largest proportion 
of these wei-o attached to the Elementary or Drawing School. In this school most satis¬ 
factory result were ri.'ported by the Examiners. Excellent work was done too in ttic 
Painting Atelier, two of the students having executiMl works of singular promise. The 
total numWr of Drawing ('los-ses at the <lif1ercnt schools and colleges W'as 32 and the 
aggitigute attendance at them 4,033, against 2,713 in the previous year. The number of 
lads ndiuitU-.d to the Byculla Apjirentices’ Home was 11. 14 were discliarged and 20 re¬ 

mained at the close of the yeai\ 'I’lie Ratmigiri Factory was worked with the usual success and 
the numher of students on the rolls rose from i>2 to 1.'I'ho average ilaily attendance 
at the Fardunji School of Art, Surat, ii>se from 28 to 36. Useful progress was made in 
this institution especially in the arti.saiis' class. At the David Sassoon Reformatory the 
number on tlu^ rolls i-ose from 21.'> to 226. 'I'lie work done liere was of on eHicient 
nature; 6.5 of the iiimntes attended sehixds, (JO i-eceivtsl in.stnietirm in the workshops, 7 
were employed in the Government (Jeiitral Press, and 90 in the Bombay Mills. 4 small 
industrial selunils reoeiveil gi-ants of vaiying amounts and did useful work in training 
the pupils OH m’listuis and mechanics. 

'I'lie Mai.riciilatioti Examination for the Bombay University was held at Bomlmy, Ponna, 
Belgauin, Karilehi, and Ahiiiedaliad. The total nuinlH’ir of examinees was 2,262 ; of these 
837 paased. 21 girls prese.nted them.selves for examination and 10 snecceiled in passing. 
Of the passisi Keholars 647 were Hindus and 142 Pai'si.s. 'I'he results of the examination 
weixi not .so favorable as in the previous year, when out of 2,036 caiiilidales 840 paased. 
The arrangements for this examination were much up.set by the premature and illicit 
publiisition of the examination papers. The perpetrakirs of the fraud w<fn: not discovered. 
The University was compelled to hohl a second hurried examination, and the inconvenience 
to which candidates were tlius snbjeeUid jiossibly accounted for the falling off in the 
results of the examination. The following Table shows the percentage of success of the 
different classes of schools :—

Of the 03 schools 0 wore maintained ly the Educational Department, I by Native States, 

22 were aided either by the Educational Dopartiuout or by IsKal or Municii>al Boards, and 
4 were lutaidcd. 

In the Central Division the number of pupils nt the Qovemment High Schools at SatAra, Central ZKvMen. 
ThAoa, Ratn&giri, and Sholdpur increased materially. Ou(h 1 progiv.ss wiis iniulo at the Poona 
High School for girls which was visited in the course of the year by His Excellency the 
Oovonior of Bomliay and Uis Highness the UAikwibl. Of the aided .sclusds in tlie Central 
Division the Poona Native Institution, the new English ScIkwI of the Dekkhan E<lnc<ttion 
Society, the Convent Schools, the Cathedral School for Iwys, St. Patrick's School, St. Xavier’s 
School, the Anglo-Portuguese School at Lower Miihim, all ubtaimtd gisxl results at the yearly 
examinations. The giants obtained by the two first mentioned institutions were particularly 
large. The Native State School of Silvantvudi dbl very well. Auioiig girls' schools the 
Camcdral Scluwl for girls, the. Scottish (Jirls' Schwil at P<)oiia, and the Byculla Education 
Society's Girls’ Schools recAiivod warm encomiunis from the visiting inspectors. The Byculla 
Education Society’s ScIksjIs for Boys, the Bishop's High School at Pisiiia^iinil St. Mary’s 
School at Piwna were all maintained in a high .state, of eflicieney. The first iiicntioneil scIkmiI 
jinfFered a severe loss in the ileath of its head-master, Mr. Walters. The following Table shows

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Among the Unaided Sdiools of the Central Diviaicm the Proprietary Schocd and ilte .. . 

High School continued to be maintained in a high state of efficiency. The other Unaided ;- 
Schools, the Fort Imperial and Chandanwd^ Schools, also made good progreae. 

The total increase in the number of pupils at the High Schools at Dbiffia, Ndidk, 
and Ahmednogar was 124. All 3 schools did well at the annual examinations The 
numlter of pupils at the Mission School, Ahmednogar, rose from 115 to 185 end the 
progress mime at the school was said to be good. 

The number of High Schools(II) in the Northern Division remained unohane^ save 
that the Wa<lhwAn High School was put upon the list The attendance at the Govern¬ 
ment schools fell from 1,417 to 1,378. The progress made at the Surat and Ahmedabad 
High Sdiools was very fair, the latter school being particularly successful at tite 
Matriculation Examination. The Aided Mission Schools at the some towns made fair 
progress, llie Native State schools are in a peculiarly flourishing condition, especiallT 
the Bh&vnngar, Rdjkot, and Juiidgod scbools. Tliese schools not oiUy did excellently ww 
at the Matriculation and annual examinations, but also devoted considerable enciw to 
cricket, foot-ball, and gymnastic training. The Navdnagar and Wadhwdn schools aim did 
well. 


The attendance at the High Schools in the Southern Division increased 241 Ixya. 
This increase was almost entirely confined to tlie Government High Schools. The atteM- 
aiico at the DliArwdr High School rose very considerably and excellent resnlts were 
obtained ut tlie matriculation examination. At the Kdrww High School the attendance 
incmisod largely. At the Sai-ddrs and Mission schools at Belgaum, thongh the attend¬ 
ance fell off slightly, fair progre.ss was mode. At the Kolhdpur and Miraj (Native 
Stub;s) High Sch(x>l.s the attendance increased and fair results were obtained at the exami¬ 
nations. 


Attendance at the Govoniraent High Schools decreaserl by 61 boys but increased at 
.ftidfsl schools by li>0. Among the Government schools the NArtlyan Jof^anith School 
at Kardchi did very well at both the Matriculation and annual examinations. Amoi^ 
the aided schools Kt. Patrick's Scliool and the Qraiuinor School fully maintained their 
already high reputations. 

The general result of the year was an increase of 24 schools and 1,539 pupils. The 
nnmijer of Govoinment Schools fell from 29 to 20 and the attendance from 4,068 to 3,756. 
The decrease was cau.sed by the amalgamation of the Belgaum Anglo-Vernacular School 
with the Sard(li*s' High ScIukJ, by the transfer of the Sukkur School to the Munic^lity, 
and by the closing of tlie. KuinU SduKil for the support of which local funds were insufficient. 
Ar rangements pi-ogressed for the transfer of several of the Government schools to the 
Municipalities conc<>med. The number of L(X:al and Municipal Board Schwrls increased bv 
3, and 1 new school was estal>li.shed in a Native State?. The bulk of the increase took 
place in Aided and Unaided Schools, an<l will be alluded to in the remarks relating to the 
diffi'rimt Divisions. The following Table shows the total nnmbcr of Middle Schools and

' TheGovemmentSehools showed a sli^t increase in attendance and tiie lesaits obtained 
sA the exanunations were satisfactorj.'. The number of schools maintained by Local and 
. JMiuiks^Md Boards remained unchanged. The schools at Bhusdvai, Yaval, JaJeaon, Teola, 

M^degiami, Vinchur, and SdUna were the most prominent. The number of Aided Schools 
increased by fi, of which 8 were Mission Sriiools'.at the close of the year the Aided Sriiools 
jatinded 9 Ai^o-Vernacular and 5 Englisfa-teaehing Schools. All these schools were well 
Farted om 


In the Nortbem Division the number of Middle Schools increased by 7 and the number Iforthtm Di«Uo». 
of scholars by 465. lliere was a slight decrease in the attendance at (iovemment Schools. 

Under Aided Schools there vras an increase of 8 schools with 406 children. In Native States 
8 new schcmls were opened and 2 closed. Most of the schools examined wore reported to bo 
in an efficient condition, particularly those in Native States, Of the schools for Europeans 
aod Eurasians 8 were examined and reported to l>e doing useful work. 

In the Southern Divisum the Middle Schools incrcasttd in numliers by 2, and the attend- Smtktm illsMes. 
anee rose by 504 scholara. 1 Oovemment School was closed and 1 amalgamated with an 
existing school. The Oovemment, Local Board, and Municipal SchcKils were all reported 
to be in a flourishing condition, while in the Native States the attendance at the classes at 
KolhApur, Miny, and Jamkhondi increased very largely. At tlic 4 scliods for £ara[>eans the 
attendance fell off slightly. 


The number of Middle Schools in Hind remained unchanged, but the attendance rose from SimL 
1,166 to 1,S41. Of the schools 1 only was a Oovemmeiit School. 

As far as European Schools were concerned the principal event of the year was the publi- flohoote for 
cation of a now Code by the Oovemment of Indio. In making ap})ointmeiits to Oovemment 
Service preference will lie given in future to candidates who have passed the final standard 
prescribe in this new Code, 

The number of pupils learning English in Gdlegcs and Scliools of all classes was 46,007 study of Englbh 
against 37,582 in the previous year. In the same way the number of pupils learning a olawoal Ungmgta. 
cussical language rose from 14,069 to 17,814. 

Tlie number of Primary Schools for Ixyys rose from 5,008 to 6,503, and the otteiulance Prinsiy fSohool* 
from 875,040 to 391,680.

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conaiderable interest in the schools under thrar charge and many indications were fwibcmnim 
that tt healthy interest in edncatitm was being rabidly diffused by the recend extension of 
Local Self-Government. In Sind however a contrary effect was reported. 
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In the J’ivsitlenc}' Town tlu' tmiust’or of .schtnds to the Municipality was postponed 
until the pnasing of the new Municipal Act, In the towns the tivinsfcr, os already 

explainetl, was nitnost completed. Including Girls’ Schinds, (542 school.s with 69,440 children 
were ti'iMisfem'd in all. The fullgront-in-aiil fioni Government, which will not exceed one 
thin! of the east of the selmols, was ostiniat<!d nt alwut Rs. 1,28,000 a year for the ensuing 
6 yeai-s. The .scImsjIs were iniule over at <liffei'ent date.s. The cost of mai n t wai ng the sclioob 
was(exeluilingtheOovenunent contribution^ tlefriiywl from ItK'ol receipts such as fe<a>, local 
fund cess levied within inniiieipal limits, and special gi'ants fnini the Local Boards. These 
.siH'cial grants wen* not, jH-nnitted to exc<'ed the .sum which Imre to the total cost of the schools 
the same proportion as the nuraln'r of children in the schools whase parents were payers of 
load fund ce,ss on land outside municipal limits bore to the total numlmr of children attend¬ 
ing the sclnmls. 

In the CVnirivl Division the Pexma and ShoIApnr Municipalities showed great zeal and 
onoigy in couuectiou with their stdjools, the former body opening new schools in the 
course of the year. In the North-East Division the attendance at Municipal schools fell offslmht- 
ly. In the Nortliern Division there was alsoa falling off in the attendance, but some ofthe 
B<hu'(Ls did goo<l work. In the ^uthem Dirisian a large decrease in attendance was mainly 
caused by a close scrutiny of the attendance registers. In Sind the tiun-sfer was attended 
with successful re.sults in the laiger towns. 

In the Native States of the Northern Division a decided increase took place in the number 
of schools open and also in tlie attendance. In KathiAwdr, thcHalii K4ntha,Fiianpar,aad 
Rewa KAntlia Agencies excellent progress was made in the Fund Schools. 
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In 5lt tbe Diviaona oottridentble additions were madetoihe list of Aided Schools. The 
IGasun Sehoote wem as a rale well equipped and managed, while in the Native IndigenouB 
Schools atendaicy to adept tile Government ^stcm wasol^rved. 

A slight hicreaae took place in the attendance at the Polioe Schools. The Poona, Satdm, 
Ndaik, and Surat Sdiools were tiie most efficient. 

■Hie total number of Night Schools was 289 at which the attendance consisted of 
8,758 pupils. Fifty new sdiools were ojsnied in the course of the voar. The efficiency of the 
spools varies with the local circumstances. In 'iliana excellent work a’as done by a 
Theiatic Association which had established 9 night schools by the close of the year. On 
the whole the accounts given of these schools were encouraging. 

The total number of unrecogniziHl schools was I'etmnied at 2,904 and the attendiuice at 
70,140 pupils. These schools include Vedic schisils, Sanskrit scImhiIs, Onlinwy Vernacular 
S<^oo1s, Mos«iue Schools, and Mission Sclusda In most of them iustraction is carried wi on the 
traditional methods, and many of these schools have a strong antipathy to the Educational 
Department. Some of these schools in Sind are itinerant, accoin))anying the nomadic 
pastoral tribes in their wanderiiiga 

The following Table shows the results obtained at the aimual examinations by the 
Primary Schools in the several Divisions:— 
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The uumlier of Primary Schools for Girls rose from 402 to 445 and the nuiiilier of 
children fnun 25,870 to 28,068. C>f the schools 2 weit! Governnieiit and a larg».* number 
Aided. Thcschmds in tlie large cities werti the most flourishing, and the Municipal Boards 
displayixl an encouraging interest in the Girls’ SrluK)lH triuisfcrred to their chwge. 

The nund.ier of Mahouiedans at schwl rose from 54,148 in the pivvious year to i>7,747. 
The advance was geiwrally distributed b»it wiut more prouounwsl in the. ('<.‘ntial and Southern 
Divisions than elsewh<;re. In the Niirtheni Division n reluctance on the part of tlie Malio- 
incdans to Irani English was olwcirved, hut elsewhere the Muhoiucdan couitniinity show««l 
some signs of progress. 

The numla'r of children Isdonging to the Di'pivssed Cash's at solux)! rose from 0.795 
to 7.440. The .schools conducttsl hy Missions weiv the most eflicient. lii the North-East 
Division es}H;cia]Iy good pnjgress was ina<le with these schools. 

The numlicr of children at school iHdonging hi Alioriginal and Hill Trilsis iwie from 
2,622 h) 3,821. Considerahlo activity was shown in tin; .Northern Division, when; some, 
improvement in the schools for Bhils was eftected. 

The numlicr of boys at the Riijkimi£r C'ollege, Biijkot, rose from .‘18 to 43. Tlie ftiija 
of Kolluipurentcred the College in the course of the year. At the annual examination satis¬ 
factory re.suJts were reporteil, and the excellent hiiie jirevailing among the students was 
commended. The students are encouraged hi play cricket and other rimnly games and several 
have reachixl a fair degree of pmticicncy. 

The Tdlukddri .Schools were maintaineil in a fairly cffieie.nt condition, the irMi.st promi¬ 
nent being that at Wadliwdn. A uuuilK'r of relations of ehi(;f.s attended schisils in various 
parts of the Presidency. 'ITic school for .Sordllrs, Belgaum, was efficiently c<iuductcd and g<sxl 
accounts were given of the different chiefs there. 

Details «offterniug the number of schools, etc., in the Native Stahw will lie found in 
Chapter 1. 

The number of students lulinitted to the Prsimv Colh-gc for Mnskirs fell from 90 in 
1884-85 to 66, while at the Training C(.illege for Mistresses the numlicr fell finni 45 hi 41, 'riic 
number of wives who athmded the College for MistressiMi w'hile their husliands were stmleiits 
on the mole side, rose fnun 4 h) 8, and 19 out of 24 candidates paased the final e.xaiuination. 
His Excellency the Governor and Lady Reay twie.o visited the College, as did His Highness 
theCMikwAl. Good work was done at the Aidwl School at Ahiiiednagar, and atthe 4 schrsds 
in Gujordt. Tlie Mahd.lak,s}tmi CVillegc at Gujardt contained 48 women at the close of the 
year. The examination results at this institution were exe.eJlent. 'fhe Kdjkot College hod 
71 students on the rolls, here too the students wit only did well at the exaniinati</ns but 
exeeDed in cricket and foot-liall The Barton Female Training (.Vjllege, KAthiAwfir, niaile 
on excellent start and considerable interest was shown in the institution hy the adjnemit States. 
At the DhArwAr Training Oillege there were 125 .stuilmts, of whom 99 passed the different 
examinations. Of the students 70 were BrAhman.s, 38 LingAyats. and 23 Mahomedaiis. The 
sdbool for Masters at KolhApur contained 17 students, and the class for Mistresses 4 students. 
At Haidorabod the number of students on the rolls of the Normal Seh<xils was 28.

Mar&th^ started a siinUar fund for the henefit of their community at Poona, while the Maho* ■ 
tnedans at Bind established a Madraata with an inilnencial committee. The estahlkhrae^ 
of an Arts Collem for Bind was planned and Rs. 58,119 collected and promises of a yearty 
grant of Bs. 10,000 obtained from the Municipalities.

Th<^ transfer of the .schools witliin municipal limits to the Municip^ities caused the 
work of the Educational Depirtimmt to lie unusually h<‘avy. A series of conferences 
to which managers of private .schools as well os the Inspectoj-s and teachers of Government 
Institutions weis) invited, wtw hehl at varitnis centres early in the year. The recommend¬ 
ations thus made were discussed at a Departmental amference held in P(X}na and iinally 
Hubinittcd to the Ooveniment with a revised draft of a c<implete grant-in-aid code. 


Literature and the Press. 

LITERATUKK. 

The total nuinhcr of works registered during the year was 2,02.3, showing an excess of 
394 over the imml>er i-egisteml in the previous year. These works may Iks divided into 
1,,527 l«)oksftii(l 490 p<‘ri<Mlicals, or into 1,856 (i>r nearly 92 per ci'iit.! publication.* in Eastern 
languages, anil 168 (or a little al«»ve 8 per cent.) publications in English. Among the 1,855 
works 111 Easti'iu languages were included 487 lsw>ks and 132 periislicals in Mardihi, 422 
iKjoks and 289 periodicals in Gujantti, 74 Imoks in Urdu, and 100 Isioks in Banskrit, the 
remaining 351 works Indug divided among the other languages of the Presidency such as 
Konarose, IJiiidi, Mnrvddi, and hi-lingual, tri-lingual, and (piodri-lingual combinations. 

Df the 168 English fiuhlientions, 93 weix' Ixsiks and 7n numbers of monthly and quarterlv 
periodicals. Of the former 66 wert' original works published for the first tiiue, and 2^ 
re-publications, translations, &c. The divi.sion of the original works according to the subjects 
treated therein shows that no liooks were published under the heads of J>njma, Fiction, and 
Fh ilimophi/. The nuinUir of Eugli.sh publications in 1885 was less than that in the previous 
year by 6. The most notiex>ablc English publications of the year were :—

Of tlie works by Natives numbers (™'), (.V), 
and (6) w'ere the most important. 

The old established English periodicals which continueil to be publisht'd during the year Eugllnh FeriodiesI*. 
were tlie dwfion rinriV/Mrtry, the Orirotolist, the Orient, the tjuoiierty Jounuil of Ote 
Poona iidnuijanik tiufihii, and the Punins. To these was addt'd during the year Uio 
Taprobaniaiiy a Dravidian journal of oi'ientul stmlies in and an>uud Vryhn in Katural 
Hutory, Archivoloyy, Philology, History, dr., which is published every tw'o moiith.s. 

Tlic total number of Udanithi liooks published in 1885 was 487 against 815 in the Marsthi Rooku, 
previous year, showing an inercaae of 172. As usual IxKiks have Ix'en written to a largi-r 
or smaller extent on all subjects except " t'oyages and Tniivls." The W(»rks oji Drama and 
Fiction are the most nuiiierous. Some of the works of this class ai-e well writtmi and are 
interesting and calculaU-d to convey n sound moral. Most of them are Iruhtmtns or farces 
and treat of love matters. A few are writtt*n with the object of (hviying high (*ducation, 
c.specially among the female .si'x. Tlie peo|ile of India ore const^rvative in principle and a 
large majority of them di.slike the imitation by Indian women of tlie education and social , 

liberty «>f their sisters of the West. They fear that the education adiK-b the so-calhsl reformers 
propose to give to their daughters and sisters is liktdy to make them irivligious and 
insuboniinate and therefore le.ss ustiful in the imuiageiiuuit of the household. The teaching 
of reading and writing vernacular and ,Sanskrit Ls not so much oljectcd to, Vmt English 
education is abhorred by them as utterly unsuitablo luid injurious. In .supm>rt of their 
n-ssertions they point to a Inrgi* uumWr of educated men turned out by high schisds ami 
collogi.‘.s who di.slike the religion, manners, and habits of tlndr ancestoj's. I'he ({uestion 



gives a brief life of Ahilyiil)iii, the widowed <langhter-in-law of Mnlhiirrfiv ilolkar, tlm 
founder of the Indore .State. .She possessed gn-iit abilities and tact and was a ri'iiowned 
ruler. Her name is highly respected and grati'fully rememla*rud by the Mardthils. .She is 
considered an exemplary character and is highly venerat<*d. Front. Lug Vnliin to White 
House: the St:fry of PresUtrut frur/iVh/'s is a valuable addition hi Mariitbi literature. 
The works on Fiction include some goofl Uioka A Nsrics of Mirrors in<!iileab;s the 
practice of iloinestic virtue in various sjuiei'es. Tiie Isjoks of this series are tnuislatioiis or 
adaptations of Bengiili works Tina. Rnjnkanydnchi (lashta, or the Talc of IVinr Hrinccsses 
is intended to convey the moral that undue personal restraint makes women viedous and 
disolicdieut, while a sound moral education and reasonable personal lilxirty make them 
virtuous and dutiful. Hanihirrdo and PuUddl>di or the licMlUm of JS/if is a reaiJablc 
Btorj’ founded on some of the ineideiiLs of the .sepoy revolt of 18.57. The work was nn*sciited 
to and approved by the Daksbina Prize (.lommittee, wdiich gave a prize for it. 'rhe work 
DOW' appears in its second edition. Some numlairs of the puriislieal work, entitled, A itihdsik 
Kdtytikfjthdrfdi, or a Contfssndinjii of liisforictd dramas ami tides ismtain a story alsiut 
the invasion of India by Alexander the Great, There are seven Issiks that are translations 
or adaptations of small but good English works on Fiction such as Dindrlsis, a tale, tmimj a 
continaation-of Rasse.lus, Prince oj Abyssinia, the Secret Police, the, Tuming of the Shcent, 
a tale from Unti^esmar, a portion <»f the Arohian Nights, dr. Ahiiost all the historical 
pubiiAitions are senool-books with the exception ^ of tiiree which alone deserve notice. 
Alegre gharuny&chu. itihds, or an ocrouvt oJ the Angre family is .said to Is* compiled from 
old records and traditiona The Angrios were Mardilia chiefs who ruled the ]s*tty State of 
KoUba in tlic Konkan and gained historical reputation for their naval aeliievcriients in the 
early days of British rule in this part of the country', (nie) real History of Kurga. or the 
treaty of the King of Kurga milh the Knglish give.s an imcount of the late Kurga Stntc in 
the Miufras Presidency. Ceylon, ancient and moilern, contains n well written b.-rriborial 
and historical account of Cevlon conveying much useful and cnt<*rtaining information, ’I'ho 
book embodies the materials of two lecture.s delivered by tlie author in jiiiblic meetings at 
Kollidpur. Neoi'ly half of the Iwoks under Language are written by loa'-]iaid Government 
or private Bcboolmastei's. The AlanIcuiiiidai’siL, or a •work on. rnetorie, treating of the 
figures of speech with their illustrations, is a valuable addition t<> Marutlii liiiiraturu yvhich 
sadly wants books on scientific .subjixrts. The Aledd Sunjican, or the, eavses of the untimely 
death of the women, of India ami their remedies is a simple ami popular ^Icscriptifin of 
the diseases contracted by native women during pregnancy, and afti*r cliild-birtb, and of 
ordinary ailiBet)ta to which women arc particularly liable. Almost ail the publications 
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nnrler the head Pf/etry are reprints o£ old works upon legends^ or semi-religioiu sttl^aota. 
Tliero are some original works, but with Uie exception of the following they & toot desecte 
particular notice;— An elegy on the death of Henry Fawcett, a snuul work lamentiiffi the 
untimely death of Mr. Fawcett whose important services to India are gratefully rememMiud 
and whose death is c^'msidered to lie a national loss to this country; Samddhi Shatdvali or 
one hundred lines in verse about the tornh, is a pathetic appeal to the leaders of Hindu sociefy 
in the Dckkhan and to Mardtha princes exhorting them to pay honor to the memory of 
Bbiv^i, the foutxler of the Mardtha Empire, by subscribing funds for repairs to his tomb at 
Edygad. This apjMtal was not responded to by the public, but the request made, to Lord 
Iteay through the Native Press, having succee<lcd in obtaining the sanction of Oovemment 
for ntpairs through the Public Works Department, bis Lordship was praised for his 
sympathy for natives and anjircciation of antiquarimi works. Vijan Puri, or the Deserted 
Village, is a tolerably well executed translation in verse of Goldmith’s Deserted Village. 
The Vyavah&rouadya Huharsa or a thousand verse-s on various subjects by Keshav Saddsbiv 
Risbud is a valuable iioetical work. The style is simple and pure, and the sentiments 
expressed are noble and elevated. Of the two works on Piditics, one t^edy describes some 
of the prominent acts and iiienHure.s of Lord Kipon's administration, and the o^er work 
gives an analysis of the Bombay Dical Boards Act, and advises the people to exercise great 
caution and discretion in electing their ritpresentatives oi» the Boards. Srishti Dnydn, or 
Natural tieienre, a Mariitlii journal issued monthly, is a scientific periodical, its chief aim 
iteing to spread a knowledge of natural philosophy and mixed sciences among the Mardthi* 
speaking population, ami is a valuable addition to Mardthi literature. The other works on 
natural seienec are school geographical pamphlets written by subordinate schoolmasters. 

To the old periodicals the year has mlded throe more, namely, the NityvgHideehak, or 
the Moralist, a litemry peri<sJical; the Vug-iiilds,or sport of language, a literary and scientific 
periiKlieal; and the Jidl tianiitra.or tAf'WiUdmMt’yfW/ciowcZ, an instructive and entertaining 
periodical for children. All tliesc an: publi.shed at Bombay. 

The (hijarati books published during the your numWred 422 against 362 in the year 
previtms. Of tlic total nuinlM-r of {>ublications 84 per cent, were written Ity Hindus. 13 per 
cent, by IVirsis, uu<l 3 jjer cent. l)y Musiilindii.s, Ktsalvtor Biesjraphy is growing among the 
Oujarilti ri‘a<lersand lives tif the EmjKiror Akbar, Peb-r the Great of Russia, imd Ahilvdbdi 
lioikariti of liidon- were written in tlie year. Of the 33 Ihtnnatkul works, 17 were W^d 
on mytliological and other legC!ii(l.s, 12 on social subjects, and the remaining 10 on love and 
other topics. Among the 12 publications on s<a'ia] su}>j<-ots, 5 weiv: written by Hindus, 
condeiniiiiig child marriiq'es an<l perpetual widowbo«sl; arnl C l>y PArsis on social evils exist¬ 
ing ainoiig their own coununnity, Kdni KuUliiuin Kartiilc, or the vi.mltteile of the squint- 
eyed yfaWi is a witty and interesting stoiy'. 'Hw! iinjardt Ib'ijastht'rn, or the native states 
of Onjarilt, is a short historieal and desermtive account of the difi'cixut huge and small 
native .states of Gnjarilt and Kdthidwdr. The Issik is compiled from .several English and 
Gujarilti works and other sourees, and is a valuable gift to the GujarAti-spenkiiig iK)pulation. 
Mil lie ShiUidma n, or ad rice to a nwthrr, sup})lios suggestions for the management of children. 
The work i.s based upon the English Issik untitled “ Advice to a Mother," and adapted to 
native inatmi'rs ami custonrs. Native imslieines are pre.sc'.rilHsl in n few places. Tl»e lK)ok 
is a prize esstiy approved ami rewarded by the Gnjanlt V'ernocular SiHjitity. Among the 
Misriilanroiis work.s in Gujaiiiti, monthly or jwriodical iiiiiiilMtrs of transhition.s of several 
well-km>wn ['nriins ni-e issinsl, snrh os the Ravahjan, Mnluibhnrat. Matsyn Puran, Shiva- 
puniii, ami a few others. The Patriotic Atawwiation of Barmla still follows its pi-aiseworthy 
course of i.s.sniiig at a very .small prieo, as a pie or two, small tracts on usi'ful subjects, 
Piirdfan Atash Khdndii. or ancient fur temples, con tains a brief account of the ancient fire 
teinple.s in Persia, and a sliort [taper show'ing tlmt the followers of several other religions 
bcsi<te.s tlic Zoistastrians w'orsliippetl fire. Vivek V'dni ydne. Lngreji rithhdtnun pttstak, 
or the roice of iiisdoiu or the. hook on English etiquette is a sm^ work giving useful in- 
formntion on some [loints of English etiquette. Mixst of the fioeticnl works are reprints of 
the proilu(>.tion.s of old [squilar anlh<ii's. Among the original piwluctions are some small 
works pniising Is)r<l Ripon’s mlministration, eulogies of some of the native princes, denun¬ 
ciations of the social evils of child marriages and ill-assorted matches, Tfkflt legends, and 
sciveml tither works. Of the three work.s on iVh'h'es, two dcscriltc in brief the go^sworks 
of Lonl Kipon's admini.stintion, and the third, Ilind and J)ritaniit,u i-oliticulpicture, is an 
allegory in which Indian patriotism laments the dependent and depressed condition of Win.! 
(India). Mdst of the /i/n laso phi cal publications are ivprints of old works on Vodantism. 
aiiehu nshdha Ifushangcdli ,hividdnc Khniid tathd Purdtan Pdr.ii Pddashdhaoni Nasihato 
or '• Incj'ha ti.sllblc Wisdom " by EnifH-ror lloshanij, and the precepts of other ancient Persian 
Eaipcrnrs I'ntiUviis moral and instnietive pii'ciipts and philosophical reflections on divers 
.snlijeets ifin.stiiitix e of ancient Pei-sian wi.sdoin. The authoi^i of these iirecepts Itebmged to 
tile Pesluhvdiaii. KiAnian. Ash Kidniaii, and SilsAninn dynasties. The publications on JRiSigiim 

am mostly made up nfprayem and hyinusof Jainism, Indian deism, and a few other Intfian 

serts. ]akna and the Gathas, with copious esrptanatary notes and .an. appendix, am 
Zonwstriiin CAUvnumial and other jimvers triuislatt^ by tlie light of the researches made by 
wnne of the well known scholars in Viuuce and Germiuiy during the lost 50 years in some 
of the ancient langna^-s and religions of the East. Among the puljlications' on Natural 
Science^ i.s A nati)my, lluinan and Comparative. It is a tran^ation of Reverend H. J. Bmoe’s 
Manitlii work bearing the siunc title. It is a very useful work for Gujarati students. 
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Anatlksr 'mxic oft naAttml Kienee is Chamatkdr Chandriha-, or a eoUection of vxmden, 
ipvittf a brief aecoimt of Home ti the wonders iu nature, astronoinical. eheiuical, botuileal, 
^jr^mological, jpc. The Ikx^ is entertaining and iustnictive to young students and is a 
Valuabie pruse bode. 

There were 289 issues of Oigaidti periodicals daring the year under report against 21S 
u the year previoua Twelve new pcrio<iicals were pultiished. 

The number of books published in Urxlu during 1885 was 7-k t. e. nearly the same as 
that in 1884. More than half of tlieui were rej>rints. None treated of BUyrujihu, Lm\ 
Itedirint, Ph'doaophy, Sn-encii«, or Voytu/fit and Tntirls. There was only one pubheation 
under AHa. It was a translation on tlie subject of military drill, sword exercise. &c. Tlio 12 
dramatic works were small and written siteeJally for the stage. Tlie oidy lx»ok catling for 
^leoud notice is the Hazdr ManoyU^ or one dioiutnnd <jiteHttonH. It is included imder the 
head of Miacelianmue publications and contains one Uiousond questions asked by a Jew of 
the Prophet Mahomed. 

The remaining modern languages spoken in this presidency, namely, Hindi, MArvhli, 
Kanarese, Brij, Hindu-Sindi, Arabic-Siudi, and Pushtu are in nearly the wuue state of back¬ 
wardness in which they were in tlie year previous so far as the progress of literature is 
concerned. The total numlicr of boolcs published in them colluctiveiy was 84 against .17 in 
1884. Tlie following books ait; worth notice:—The single hiugraphicid wora in Ilimli 
entitled Bhakta Aldld, or die liven of miinte contains slioH accounts of some of the ancient 
and modem Hindu saints. Tiie information given alKuit the former is collected from the 
Hindu PurAna and that about tlie latUT, wlio weit; mostly residents ofUpfier India, in 
gathered from traditions. Under the head of Philoietphy m Hindi ore thit)o important 
worka Bvdnii VkidyluuMnnvdijirlkrito Nyi !fnpriikiuih,or the iii/fU of the Nijiii/aphdoHoiihy 
by Svd/mi Chidyhund/iunulyirl, is au exTKisittoii of tlie Nyilya philo.soj)hy founded piinctlially 
on tile NyAya Sutras of Ctautiuiiu and the V'aishesliikA of kaiiiblinuiii wliieli is not so much 
a branch of the NyAya system as a supplement to it extciuluig the Nyiiya to physicivl 
enquiriea The work is apparently intenoed for the guidance of tliose to wlioni tlie original 
Sanskrit works are iiiaceeasible on account of their ignorance of that language. AtmxpuMn, 
or « trenitiee on the eoul or enjirnue npirit, is a triuislatioii ftf tiie original work in Sanskrit 
bearing the same tuuiie by Kvtimi SiiaiikarAiiand luid of (sirtions of the coiiiiiieiitary on 
it also in Sanskrit by Pandit KilkAiilin. The “ Atnia]niniii ” is nut to Is; found in tlie 
authorizeil list of the e.iglite<;n Pujtlns, but is a nuslern work written after tlie model of a 
PurAn. It is an ainplhicatioii of and a cjiniineiitary on tlie I’panisluuls, the pliilo.sophical 
treatises appended to tlie different Shiikht'w or bninclies of the Vedu-s. The work contains 
subtle discussions on tlie. iliadrines of Vedantisni interspersed ^yitl) introductory sbiries 
IkutowciI from the Upouiehodn ilieui.M<.dves. Tlie single Kanarese publii-ation under tiie 
liead Tiitvele und Voy(ii/en is entitleil Jhtknliin Ydtrd (Jhtirilvii, or on orrount of the. 
p'dgrlnuufe to the holy plocee in the. South. It i.s an aceouiit of the holy pIiM^es of the 
Hindus such as IJdapi, Sulirniniian, &c., visited by tin'author in his pilgriiiiage to saereil 
slirines in Southern liidis. The single work in Brij under the hea<l .^1/■/.■< is entitled (Idyon 
Sdynr, or the oceon of vovol mnnie.. It gives an explanation and e.xaniples of dittererit 
modes of singing and tiiuir uiodiHeation.s. Tlie two pulilications on Itde/riijihy iu Arabic- 
Sindi arc tlie first and .second editions of a short biograpliy of the well kmsa'ii Persian poet 
Shekh SAdi. 

Of the clo-ssicol languages Sanskrit sliows the largtisl number of work.s pul>li.slii>d in 
tlie year under notice, Persian coming next, and afb-r that Aruiiie. Hebrew lias hail two 
publications only. Ninety per cent, of the work.s in Sanskrit, i’ersian, and Arabic are 
repuViiications of old liooks and IMiyion is the principal subjis.-t treated. Of tlie 1(X> 
iSi^krit piibiicatioiKs of 188.*>, (f are original. Ainoiig tlie re-pnblieations ari‘ to lie seen 
fresh editions of the Bhiiyoroto., tliA Jithiniyono, some of tlie (.'/lovinhoi/M, Vorirhoihitfhi, 
Devi Bhdffumt and soiiio other Piiraii.s, Vratardj and some other work.s on religion. Sidfuiut 
Kaumndi, and a few works on language. Tin; Vydkoeono-Mohdhhf'mhyo of Potovjoli, 
Vol. III. part I. and Vol. 111. part II. i.s a valuable additioti to Sanskrit liti.'rutiiiv. Thu 
Batik. GwrucIio'ttHroduyo. Kaurmuli, or the yloriee of the, (!o,ni or epirltnol ynide, Uu/ether 
tvithoa commentory sings tlic g!orie.s of Guru NAnAk, Hie founder of the Sikh religion. Ho 
is stated to lie an incarnation ofOwl, tiie last (Kalki) of tiie b-n incariuitioiis of Hindu 
mytholwy, and i.s .styled tlie proti-ctor of the Vedas and the defender of Himluisiii. ()ut of 
the 19 Persian pulilications, one is an original work entitled Midhommon Korimo, or 
versee eompoeed of Ji.re, linen, two of tvhieh are token from Shekh Siidi'n Knriooi. It 
contains verses on morality. The other jHtelirol works are rejniblieations o" jiortions or 
entire poems of some of the well-known iss.ds of Persia siiefi as Sle-kli .Siidj, Ilufi/.. Jaini, 
and Mahomed IbrAhim. The four Minf-rUiinrooM works consist of reprints of Ixsiks on 
dreams, furtunc-tellmg, siiells and niugie, aleheiny, ami several lii-aiiehi s of the fihiek art 
such as coiyaratinn, enenantment, sorcery, kr. In Araiiic the total niiiiib.r of Isxiks 
pnblished during the year 1885 was 8 as3gain.st 17 in 1884. None of tliciii were original 
works.

The tirst prai.scs viitue and coudeinus vice, and the second shows 
that worldly pleasures are insipid and worthless, and ought not to engross the mind of a 
wise man. A learned preface and critical and explanatory note.s are added to the edition. A 
fine edition of Hiiyhunniiea of Kdlidiie fm- the vm- of htyk echooh and ruUeyen is noticeable. 
Ibi.shhis the commentary of MalliuAth »uul copious extracts fnmi the commentaries of Hemddri 
(Jharitravarddhana, Suinativijaya. &c., it contains a literal English translation with notes 
in Hanskrit and various reailings. The present edititm is carefully compiled and copiously 
annotated. The. Jo-iniml of the Hojiiboy Jiram-h of the Hvyid Aeiidic ikiciety, (Vol. XVJj, 
No. KLIV.) AV/ro ■«)/««/«'r, contains Fi r)fe.s.sor Peterson’s Re[K»i-t on the «'aich for Sanskrit 
manuscrijft in the Bombay (’ircle, 1 «h;{- 8+. This is the second report of opemtions in search 
of Sanskrit manu.scri|>ts in'till! Bombay Circle, which comprisi'S V'sides the Presidency of 
Hombnv. fWjpntilna, ( Viitral India, and the tVntral Provinces. The Sanskrit library of the 
Miihdr^ja of Alw'ilr, a Native Stati; in Itiijjiutdna, was H<-Ar<-hed and supplied s<«ne interestiug 
W'ork.s. The Leycnde of the l‘ii vjiih\>ahV\ii\\oi\ m monthly nuinlH-rs in ranjdbi and English 
with footnotes contain some interesting stories. A itictiiyiurrif, /'Jviftieh, Mordlhi, Gujarati, 
and iSanekrit, issued in small parts, appears to be compiled with s<im« cai'e and is likely 
to {irove of great u.se to students of thes*- languages, A dictioiiari/ of the Pere'nm and 
Jiniilieh Imopiiiiiee, tleeii/ved for the use of Military and (Jiril Ojfficers uvd l:schools,is also 
a cari-fully compili-d lexicon useful to thi! .stmlents of the Pi'rsian langiinge. During the year 
the number of bisiks ])rinted in each of the languages spoken in the Presidency (excepting 
Portuguese, Kanim-se, .Miirviidi* Afghani, and Arabic) has inerea.s*>d. Excepting laioks on 
mi.scellaneoiis .subjects the largest number of Usiks printed was Issiks of poetry, 324. Bociks 
on language numbered lil7, IsMiks on religion 110, and lKK>ks on science 1)3. Dramas and 
IsMiks of tictioii numis-red 1)1 nod 83 respectively. Books on history nunila'red j> 2, IxHik.s 
on me.diciiu! 4(i. Iksiks on philo.sophy numbered !)l. Books on other subjects wi'rcfewer, 
the smallest miinls-r being Ismks of voyages and travels which numbered 3 only, (loin- 
[larivtively fi'w of th<> vermu-ular publications of the year were written by graduaU's of 
the University, and on the whole the publications hardlj' as yet corresjiond with the facilities 
atliirded for education in the Presidency. 

One feature- of the year was tin- jiijblication for the first time of Issik.s in Hebrew. Of 
the total number of publications of the year (i'l per cent were printed at Bombay in 68 
pre.s,s(;s, and the remainder were jirinted up-country. 3 ().t works were registered for copy¬ 
right during tin* yeiU’, of which 24.'> were private ami 60 (iovernmeiit publication.^. 

Hie general tone of the regisU'reil pnl.il ications was unobjectionable and luodenite. 
One publisher was convicted and lined by a criminal court for |iulilishing an obscene wtirk.

Tlie principal vernacular lAngunge.s of the Boiubav Presidency arc MaiAthi, QnjarAti, 
Knnarese, and .Sindhi. Newspapers are published in ail of these languages ; but the numlier 
publi.she(.l in Kanarese and Kiinllii is comparatively limiU'd. Newspapers are also published 
in llrdu (1), Persian (1), and Araliic (1). the latter having lx*en started during the year 
under report. At the idose of the yi'ar there were in all 104 neAvspapers and 37 timgasdnes : 
in the previous year these numbers were 5)4 niid 32 respectively. The number of news¬ 
papers was incii'ased by 11 during the year; the new publications included one English and 
two Anglo-Mariithi nc.wspapi-rs.

33ic most inqxirtant henils im;.sented 
were tlrnse of (be Kashmir iSaniiiliar, the Mdrkhor deer from the Himalayas, and tlie Thibet 
sheeji. Tliis portion of the eollection consisted at the close, of the year of 13 speeimens of 
larger and siiiiiller iimninials iiuiunteii in Kngland and Imlia. 30 stuHed .speeimens of .smaller 
niaiiiniiils, 10 lieads, .5.5 skulls with and without honi.s, 8 pairs of horn,s, 17 skins, and 18 
iisteologieal speeimens. 20 varieties of hirds from Khnuddla were presented in the (xiurse 
Ilf the year, an emu and a wild giswe were received fixiin the Vietoria. (lardens, and the 
colleeiion at the ^.•lose of the year consisted of 11.5 birils mounted in cases rc*eeivcd from 
Kngland, I2<i ftiounted at the. Museum, and 900 unmounted varieties. Among U<‘ptilcs 3 
speeimens of iVni/ir Tri were received, (i of Plyon jl/tieosns, 3 ai Xanifti'iH f\uu'i.olatus, 
3 of (I'oi^iji/liiphiis ('o)iii-UM, 3 {Miirs of Tro/iiilotitifuN Qii!unilu-intiM, and sjH'eiiiiens of 
Mj/rlrriijiiiiH, Molirrnu, L'r(niiitn/ij- Hnnhrivki (12 jaiii’s), and Vifrtiniin DrrifUMn-a, 

All these speeimens except tile eolmis were living at the close of the year. The whole colleC'* 
tioii consisted of 1.30 specimens jireserved in snirit, anil .5 stuHod and 30 living speeimens. 
No addition.s were made to the collection of tislios which eomsisted of GO specimens of frcsii* 
water fishes preserved in spirit, 14 iniiriiio specimens also in spirit, 280 stuffed fishes from 
/aii'/.ihar, 32() .stuH'od fishes from Bombay, and 20 stulfed cru.staccans. The collection of 
insects eoiisisted of ,590 .sjH'ciineiis of Iivpiiioplvrn, and 520 oi Coleoptera. 1.5 specimens of 
corals and 10 of shells Were added in the course of the year. The collection in oil consisted 
of 1.50 .specimens of corals and over 1000 of shells at tlie yew's close. The Mineral, Fossil, 
and Botany collections all received small additions. • 

The coUeetioii in the si'ction of Ethnology consisted of some 400 specimens including 
plaster casts of the heads of some of the hill tribes of India. In the Artwaro section are 
included siH'ciiiieus of Ahmcdabad and Surat kinkhdh*, sdri» and silk cloths from Surat, 
ThiSnn. Pismiv, and Yoola,f//i«fill from Ahiiiedal)ad,enibroidoiy work from Sind, ewpets from 
Poona. Beigttuiii, and KanicJii, silver work from Katch.BomIiay,and Aden, and many oithat 
Mjaiciuiens of the art-s and nianufacturos of the Presidency and articles of domestic use among 
the people. The C(illectiou consisted of about 900 specimens at the close of the year. The 
collection of iniulcis of temples, agricultural implements, &c-, was not added to. It consisted 
of 126 sfK'ciuu'ua The collection of Medicinal llnigs consisted of some 400 specimens. The 
collection of Koiids and Textiles consi.stod in all of .1,342 sjiechnens of which 800 Were foods, 
100 d\’e.s and mordants. 1.50 oils and oil-seeds, 200 fibres and textile.s, and92cottona The 
Arcliieological section was enriched by the receipt of 88 specimens of sculpture from the 
Paujali. At the close of the yew the eollection consisted of 600 specimens. 

Of the annual grants Rs. 1,800 were expended on Natural History, and Rs. 2,400 on 
Art ware. The general public aro reported to have shown a fair degree of interest io the 
museum in the coui'se of the year.

'I'lmse 
four villag*‘.s ara situateil on or m-ar the Tungal)a<lra river, which pi-olMihly was at onetime 
the east ami south-east homalary of the t.lhalukyan kingdom. The t^lmlukyan style of 
architecture i.s m>t fouml at any ili.stanoe to tin- east or sotith-eo-st of this I'iver. At all the 
almve-mentione<l 4village.s there are Hue Chaliikyan temples rich in Iwautifully ciirve<l stone¬ 
work. 


From Pur the party intwcd to Ifarihar.-where the temple was j>liotograpla'd ami most 
of the inscriptions eo))ied. A “ stone-eirele " was examined at Hdnelieninir hut without result. 
The camp moved on to Eattihuli, where the temple was (txainiiied. This temple contains a 
fine Hculptiircfl group on the roof rej>re.si;nting tlie Iloysala king slaying the, lion. 'I'liis was 
photogisiphed and draw'ti to scale. The camp then moved h* Jialagairwi in Mysore ti-rritory. 
Here two more “ li<»y,sala” gnaips wi-re diseovevetl, and also a pillar SO feet high, hearing on 
its capital a .statue of the fabulous tw'o-headed bird, (landablierumla, Aji in.sei'iption outlie 
base of the pillar .staU-s that “tin; Malinnmmlale.svara (.'liarnnmlruya set lima, eohiinn called 
‘ Uandabherunda stainlia' in Haka !((»!).” This i.s the first in.stanee in wliieli a figure of this 
bird has ls;en brought to the notice of the survey. Visits were next paid to Narsdiiur, where 
some iuti»ro.sting feinples were found, in om; of which are tw'o heaiitifully carved ami jier- 
fomt<;d windows with Imrs of Hgures n'pi-e.seiitiiig wenes from the IMinuydiia. 'I’lie tour¬ 
ing season of the party tenninaUsd with a visit to Kukanur.

The Roman t’atholio t^hurch in the Bomlmy Piivsidcncy is under two ecclesiastical 
chiefs, viz., the Most Reverend the Archbishop of Ooa, and the Right Reverend the Bishop 
Vicar Apiistolic of Bomliay. 

Tlie Apastolic Vicariate of Bomimy extends fi-oin Quetta to DhSrwAr. It counts 6S 
churches with CO European priests and 20 coaiBntors of the Society of Jesus. 26 indigenous 
priests and 07 European nuns of 2 religious oruers. The number of memliers amounts to 
22,6.39, of wlioiu S.+JO are Eimipcans and 1,614 Eurasians. 

'riie Roman Catholic Educational Estahlishiiicnt comjwises the St Xaviers College, ■ 
3 High Selwa'ls. and 31 priiuarv and middle claas .schools. Thwe ai-c also 4 Orphanages, A 
.siduKil for deaf-mutes, a Fomitlling Hos])ital, a Home for Eni-op«>an wiilow.s, 2 pixtr-houses, 
aud 3 lepei-house.s. The Ruuiun (’atholic Teiniierancc Society, which counts 500 mcmbtfr*|,, 
has built Tcui|K*rance Halls for th«' soldiers at Ahniednagai' and Kirkee.

With the exception Chureh bnildinga 
of the Mission Chapel at Bt'lganiu. all are in cxclu.sive C(>niK>c.tion witli the Ohnndi of 
land. These builduigs ore kept in repair by Government. Other buildings at various 
places are used for Divine Service. The aggivgate rt'gular attendiutce during the ye»vr has 
been 1,850 Europeans and 70>Naiive Christians. 

The Church of Scotland maintains 5 4Sunday schools for Europeans tmd Eurasians at Sahool*. 

Bombay, Poona, i^ariichi, and Mhow. An Orphanage for Euro)H'nnH is uiaint>une<l conjoint- 
with the Free Church of Scotland. Two mission seho«»ls for natives ai-c maintained in 
wmbay, and 10 day ami 1 night-scluvil in P«Hina. All these schools receive graiits-iii-aid 
from the Government acconling to their results.

5. The above figures show thali daring l^e year there has been a slight 
incase of 1*96 in the number of oases reported, but as will presently be shown 
this increase is under non*o(^isable oases. There is also an increase of 2,802 
in the number of persons arrested. Of this number 2,689 were arrested in con¬ 
nection with non-oognizable offences with which the Police beyond serving of 
process have very little concern. The number of convictions to arrests a^n 
shows a falling off from 29*17 to 26 62 per cent. The percentage of oonviobtons 
to arrests in 1883 was 31*78. The decrease seems due to the increase of non- 
oognlsable offences for which warrants have to issue before ai^ inquiry can 
be made, as for instance in cases of intimidation and insult, and offences relating 
to maniage. The subjoined statement gives the proportion of cognizable and 
non-cognizable crime to area and population of each aistrict and for the whole 
province:

6. ^ The proportion of crime to area remains the same as last year, but the 
proportion to population shows a slight improvement as regards cognizable 
crime, and falling off as regards non-cognizable crime, but the alteration in 
each instance is ^gbt. In one district only, namely Kar&chi, has there been 
a decrease in both oc^imble and non-cognizable cases, in both the Hyderabad 
and Thar and P&rkar IHstricts there has been an increase under each class, while 
in the Shik^rpur District there has been an increase in cognisable but 
decrease in non-cognizable, and the exact opposite in the adjoining Upper Sind 
Frontier District, namely a decrease in cognizable but an increase in non-oogniz- 
able offences. Fuller details regarding these increases and decreases will be 
found when referring separately to ea^ class of crime.

7. The^ number of cognizable offences reported daring the year was 
10,163, showing a decrease of 197 cases as compared wirfx the preceding year, 
which also, it may be remarked, showed a decrease of Md oases. The fonow-

enlmr head. It amounts to 67 oases, or a decrease of about 12 per cent, on the 
offences reported last year. 

9. The district in which the most marked increase has occurred is Thar 
and Piricar, in vhhdi there has been an increase of 171 oases or 42 per cent. , in 
excess of the number reported last year. The explanation mven by the 
Superintendent of Police to aooount for this increase is the badness of the 
season. JSe remarks:

were of little use. Mr. Duggan also points outthatthe inoreiMnin tibenniiliir of 
offences is due to more . Tagrants and bad obaxaotOTS having been prooeiMled 
against, to prosecutions for public and local nuisances, and under tbe Cburriagr 
Act, and gives the increase in ordinary orimes aa $9 only; birt efwtlifaja inBreana» 
considering tbe increase last year idso, ia unsatisfactory* In the above mnailts 
I have notooed the fluctuations in the number of caaee reported atid Ibcircanaoa. 

I shall now proceed to make a few remarica aa to the dispo^ of theae eaaos, ao 
shown in columns 8 to 12 of the above statement. It will be seen tbsA df Ibe 
10,163 complaints made during tbe year, 1,820, or a little over 18 per occA were 
struck off as iuvolring no crime. This is a very large percentaffe, and Hindieatee 
that almost every fifth complaint was an impounded one, but lai^ge aa it is, tbe 
figures show a decrease of 91 oases as compared with last Jaar, and when we 
find that this decrease was also preceded by another slight deorease m the. 

S reviouB year, the result cannot be regarded as altogether nnsatisfaotory. After 
educting false cases from tbe number of <»se8 reported the net decrease in the 
number of true oases is 106, namely :

11. In column 5 the number of cases shown as investigated includea oases 
investigated but subsequently struck off as no crime, and the percentages shown . 
in oolumo 8 are struck on such figures. In order however correctly to test the 
action of the Police by an examination of the percentage of eonviottons, it would, 

, it seems to me, he neoessaiy to strike the percentage on true cases only, deduct* 

' ing the number of oases investigated but afterwards struck off, aa the Police 
cannot control the number of complaints made to them. No such figures are, 
however, obtainable from the statements. The number of investigateo oases is 
taken from columns 12 to 14 of Statement A. Part I. which are filled upacoord> 
ing to the instruotions given 1^ the Government of India, which apparently eon* 
templated that all oases investigated, whether sabaeqnently atmolc off or not, 
should be included. 


12. The pereentagw of oonviotions to inveatigatious aa entered in the 
statement show a slight falling off in the case of Km4ohi, Shikarpur, and the 
Upper Sind Frontier, but an improvement in tbe ease of Hyderabad and Thar 
ana Pfbrksr, while the percentage for Province has remained almost the same. 
These results cannot m looked upon as satisfactory, but the Pofioe are ncA 
altogether responsible for them, as the rmses shown ai investigated kualade bi^ 
oases struck qu and oases which tbe Police were ordered to investigste order 
of tbe Magistrate. The percentage of oases convicted to eases dedaed has fallen 
for the Province by l’24per cent. This result is due to the fislling off in tito 
percentages 4‘68 and 8*17 in the distrieta of Kar&(|Psiad SfailEifpar, and ,1a . 
in some meaanre to be attributed in both theee diatrieta to the cause givett by 
the District Superintendent of Polioe, Carihda, who wv^es:

respeotirelT. Looldng et the ptreentages of oonTiotioas to apprehensions we find' 
that 11.003 persons Were appi^endcnl and 5,23d oonviotedy that is on}/ 47*58 
per cent. There hM during the jear been a falliug off in the peroent^fj^ of 
tlM Kaidcht and Shikdrpur JJirtriots of 2 and 6*10 per cent, respeotivelr, and an 
imiwoTenaent of 2*43 in Hyderabad and 12*19 in Thar and Pi^tektu*. Theperoaatc^ 
of ^e Frontier is -verj neariy the same as last year. Kardohi, in spite of me 
fidhng off in this year, still wows the best results in the Province with a per* 
owtage of 56*07. 

13. The percentages above referred to show the result of the action of 
the Police not only in cases in which they were free agents but also those which 
^ey were ordered to take up and investigate by Magistrates, but in order 
rightly to understand the working of the Police, it is necessary to note separate 
the results obtained in cognisable oases in which arrests were made by the Police 
tuo motu and in those in which arrests were made by order of a Magistrate. 
1 accordingly subjoin a statement distinguishing the oases according to this 
method:

Column 5 in the preceding statement shows that the number put on trial was 
9,584, so that 1,418 were released without being brought before a Magistrate.

Here again the Karachi figures are the most favorable, while those for 
Shikirpur and Upper Sind il^ontier seem to poiut to the use by the Police of 
tbe power of arrest rathior too freely, and attention will be drawn to the subject. 
Column 3 of the above table shows that the total number of persons arrested 
by the Poluxi Stic tnofu was 9,161 against 9,048 in the previous year, of whom 
(col. ^ 4,754 or 51 *95 per cent, were convicted, a worse percentage by 1*89 than 
last year. If the figures for each district are taken sej^ately, it will be seen 
that there is an improvement in the percentages of convictions to apjwehensiims 
by the Police ruo main in the districts of Hyderabad and the Upper Sind

The percentages for the rear though not eoual to those of 1884 are, it may be 
mentioned, better than & 08 e of 1383. Tne other oolnams of the statement 
call for no special remarks. There are slight increases end decreases which do 
not call lor special comment. There is, 1 am glad to ol^rve, a alight but 
general improvement in the figfures for the Hyderabad Disbriot. 


15. In the preceding remarks oogoizablo crime has been oonndered as a 
whole. 1 shall now offer a few remarks on the results obtained by the Police 
in their dealings with the more serious classes of crime. The subjoini^ table 
shows the number of offences coming under each (dass of crime excluding oases 
struck off by order of the Magistracy: - 



16. The above shows an increase in the number of offences under many 
heads, the most taoticoablo being under offences against the State and public 
tranciuillity, housobi-eaking, and housebreaking with intent to commit an offence. 
On the other hand thero has been a marked decrease in the number of ordinary 
thefts. 


17. The large number of oases shown under the head offences against 
the State and public tranquillity is due to a number of cases being entered as 
*' rioting and unlawful assembly,*’ but thero seems little doubt that very many 
of these were improperly entered under this head, or if properly enterra, 
reprosoutod merely cases of ordinary disputes relating to water for irrigation 
purposes. The number of complaints made is often very laigc, many being 
made without suffioient reason : thus in the Shikdrpur District the total number 
of complaints made was 208 of which 110 were struck ofi* by order of Magis* 
trates, leaving as shown in the statement 93 cases. 'With regard to these the 
District Superintendent of Police writes ;

If a wpmM is suspw^ of inMelity Her 
own relations, as well as her husband and his, join in punishing her by putting 
her to death. They consider that tribal custom demands it, and as just over our 
frontier tribal customs are praofeioaUy law, it oau well be ii^io^ how difficult 
it is to make the members of the tribe within our limits believe that their custom 
is wronir or to induce them to venture to give evidenoo in such oases. There 
is nerl^s no part of our administration more distasteful to the BiluoU tribes 
and to the Pattons than the restrictions wo have imposed on their treatment 
of their women. Pathans visiting Kardohi have frequently in oonversation 
with officers while praising points in our administration expressed their opinion 
oil the same, our Government was one to be condemued in consequence 
of the limited power it permitted men to exer<^ over their women, they seem 

consider the liberty aUowed utterly subversive of aU authority and likely to 
,„^uoa disastrous results, and finding how doeprooted this feeling is beyond 
our borders, we cannot be surprised at the opinions of the tribesmen within 
Sind. I do not mean it to bo supposed that the punishment of women for 
intriffueisthechief cause for the large number of murtlers in Suid. It is one 

cause and a very potent one, and is one that renders it difficult to secure the 
Dunishment of the murders, but there is also a recklessness as regards the taking 
of life which leads to many lives being taken for very little. The Suporin- 
tondents have classified roughly the murders under the following heads :

In the Kariichi District there were 4 rounlers. In two cases the accused 
were convicted, in one the accused was discharged by the Sub-di visional Magis- 
trate and in one, a cose of poisoning, no trace was obtained. In the Hyderabad 
District convictions were obtained in 6 oases, in 2 the accuswi were acquitUil, 
and in I the accused was on apixial acquitted by the Court. In another 

case the murderer to avoid captnre oommitt^ suicide. This was n sepoy of a 
BUucfa reiriroent who shot a non-commissioned officer of the raiment and 
then took his own life. Three cases were under trial at the end of the year add 
three remained undetected.

23. There is nothing that cails for special remark in the relatbg

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25, The fti^ures in these statements have already for the most part Ijcon 
fully discussed in the foregoing remarks, and it is not tioocssary to further deal 
with them in great detail. Some points however are brought out in these that 
hare not previously been noted. Thus while column 10 shows that 11,311 persons 
were under arrest, only 5,235 (column 13) were convictotl, while 3,070 were either 
acquitted or discharger!, that is over 32 per cent, of persons arrrwtod have either 
been discharged or acquitted, which seems to show that arrests are still too 
frequently made without suflScient justification. These numbers do not include 
the numl^rs arrested but not sent before a Magistrate, that is cases merely

26. The value of property etolen and recovered in oogpizafale oases is as 
follows : 
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The value of property stolen has increased to Bs. 2,25,360 from Ra. 2,13,314 
in the previous year, being an increase of Rs* 12,046. This increase occurs in 
Kardohi and Thar and Pdrkar; in the former by a large theft of arms valued at 
Ks. 7,274 from the Arsenal and is accounted for by an increased number of thefts 
of cattle in the Thar and Pdrkar District, the cause of which I have in a 
previous part of this report noticed. The value of property recovered increased 
from Rs. 90,792 to Bs. 1,18,879, the percentage of recovered property to stolen 
being 52'76. There has boon a general improvement under this head^, the por- 
contogo being better than last year’s in all the districts except Thar and Pdrkar, 
which however still shows the highest percentage of recovery in the Province. 
The value of property stolen and recovered however is not a very trustworthy 
guide in estimating either the frequency of crime in a district or the efficiency 
of the Police. Failure or success in a single largo case may lower or raise a 

E oroeutage to on undue extent. I’ho recovery of Government weapons in the 
[ornchi Arsenal case refleoted very great creniit on the Police concerned, and it 
is to be regretted that the evidence obtainable was considered l^ally insufficient 
to establish an undoubtedly true case. 

NoN'Coonizable Cbiui. 


27. The'following statement is an abstract of Statement A. Part I [. and 
show^ tlio whole of the non*oog^izable offences that occurred during the year 
and the results of the year’s operations for each district: 
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28. The above figures show a slight increase, namely 393, in the number of 
nou-cogoiznbic offences reported. There has been an increase in the Hyderabad, 
Thar and Pdrkar, and Upper Sind Frontier Districts, and a decrease in Karachi 
and Shikdrpur ; the largest increase occurs in the Hyderabad District, namely 
421 cases, but there has also been an increase of 200 oases in the Thar and 
Pdrkar Districts and of 159 in the Frontier District: no satisfactory explanation 
of this increase can be given. There has been a decrease under criminal force. 
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o&Doefl relating to marriage, and under special laws, but tbis is mors *ben 
oounterbahmced bjan inordsse of 511 oases of hurt and 466 pf mtimidation Mcd 
insult; but of 20,595 persons arrested or summoned 17,115 were aoquittod or 
discbarged, which looks as if false aoou'satioim were very common. The 
Hyderabad District appears the worst in this respect, as only 9 per oent. of the 
eases resulted in oonviotaons, while the highest percentage in any district is only 
24*03 in the Upper Sind Frontier District. Thu seems to confirm the assertion 
so often made that our Crourts are to a great extent used to^pay off private 
grudges and the subject is one that requires the close attention of the wigis* 
tracy. The Police do not in any district apimar to have been needlessly called 
upon to investigate non-oognusaole oases; the number referred by Magistrate to 
the Police for investigation amounted to 161 as compared with 137 in the 
previous year. 


QsNBBAt RnSABKS. 

29. The features of the year are not very marked, but still the reports 
show that good work was done. There is a slight improvement in the vrorking 
of the Hyderabad Police which has for the last few years boon anything but 
satisfactory. In Shikirpur, too, and the Frontier District there has been an 
advance, while the Ksidchi Police under Lieutenant-Colonel Simpson have fully 
maintained their record of successful results as in past years. As regards tho 
Shikdrpur District, the District Superintendent has very great difficulties to 
contend against, and he is altogether overburdened with work and that too in 
the most trying climate in tho Presidency. His charge is far too largo for any 
one officer, and if possible tho help of an Assistant should be given him. The 
accompaniments show that he was unable to visit a considerable part of the 
district, but it is no fault of his that he was unable, with the numerous prsasing 
calls he had upon his time, to cover the whole of the district in the course of 
his tour. With the Railway running for such a length through the Shikdrpur 
District and with tho Railway work to supervise as well as the ordinary work, 
the work to be done is too much for one, and either a separate officer should be 
placed in charge of the Railway Police throughout the Province or an Assistant 
Superintendent should bo sent to Shikdrpur. 

30. The Inspector-General, in his report which accompanies this, has 
dealt with the organization, drill, disciplino &c. of the force, and it is unnecessary 
for me to add any remarks on tho subjects treated by him. I will therefore 
conclude by stating that in my opinion the District Superintendents have worked 
well during the year. The very marked decrease in crime of late years in 
Kardohi is due chiefly to the energy and exertions of Lieutenant-Colonel Simp* 
son. Mr. Mclvor has worked unceasingly in the Shikdrpur District, but hts 
liealth is becoming impaired by bis long residence in the trying climate of 
Upper Sind, and he should now 1 think be allowed a change to a less trying 
charge in the Presidency. Mr. Duggan has worked steadily at Hyderabad, and 
it may Ih‘ hoped that now that tho strength of tho forco in that district has been 
increased better results will be exhibited.

2. The Officers in charge of the several districts and the periods for which 
they had charge, are as follows: 

Kardchi. —Lieutenant-Colonel Simpson, with Mr. Bulkley as Assistant from 
1st January to 10th March, and Mr. Penton lor the renuunder of the 
year. 

Hyderabad. —Mr. Duggan. 

Tfuir and Pdricar. —Mr. Watson, the Deputy Commissioner of the District. 
Slnkdrpur.’—Mr. Mclver. 

Upper $ind Frontier. —^Mr. Mackay from 1st January to 8th March ; Major 
Mayhew from 9th to 11th March; Mr. Jones during the remainder of 
the year. ' 


Statement C. 

3. The most important fairs in the province were held at Lalshabag and 
Manors. At the former it was found necessary to specially employ 3 officers 
and 27 men, but in all other cases the ordinary District Police were sufficient to 
maintain order. 

* 

Punitive Police .—Consequent upon the misbehaviour of the inhabitants of 
Buldies and Jain Rind it was found necessary to impose Punitive Police upon 
them for a yemr from 30th June. 


Statement D. 

4. The total strength of the Police of all ranks employed in the province 
was 4,246 and the cost of maintaining them Rs. 8,09,897! The details of the 
duties they performed are as follows:

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5. The table below showe the strength of the PoUoe in each district, and 
its proportion to area and population: 
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The proportion of the whole force to the area and population of the Division is 
one rolioeman to 11*32 square miles and 565*58 souls. 


Statement E. 

6. The subjoined statement gives the number and percentage of men in 
each district who can read and write: 
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7. The percentage of educated Police throughout the province is 17*83. 
Though small it is a slight improvement on the figures of the preceding year, 
and shows that education is progressing although very slowly in Sind, in like 
manner as 1 have found in other parts of the Presidency. 

8. In Kdrachi the armed PoUce have all been drilled and are reported 

fairly proficient and the unarmed have been partly 
instructed. The subject of drill is also receiving the 
attention of the other Simerintendents, who report that the progress made by 
the men is satisfactoiy. I have not yet been able to proceed on inspection, but 
proposed doing so shortly. In Ball practice there has been some improvement 
throughout the Division. 

9. The arms, ammunition, and clothing in the possession of the Police are 
iu good condition. 

10. In ShikArpur and Upper Sind Frontier the conduct of the Police, 
judging by the decrease in tha number of punishments, appears to have im¬ 
proved ; whereas in K&rachi, Hyderabad, and Thar and PArkar the punishments 
have slightly increased as wUl be learnt from the statement below; but the 
percentage is still highest in the former districts : 
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11. The number of men enlisted throughout the province was 712 ftnd 
the resignations 862. To this last fact I shall refer hereorter. 
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12. foUowiog table shows the number of men who have been rewarded 

for good service promotion and otherwise in eaoh district: 
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These figures are hardly reliable as promotion by seniority is in some oases 
doubtless shewn as a reward. The attention of Superintendents has been drawn 
to this fact. 


Statement F. 


13. The subjoined table gives the different castes of the officers and men 
constituting the force : 
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Police BciLDiNas. 

14. The amount expended during the year on Police buildings is 
Rs. 10,771-4-10 by the Public Works Department and Bs. 7,224-11-2 dopart- 
mentally, or Rs. 17,996 in all against Bs. 19,695 in the preceding year. Some of 
the worlm which had been sanctioned by Government were not carried out in 
consequence of subsequent orders for retrenchment. 

Suicides and Accidental Deaths. 


15. The following is a comparative statement showing the number of 
suicides and accidental deaths that took place in the years 1884 and 1885 : 
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There is a satisfaotoiy decrease of 61 in accidental deaths on the year 
previous.

Superintendent of Police, Hyderabad, is very large, but he explams that in most 
cases the report of the arrest of offenders was received simultaneously with the 
report informing him of the perpetration of the crimes* He las been asked to 
give the number in which this occurred. • 

Abhs Act. 

17. The statement below exhibits the number of licenses issued under the 



In Kariichi there were 22 prosecutions under the Arms Act which resulted 
in the conviction of 19 men. All the shops licensed to sell arms and ammunition 
were inspected by the Superintendent during the year and their accounts found 
correct. The Hyderabad Superintendent inspected 11 out of the 12 shops in 
his charge. In Thar and P&rkar there were 15 prosecutions under the Act and 
the 15 persons concerned convicted. The Shik^rpur Superintendent inspected 
5 out oi the 21 shops in his district, and the Inspectors examined the whole of 
them from time to time- 

Inspection of Posts. 

18. In Karitchi all the head*quarter stations and 88 Police stations and 
outposts were visited during the year. In Hyderabad out of the 27 Police 
stations, 25 were visited by the Superintendent during the year. He also 
inspected 85 out of the 55 outposts. The Shikdrpar Superintendent was for part 
of the touring season engaged at head-quarters in collecting transport animals. 
He visited all but four of the Police stations in the district and examined their 
records. He also inspected most of the outposts in the Meh4r, IArkh4na, and 
Sukkur Divisions. In the Frontier the Superintendent inspected 37 out of the 
45 outposts. He also examined all but one of the Chief Constables’ offices. 

Escapes and Reoaptubes. 

19. The subjoined statement shows the escapes of prisoners from Police 
custody:

£cmiisiU.>->Identenant-Colondl Simpson reports faronrably of tbe men under 
bim, whioh opinion is also expressed by tbe District Ma^strate, who states

Tbe large number of resignations, pariaoularly in the Railway and Municipal 
Folioe, both tbe District Magistrate sod Colonel Simpson ass^n to the small 
pay of tbe of tbe lowest g^ade;—they are expected to^ work nard both by 
night and day and receive less pay than an ordinary working man. That these 
men should resign is not, therefor^ to be wondered at, 

Hyderabad, —Mr. Duggan reports that in addition to their PoUoe duties, tbe 
men of bis district were for some time employed in connection with tbe trans¬ 
port and rendered veiy valuable asistance to that Department, at the same time 
they performed their ordinary Police duties to his satisfaction. Ho draws par¬ 
ticular attention to the very large increase of work whioh the Police have been 
called on to perform in the matter of serving summonses, notices &o. In the year 
under report there was an increase of 4,852 over the previous year. It is desir¬ 
able that tbe Police, as far as possible, should be relieved from this kind of work, 
as it is with difficulty they can find time for drill and education. The District 
Magistrate in forwarding this officer’s report makes no remarks. 

Thar and Pdrhar .—In this district tbe Deputy Commissioner is in charge 
of tbe Police. He states that although they are Smart and well drilled, they 
have not conducted themselves as well this year as during the previous year. 
The offences, however, for which punishments wore awarded were chiefly of a 
trivial nature. 

Shihdrpur,-—'i/LT. Molver reports great difficulty in procuring anything like 
decent recruits on the small scale of pay of a Police Constable. Creditable exer¬ 
tions have been made in the education of the men with regard to the duties they 
have t(^erform and the powers they hold as Police Constables. In this district, 
as in Hyderabad, the Police had heavy work thrown upon them in oonnootion 
with the Tranimort Department. The Railway Police in oonsoquonoo of the 
block on the milway had heavy extra work thrown U[)on them in mounting 
guards at tbe different stations. 

The District Magistrate in forwarding Mr. Mclver’s report concurs with 
that officer entirely that tbe pay of the Police, as it is, is far too low compared 
with the ruling rate of wages easily obtainable. He also reconunonds a separate 
Superintendent of Police for the Railway, as with so largo a district it is quite 
impossible for the one Saperintendeut to find time for the adequate and proper 
snpervision of both. When the appointment of Superintendent was made there 
was no Bailway and even then the work of the district was quite as much as 
one officer could perform. Tbe District Magistrate gives but a gloomy account 
cd the presmit stete of the Police of this district. 

Upper Sind Frontier. —^Mr. Jones reports favourably of the work porformed 
by the snperior officers in his district. The Police do not appear to nave been 
behaving well, the percentage of punishments being the higliest in the Province.

5. The net result, taking cognizable and non-cognizable crime together, is 
an ioorease of 739 cases; the number of persons arrested or appearing before 
the Magistrate is also larger by 2,069, but the proportion of convictions to 
a 39—1 K D 
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arrests has slightly improved. The figures in the above toble, however, include 
a large number of cases taken up directly by the Magistrates, and these are 
shown below :

6. Thus, of the total of 22,865 cases, the Police were employed in only 
8,855, which wore principally cognisable offences. 

7. The disproportion in the number of cases taken up directly by the 
Magistrates still continues. The District Magistrate, Broach, remarks that com¬ 
plainants resort to the Police rather than the Magistrates to avoid the stamp 
duty, but the remark is applicable just as much to Kaira and Ahmodabad as to 
Broach and Burat.

11. The districts of Ahmedabad, Kaira, and tbe Paucb MahAls show an 
aggregate increase of 132 offences against an aggregate dccarease of 440 in 
Bunat .and Thdua. In Broach tbe number of offences is exactly tbe same as 
last vear. The fluctuations of crime under each class is shown in the foUowittir 
tables :— 
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12. Taking the Division as a whole the only classes under which an tn> 
crease of crime has occurred are Nos. III. and IV.. In the former the increase is 
confined to Ahiuedabad, Kaira, and the Punch Malutls, and in the latter it extends 
to all except Broach and Tbina. It is not necessary to notice the fluctuations 
in the latter class as they are only slight, except perhaps in Surat in which there 
has Ijeon an increase of 13 cases of wrongful restraint and confinement, but in 
the former class the increase is explained by the Superintmidcnt of Police to > 
Lave occurred under Serial No. 36 (House-tresnass or house-breaking) in conse¬ 
quence of the high prices of the necessaries of life. It may be added that the 
later rains were very much delayed, and much apprehension was felt about the 
close of the monsoon ; but at the last moment there was a little rain which saved 
some of the crops and averted absolute distress. This, however, toDdc<l 

to raise the prices of food-grains, and it had some influence on crime. 
This also accounts for the increase under Class V. (Minor offences against pro- 
l)erty) in Ahmedabad, -Kaira, • Panoh MabAls, and Broach. Under Class VI. 
the increase in Thdna is considerable, owing to offences of nuisances having 
increased by 177, while under all other classes in that district there has been a 
decrease, and the Superintendent points out that “the decrease in the number of 
crimes of a serious nature is very general, robberies and oases of hurt only 
showing a slight increase," while the decrease of offences against the excise 
laws shows that the salutary effects of the numerous punitive posts imposed 
during 188J and 1884 on various parts of the district have not been effaced.” 

In Surat also there has been a considerable decrease in offenoes against the 
excise laws, and the Superintendent explains that this in duo to illicit distillation 
having been checked. In this district it is satisfactory to notice the falling off 
in offences of theft, criminal house-trespass, house-breaking, and robbery. In 
Broach the Superintendent remarks there has not been any striking fluctuations, 
but he points out that in serious offences there has been an increase of 10 cases 
under murders, culpable hamicide and grievous hurt, and 11 of houHc-breaking. 

13. While upon this subject I would wish to draw attention to the follow¬ 
ing remarks of the Superintendent of Police and District Magistrate, Ahmed¬ 
abad, as to the manner in which cattle-theltB are brought to account us 
offences. 

Major Uurafrey writes : 

" Previous to this year cawea of rattle-straying were not tmtomil a« thefts until by 
enquiry a crime was proved. From (luvemment Rosolntion on the 1S33 report it apjHmrs to 
be the wish of Government (though no distinct order has boon issued) that all cases of 
cattle-straying should be entered as thefts. Therefore, with the concirrrence of the District 
Magistrate, I issued an order to the Police that, in future, all cases of cattle-straying should 
be entered and enquired into as thefts, and that if it wa» afterwards prortsl not to be a 
theft, then the case should be struck off; but it will Iw seen that the working of the two 
systems produces quite different figures. I am under the impression that this is one of the 
few districts, if not the only district, where this system is in force, and it c-anses a c insider- ’ 
able increase to crime reported, and as Government base their opinion ou the efBciency of 
the Police in the different districts very largely on the figures shown in the returns, 1 think 
it right to bring this to notice and to suggest that in future one system hLould no followed 
in all districts." 

Mr. Beid writes: 

*' The inclnsion of all cases of cattle-straying in the namber of thefts unfairly swells 
the nomber of offences, and the District Magistrate thinks that the'old practice of not

cntoring such caaes as thefts nntil b; enquiry they are proved to he sqeh should be 
rorertod to.” 

I do not ooncar with Major Humfrey and Mr. Reid that only caseB in 
which thefts of cattle are established should be entered. This is practioally 
what would be the effect of the suggestion of the District Magistrate being 
adopted, while the labors of the Police would notin any way be diminished ; they 
would still have to make inquiries to trace the stolen cattle in all cases reported. 
If no theft is found to have been committed the case will be struck off as falw 
and the Police return will not be burdened as Major H umfrey represents. It is 
desirable that uniformity should be insisted upon throughout the Presidency, 
and the orders which apparently refer to Sind alone should be distinctly under¬ 
stood as applying to all districts. 


14. Of the total number of 9,217 reported cases convictions were obtained 
in 6,310 or nearly 68 per cent, as against 64 percent- in the previous year. The 
success of the I?olico in each district in order of merit is as follows:

15. The . improvement in all districts is very satisfactory, particularly in 
Broach, which until last year had not attained an appreciable degree of success. 
Tho improvement hero noticeable is still more satisfactory in the matter of 
convictions of persons apprehended, for it will bo observed that of tho 11,416 
arrests 7,024 porsoits or 01-63 were convicted, and taking each district separately 
the degree of success is as follows :

16. But ns tho “arrests” include also persons appearing before the Magis¬ 
trates tho disorimiuation of the Police in making arrests cannot be judged by 
tho above results. Tho following table, however, shows tho results of tho actual 
operations of the Police, oases investigated suo motu having been separated 
from those disposed of by the Magistrates without the intervention of the Police: 
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17. The number of perrons arrested by the Police was 9,76S agidn«|t 10,186 
in the previous year. The districts of Thitna and Surat show a considerable 
falling off in the number of arrests guo motu and there is also a slight decrease 
in Kaira. On the other hand there is a considerable increase in Broach and 
Ahmedabad, and the Panoh Mafa&ls also shows a slight increase. That in Broach 
is explained by the Superintendent of Police as follows : 

" Nearly SCO more arreata were made tiian in 1884. This is aooonnted tor by the large, 
number of arrests, vit. 118, made in connection with the Talavin riot and murder case, and 
the arrests made in the mnrder case at Ikhar, and the ralrablo homicide case at Kavi, in 
which oases 22 and 26 men were respectively arrested. Besides the above, 63 more persons 
were arrested than in 1684 in oases of petty theft and 46 more in housebreaking cases." 

Regarding the increase in Ahmedabad the Superintendent writes : 

There is no doubt that the Police in their seal to find out the case arrost persons on 
insufficient grounds. There are special reasons for this in the Ahmedabsd district. The 
district is so cut up and interlaced with foreign territory diat on a crime being cominittod, 
unless all those who are suspected are all at once arrested, they deoamp across the border 
and remain hid until the matter has blown over, and the P^ico know that their only 
chance is to arrest at once. Thus more arrests are made than nocossary. 1 have addressed 
a circular on this subject to the force, and 1 hope that the returns may be bettor in this 
respect next year.” 

18. It will be observed that the proportion of oouviciions obtairuHl by the 
Police has risen from 62*2 to 65*9 per cent., and the following is the order of 
merit of success obtained in each district as compared with the preceding 
year:

19. The improvement in the four first mentioned districts is satisfactory. 
The falling off in Broach is satisfactorily aocounted for by the large number (68) 
of persons under trial in the Sessions Court in the Talavia riot and murder case. 
The Superintendent remarks that if the result in this case bo taken into account 
the proportion would rise by 2*88 instead of the decrease of 2 62 per cent., as in 
that case 3 persons were seiilenoed to death and 51 to transportation for life 
after the close of the year. 

20. The following table shows the number of oases committed to the 
Sessions and the number in which convictions were obtained : 



In all districts except the Panch Mahdls, convictions have been obtained in 
a large number of cases. 

21. The table given below exhibits the manner in which cognizable offences 
and persons concerned therein were disposed of during the year under report as 
contrasted with the preceding year ; 
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23. From the general statement it will be seen that 9,429 o£bnoes Trerc 
reported (including transfers from last year) against 9,746 in 1884 giving a net 
decrease of 317 oases for ’the Division. The districts of Surat and Thana 
exhibit a considerable flsdling off and Broach shows a decrease of two oases, 
while in Ahmedabad, Kaira, and the Fanoh Mahdls there has been a slight 
increase. 


24.. The proportion of oases struck off as no crime but inchidwi in the 
returns varies considerably in lUl districts, and it apnears doubtful whether the 
orders for the classification of “no offences ” has oeen properly understood in 
Surat;

25. 1 would here explain, with reference to paragraph 6 of the Government 

review of last year’s report, that 94 per cent, of the total number of false cases 
in Ahmedabad weui omitt^ as they were classified by the Magistrates in that 
district as innocent errors. Similarly 78 per cent, in Broach and 60 in Thfinu 
were omitted, and it appears from information furnished by the SuMriuteudeuts 
in this Division that during the year under report the following is the proportion 
of similar oases omitted :

20. It will therefore be seen that Ahmedabad is not peculiar though it. 
has the largest proportion of false cases omitted. Similar information has not 
l>ocn furnished iu the reports of other Divisions and Sind, and it would be in¬ 
teresting to obtain them. I would, however, odd that the Magistracy is entirely 
responsible for the inclusion or omission of false cases. The prupoition of false 
cases oTiiittod is exceptionally low in Surat, and the attention of the District. 
Magistrate of Surat will be called to these results, as it is clear that if the Surat 
figures are correct the high percentage (97) of maliciously false cases shows 
that action should be taken to put down false complaints by the institution of 
prosecutions against the complmnants. 

27. The number of persons oonoemod in struok-off cases was 548 against 
1,089 in 1884 or 4*7 per cent, of tho total number of arrests, which is satisfactory, 
as showing that tho Police generally exercise a wise discrimination in making 
arrests. All districts show an improvement in this respect. The alight increase 
in Thana docs not call for remark as the percentage of arrests in false cases is 
very low, being only 3 per cent. 


28. The number of cases struck off as no crime after the case was com¬ 
mitted for trial before a Magistrate is shown below:

The improvement in Kaira is very satisfactory, and it is apparent that the 
instructions on the subject issued by the District Magistrate have had the <k;sii*- 
«d effect. But it is not satisfactoiy that in Ahmedabad tho number should 
have increased from 30 to 40 this year. Major Humfrey offers the following 
explanation: 
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" It frequently happens that the Police send up a case to be struck off, the Magistrate 
is not fully satisfied that he has got the whole tmth, and orders the case to be sent np for 
trial. After trial he is convinced that the case is false and orders it to be struck off. In 
nuch cases the Police havo no power to interfere, but their dnty is to obey orders and send 
up for trial all cases regsrding the truth or falseness of which the Magistrate has doubts. 
At any rate the utmost justice has been done and the Police are not in fonlt.” 

I havo much doubt whether similar cases in other districts are included, and 
upon this point further inquiry will be made; but I majr add that it is not intend¬ 
ed that such case.s should bo included here, as the object of giving these results 
is to show how many cases are struck off after the Police have committed them 
for trial as true cases, whereas Major Humfrey’s explanation shows that cases 
arc included in which the Police were thom.selves satisfied that the charge was 
false.

The districts of Thdna and Panch Mahals again show the largest propor¬ 
tion of detections of former yeara’ offences. Ahmedabad, on the other hand, 
does not show anv improvement, and Kaira is the worst of alU as in the preced¬ 
ing year. Broacn and Surat maintain about the same degree of success attain- 
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ed last y^. It b« fxofi ol tba oeoat isaliortaot dutwa of tlie Bc^ioe to, 
tra^ u{^ tiM nndetieottd oaoM of ferDiw> jeMOnis and 1 ohi^ detiro tlio Simrin- 
^tendwtii of l^odiao'to Bt«(o in tbcdr foture vejpicMrto. wbat action hao been tiaKefi in 
thie natter during Ibe yewr. It tboold ^ a part of tbe Superinttndent'a duty 
on visiting the head-quarters of' a Chief Constable to examine the piq^ters m 
every undeteeted case and to satisfy himself that the Police have done ml in their 
power to detect the offenderaj and'that the case has not been lost sight of. It 
ts on this point that information would be instructive. 

32. The subjoined table shows the number of serious oifenoes against 
peraons committed in each district daring the year under report as compared 
with the preceding year: 
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38. The Divisional totals show a slight falling off under all ho^s 
culpable homicide and grievous hurt, but of all districts Broach and Ahmedabad 
show a considerable increase in murders and grievous hurt) and Broach and 
Thina under culpable botnici^. The general decreaso of _ serious crime m the 
Panoj^ Mshills and of murders and gprievous hurt in Kaira is very satisfactory. 

34. The motives for the 45 cases of murder are stated by the Superintend¬ 
ents of Police to be as follows :

35. The only cases which call for notice arc two in Broach and thrM io 
Kaira; those in the latter for the remarkable fact that the accused in au three 
* 89—^3 » o 
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oases were policemen.. In one of these the aoowied used his earbhie to i^bdot a 
coinrade, having sospected him of eniaoin^ atrSf InS mistress. ' !l7he other. tsn» 
cases were of wife^nfurder. One of the oeses in ^oach the w^t-hnowit 
Talavia riot in which Sir. W. B. Prescott, the Saperintendeint of Police^ wee 
unfortunately killed, and a polioetnan, engaged in the enppreseion of the riot, 
was severely wounded and died subsomiently. The other case was the deliberate 
murder in broad daylight of the Patel of the village of Ikharhy the party -hostile 
to him, and was, as observed by the j^ssions Judge, "a peculiarly daring ont* 
rage against law and order.” Six of the acousod were sentenced, to death and 
six to transportation for life. The High Court reversed the sentences of two of 
those who had been sentenced to transportation and His Excellency the Oover- 
nor of Bombay subsequently commuted the sentences of two of the oondemned 
men to transportation for life. The remaining four men were ban{^ at the 
scene of the crime before a dense mass of people. 

30. It will bo observed from the table in paragraph 32 that there were 45 
Murders cases of murder against 49 in the previous year. 

Ahmedabad shows an increase of 4 and Broach of 8. 
Kaira had 13 oases against 19, Th4na 7 against 10, Panch Mahdls and Surat 
.show only one case each against 0 and 3 respectively. The measure of success 
obtained is hardly satisfactory, as in Ahmedabad out of 11 cases convictions were 
obtained in only 3, in K.aira in 3 out of 13, but of the latter the District Magis¬ 
trate states that three should have been struck off as no offence. In Broach 
oonvictions were obtained in 6 out of 12 and in Thdntf in 2 out of 7. In the 
Panch Mahdls conviction was obtained in the one case which occurred in that 
disbriot and in Surat the accused in the one case shown in the return was 
acquitted though ho coufessod to have killed his child owing to his destitute 
condition. 


37. Tho number of cases of attempts show a decrease in nil di.Htricts 
Attoiupt at Murder. except Kaira, in which there were 3 cases against 2. 

Convictions wore obtained only in one case in Ahmed¬ 
abad and one in Kaira. 


38. There were 28 cases under this head ao^inst 18 in the preceding year. 

„ ... Thiina oontributos 7, Kaira and Broach 4 eacn, and 

Colpabie Iloniicido. Surat 1 towards this increase, while Ahmedabad had 2 
cases less aitd none occurred in the Panch MaUtds. It is satisfactory to find 
that oonvictions wore obtained in 21 cases. One of these cases was a very serious 
outbreak caused by a long-standing feud between the Borahs of the village of 
Kavi and the Hiqdus and Qintssias of the same village. Crops to the value of 
lis. (500 or Hs. 700 were destroyed, and in the 6gbt which ensued one Borah 
was killed and another aoriously wounded; ■ 9 persons were oonvioted and sen¬ 
tenced, one to transportation f6r 7 years, two to rigorous imprisonment for five 
voars, and six to 3 years' similar imprisonment. Of the latter four wore released 
by the High Court on appeal. Owing to the state of party-feeling in the village 
evidence was obtained with groat ditiloulty. The village authorities and the 
Police behaved very badly and have been severely punished. The general state 
of lawlessness in the village rendered it neeessary to place a strong pi^iitivo 
Police post there. 


Another ease described as culpable homicide re|K>rted from Surat is of 
poouHar interest frqm tho fact of the Station Master at Kim, the Police C<m« 
stable, the Porter, and two other persons also belonging to the station, having 
been oonoemed in the murder of a young girl who sought refuge ou the station 
premises after having left her husband. The deceased was ravished by the 
constable, the porter and the two other persons assisting, and died under their 
hands from tho violenoe of the treatment she was subjected to : she niras stri|^d 
of her ornaments and buried on tho station premises. The oc^rpse .was abtoe 
timo after disoovored, owing, it is believed, to dogs having unearthed it ; and 
complaint having been made to the District Magp^traie, vmo hapj^ned Ut be 
encamped at Klto, an invostigatiou was at once set on foot. The ease is nbw 
pending before the Sessions Court. \

The lai^est number of dacoities is r^orted from 
Th4na, but there has bcten a decrease of one caw as compared with the preco< - 
ing year. Regarding these cases the Superintendent writes :

« With the exception of a vitit paid to the Karjat tiHaka by a gang of Poona RSmoshis 
nn3 MahSrs the scene of all tho daooitio* odiaoiittod daring the year niid«r report was the 
of the district, and they were, without exception, perpetrated by 
an organised gang of low casto people, chiefly tlublas from the Daman territory. 

The Police has been eueoessful in breaking up the gang, some SO including 
the leader Wing been apprehended; about 20 of these men, however. Iwmg 
Portu^Se aubjits, have^SLn handed over to the Daman^puthontios. Crime 
on the north-west frontier has since ceased.

46. There is a considerable decrease in the amount of property reported as 
stolon owing principally to the decrease in Surat from Rs. 1,26,000 to Rs. 21,000. 
The proportion of recoveries ranges from .10 in Thdna to 08 in Abmedabad, 
and it is satisfactory to observe that all districts show considerable improvement. 
But as llie recoveries in cases taken up directly by the Magistrates are also 
included these results are not a test of Police work. 


47. The following table shows the degree of success obtained in the 
number of cases in which property was reported as stolen:

48. The results are eminently satisfactory. The high proportion of 73 
per cent, convictions obtained in cases in which property was reported as stolon 
IS very croditablo. The flnctnntions from last year in the degree of success 
obtained is only slight, except in Broach where a considerable improvement is 
noticeable. 


Major niimfrey (Ahroedabad) points out that the value of property stolen 
is much exaggerated, and that it is difficult to prove in many oases that it is so, 
hut he adds with much truth that 

“ it may fairly bo inferred the Polioe are actually more sucoessful in the recovery of 
stolen property than the fignroe in the returns show,” 

Mr. Adams (Tbilna), referring to the low percentage of recoveries of stolen 
property in that district, states : 

“ If due allowance is raado for tho fact that losses are habitually overstated, and I 
firiuly believe in estimating those exaggerations at 35 per cent., that I am not beyond the 
mark ; and when it is taken into oonsideratiqu that a great deal of the property which forms 
tho subject of theft is of a perishable nature such as grass, fruit, faggots (for bumiug on 
iiolds), and animals appropriated solely for food and quickly destroyed, the returns would 
not appear in so unfavourable a light. 

" Thefemarks made on this subject last year apply equally to this. The disadvantages 
thoroiu pointed out under which Thdna labors are peculiar it (and I presame touie 
other districts composing the Konkan}, and will, I trust, bo ^en into consideration- whon 
the H-orktng of the Thdna Police in trooiag missing property is under judgment.'* 

Non-coqxzablk Csim®. 

49. The following i» a brief abstract of Statement A. Part II. ahowing 
the number of non-cognizable offences which occurred during the year under 
report as compared with the preceding year : 
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50. There has been, it will be observed, an increase of 1,040 non>oogoiK> 

able ofFenoes, all the districts except Broach and Thdna contributing to this 
result. The largest increase occurs in Kaira and Surat, which show respectively 
842 and 422 more ofFenoes as compared with the preceding Ahmedabad 

bad an ihorease of 252 oases and Pdncb Mihals 38, while Tbdna and Broach 
show a decrease of 391 and 123 cases respectively. The larro increase in Kaira * 
occurs under hurt (284), municipal and local nuisances (408), intimidation and 
insult (162) and mischief (109), and that in Surat is principally due to municipal 
offences. The very large increase in the former district should have attracted 
the attention of the District Magistrate. 

51. Out of the 13,848 cases the Police were employed in 432 oases or 3*2 per 
cent. The proportion varies ooniidmrably in the severu dtetriots, for while .Surat 
shows 6 per cent, uid Kiura 4*50, in Ahmedabad the percentage is as low as 0*47. 
But it is not to .be supposed thalfthe Police had no connection with the remaining 
cases. From information furnished by the Superintendent of Police, Ahmedabad, 
it appears that the large number, 34,923 processes, were served by the Police 
in that district, which is not peculiar in this respect. Besides the above tho 
execution of distress warrants for the recovery of fines imposed by the magis¬ 
tracy is performed by the Police, and such work throws an enormous amount 
of labor on the Police. The subject is one of groat importance, and if the regular 
Police is relieved of prooess-serving and execution of distress warrants it will 
be possible to make considerable rMuetions in that body,' but until the village 
Police is rebrganized and put on an efScient footing nothing can he done. 


52. In oonneotion with non- 0 (^izable cases 28,202 persona (against 
25,753 in 1984) appeared before the Courts and 20*97 per cent, were convicted 
against 18*9. The proportion of convictions in Th4tia is only 8*98 per cent, 
^ile in Ahmedabad it is 30*77. These variations are unaccountable. 


53. The following statement shows the cases of

55. On the subjeot of the bupervision of bad ebsraetera Mr. Lely, the 
Acting District Magistrate, Broach, makes the following remarke: 

** When the underuned was serving in flda district a few years ago he eften heard ef 
the mischief done to sten^g crops by the Bfails. and Taldviis who fwni a small oclony fn ao 
many villages. Such complaints are much more numerous now so far aa can ba Sndgso after 
only a fortnight'a experience. The underrigned is for so riiort a rime in the diemet that he 
cannot treat this matter as he would wish, but his impression ia that the Bhils 4o. are est^ 
lishing something not unliko a petty terrorism in the A'mod and Jambusar tdlnkaa, whirii 
needs to be put down vigorously. Although the recent sentences for the murder of Hr. 
Preecott will no doubt do good evontuelly, the preeent resuB of the riot and of the other 
roopnt murders is to increase the repute id these people ox reokleesness and to miAe the 
cultivator more afraid of them than ever. They on their grow btdder than ever, know¬ 
ing that they are practically safe from interference at the time and from detection afterwarda 
It is said that they are often acting as paid agents to do wanton mischief to the opposite 
party in the miserable private feuds which are a feature of tins district, but in most cases 
they ore probably actuated only by the desire to live on the fruit of other people’s labour. 

There is something to be said in excuse for the Patels. Their books are, as Hr. Spence 
remarks, useless. But aratol who mode himself aotive against these olasses tao motu would 
get into a very invidious and even dangerous position. If it were generally understood that 
ho was moi'ing under the strong prossure of authorito, he would incur much less odium, and 
this seems an extra reason for making a special efifort and insisting on their being more 
vigilant. 

“ The provisions at section 27 of Begulation XII. oi 1827 may also be utiliaed to their 
utmost length in the worst villages, but in the opinion of the undercagned this should only be 
done under firm and close European supervision.*’ • 

Similar complaints were made to me during my tour in Broaob, and tbe 
matter was brought to the attention of the Superintendent of Police. Special 
report has been otuled for. 

5C. Adverting to paragraph 30 of the Government review of tbe previous 
year’s report, I would bog to transcribe below some of tbe remarks of the 
Superintendents of Police in this Division on the several points noted therein 
on which Government desire those officers should supply information. 

57. The first two questions, vig.: 

fn How far the results shown are due to deteorive skill, and 
(2) What efforts have boon made* to develop systemario inqniiy, 
may perhaps be replied to together. 

Tbe severs! Soperibtendents refer to some indiriidnal oases in whioli aoeitaiu 
amount, and in some instances a considerable amotint, of detective aMW was 
shown, and on the second point they write aa follows. 


58. Major Hnmfrey (Ahmedabad) states: 

*' Ahmedabad is the only really large city on the railway in thia diatrict^ aoad in that 
town alone ia there any fear from profeaaional oriminala firudi other parta of Tndi»- 

“ In Ahmedabad for tome rime post a very oloee watch has been kept on rite arrival of 
foreignere. The offioer in ebam of a district of a city at onosi, on the arrival of a ford^ar, 
reporta the matter to the City loapeotor. The man ia sent for and his daacriptian of 
is recorded together with any other faote known oonoeming him, maika of idaurifiasiion-.fbe. 
This ia at once sent to the plaoe from whence he atoted that he name or it awntuiaad to.li#o 
oome. and information is awed from the Potiue or Ptdirioal oSoers as to hk ovlaaoiaatfak < A 
strict but seeret watch is kept on the man until aa answer arrives. In many aaass aorikmw 
ia known of him and hie stories are fSbe ! under riMh etwomataaesa he ia waiahud. -0m£. 
procedure has been foand to ba ■ucceastul in many c a ae a . It tt net petfeoi, but iliatlia,hast

59. He adds that this m%ht be dond on a part of the body ordinarily 
oovered by dothes, so that 

**no ahame to a tefonoed oonriot^ if andi an individual exiata, need follow! In thia way 
every man tomld oany hia own oonvietiona about witii Urn, and a formal referenoo only 
woell be needed lor the purpoee of evidenee. Thia would, 1 believe, largely reduce the 
number cd profeoaionBl thievw and be of great adtantage to tbe publte who auf^r from theao 
claaaaa and to Qovemment uho have to pay for an enormooa eatabliahment to cope with 
them. 

“ Bzoept aa ahown above, toare ia no aoom for ayatematio enquiry. The neoeaaity of a 
deteeliTe force ia felt by every Police officer m expenence.” 

60. Mr. Adams (Thdna), writes: 

** Liata of afolen property and deaoriptive roUa of peraona wanted whon procurable an* 
invariably prepa^^ am oircalated in the diatriot, and to the Polioe of nrighlxxiring diatricta 
to which the latter ate likely to have beteken themaelvea. 

»Criminala about to be reloaaed from the Thdna Jail ate always interviewed, thrir 
deacriptione and the pisoea of their leeidenoeB recorded and all oonoemM informed. 

" Tbeee and other criminala and dapuoed oharaotara are poriodioally riaitod by the 
Police on their rounds, and onqoiriea are loatituted as to thw movementa and jnme of 
livelihood. 

" A ploin-clothea constable is keto on the platforms of moat of the principal railway 
stations A the lines passing through tho district, whose inatruotions are to keep a watch cm 
all members of the criminal tribes travelling by rail and on all persons alighting at the 
varioua stations, and to use their oommon sense vritoout oanaing annoyance to reiqmotablo 
persona to diaoovor where they are bound for, and whence they came, also to keep a close 
watch on their eubeequent movementa, ahonld there be anything suspicious observed in their 
behaviour, appearunoe, Ac.” 

61. Mr. Gibbs (Kaira) under this head explains the system of patrols. 
He writes: 

” A system of Police patrol on all high roads has the effiwt of keeping down highway 
robbery and the patrola can bo cfaeoked by a system of * ohi^' patrols interchanging thsir 
* chits ^ at certain places, those ‘ chits' being ffled at tiie terminal stations.” 

(S) Whether there is say ^ ** 

reason to believe that Cscts 63. Upon this subject Mi^or Humfrey (Ahmed, 

and evidence ore elieitod by abad) Writes ; 
legitimato sseans. 


” There is evmy reason to believe that as a rule evidence and faota are elicited by legiti- 
mato SBaans. It ia napossible to say that undue preuure is never used. In a large force of 
unedtwated and only partially caviliaed men, toteato, pnanisea, and oocaaionaUy physical 
force are sotnetimee nsem But these oaeea ate very rare. They are rare not b^use the 
ordinary underpaid policeman thinks there is anything wrong in frightening or even boating 
awhom be has riready made up hia mind if guilty of, say, a brutal murder, but because 
he knows that if the prisoner is tri^sa a matter of course, the dIm of torture or ill usage 
W toe PoBoe will be set up. The pnaoners* vokO is aware that mis plea cannot iniure Ium 
mat and vrilh some Magutrates it may help him, and so he does not throw away a ononoe. 

* Tat notwithatandtog that these charges are made so constantly, it is but seldom that 
toe XagMmto totoks it nooesaary to refor the oase for departmental enquiry even.

63. Mr. Adams (ThAtia) atatM: 

** During the year no single instance of evidenoa and confeaaknas having been eli c ite d by 
the Polioe by illegal and illegitimate means came to my notice. In my hnmble opinkm. 
juries and aometiiiM jndges too are far too prone to believe tbe stneotyped stateniinit of 
prisoners, who make confessions but after interoourse with vakils (who Impreea on t hem that 
admissions made to the police are not evidence amunst them, a^ whrai wiU not weigh 
against them if they state that they were extorted faom them by ill-treatment) end retn^ 
them; but after four years expeiionoo of them, I have come to the oonolnaiou that illegal 
means to obtam information are seldom resorted to, ^ n^ eompoaing the Thdna foree 
betng too feanul of detection and not having sufficient seal in their_work to run the risk of 
the consequence likely to accrue on being found guilty of aucb practioes." 

64. Mr. Heoderson (Surat) states 

“ that no instances of abuse of their powers by the Polioe has come to his notice, and that 
he thinks they are careful not to overstep authority." « 

65. On the same subject Mr. Gibbs (Kaira) and Captain Marriott (Panob 
Mahdls) make similar remarks. 

(4) What u the regularity and duration 66. Major Humfrej (Abmedabad)

" I find by going through the figures of tho district that 80 per ocut. of cases are com¬

67. Mr. Henderson (Surat) makes the follwing remarks on this subject: 

'* Arrests are generally made when the evidence ObUected shows that a pn'md facia case 
bus boon made out against tho partv or parties concerned. It is only when there is fear of 
tho suspeoted persona making <m, that immediate arrests are made and detentions adcod for, 
if the neoossary investigation cannot be completed within the 24 hoars. In one ease of house¬ 
breaking the offender was permitted to be at large for over a month, not being arrested till 
the ovi£noe in tho hands m the Polioe was siiffioiont to convict him. In another case of 
murder the accused wore arrested without delay and remained in Polioe custody for a period 
. of 10 days under proper authority. As a rule detentions are very sparingly given by the 
Magistrates and only in important coses whero time is absolutely necessary tor ue collection 
of ovidonce are applications mode by the Polioe, which set forth the grounds of arrest and 
detention asked for." 

68 . Mr. Gibbs (Kaira) writes : 

" Regarding detention before formal arrest a chief constable does not^ 1 think, keep a 
ttiau by bmi very long unless he have very rtrong grounds for suspecting him; if he suspect 
tho man and have no other corroborative evidence, ne nMually lets the man go and haa nim 
carefully watched, when very likely the man oommits kamsou in some way and so throws a 
light wanted upon the ease. Prisoners are not very remanded to Pouoe ouatody pend¬ 
ing further enquiiy; it is better to have the man omnmitted, and what evidenoe ia fortiMom- 
ing token down sharp, tho Magistrate can then be asked to give the polioe a few day# to 
mwo further enquiries in, the prisoner being in the Magistrate's charge." 

(5) What are the difficnitim in varioua 69. Mitjor Humfiwy (Abmodnlmd) 

distnots of detecting crime. States : 

In this district tho maiu diffioulty to be contended with is the extraordinary manner in 
which it is interlaced and intersected by foreign territory. 

" Residents of our villages on oommittijm a orime croas the border end are lost for.the 
time being, it being impoeeiDle to obtain rea^ and immediate hdp and information frein the 
inhabitants. 

“ Again, many crimes are committed by forugners over whose villagee we have no police 
control. Property ia easily disposed of and we have no record aa to who are theprofettional 
r^iyers of stolen property. Rven the village officials are alow to givs frianTto. They 
have no sympathy wiu justice as aa abstraet virtue, nor do'they oare property ia nom n tm 
or not, aa th^ derive no benefit <me way or the other, while in giving araistanm to 
police thoy often incur enmity of the ruativeo of the accused. 

" In ad^titm to thie there is a large populatiim of Hindus ia sify of 
who axe continually ^uaneUing among thnn^ves. Of all oitiea tlsit^'hsnte had to db with 
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AhmedalMd ik by » kii|: irsy the fonmoet in tide jputioidnr. SometinM it ie ^uadlkM, «ome< 

- tunee eertet trbo.evest Tnmnee, end this leode to an ia^ty of hwuble: tnimped«i^ omwj 
falw dbHjgea Ao. are of iraqaant oeennmee. 

to tbia thete ia Ibe &et that in tkalut five yeara tliorotigh omnaranioation with 
ITpi^r India haa been completed, and aa a eonaequenoe it haa bronchi down a hotde of pro> 
feanoaal thievee and otheis who find thia a new fidd for thdr tiwe. They are' ardmown. 
their ^ledal ways of doiag buainaeB are yet airangeto na, and thia diatriet beiag under another 
Oovernaiant to thoae parte in which they have been aoouatmned to practioe, n rendere their 
chaaoaa of eaoape greats.” 

70. Mr. Adams (Thfitia) writes 

" Thdaa ia plaoed tA a great dimdvwtage by having no village police as the Deccan, 
Sind, and tSHijaxat Provinoes of the Presidency have. A daeoity is committed at A, and the 
near^ poet ie 10 milee off The villagere never aend information till the foUowina morning. 
The oonaequenoe ia diet the poUoe are not made acquainted with the oocurrenee till*after the 
lapw (d 12, and it ia quite 21 houra from tho time of the perpetration of the orimc before 
they arrive at the scene, when to attempt a- eystematic pursuit of the thieves would be 
fruitless.’* 

7l’. Mr. Henderson (Surat) states : 

" The difficttitiea in detecting crime are 

“ (1) The viotnity of Native States and Portuguese territory. 

'* (2) Easy oommunication with Rajputana, Kdthi&wir, end tho Deccan. 

" (3) Inefficiency of village police and their tardy action in tho prevention and 
detection of crime. 

The district is joined by the Native States of Bdnsda, Dharampor, Kdjpipla, and Baroda, 
with villages belonging to Sachin situated in its midst, Portuguese territory adjoins tho 
southern tdlnka of Pdrai, which is generally Uie scene of one or more daooities each year 
committed by tho Daman people-” 

The Superintendent makes remarks similar to those of Major Humfrey 
quoted above regarding the use of the railway by the oriminsl classes. 


72. Mr. Gibbs (EAira) gives very detailed explanation of the difficulty tho 

E olice have to contend with in the matter of the surveillance of bad characters, 
[e says : 

“ In towns and villages in which police stations are situate, tho surveillauoo of suspects 
can be reckoned upon, but in other places I greatly doubt if there are 20 mukhie in tho 
distriot who really do look after th^ir bad eharaoters. In villagee where a notoriously bad- 
charactered man uvee the mukhi is, as a rale, afr^ to report hw goings on through fear of 
having his crops or cattle injured. This is especially the case with bad-oharaotered Dbaralas 
or Kuis ” 


Mr. Gibbs also points out that many bad characters come from a distance, 
and that 

'* it is impossible to judge from their externals that they are other than well disposed and 
orderly persons and without the aid of informers or approvers from tho place they come from 
they oaanot be recognised as needing spooial watch.” 

He also states that the Sunariahs (pick-pockets) from Lialetpur have two 
colonies in the distriot and that some of the Patidirs (oultivating oltisses of tho 
distriot) are in lea^e with them and help in disposing of stolen property, 
TraveUiog Borahs, Mr. Gibbs states, 

” roquire to be wntohed as they arc always ready to buy up stolen property.” 


Mr. Gibbs also remarks that 

there are many of the Join population in Kaira who have a greater desire to screen 
ofienders jhim to help the police. They think, for instaaoe, ^tbat if a man haa bmn murdered 
on unfortunate am has hera oommittea, but they refuse to help in.tho conviction of the 
murderer as this would entail another life being taken.” 


73. Captain Muriott (Panoh Mahfils) writes ; 

“There ere always great difficulties in detection of crime committed by men from over 
the border, and in all caaes of daooity end robbery, detection in ordinary orime is not difficult; 
in cases, esjMscUly where Bhils are oouoenira, detection is remarkably easy, for ffieu 
men generally o^esa readily.’' 


74. The Siiperintendant of Police, Broach, having joined the distziot after 
the tdose of year has not been able to offer any remarks, 
s 39—5 ir o 
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OentrtA BeavUs, 

75. Major Homfregr (Ahmedabad), in lua,ccawiadmg«emiMr]|c«^<^^ 

» 1 liav« bad the honour to bring to the notice of the XhapeotppjQleaenl of iP«akie in 
Pert II., which warn forwarded to him on an earlier date than thia vepoi^ that the Polioe had 
H great deal of extra work to do daring the year under report, w<m which I rua Meotfid a y 
think should not bo left out of ^ht in juc^ing the eBmutey of tite Poiloe^ wo» .irhkh 
necessarily took up a great deal of the attention tune at a huge portion ef the fidioeirom 
the Superintendent downwarda." 

76. Mr. Reid, the District Maratrate, thinks that considering the nuRtToar* 
able circumstanoos under which the Police to work, the result <n ita opeorations 
during the year under report was satisfactory. 

77. One of the matters, vm. the arrangements for providing .the SnpcMrin- 
tendent and the Chief Constables with olerioal establishments rrferred to by 
Major Humfrey, is already engaging attention, and proposals for a more satis¬ 
factory arrangement will ho submitted to Government in due oourse. Major 
Humfrey also complains of the numerous changes in the pei^nnel of his Ateist- 
ont. Five officers have auooessively held the office during the year, and 1 
concur with the District Magistrate’s remark thabso many changes are detri¬ 
mental to the efficient^ of the Police. 

78. Major Humfrey’s own duties have been ezoeptionally heavy. He 
has bad charge of the ^jput&na-Malwa Railway and the Deesa Cantonment 
Police and he had to undertake the organization of the Pdlanpur Superinten- 
denoy Police, besides be has had charge of the Government stidlions and the 
entire management of the Horse Show. 

79. Mr. Gibbs (Kaira) submits the following observations : - 

Tlio Superintendents of Police con only superintend, they oennot detect crime; so that 
until wo got a bettor eluss of men in our nigher grtules who would join u knowledge of 
nativo life with good bruin-power, 1 am afraid the Polioe returns will always be very shtfty. 
Looking at tho material our Police is formed of, I do think they work very well indeed in 
overy sense of the word. There ore of course black sheep in every flock. Besides the police¬ 
men themselves tho charoctor of tho people of the district should bo looked at, and I think a 
heavily populated district like Kaira, full of questicmablo choraoters, and Khe^wals, will be 
admittotf very difficult ground for tho Polioe, especially when it ia remembered how mnarkably 
well off most of the population are, and how r^ily they spend their money hi hashing up 
' or manufaeturing evidenoe.” 

80. Mr. Spry, the District Magistrate, makes the foUowing remarks is 
submitting the (Superintendent’s report: 

I must again record my satisfaction at the way in which Mr. Qibbe haa attended to 
the duties of'his offiee.” 

81. Mr. Spence (Broach), in submitting the report which appears to have 
been in great part drafted by the late Mr. W. Prescott before he gave over charge 
of tho Broach Police, states : 

“ As I took charge of the office after the doM of the year under report I have nothmg 
to report oonoeming me working of the Polioe daring the year. The moat notioeable feature 
during the year was the large inoreaae in the number of aerioua erimea for which no satis¬ 
factory rcaaon can be given.. The Polioe have oeriainly been very anooesoful in deaHng with 
this class of crimes, as out of 25 oases committed to the Sesmons, 2 et which were penthng 
at the end at the year, leaving 23, oouvictiona were obtained in no leas than 21 oaaea.’’ 

82. The District Magistrate, Mr. Lely, who had only recently assumed 
charge of the district, observes : 

“ There seems to have boen^an epidemic of violent crime in the diatriot chuing the year. 
The foots and figures gfiven show how well it haa been dealt with by the Polioe under the 
efficient training of their chief, Mr. Presoot." 

83. In concluding his report Mr. Henderson ^urat) submits the following 
remarks: 

" Tho {^oral workiag of the Polioe throaghoat the year I think, he pmumnead as 

on the whw satisfactory. The peroentagea it will be sam m every instance, except as 
regards property, diow a rise, whOe crime Gm decreased, and it may ha noted tha£ ewnitting 
last.year, the total poroentage against reooveriea now gaiaed campanM favorahW wnh that a 
recent years. With regs^ to grave crime, few oaaee uve ooenrnd and el these all, with 
the exception at one daooity, have hsen detected. The repnasioii. of cthne widt the reduced 
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ibreb «y«0«U« ia • grMtf itodn iqpcB IJm PdHM« Tb* UMa obliged to be oa du^ every 
ooBsMBtive Qu^ bniag alee day dnly to peolomL As iqp^ibeSoa i*se aude to woven-#

Mr. HeBderso^ tite SuyeiinteBdeBt* worked well during the year, and qiared no exertion to 
render more eficient thO force under his eommand.** 

8$. Begardiag the otuHitisfsetoiy reanlta of the year in Th&ns, the 
Saperix^ndent offera the foUotnng rernsrlKB in reepe^ of the inoresae in petty 
^eft« 1 ^ the falling off in the proportion of oon^tiona: 

** I am qiute nnabla to aooonnt lor dm wnaatisfactory reault, bat it should be remem- 
bwed that the oustom of prednring fsbe. ohaiges of theft, and other crimes against each 
odier, in order to gnitify enimoBity or rvnam, is, in this district, largely resorted to; and 
also tost when s theft is realty oommittod we amount of the lose sustexaed. is invariably 
overstated, u&dar the'impresaiaB thet the m<we serious the erime is represented to be the 
prompter sad greater wul be the attention devoted to it." 

86. 1 do not think that the orders regarding " false oases ** are as yet 
folly .understood in all districts, but in other respeota the returns this ymtr are , 
eoi^ete and uniform. 

87. £ am giving over charge of this offl<» to-day, and have only tune to 
add that I have this year been satisfied with the w<M’k of ail the Superintendents 
of this I>ivi8ion. Several of these officers are young in the service and in 
experience, but aU have worked well and sealously. 

88. The division of Police work between the Inspector-General and this 
office has caused me sensible relief, and the new arrangements have worked 
smoothly and Satisfactorily.

Statement C. 

3. The only extra Police einplc^ed during the year consisted of a Head 
Constable and five Constables at the large Sinhaet fair at Bodhan in Surat, which 
commenced during 1884 and terminated on the 25th September 1885, having 
lasted for 12 months and 28 davs. All Police employed at other fairs and 
jatrds were detached from the regular forces of the diatriots. 


A religious gathering of about 65,000 persons took place in March 1885 
within the limits of Asarwa^ Tdluka Daskroi, Zilla Ahmedabad. The number 
of polioemeu available for sei'vice on this ocoasion being too smallr 40 armed 
men from Kaira and Surat were detailed by me to assist. The Superintendent 
of Ahmedah^ and his Assistant, Mr. BuUuey, personally made the arrangements 
at the fair which lasted 3 days. 


In Kaira the punitive post at Kalsar has been re-imposed for a farther 
penod of one year. The posts at Buwa and Kharad 
m Broach were removed and a new one establMied 
for a year at Kawi on account of the lawless conduct of the inhabitants. 


The men quartered on Utan and the adjacent villages of Manoriand Dongri 
in Thdna were removed, but it has since been found '^necessaiy to re>itnpose 
the post as a permanent measure owing to the turbulent and unsatisfiaotoiy 
conauot of the mhabitants.

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7. Oomparing the above with the previous year every district shows a 
slight inotease in the numbor of officers am men who can read and write except 
the Panch M ahdin, which gives the low figure qf 18 per cent, of men who are 
at idl edneated. This low percentage is owing to tho Bhil Corps which forms 
the armed portion of that District force, general education amongst the Bhils 
being a question of the far future. 

8. Ahmedabad and Surat give the highest poroentago of men so-called 
educated, but up to the present there has been no fixed tost for all Districte 
and there are oases no donbt in which m«), who can do little beyond sign their 

ate Mimed as educated. A test will be intro duced before the next 
report is sobmitted which will make the returns as to education more reliable. 

9. This subjeet is reemving careful attention from the different Snperin- 

tendeots and there has no doubt been a great improve* 
ment all Uirougb the Presidency in the last few 
years. The Ahmedabad' Hount^ Police are a well drilled, equipped, and 
body of men who reflect the greatest credit on their Supmmtendent, 
Major Hnmfrey. I saw the greater part ol them on parade at he^^-quarters 
at the dose of the monsoon before they were sent out into the Districts and 
B 39—.Sv » 
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was very miicli pleased with them. The drili of the Monsted P<dioe of the 
Paoch Mfdi4l8 and Broach and the Foot Police of Ahifwdabad and Blroaidt was 
also good, I w-as not able to goto Dohad, and at Eaira there wme v«y few mmi 
present, 

10. In shooting there has been general imfuroveineiit throughout the 
Division, bat owing to the variety oi arms in use and!^ the difference in the num¬ 
bers exercised, it is impossible oompare on«r Distrsct with another with aey 
satisfactory result. ^ 

11. The number of mounted men who practise with revtdvers ia Ahmed- 
abad, for instance, exceeds tlmt of Broach, Kaira, and Surat idl put together, 
while the Panch Habils are armed with carbines. In the Foot Police the 
Panch MahtUs and Elaira have breechloaders, and Ahmedahad, Broach, and 
Thilna smoothbore muzzle-loaders, while Surat has both. 

12. The state of the arms in use with the Police is a matter which calls 
for the early consideration ot Government, and as soon as I have completed my 
inspection of the whole Presidency I propose to submit a report on the subject. 
The muzzle-loading smoothbores now in nse are of different patterns and 
many of them old and worn-out and one uniform pattern for the whole Presi¬ 
dency is urgently required. 

13. The clothing and accontrements are aU in accordance with regulation 
and in good order. Tflie non-receipt of the cloth from England at the proper 

. date causes much inconvenience and confusion. Monev is put aside for cloth 
due in Jonuary and which perhaps dora not arrive until May and the Account¬ 
ant General then rules that this sum has lapsed to Government, which is unfair 
to the men and the Superintendents. 

14. The conduct of the men in the Northern Division in the year under 
report shows a great improvement in comparison with the preceding year as will 
be seen from the table given below : 
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yote —The oolnmae ia this etatemeat ehow the nomber of paaiahmante and aot the anmber 
of men punished. Some mea are punished more than onoe in the lit months, and therefore the 
percentage (rf tnen paniahod would not giro so high a figure. 

There is a decrease in every district, the most marked being in Kaira, 
Surat, and the Panch Mahals. Surat has 10 men punished judioiimy and the 
Panch Mah 41s and Broach 9 each, while Thana has only 4, and Kaira none. 

15. The following table shows the number of men who have been reward¬ 
ed for good service by promotion and otherwise in each district; 
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13. Tlie auiqftwr of men enlist in 1885 ahows an increase of 115« but the 
year must be tatoan as an exceptional one owing to tbo xaiaing of tbe A|^noies 
rdioe, men baving been draited to P^^por and Bewa Kintba frmn Anmed> 
abad the Panw Mahfla Ibere were 183 resignationa in ibe yemr .under 
reriew against 109 in the preceding year. Thaw is a general compliant from 
alT Snpointendents that owing to the low rate of pay tiiey are not now able to 
obtain as good a dasa of reomite as in former years and the sooner the men 
are rdiered of onttiiogs for ctothing the better it will be for the general efficiency 
of the force.

17. The subjoined table shows the different castes, of the officers and 
men oonetitating tbe force of the Oirision a| contrasted with ^e preceding 
year; 



18. The amount expended during the year on Police buildings is Bs. 55,918 
by the Public Works Department and Rs. 7,107 departmentally, or Bs. 63,020 in 
all against Rs. 75,037 in the preceding year. Of this sum Be. 26,000 were 
expended by the Public Works Department on Police Lines at Broach which 
are nearly cot^leted. In Thdna new lines were built dmartmentally at Bopara, 
Palakne, and Kurla at a total cost of Bs. 2,249 ; and at ^psai and Udwe in the 
same district, quarters were provided for the Police by the villagers at their 
own expense. Government Im sanctioned the expenditure of 3} Ifkhs from 
clothing savings for the oonstruotion of Police Lines in the Presidency and my 
proposals for ue same have been submitted to the different Commissioners. 

Sutcid&t and Accidental Deatha. 


19. The following is- a comparative statement showing the number of 
suicides and accidental deaths that took place in the years 1884 and 1886 : 
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The largest number of suicides occurred in Kaira and Thina; but there is 
a decreese cl 10 in the entire Division as compared with the year 1884'. In 
aocideatal deeths there is a slight increase (which does not call for any expla¬ 
nation) in all tibe districts exoe^ Baira and Surat. 

Peraonal InveMigation of Serious Crimes. 

80. The details of offences personally enquired into by Saperintendents

All officers visited a large proportion of the scenes of smons oruiqgNt. l%e 
reasons why some were not visited by the Broach Saperintendent as entered 
in the statement appear to be satisfactory. The District Sapetratendents of 
Surat and Tb4na (Messrs. Hienderson and Adams) and the Asristant Siqierin- 
tendeut of Thdna (Mr. MacTier) have been most energetic in this duty.' 

InapeotUm of PotU. 

2l. All the Superintendents have shown commendable activity in moving 
about their districts and inspecting the different outposts. In Kaira and 
Thdoa all outposts were visited by the Superintendents and the Assistant 
Superintendents. In Ahmedabad, which is a large district, out of 80 ontposta 
onfy 9 remained unvisited and these were in the charge of the Superintendent 
himself. Major Humfrey was, however, employed during three months of the 
touring season at Ahmedabad, assisting in'the organization of the Fdlanpur 
Agency Police, in passing and procuring remounts for the Police of all the 
Agencies, and in purchasing large numbers of ponies for the Military Transport 
Department, during which time his work was very heavy. In the Fancb 
Mahals 3, Broach 2, and Surat 8 posts only were unvisited. 


Escapet and Itecapturet. 

22. The subjoined statement shows the escapes of prisoners from Police 
custody : 
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It is satisfactory to find that in 16 instauoes out of 20, recapture followed 
the escapes. 


Pricia of the Reports of the Police Superintendents, 

23. Ahmedabad. —Major Humfrey writes of the excellent conduct of his 
force under the disadvantage of having to work with a diminished number of 
trained men owing to the drafting of experienced officers and men to the Pdlan* 
pur new Police, and he further gives • well merited praise to his head>quarter8 
establishment who had mtiob extra and heavy work thrown on it owing to the 
affiliatiou of the P|ilan]>ur force to Ahmedabad.' He strongly urges a reoonsi* 
deration of the present system of the clerical establishment of the Police being 
supplied from the Beveniie Department. Qomplaiata against the workii^ of 
this system have been^ received from many other Superintendents and the 
tion Will form the subject of a separate report to Qoveniment. The District 
Magistrate in forwarding t|ie report fully concurs with Major Humfrey regard* 
lug the alte^ion required in the clerical estabtishment of the Pcffioe and 
remarks on the very satisfactory administration of the force during the year, .

apfl^y the men as r^^ards ednoaiion. He states that he aoea his best to 
indnoe men to attend ^ IldhuKS schools near th^ stations but without elleot. 
The aei peed reemite are plentafal noough, but it is rerr difficult to obtaiu 
really nSeftil men for tbe lower grades. The* District Magistrate makes no 
remuks on the report. 

i^rooch.—'In the year under report this district has been marked sad dis* 
graasd by the oroel murder Tamria liOtm of its excellent Superintendent, 
Mr. ibam Preaootfe* an officii in my opinmi aeoond to none m the Police 
Departaseotof tibia Jhresideney. The inquiry foto this case by Mr. Biilkley, who 
Uxm olHirge afow.dsysbefore Mr. Preaoott's death, and the work of the Police 
in arrcnting andbrxngii^ to iuatioe those implicated, was moat aatisfaotory, result' 
ing in three ringleadms oeing sentenced to dmth and fifty'One others to 
transportation for life by the l^ssions Ck>ort. The annual report is written by 
Mr. Spence, who 1^ only just joined the district, and oalls for no remarks. In 
forwa^ng it the Instriot Magistrate brings to notice bow difficult it is to pro¬ 
cure a good class of men for service in the Police on the pifesent rates of pHVt 
and 1 fnuy ooncur with him as will all officers of any Police experience. Mr. 
Mackenzie quotes a case in which a good Polios Constable threw up his nominal 
pay of Bs. 8 to ^t# place of villas Havilddr on Bs. 4'8'0, the latter being tbe 
more remuneratire with less work and harass, and this goes to show that men 
only resort to Police service when most other means of livelihood fail. 

Surat. —Mr. Henderson in submitting his report remarks on the Malsiug 
and tbe gambling oases, ip both of which be considers the Police were hardly 
dealt with, and the Dbtriet Magistrate in bis forwarding remarks is of opinion 
that evidence was fabricated and suborned against the Police in both oases by 
an uDscntpulone gang of gamblers. This gang is powerful in Surat and a curse 
to the place and they spare no labor or expense to get the Police into trouble. 
In his met paragraph Mr. Mulook notes the work done by tbe District Superin¬ 
tendent and records that be is a zealous, hardworking officer, taking much 
interest in his duties. 

Thdna .—The District Superintendent remarks on tbe difficulty there is in 
obtaining recruits of any education, as they can do better for themselves else¬ 
where. Every endeavour is made to teach men to rend and write after enlist¬ 
ment in this as in other districts, but their Police duties are so heavy that 
regular attendance at school is impossible and educating them almost hopeless. 
Exertion has been made to get some of the wild hilltnen to take service but with 
little suocees. At mresent two-thirds of the Thiina Police force is ^composed of 
outsiders from tbe Batnagiri District, which is much to be deplored, but there 
is no help for it as the inhabitants will not take Police service, finding they can 
do bel^r for themselves otherwise. Mr. Adorns brings to notice the difficulty 
there is in giving drill instruction during tbe monsoon months when he is present 
at head-quarters owing to tbe incessant rmn end the nocessitv there is, there¬ 
fore, for a drill shed when funds can be allotted, in which the District 
Mag^rate oonours.

2. Adverting to paramph 8, the Actiog CiMamninoDer that it ia 

very desirable that a uDiform test of the d^pM of educaidGD possessed by the 
force should be decided upon for the entire President^. It is understood such 
H test has already been prescribed in this Division. 

3. The Acting Gonunisajoner entirely concurs with the Inspector Generars 
remarks regarding the necessity for one uniform pattern of firearm for the 
Police. At present, men transferred on temporary duty from one district to 
another must supply themselves with a surplus stock of ammunition or in the 
the case of one distnct running short of ammunition»it cannot borrow from the 
neighbouring one and cannot obtain a supply without indenting on the Grand 
Arsenal whore, owing to the arms in Police use being obsolete, no manufactured 
stock is retained bn hand. Mr. Sheppard suggested the issue of the short breech- 
loading carbine, and this is no doubt a firearm admirably adapted for Police 
purposes, a pointblank range up to 150 yards being substitute for the long* 
range sighting.

8. It will be seen that the total number of oognizable offences reported ' 
duBring the year is 18,798 or 377 cases less than the number leportod m the 
preoeaiog year. The decrease occurs in all except the Poona District whore tliere 
IS an increase of 282 oases. ^ 

. 9. Out of the total number of 14,377 cognisable oases, including those 
reported in previous years and brought under enquiry during the year, 11,705, 
or 81 per cent., were investigated by the Police against 33 per cent, in the pre¬ 
vious year; and of the latter 3,858, or 60 per coat,, resulted in oonviotious 
against 46 pmr cent, in 1884. As regards individual districts, Fobna, as in the 
previous year, takes the lead with a percentage of 68 as against 67 in the pre¬ 
vious yc^r. NiUik and Ahmednagar also show an improvement in the percent¬ 
age, which in the former district has risen from 56 in 1834 to 63 in 1885 and 
in the latter from 38 in 1884 to 54 to 1836; but Khiludesh, Sholapur, and 
S4tara show a falling off in the percentage from 47,26, and 24 in 1884 to 46, 23, 
and 22 respectively in 1886.

The proportion 
of detection shows that in S4tdra and Shold^r the Police have ^ain acquitted 
themselves fairly well. The action of the Police in the remaining districts of 
Ahmednagar, Khdndosh, Ndsik, and Poona with regard to such cases is not so 
satisfactory and apparently indicates that undetected oases do not receive suffi> 
cient attention after the year in which they occurred has passed hway and the 
■scent has become cold.

89. Thus there were for the Division 36 true cases of murder during the 

year sis against 52 in the previous year, showing a 
Mnrd«ra. decrease of 16 oases. The decrease occurs in the 

districts of KhAndesh, Sitdra, Ahmednagar, and ShoUpur, for which 5, 4, 8, and 
2 cases are returned in IS85 against 15, 11, 5, and 3 cases respectively in 1884. 
Poona shows the same number (16) as in the preceding year, and Ndsik alone 
shows an increase of 4 oases as compared with the previous year. The percent¬ 
age of cases in which convictions were obtained to cases decided shows a slight 
improvement for the Division, from 56 in 1884 to 59 in 1885.

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66. Tbe above figures sbow tinat tbe saoeets reeoveiy ij cases is snore 
favourable for the Division than in the nreoeding ye^ the peroentage bdmg 72 
in 1885 against 70 in 1884. Taking inaiyidtial oistricte» Sittfra stands foremost 
with a peroentage of 84 as compared with 73 in the previous yaar. Ih ^deifc; 
Poona, and Abmednagar, the percentages have risen mm 70, 70, and 69 m 1884 
to 75, 73, and 71 respectively .in 1885, while Sholhpur and Khi&ndesh show a 
slight falling off, the former from 77 in 1884 to 75 in 1885, and the latter from 
69 in 1884 to 66 in the year under report.

' 58. The above table shows that there has been in non-cognizable offences 

an increase of 2,372 oases as compared with the preceding year, the number being 
17,368 against 14,906. The increase occurs in all the districts of the Division 
except in Ahmednagar, where there is a decrease of 121 oases as compared with 
the preceding year. The largest increase of 747 oases pocurs in the Poona 
district and the smallest of 154 in Ndsik. 

59. It is, boweveiv satisfactory to observe that notwithstanding an increase 
in the total number of cases the number in whi^ the Police were employed was 
less than the number in the previous year b^ 16, the percentage for the Division 
being 4 in the year under report against 5 in 1884. In Sholipnr out of 1,556 
oases 248 or 16 per cent, were referred to the Police for investigation as against 
19 per cent, in the year preceding. The percentages in the districts of Satire, 
Nilsik, and Ahmednagar have also fallen off from 7, 5, and 4 in 1884 to 4, 1, and 
1 per cent, respectively in 1885; while in Poona and KhiLndesh it has slightly 
risen from 8 and 1 in 1884 to 5 and 2 respectively in 1885. 

60. In connection with these non-oognizable offences 31,478 persons 
appeared before the Courts, of whom. 5,397, or 17 per cent., were convicted as 
against 18 per cent, in the preceding year. The faUing off in the percentage is 
to bo observed in the districts of Ahmednagar, Nasik, Khdndesh, and Poona. 
In Ahmednagar, which gives the highest percentage, it has fallen from 28 in 
1884 to 24 in 1885 ; in Ndsik it has fallen from 19 to 16 ; in KhAndesh from 18 
to 16 ; and in Poona from Ifi to 17. Situra remains stationary with « percent¬ 
age of 17 as in the previous year, while in Sholdpur, which shows the lowest 
percentage, it has risen from 11 in 1884 to 15 in 1885. 

Statement B. 

61. This statement refers to professional crimes that come under the 
cognizance of the Tbugee Department. No such crime has really occurred in 
the Division during the year, and the District Superintendent of Police, S4iAra, 
hra erred in showing in the statement the 3 cases of daooity committed in that 
district daring the year.

63. The question regarding the inefiBoiency of the kirfcdns employed 
under Chief Constables, louehed on in the last yearns report, ia under oonsidmw* 
tiop l^ the Gommissionerst who will lay the matter before Government in due 
oouisa 

'64. The report submitted by tbe In‘8peotor«Qeneral of Police in accordance 
with Rule 24 of the rules published under Government NotiflcaGon dated llth 
March 1885, with its aocompaniments, is hereto appended. 

65. My own observations must necessarily be brief and o| a very general 
i^iaraoter, inasmuch as I did not assume charge of tbe Division till lung after 
the expiration of the yemr tmder report. 

66. There has been delay in the submission of the report, due ^rsi to my 
deputation on special duty to Simla; sedondlif, to the illness of both my Assistants, 
Mr. Kyte being quite exhausteil with eyesight affected before he retired and 
Mr. Pendse absent also on sick leave till the 1st instant. 

67. With a very fair general though not recent knowledge of all the dis- 
tnots of the Division except KbUndesh, 1 feel bound to rtxiord, Ist, that there 
has been wonderfully little serious crime in 1885 in the thirty-seven thousand 
miles of this Division and its population of 5,315,352 souls. The fact is that 
the season was a fairly good one and the demand for labour has been abundant, 
2nd, that the Police on the whole have done well in crime deteotiou, especially in 
N4sik and Ahmednagar. 

68. The Inspector-General draws attention to the want of Police lines in 
laige cities and everywhere. Hie want is admitted by Government. I have 
been urging the matter for many years past, and I cannot but think that in this 
Division as in the Southern much may be done by the Superintendents tiying to 
help themselves in the matter. 

69. I regret that the following District Magistrates,

have made no remarks in forwarding tbe District Superintendents of Police’s 
reports to the Inspector-General of Pcdice, bat it must be remembered that out 
of them the District Magistrate of Sholapur was quite new to his district. 

70. The Inspector-General draws attention to the inadequate remunecatioi^ 
of village Police, the difficulty in obtaining good men for tbe regular Police 
on existing rates of pay, and other cognate matters, to which the attention of 
Government has already been drawn, with the resultA^t they are to be discussed 
by committees in Poona in the coming monsoon,

6. 'rhua comparing tho figures for 1885 with those of 1884, there is a 
doorcase in all classes except Class Yl., in which thbre is an increase of 99 oases, 
which it is stated is due to 138 more cases of nuisance having been sent up in 
1885 than in 1884. The ileci'oase of 21 cases in Class II. falls chiefly under 
murder, culpable bomicidp, rape, and rash acts.

(maraoters. Magistrates can only enforce the provisions of the law 
in this direction on information received, and this, information, it is, 
I take it, the duty of the Police to collect, the duty of the Magistracy 
only commencing when ttie requisite information roaches them through 
the Police. On the face of Mr. Vincent’s remarks it might be thought 
that the Magistracy do not deal properly with such cases when brought 
before them which I have no reason to believe to be the case."

84. As compared with the prooeding year there has been a reduotion in the 
average of convictions, which is stated to oe mainly due to a great many house* 
breaking cases remaining undetected. The District Magistrate observes with 
concern that the figures throughout thC report place the Kh^udesh Police hx 
even a worse position than they were in 1884 ; that under cognizable crime al« 
though there were rather fewer oases in 1885, there were many fewer convictions; 
that the low percentage of convictions to arrests in 1884, 49, has fallen in 

1885 to 47; and that the explanation that “this is mainly due to the great many 
house-breaking oases remaining undetected ” is somewhat wanting in clearness, 
and it would have Jieen more to the point to explain why so many of these bases 
remained undeteciled. During the year under report 11 oases were taken up and 
disposed of by Magistrates without the intervention of the Police. This number 
is altogether insignificant, and the District Magistrate states he will issue a 
circular directing Magistrates in future to pay more attention to this part of 
their duty.

87. Thus, comparing the figures for 1885 with those of 1884, it will be per¬ 
ceived that tliCTe is an increase of 20 cases in Class I. (OfTeDces against the State 
dec ) and td 92 oases in Class III. (Serious offences against person and {Property), 
C3ass IV.

' show an inmwase of 16 and 5 cases, respectively; whereas in Class II. (Serious* 
offences against the person) «id in Class V. (Minor offences against property) 
there is a decrease of 45 and 142 cases respi^vely; this, the Supennt^deht 
of PoliM. Mi^r SCsdwy oooriders to some extent to be satisfactory, inasmuch as

39. It will be seen from this table that daring the year under report 1,791 
oases were investigated by the Police of which 812 convictions were obtained, 
giving a percentage of 45 as against 47 in 1884. The percentage of convictions 
to arrests has also fallen from 52 in 1884 to 48 in 1885 : these results are far 
from satisfactory. 

40. The following statement shows the results as regards persons arrested 
by the Police sue motu, and as regards those appearing under orders of Magis* 
trates: 
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41. The above shows that of the 2,434 persons arrested by the Police 
guo during the year 1,153, or 47 per cent., were convicted as against 52 per 
cent, in the preceding year, and that of the 182 persons appearing by order of 
Magistrates 130, or 71 per cent., were convicted as' against 51‘per cent, in 1884. 
The percentages of convictions of men brought to trial in cases sent up by the 
Police, as well as in cases taken up by the Magistrates, have slightly improved, 
I'/Z. by 2 and 6 per cent, respectively.

Major Babington observes that it is always diffionlt in the 
face of the new cases, which are oontinxially cropping np in the present, to keep 
up the interest of the Police in oases which may he said to belong more or less to 
toe past, but that he endeavonrs to do it by fi^uently referring to them and 
reminding the Chief Constables of snoh of the more important oases as remain 
undetected. 195 cases pertaining to 1883 and 1884 nave been struck off by 
order of the Magistrates.

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124. During the year under review 1,210, or 24 per cent., of tho total 
number of cognizable crime shown in Statement A. Part I., were declared by the 
Magistrates to be false, tho l^olico after .enquiry having boon able to satisfy the 
Magi-strates that no crime had really boon committed. Of tho 1,210 cases 1,165 
were taken up by the Police and 405 by tho Magistrates. Eight oases in which 
8 persons wore concerncHl were struck off as no crime after they wore committed 
to the Magfistrate. Major Babingtou observes that 


" Many of these complaints wero doobtleas made through error; but although it is not 
often that the matter can be satisfactorily proved against a complainant, there is no doubt 
that a large number are intentionally made to get others into trouble or to cover extravO' 
gandes or delinqueiidos. Whenever a clear cose of this kiud can be got the person malring 
the false complaint is of course prosecuted." 


126. Tho value of property stolen during the year haa fallen from 
Rs. 89,553 in 1884 to Bs. 66,175 in 1885, but the 
Property stolen. amount of property recovered has also proportionately 

fallen from Rs. 47,098 in 1884 to Rs. 32,600 in 1865, and the percentage of 
recoveries for the year stands as 49 as compared with 53 in the provioua year. 
The number of cognizable cases in which property was stolen ie slightly less, 
being 1,122 as compared with 1,174 in 1884, while the number of those in 
which there have b^n recoveries is almost the same, being 817 in 188f^ as 
against 824 in 1884, so that the percentage has been 73 in the vear under review 
against 70 in tl»e previous year. As regards the percentage of value of property 
recovered to value of property stolen, the Superintendent of Police states that 
there is a certain element of chance; for if one or two largo cases bafile the 
Police it naturally falls off although they may have been successful in a large 
number of equally difficult cases in which the value of property involved was 
smaller. The percentage, therefore, of cases in which property was stolen, and 
in which there has been an improvement is, the Superintendent of Police 
observes, much the ffiirer test of merit.

Kadam, was on the night of the I6th of May murdered for the sake of her 
ornaments valued at Us, 37. A Mang named Bantu is supposed to be the culprit, 
but as yet there is no proof against him. Dotootivos are still engaged in 
endoiivouriug to discover a clue, and a reward of Rs. 100 has lieen sanctioned by 
the District Magistrate fur the detection of the crime but as yet without success.

178. Baring the year under notice 4 cases were reported as against 1 in 

1884. Of these 4 oases, in one conviction was obtain- 
ed and 3 cases were under enquiry at the dose of the 
year. Of the 7 persons arrested, 2 were acquitted by the Scions Court, 4 were 
<^vioted, and one was awaiting trial at the close of the year. 

179. Under this head 32 cases were reported during the year as agdnst 26 

. in the preceding year. In only one of these 32 cases 

Bobbery. conviction was obtained, in 3 the accused were acquitted 

or discharged, 18 cases were declared by Magistrates to be false, and 10 oases 
were under enquiry at the close of the year. 

180. Ninety-six (96) cases of house-breaking were reported during the year 

„ ... under report as against 108 in the previous year. Of 

Honse-lireakuig. these 96 cases, 30 were struck off the register os no 

crime by order of Magistrates, 9 cases were acquitted and discharged, in 18 cases 
convictions were obtauied, 1 was pending trial, and 38 cases remained undetected 
at the close of the year. 

181. There were 378 cases of ordinary theft during the year under report 

against 43.3 in 1884. Of these 378 cases, in 111 con- 
victions were obtained, in 33 the accused were acquitted 
and discharged, 180 cases were struck off as no crime by order of Magistrates, 
one was pending trial at the close of the year, and ^7 remained undetected. The 
following table shows the number of thefts classided according to certain money 
limits : 
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The alK»ve table shows not only a decrease in crime of this class but a decided 
improvement in the percentages of convictions obtained, as compared with the 
previous year. 


182. There were 18 cases rejmrted under this head during the year as

Roceivmg Btolen pro,«rty. convictions w4re obt«ned, in 5 cases the accused 

were acquitted and discharged, and one case was struck off as no crime by order

183. In every village of the district, a register of bad characters is stated 

to be kept by the Police Patel of the village, who is 
expected to take daily a roU-caU of all bad ebaraottms 
entered in the register, and no such re/^tered person 

is alloM’ed to go from his village to another without a passport from the Patel of 
his village; that ip addition to this a similar register all bad characters in each 
of the villages luider each outpost is kept by the Uead Constable in charge of the 
outpost, and the Police at each outpost have strict ord(»« to visit the several viU 
luges in their beat periodically once a week to mixster the bad characters and 
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185, From the above it will be seen tlmt tliere is a slight improvement* as 
compared with 1884, in the efforts of the Police to detect cases of previous years; 
This improvement, tlie Superintendent of Police Mr. Yates states, is not very 
great, but he trusts in the coming year to show better results. 

186. The following table shows the numl>er of cases reported as cognizable

187. During tlie year under repiort the number of cases taktm up by the 
Police and included in Statement A. Part I., but afterwards declared to be false, 
was 477 as against 526 in the pjrevious year. Of these 477 cases, 29 were taken 
up directly by Magistrates and 448 by the Police. Three cases were struck off 
as no crime Mter the cases had l>een sent np f‘>r trial to the Magistrates, and 
4 Piersons w^ere concerned in these cases. Three |)ereon8 were prosecuted for 
having given false information of an offence or having laid charge of a false 
offence; of these one was discharged under section 269 of the Criminal Procedure 
Code and two were con'victed. The District Magistrate Mr. Loch thinks “ that 
there must be some misunderstanding on the pmrt of the Magistrati^s as to striker 
ing off cases as intentionally fabe. It seems that no less than 477 were struck 
off under this head, while only 16 were struck off for other causes, and yet there 
were only 3 cases of false compilaint triecL In some chisses of offences the 
number struck off is very high, i. c. 20 out of 25 decided cases of unlawful assem* 
bly and riot} 19 out of 22 robberies, 186 out of 330 thefts, and 48 out of 61 cases of 
criminal breach of trust. This last class of cases is one in which cbarj^es ore 
often made which have a basis of truth, but which are matters for a civil court 
and not for a criminal court to investigate, and there is a j,>robability that some 
of the cases struck off as intentionally false were not really so. The District 
Magistrate w^ see that the Magistrates dearly understand the orders about 
stouing off cases.'* 

188. The value of property stolen during the year tmder report amounted 

to its, 27,026 as against Bs- 44,476 m 1884, or a 

Profieri^ decrease of Ks. 17,450; and the value of piroperty 

reeovd-ed Sharing the year amounts to Rs. 14,534 as {gainst Rs. 19*019 in 1884.” 

































190. It 'Will be observed tluti in the total n|imber of pasee 'Qsere ia an ' 
moveaae 247 caaes as compared unth the preoeding year. The inores^ oo^imiiia 
in caaes conung under Olaaaea IV.. V.;, VX., and apeiraalisws. The poreehta^ ol 
cases in whidii the Police were employed to caees rep<nrted has fallen from 19 in 
1^4 to 16 in 1885;. while the percentage of persona convicted to those appearii^ 
before courts has risen from 11 in 1884 to 15 in 1885. The District Hagiatrate 
reinarjis as foUowa: 

" Of noB'^mgaiasble crime, there ia really ve^ little in this diabiot. The figoraif nnder 
vclaiit<m41y oanaine hurt are large, but out of 2,IlO peraona summoned for tiiat offenoa it 
will be seen that 145 only were convicted, while 1,427 persons were acquitted, «. a< com* 
pounded and settled matters amioab^. In veiy few of these cases is there anything more 
than a sauahble, a good deal of baa langnam, and a shove or two. The other cases are 
prinj^psiUy charges of mischief, most of which are oomponnded, and offences aga i n s t 
mtammip}, forest, and oatUe.poand lawn" ^

Statement C. 


3. A considerable number of fairs «rere held during the year in the ZHvi' 

sion. Those noted in the mar^n were 
attended by large numbers of people. 
In only one instance, that of the Alandi 
fair, was it found necessary to emplm^ 
extra Police for the protection of lira 
and property. This extra force consisted 
of four officers and thirty-seven men 
who were paid by the Municipality. At 
the other fairs small detachments from 
the regular Police force were found sufficient to maintain order. The Sinvast 
testiv^ at Ndsik ended on the 2tth August. The Police of this district relieved 
the military on the 1st of March 1885 of the jail and treasury guards taken by 
them since 21st August 1884. There was little or no crime at the different 
fairs. A few oases of petty thefts occurred, in most of which the stolen property 
was recovered.

Ndsik District. The inhabitants of those villages were notorious for robbing 

t rain from passing trains, which has ceased since the establishment of the post. 

erious riots occurred at Mdlegaon between the Hindus and Mahomedans, during 
the Mohorum and Dasra festivals, which fell on the same day in the year 1885. 
These riots have already been fully reported on, and Government have sane* 
tioned a punitive force, to be established in the city of Malegaon at the 
expense of the Mahomedan inhabitants. Some 127 of the rioters have been 
convicted, and others were awaiting trial at the date of the Superintendent’s 
Report. 

The post at Udtara in Sdtdra was withdrawn from the Oth August 1885, 
as no offence was reported in the village since its establishment in 1884. 


In the city of Sholdpur a punitive post wavdound necessary. It was sane* 
tioned for two years. A year has now elapsed since the post was established 
and the effect so far has been satisfactory; it has been deemed expedient, 
however, to maintain it for the full period.

4. The total strength of the Police force of the Central Division, inclusive 
of District Superintendents and Assistant District Superintendents of Police, was 
5,832, and it was maintained at a cost of Rs. 9,57,135, the distribution being 
as follows :

7. Comparing tho above with the previous year, every district shows an 

increase in the number of officers and men who can read and write ; the moat 
remarkable being in the Poona District, where the number has risen from 293 
in 1884 to 414 in 1885. The number of men under tuition in the Division 
during the year was 880. • 

8. In all districts satisfactory progress has been made by the men in drill. 

An improvement is also noticeable in ball practice. 

DrUI and Ball Practice. Five out of the ten divisional prizes were won by meti 
of the Sitdra Police, two fell to the share of the Khdndesh Police, Ahmednagar, 
Poona, and Sholdpnr taking one each. The Sdtdra Foot Police are the best 
drilled I have seen as set. 

9. The arras in use are in fair condition, but many are very old and have 
served over tho prescribed period. The clothing and accoutrements are in 
accordance with the regulations. 

10. The conduct of the men in the jjrear under report shows a groat 
improvement over that of 1884; vide table given below :

It. The amount expended during the year on public buildings is Rs. 10,309 
by the Public Works Department and Rs. 4,311 departmontally or Rs. 14,680 
in all against Rs. 30,082 in the preceding year. The new Police lines at Bdrsi 
Rond, Shetpul, Karowli, and Vellapur under construction in the Sholkpur 
District were completed. Lines are always being built at Kasik, which, it is 
hoped, will bo I'eady this year.

The District Superiatendonts Poona, Ndsik, and SboMpnr, would appear not 
to have been active in' visiting scenes of CBinio, but the above figui*eB include 
many cases which were deteettd at once and the offenders arrested before the 
Superintendent could start for the place, and his presence was then annecessary, 
the inquiry being completed. 

It should be noted, however, in examining the figures of this table, in the 
case of Second Assistant Superintendent, Khaudosh, Mr. Jardine, out of the 
twelve cases unvisited, seven were detected at once and the culprits evontunlly ^ 
sentenced, while in five others (complaints of either p<)isoning or dacoity) tho ' 
complaint was false and a report made to tho Magistrate for the cose to be 
struck off the crime register. 

It must be remembered that on receipt of a report of crime or on tho 
information being laid, whether it be true or otherwise, the case has to bo 
brought on tho register immediately and a report made to tho Police officer in 
charge of tho Division. Very frequently the Chief Constable after proceeding 
with the enquiry finds, there is no case or that tho complainant’s statement is 
unreliable. Notwitlistanding this the case still has to be shown as a serious 
crime in the return and without some explanation would give the impression 
that a crime had occurred and had been left unvisited. 

In Niisik, which shows tho next largest number of cases unvisited, four 
occurred in Colonel Wilson’s time, in three of which before tho Superintendent 
could start arrests were made ending in the conviction of the accused ; in the 
other five oases all were in the same way detected almost at once and resulted in 
the accused being seutenced. 

Inspect ion of Outposts, 

17. The District Sujjerintendents of Police, Poona and Sdtdra, have been 
specially active in making inspections, the former having examiued all the chief 
constables’ offices in his charge and 30 out of 47 outiiosts, and the latter in 
addition to all the chief constables’ offices, 27 out of 4U outposts. In Niisik 39 
outposts were loft unvisited, which is not satisfactory ; but the men of 12 of 
them were inspected at tho tiluka heail-iiuartera. In Ahmednagar the 
Superintendent inspected 5 chief constables’ offices and 22 outposts, and his 
Assistant two chief constables’ offices and 9 outposts. 

The inspection of outposts made by the District Superintendent, Khindesh, 
and his two Assistants has been satisfactory.

Only two remain at large. 
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Prieis of Superintendenlf Re/porU. 

Ahnn'tlnftgar. —Mr. Vincent, in forwardioff hi« report, states tbat the edurau 
tional status of the force is satisfactory. The general conduct of the Police 
shows a great improvement on the previous year, both judicially and demrtmeot- 
ally, the punishments having decreased considerably. The utter absence^ of 
lines for the City Police and at many out^stations is especially brought to notice. 

The imperfect footing upon which the' village police are placed, is, in the 
opinion of Mr. Vincent, a matter which calls for the special attention of Govern¬ 
ment. 

Khdndeah .—Major Maobay forwards the report of this district. Mr. 
BoHand, however, was for the greater portion of the year in charge. The Super- 
intondent reports the necessity of giving swords to the hitherto unarmed Police, 
who are freciuently called upon to do duty in solitary outposts in the wilds of 
the district. Well-merited praise is awarded to 84heb Inspector K4sin&bh 
Luxiimon for his succesB in deteefing crime and all grades of the force are com¬ 
mented on favourably. The men of the Bhil Corps are reported to have made 
considerable progress in musketry, the divisional prize being taken by a private 
of the corps. 

The want of accommodation for the unarmed Police is particularly reported 
throughout the district,—the men have no accommodation provided for them. 
The necessity of a proper head-quarter office at Dharan^aum, the Superin¬ 
tendent again brings to notice, and the impossibility of keeping the records in 
proper order in the shed hitherto used has been repeatedly represented. In this 
1 fully concur. 

Ndaik .—The report of thi.s district is written by Mr. Alexander. Colonel 
Wilson, however, hod charge during the greater portion of the year. The con¬ 
duct of all grades of the force has been satisfactory, and they appear to have 
worked well. The necessity of Police lines at the tdluka towns is specially 
brought to notion. Grain robberies from the passiim trains on the banks at one 
time re-eommoucod, bub the posting of punitive Rilice on the villages round 
about has put a ston to them. Mr. Alexander speaks of the loss the district has 
sustained by the cleath of Mr. Inspector Prescott. The District Magistrate 
makes no remarks in forwarding the report. 

Poona .—Major Babiiigf.on reports on the satisfactory working and the 
discipline of the force under him, and also expresses high approval of the 
manner in which Mr. luspector Collett and the European constables under him 
have conducted their duties. The musketry report of this district is also 
Favourable. In this as in other districts the Superintendent draws attention to 
the ithsuffieient accommodation available for the Police. The present arming of 
the men, Major Bahington points out, is very unsatisfactory; four different 
weapons taking difforont ainmunitiou being in use. The District Magistrate in 
his forwarding remarks concurs with Major Babington in deprecating the use 
of so many different kinds of fire-arms. 

Sdtdra .—Colonel Codrington reports the Police to be fairly efficient, and 
though wautiiig in detective ability still sufficient for the requirements of the 
district in which crime does not assume any considerable proportions. Inspec¬ 
tions of the outposts have been satisfactorily oarried out and dne attention has 
boon paid to the subjects of drill and musketry. 

Shokljpur .— Mr, Yates forwards the report of the district. The general 
conduct and efficiency of the force is reported as aatisfactory. Difficulty is 
experienced in finding suitable men for recruits, the greater number offering 
belonging to the lowest and worst class of Mus^mdns. The District Magis¬ 
trate makes no mnarks when forwarding the report.

I have the honor to submit the annual report on the working of tho Police 
of the Southern Division for tho year 1885 together, with tho statements murk* 
ed A., Parts 1. and II., and B. 


2. Throughout the year ending 3tst December 1883 tho Division was 
under my predecessor, Mr. Arthur Crawford. 

3. The following table gives tho <lates of tho Police Superintendents’ 
reports, of the District Magistrates* transmitting memoranda, and of tho final 
replies of tho Su[M*rintondents to references made to them from my odico 
regarding mistakes and discrepancies discovered on o.xamiuation of tho reports 
and returns: 
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4. Some of the statements relating to cognizable offences had to bo 
returned for amendment as they were found to contain mistakes. The amended 
statements called for nrero received only a few days ago. This accounts for tho 
slight delay in the submission of this report. 


Crime in generai.. 


5. Tho subjoined statement shows tho number of cognizable and non-cog- 
nizablo cases taken together and contrasts the results of tho year’s operations 
with those of the previous year ; 
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6. There is an increase of crime in all the districts except Dhdrwilr and 
Kanara. 

7. The total numlierof offences of all descriptions is 15,611 against 1.3,045 
of the previous year. Tho Reljraum District shows tho largest increase (378 
cases). Then come KoI4bs and Bijapur with an increase <if 2y9 and 245 respect¬ 
ively, while the iftcrease in Ratnigiri is only 107. Tho increase in tho Beigautn 
and Bijapur Districts, as will be seen further on, is chiefly in cognizable cases. 
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There is a very perceptible decrease in crime in Kdnara, while the decrease in 
Dh^wdr is only 79 cases. 

8. The Superintendent gives no reasons for the large increase in Belgaum. 

_ ... , In Bijdpur Mr. Kennedy attributes it to the high 

deorMso* prices which ruled in a part of the year under report 

and which led the criminal classes, such as Latbanees 
and Korvis, to take to crime for their livelihood. How far Mr. Kennedy is 
correct in his opinion I am unable to say in the absence of the weekly diaries, 
which, under recent orders, are sent to the Inspector General of Police. The 
increase in Kol^ba and Ratn^ri being chiefly in nnn-oogniiiable cases calls for 
no remark. The decrease in K^nara is partly attributed to the alteration in the 
rules for filling in of the returns laid down in Government of India’s 'Resolution 
No, of 29th February 1884, according to which false cases are omitted from 
the crime returns. This explanation, however, shows that the rules were not 
brought into force in compiling the statistics for 1884, as they ought to have 
been. 

9. In connection with the 15,011 offences, 22,279 persons were arrested 
or summoned, of whom 6,614 or 29’6 per cent, were convicted. This percentage 
is loss by 2*4 than lust year. The falling off appears in all the districts except 
Belgaum and K^nara. 

10. The tabular statement given below shows the proportion of cognizable 
and non'Cogniznble offences to area and population, district by district, and of 
the whole Division; 
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11. The proportion of cognizable offences to population is lowest in 
Katutlgiri, viz. 1 to 778, and highest in Belgaum, I to 423. The figures for other 
districts range between those extremes. 

12. As regards non-cognizable crime the proportion to population is also 
lowest in Uatudgiri (I to 864) and highest in KolAba (I to 2^2). 

CoaMiZAOLE OainG. 

13. The number of cognizable offences for the whole Division as well as 
for each district and the results of Police operations in connection with them 
arc shown in the subjoined table in contrast with the results obtained in the 
previous year : 
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14. The total namber of cognisable offences reported during the year 
under report ie 7*712 i^^ainst 7,589 in 1884. This gives a net increase of 123 
cases for the Dirisbn taken as a whole. But on examination of the figures for 
.each district I find that cognisable crime has largely increased in Belganm and 
Bij4pnr* the increase in the former district being 394 offences and in the latter 
199. In iK^oliba also there is a slight increase. The remaining distriots of 
Dh4rwar* Kdnara, and Batnigiri show a satisfactory d^rease of 162, SCO. and 47 
oases respsotively. 

15. I find that the increase in Belganm is to be observed in Class 111. 

**Serious offences against thewrson and property” (36), in Class V. “Minor 
offences against property” (7l\ and in “ Priblic and local nuisances” under Class 
VI. (264).» For the last the Police are of course not responsible, but the increase 
in the fint two heads clearly shows that they have not been successful in tbe 
prevention of crime. In Bijipur a very 'great increase is observable in offences 
under the A'bkdri and Forest Acta, the figures being 84 and 38 respectively. 1 
have, therefore, called upon the Superintendent to explain the causes, as far as 
be can, in order to judge as to whether there may not have been some want 
of discretion on the part of tbe departmental subordinates. There is also in 
this district a considerable increase in offences against property, both serious 
and minor. This does not redound to the credit of the District Police. 

16. Out of 7,712 cases, 4,742 were investigated by the Police, and of the * 
latter 2,737 or 57*7 per cent. I’csulted in conviction. This shows an improve¬ 
ment by 3'7 per cent, over last year, when the figure was 54. Belganm leads 
with a percentage of 817. Then comes Kdnara with 75*8 per cent. The por- 
oentages in Bijdpur, Dhdrwtir, and KoUba are fair, but Ratndgii*i shows the worst 
percentage, viz. 26*9. Last year also the pcrcentagu in this disti'ict was equally 
unsatisfactory, viz. 26. 

17. Belgaum is also first as regards percentage of convictions to cases 
decided. Then comes Kitnnra with a percentage of 79*2, and then liatndgiri, 
Dharwdr, Bijiipur, and Koldba with their respective percentages of 65*3, 62 7, 
61*9, and 51*5. 

18. In connection with 7,712 coguizahle oases 5,280 persons wore nircsted, 
of whom 3,504 or 66*3 per cent, were convicted as contrasted with 65 per cent, 
in the preceding year. Koldba has deteriorated by 4 per cent,, but it still tivkos 
the first rank with a percentage of 80 as regards convictions to afrests. 
Belgaum and Kduara follow with 74 and 71*8 per cent, respectively. The 
percentages attained in other districts are not so satisfactory. It must be 
remembered, however, that the tests furnished by those percentages, which 
embrace both ‘ direct' as well as Police cases, are not a correct index of the 
eflBcioncy of the Police in tbe detection of crime, but only show bow far their 
existence in a given district has exercised a deterrent influence on the commu¬ 
nity at large as regards tbe commission of crime. 

19. In judging, however, of the action of the Police, it is necessary to see 
how far they were free agents in the arrests made by them. I accordingly 
subjoin a statement distinguishing arrests made by the Police mo motu 
and by orders of tbe Magistracy with the results obtained as comparad with 
the previous year: 
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20. The total number of persons apprehended by the Police «uo motu 
during the year under report is 5,280 against 6,059 in 1884, of whom 8,504 oi* 
66'3 per cent, were convicted against 65 per cent, last year. This percentage is 
slightly better than last year. £ol4ba heads the list with a percentage of 80, 
which, however, is less than last year by 4. Belgaum follows with a percentage 
of 74 and shows an improvement of 7 per cent, on the results obtained last year. 
Then comes Kdnara with a percentage of 71, which is an improvement of 14 pw 
cent, over the previous yeaV; next Katm'^ri with a percentage of 66, which is 
less than last year by 6. The results in Dharwdr and Bijapur are unsatisfactoiy. 

21. In the case of persons apprehended by order of a Magistrate, the 
percentage of convictions for the whole Division is 34*1 as compared with 37 of 
fast jj^ear. The percentage in Belgaum (4*6) is bad and shows that th^ habit of 
making false complaints is rife in that district. Severe examples should be 
made by the Magistracy, when opportunity offers, of convicting complainants 
who can be shown to have instituted criminal proceedings on false grounds. In 
the other districts too, except Kolaba and K4nara, the percentages obtained are 
very unsatisfactory. 

22. Tho following statement shows the analysis or classification of cogniz* 
able crime as compared with the previous year for tho whole Division: 
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23. Those offences show a slight increase of 33, which is distributed

th» Statu * 0 . ly noticeable, ns in the previous year, under Serial 

No. 6 (Rioting or unlawful nssombly). The riots that took place ivere, however, 
not of a serious char.acter and call for no special remark. 

24. There was also a not increase of 24 cases under Class II. “ Serious 
offenoos against the person,” and a material increase of 82 chiefly under Serial 
Nos. 16, 20, 22, and 28. In Ratnagiri also is obseiwable an increase of 17 cases, 
but there is a satisfactory decrease of 28 cases in Dh&rwdr. The fluctuations 
of crime of this class in other districts call for no remark. 

25. The subjoined statement shows tho number of the most serious 
offences against tho person committed during the year under report ns also in 
tho preceding year, and tho number of convictions obtained : 
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26. There is an increase of serious crime under every bead except 
” Attempts at murder”. Murders have increased by 4, culpable bomksidea 
by 3, grievous hurts by 5, and cases of kidnapping by 4. 
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27. The reported morders are attributed to the followisg oausea:

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28. Tlie statemeat marked C. gives the particulars of infanticide oases os 
called for in Qovemineiit iiesolution No. 7050 of 11th Noveml)er 1882. 

29. The percentage in mnrder oases has fallen from 55 to 32 in 1885, and 
the Police in all the districts have obtained unsatisfactory results in the deteo* 
tion of this crime, which shows a considerable increase in Dharw&r. Seventeen 
oases were reported in this district during the year under report against 12 in 
the previous year. Of these, conviction was obtained in only 4, 2 were struck 
oil as no crime, 6 were acquitted or discharged, 4 wore pending at the close of 
the year, and one remained undetected. Belgaum has also returned a large 
number, 13, of which 11 wore tekon up for investigation. Out of those that 
were inquired into, conviction was obtained in 4, 4 wore acquitted or discharged, 
one was pending, one remains undetected, and in one the aocnsed committed 
suicide immediately after the oonimisaion of the murder. In llatnagiri two 
cases of murder were reported but no conviction was obtained in any of them. 
The results obtained in the remaining districts are not so bad as in Dharwur 
and Belgaum. Six cases occurred in Bijapnr and 6 in Kanara and conviction was 
obtained in 3 in each district, lu £ol(lba there were two cases, one of which 
resulted in conviction. 

30. As regards attempts at murder the Police have been equally unsuc¬ 
cessful, the results obtained being only slightly better than last year. There 
were 11 cases or one less than in the previous year, aud couviotiou was obtained 
in 4 against 2 of the previous year. 

31. The number of cases of culpable homicide have increased from 8 to 11 
in 1885, while the number in which conviction was obtained has remained 
stationary, va. 7. 

32. Cases of grievous hurt have risim from 93 to 98 during the year under 
report. This species of crime has increased more or less in all the districts 
except Dhdrwar, where it shows a slight decrease of 14 cases. Out of 98 cases 
that occurred in the whole Division conviction was obtained in 35. 

83. Cases of kidnapping have risen from 17 to 21 in 1885. The Police 
have succeeded in procuring conviction in only 3 oases, which is very disappoint¬ 
ing. The Belgaum Police have spuoially failtsi in the detection of this crime, for 
though the number of cases rose during the year under report from 2 to 0, the 
Police have failed to detect even a single case. The results in Koldba aud 
Ratn&giri are equally unsatisfactory. 

34, The results of Police operations in the detection of serious orimo 
against the person have been anything but creditable to the Police of the Divi¬ 
sion as a whole. The District Superintendent of Police, Belgaum, attributes the 
failure to the introduction of the jury system in his district, lie does not, 
however, specify any instances of failure of justice due to £be change. 

35. This class of offences shows a decrease of 
CUm III.—Sorions offences |20 cases chiefly under ‘ Thefts’ and ‘ Receiving stolen 

property,’ the figures being 772 as compared with 902 
in 1884. 

36. The following table shows the jnore serious offences against property 
included in Classes III. and V. and the results obtained by the Police in the 
detection of the same:

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(37. The number of dacoities have increaaefl from 21 to 27 during the year 
under report, the increase being largest in Kanara, where some of the cases were 
of a very daring character. It is very painful to observe that while the orime 
has increased considerably the Police have succeeded in obtaining conviction in 
only 2 cases out of 27. 


38. Next comes robbery, which shows an increase of 15 oases. The failure 
of the Police in the detection of this crime is even more conspicuous, 16 out of 
184 cases only having been detected, Kanara has succeeded in prosecuting to 
conviction only 2 out of 8 cases, while the results in the other districts are 
poorer still. 


3P. Theft shows a satisfactory decrease from 3,405 to 3,268 cases. But 
the number of convictions obtained has fallen from 930 to 897 in 1885. 


40. Oases of receiving ntolen property have also considerably decreased. 
Last year the number of these cases was 147, while this year it is only 70. 

41. The largo number of oases of housebreaking in Dharwar and Bijapur 
is very sorions. Althougli so many as 122 and 143 cases were reported in 
Dharwar and Bijapur respectively, convictions were obtained in 4 cases only in 
each of those districts. 


42. The following table shows the results of the Police operations in the 
detection of this crime and the percentage the undetected cases bear to the 
number of cases reported : 
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43. It will bo observed from the above that the number of undetected 
cases in Dharwar and Bijapur is respectively 129 and 113, and it is obviously 
necessary that to recover their credit the Police of these districts ought to exert 
their utmost in the prevention and detection of this crime. 

Class iv\— Minor offences 44. The oflFences under this class show a net 

spniiisi the person. decrease of 11, which calls for no remark. 


45. Those offences show a large increase of 205 oases. The increase is 
chiefly due to the number of prosecutions in thoBelgaum 
speeirAxna P‘8trict for public and local nuisances having risen 

from 629 to 775 during the year under report. There 
is also n very perceptible increase in*" the number of prosecutions tmder the 
A'bkari and Forest Acts in the Bijdpur District. 
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46. Tbe subjoined table shows tbe detective action of the Police in Hquor 
and opium-sniuggung and miscellaneous cases ; 
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47. Tbe number of liquor-smuggling oases detected during the year under 
report has increased from 124 to 153. The increase is noticeable in all the dis¬ 
tricts except Kanara and Itatniigiri. In Belgaum the number of oases has risen 
from 9 to 25, in Bijdpur.from 19 to 54, in Dharwdr from 17 to 28, and in Kolaba 
from 17 to 19. The cases of opium smuggling are too few to cull for any 
notice. 

48. In connection with liquor-smuggling cases 185 persons wore arrested 
of whom 15G were convicted, giving a satisfactory percentage of 84, which is 
more than last year by 4. 

49. The following statement gives the information about struck-off cases, 
the persons concerned in them, &c.: 
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50. There is a falling off in the percentage of struck-oS cases to the total 
number of cases fur disposal, tho figures being 20 as compared with .81 in the 
previous year. As in 1884, the number of struck-off cases was the largest 
In ilatnagiri, viz. 601 : Belgaum has the next largest number. The numbw of 
such cases has considerably fallen in Ktinara and Dh4rw&r., 

51. In connection with struck-off case.s 434 persons appear to have been 
arrested. Dharwf'ir has this year tho largest number of arrests, viz. 290. The 
l*olice in this district do not appear to have exercised proper discretion in making 
arrests in such cases. 


52. Tho subjoined table shows the proportion of cases reported by the 
Police under section 157 of the Criminal Procedure Code to the total number 
of COSOS roi)ortod during tho year under report; 
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53. Tho number of cases not enquired into under section 157 of the Code 
htui droreased in llijitpur, Dharwdr, and Kdnara. In Koldba it has remained 
almost stationary, while in Belgaum and liutndgiri such cases show an increase of 
111 uml* 74 respectively. 1 have no means of judging whuther the Police have 
exeroisud proper disorotion in this matter, but if the recommendation, made in 
my No. of '.iOth ultimo, meets with the approval of Government, there will be 
an effective check on tho action of subordiuato Police officers, inasmuch as their 
action will he subject to the scrutiny of a responsible officer, the District Super- 
intoudont of Police. 


54. Thu results of the Police operations in undetected cases standing over 
from the previous two years will be seen from the following statements : 
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55. Out of 748 cases of 1883 conviction was obtained in 7 only, of wbiuh 
3 were in Beiganni, 2 in DhArwAr, and one only in oacU of the two districts of 
Bijapnr and KoIAba. KAnara and RatnAgiri have failed to detect a single castt 
standing over from 1883. 

66. Tbe results obtained in cases of 1884 are slightly more favourable. 
Belgaum, BijAnur, and KolAba have obtained convictions in ’l3, 16, and 20 cases 
respectively. The figures for Kandra, DhdrwAr, and RatiiAgiri are poor, being 
4, 3, and 7 respectively. « 

57. In respect of the recovery of stolen property standing over from 1883, 
DhiirwAr is most successful, the amount of such property recovered being the 
largest, via, Rs. 2,ir»0; next comes Bolgiium with Rs. 556, which is followed 
bv Kolaba with Rs. 48. Ratniigiri has done nothing. In tlio matter of recovery 
of missing property outstanding from 1884, all tlie districts have acquitted them¬ 
selves fairly well. 

58. The follovring table gives the number of cases in which property was 
stolen and of eases in which it was recovered as well as the amount of property 
reported to have boon stolen with percentage of recovery: 
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59. The percentage of cases in which property was recovered is nearly 
the same as in the previou.s year, being 73*8 as compared with 74 in 1884. 
RatnAgiri shows the highest percentage, 80-7 and KAnara the lowest, 60*4. Both 
KAnara and KolAba have deteriorated by 7. 

60. The Divisional percentage of the recovery of stolen jiroperty is 47, 
which is worse than la.st year by 6. As in the previous year Rutiiagiri has 
attained the highest percentage of 72, KAnara shows a satisfactory' improve¬ 
ment of 14 per cent. Belgaum is stationary'. In the other flistricts there is a 
falling off. Bijapur shows an extraordinary decrease from 60 iu 1884 to 27 in 
1885. The Superintendent has given no satisfactory reason for the utter failure 
of the Police under this head. In August 1885, the people of Bijapur com¬ 
plained bitterly of the inefficiency of the Police in protecting their property 
The memorial submitted was extravagantly worded and was signed by several 
snbordinate Government officials. 'J'hest^ latter, I believe, subsequently apolo¬ 
gised to the District Superintendent for the violent language used in the memo¬ 
rial. The fact, however, remains that the results of the Police operations to a

certain extent show that the apprehcnBions of the people were not entirely 
unfounded as the Police have betrayed lamentable incapacity in recovering 
stolen property. 1 have no doubt the present energetic Superintendent, Mr. 
Konneuy, will spare no pains to remove tno stigma from his force. 

Non-Coqnizabl* Criue. 


61. The following is an abstract of Statement A. Part II. and exhibits the 
results obtained in non-cognizable cases for each district as contrasted with the 
previous year; 
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62. The non-oongizable offences have increased from 7,456 to 7,899 during 
th(5 year under report. Thia increase is chiefly observable iu Bijnpur, Dharwdr, 
Koldbn, and liatialgiri. In Belgaum and Kdnara thoro is only a slight increase. 


63. In connection with these cases 15,325 persons were apprehended or 
summoned, of whom 2,549 or 16'5 per cent, were convicted. This ro^talt is less 
favourable than last year by 2'6. All tbo districts contribute moro or leas 
towards this frilling off except Belgaum, which remains stationary, and Krinara, 
which has slightly improverl by 1'2 per cent. Bijdpur has declined by 5‘2, 
Dlnlrwiir by 2*.3, l^olaba, by I'O, and llatnagiri by 3*7. As in the previous year, 
Kiiuara has obtained tbo highest pei’ceutago, viz. 27'2, and Kolaba stands last 
with a porcontage of 16*4. 

64. I think it unnecessary to submit additional observations on the 
statistics of uun-cognizablu cases ns the results in those cases are no index to 
the ofticicncy or otherwise of the Police. 

Genebal IIemabks. 

65. It is impossible for mo to record any remarks based upon personal 
observation ns 1 aid not join the Soutliorn Division until three months after the 
close of the year of report, and as yet I have only visited a small portion of one 
of tho districts in my charge. JuJging, however, from the figures and state¬ 
ments before me, it would seem that the general results obtained by the Police 
are utterly unsatisfactory. 

66. I sincerely hope that before the next report becomes due, I shall not 
only bo iu a position to jdaco on record remarks of a valuable character, but 
to show a very much better outturn of work.

Btatament C. 

3. Aniiual fairs were held at Tamndr in the Navalgund Tdlaka and CKidd« 
gudd&por in the Rdnebennur Tdluka of the Dhdrwdr District. The former fw 
uistod for three days from 6th to 7th March and was attended by 60,000 people, 
and the latter for four days from 17th to 20th October and was attended w 
6,873 people. At Yanandr four ofSoers and 14 men from the r^^ar forM aro 
65 Bhotsandis from neighbouring villageB were deputed for the protection of 
persons and property. Two officers and seven men from the regular force were 
likewise detailed at Guddgudddpur. Seven offences were reported at Yamndi^ 
in all of which convictions were obtained and the whole of the property (valued 
at Es. 8«6-0) recovered. 


The three punitive posts established in 1883 at the^ villages of EBmat|'i, 

Amingnd, and Quledgudd in Bijdpur have, been mam« 
Punitive Pofttii. taiued during the year under review. 


A now post consisting of one officer and four men was established at the 
village of Pirkou in Koltiba for one ycsar, from Ist April 1885, on account of the 
lawless character of the inhabitants as evinced by various offences against the 
Abkdri and Salt laws committed in that village. 


It was also found necessary to establish a punitive post at Budbavle in 
Ratndgiri from Ist January in consequence of the misconduct of the villagers in 
connection with the suppression of evidence in a murder case. 


Statement D. 

4. The total strength of the police force of the Southern Division, inclu¬ 
sive of District Superintendents ana Assistant District Superintendents of Police, 
amounted to 3,963, and it was maintained at a cost of Rs. 6,32,632, the distribu*

The average proportion of the whole force to the area and population of iJie 
Division is one policeman to 6*20 square miles and one to 1,081 inhabitants. 


Statement E. 

6, The subjoined statement gives Ahe number and percentage of educated 
Policemen in each district; 
























7. ComiMirictg ihia return with those of previous rears, education is 
advancing iu the Southern Division in the aamo manner ae 1 havo found general 
elsewhere. Katn^'ri heads the Kst with a very satisfactory percentage, and 
Bij4pur comes last; the latter, however, shaws a slight improvement over former 
years. The Superintendent, Bijdpur, is fully aware of the benefit of enlisting 
l^ducated men and the Superintendent has been using bis best endeavours to 
procure them but finds great difficulty in doing so. 

8, Throughout the Division saiisfootoiy progress 
has boon made in the matter of drill. 

Mr. Ooldamid, the Superintendent at Bclgaurh, has particularly intereated 
himself in the drill of the Mounted Police, having obtained the services of an 
instructor from the Battery of Artillery stationed there on a small payment 
which 1 sanctioned from the Uorse Fund. 

0. The returns of the musketry practice show a sligh t improvement. The 
Divisional Champion Prise was won by a Constable of the Bijdpur District, 
DhdrwAr, Bcigaum, Hatniigiri, and Kdnnra coming next in order of merit. The 
Foot Police are armed with muzsleloadcrs throughout the Division and the 
Mounted Police with rifliKl earbinus. Thu arms and anuiivuiition are all reported 
to be in good condition. 

10. The conduct of the men in the Southern Division shows considerable 
improvement ns coiftpnred with the preceding year. The subjoined table gives 
details of punishments : 
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11. The decrease of punishments in this Division is particularly notice<ible, 
every district showing a marked improvement in this respect. The return of 
those judicially punished is highly satisfactory, os it is in cases of this kind that 
the offence is of the more grave description, generally criminal, whereas the 
offences for which departmental puuisbmeut is awarded arc of a minor charnoter. 

12. The following table shows the number of men who have been rewarded 
for good service by promotion and otherwise in each district ; 
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The moaejr rewwede to tl»e PoUoe tibte fotur have eoneidembly incwMedj the 
BijApur Dietrici shows the largest number pt sooh rewards. 

I am not mTself in favor d giring Police money rewi^s for doing wh^ li 
may be argued, is simply their duty^ and vihat tb^ are paid for: hut, then, hw 
are they paid ? Take the case of an uneducated donstable ha^ the lower gra«^ 
for instance. His want of education goes against his promotion and heremwns 
on pay which is so small that any littm money reward for good service dpne is a 
great help to him. In such cases money rewards act ns a great inoOTtive tod 
give the man hope that by gof>d work done bo may be able to add a little to his 
smalt monthly stipend which barely suffices to feed liim,^ especially when duty 
causes him to be transferred from place to place in the distnct. 

13. The number of men enlisted during the year was 287, and the number 
of resignations amounted to 52. 


Statemant 

14. The entire Police force of the Southern Division consisted of 9 
Europeans and 3,924 natives, 30 places being vacant at the dose of the ^yc*d^> 
Of the Europeans 0 are District SuperiDtendents of Police, one an Assistant 
Suporintendent on probation, one a Port Constable at Kdrw4r, tod one a 
Constable specially employed in the Belgaum Cantonment. The natives number 
621 officers and 3,803 men: of the former, 6 are Christians, 197 Mahomedans, 
one P4rsi. and 417 Hindus. Of the 3,803 men, 56 are Christians, 1,172 
Mahomedans, 8 Jeivs, and 2,072 Hindus of all castes. 

Police Suildinge. 

15. The amount expended during the year on Police buildings is Bs. 43,035, 
of which Rs. 27,557 were for works executed by the Public Works Department 
and Us. 15,478 for "those carried on departmentally. The construction and 
repairs of several buildings in the Bijipur and* Dh4rwAr Coliectorates were post¬ 
poned in pursuance of tlie orders of Government directing retrench mente in 
expenditure. In the Kdnara Collectorate a new station-l^ouse was constructed 
at Malgi, also a block of lines to accommodate 16 men at Mundgod; an expen* 
(iitnre of Ra. 1,466 was also incurred in constructing station-houses at A^di, 
Bilgi, aud Gersappa. In the KoUba Collectorate, Police lines costing Rs. 5,867 
and 5,804 respectively w'ore constructed at Pen and Roha by the Public Works 
Department. New lines at S»i. T41uktt Panvcl, were also erected departmental- 
]y auring the year at a cost of Rs. 417. lu Ratml^ri there was a total outlay 
of Rs. 13,705 on Police buildings, Rs. 10,046 of which was incurred by the 
Public Works Department in the constiniction of new lines at Dilpoli and Rs. 1,700 
was expended departmentally in building lines at Malgund and Natal. The 
remaining sum was spent in petty repairs to Police buildings. 

Suicide* and Accidental Death*. 


>6. The following is a comparative statement showing the number of 
suicides and nccidoutal deaths that took place in the years 1884 aud 1885:

All tho officers paid due attention to this duty. The District SuTOriutend- 
at Be%attm was detiuned at bead>qaarters oolleoting ponies for Transport 
^rvioe, and gives this as the reason of so many being loft unvisited by him. 


/Mprefioa of Ou^oots. 

lA In Belmum out of 44 outposts, the Superintendent only visited 24 
during the year, but some of those which were left unvisitod have since been 
inspected by him. In Bijdpur the Superintendent inspected 8 out of 9 Chief 
Constables' offices and examined all their records dm. He visited 18 out of the 
57 outposts. The Superintendent remarks that owing to the groat extent of the 
district it is not possible to inspect all the posts during the war, and that the 
inspection already made was carried out during Mr. M. Kennedy's tenure of 
offioe. 

In Dhdrwdr 11 out of 14 st^ons and 20 out of 42 oufjpoats were inspected 
by the Superintendent. The purahaso of Transport ponies which required hia 
presence at head-quarters prevented the inspection of the remaining stations 
and outposts. « 

The Police Superintendent, Kiinara^ visited all the tdluka stations and 32 
out of the 46 outposts. For part of the touring season, the Superintendent was 
engaged in supervising the shipping of ponies for Transport Service from Kdnara, 
and .ho was tbereW pravented from visiting the rest of the outposts in his charge. 
All the posts in £x»mba were visited 1^ tue Superintendent, and in Batndgiri 
only six out of 12 Taluka Stations and 17 out of 36 Police Posts were visited. 
This was owing to the frequent changes of Police Superintendents during the 

J rear as each new officer on taking charge is forced to stay a oertain time at 
lead-quarters to understand the work and his District distribution before be 
can start on tour.

20. >Mr. Ooldamid in forwarding bis report mentinM Ibat he 

has received considerable ossisMnoe from his Assistant, Mr. Darpent, and reports

bim as quite capable of faoldiug a» ipdepeodeiit cbaige. He mentions 
cultjr (whicb is a pretty general complaint) ho experiences in obtaining good 
recruits for the Foroe» the counter attractions of the construction of the 
Railaray and several Mills absorbing numbers of yonng men who would otMrww 
be available for enlistment. The small amount of inspection work doim w the 
superior officers in this district'calls for forcible remark by the District Mains- 
trate. Mr. Goldsmid in reply assiraa as the reason, the collootion of Transport 
animals and his being ordered by the Ooromissioner to remain in Belgaum unl^ 
very important matters'called him away from bead-quariere. 1 concur in the 
District Magistrate’s remark that the superior officers have not been as active 
in the visiting of scenes of crime and the inspection of stations and outposts^ as 
they should nave been. Mr. Goldsmid remarks that in the matter of constructing 
Police linos a great deal remains to bo done. 

Bijdpur. —There was a drain on the Police of this district as the Railway 
Police, Southern Mar.itha Railway, were taken chiefly from the regular force; 
notwithstanding this disadvantage, the Police generally, Mr. M, Kennedy 
n^ports, have worked well and with satisfactory results. 

Mr. M, Kennedy draws attention to the necessity of increMing the numbers 
of Police in Bijnpur city, and in forwarding the report the Acting District 
Magistrate strongly reiterates Mr. Kennedy’s opinion. The redistribution of 
the Police of tlie Presidency is at present under my consideration and the subject 
has my attention. 

Mr. Kennedy also points out that the district is so large and the town of 
Bijdpur so rapidly inoroasing, that it is most advisable assistance should be 
afforded by the appointment of n Probationer under him. The District Magis¬ 
trate under this head writes as follows : 

The faot that an active officer like the present Superintendent shonid have found it 
poseihle to visit 18 oi^ of 67 outpostn between January and Jnly, and tliat Mr. Down should 
not liiivo Ix'un able to visit any, appears to point to the necessity for this assistance being 
affoided the Police Suporiutendent.” ■* 

An Assistant is not required for the small Collectorate of Belgaiim, and 
I should, therefore, recommend the transfer of Mr. Lq^pent to the Bijiipur 
district. 

Dhdrtedr. —Mr. Scannell's report, which is forwarded without remark by 
tlie District Magistrate, notices tl»e satisfactory progress that the Police of the 
district have made in drill. Ho draws attention to tho deficiency of accom¬ 
modation in the Police Lines at Dh&rivdr. The Superintendent was, in conse- 
quenoo of duty in connection with the purchase aud taking charge of Trans¬ 
port animals, obliged to remain much in Dhdrwar. 

Aibniraj^Captain Maopherson reports in high terms of tho condition of the 
Police Force in the District, and the District Magistrate, in forwarding Captain 
Maepherson’s report, remarks on the general efficiency of tho force, and speaks 
in terms of the highest prtiiso of the ability wi.th which it has been administered 
by Captain Maopherson. 

Tho dilapidated condition of the Police lines in the district is brought to 
notice. Ke-coiistruction of the lines is being carried on, however, as rapidly as 
possible. 

Tho orrest of a convict who had been at, large for several years, having 
escaped froin the Goa Jail, is brought to notice by the Superintendent. It 
reflects credit on the energy of the Police. 

Captain Maopherson also adds that a considerable portion of bis time was 
taken up in the arranging for the marching of large numbers of Transport animals 
through his district to Ktirwdr and the shipping them off from that port, wbich 
prevented his visiting so much of his district as he should otherwise nave done. 

Koldba.'—Hr. Cox, who writes the report, speaks of the genera] efficieni^ of 

Police of the district. Drill appears to have been particulmiy attended to, 
and tho behaviour and discipline of the men are spoken of in high terms. The 
District Magistrate in his forwarding remarks speaLs highly of the efficiency of 
^ ^he F oTce and the energy with which it^hos been directed by ilr. H. Kennedy 
aad Mr. Cox. ^ 



Tfee cM6i of. CTniu» Ian ai^flsEBoiioTilT leir and it is oreditable to 
Ppliod that thej detaeted five cmt of six of tbein. 

Hatndgiri.'^MT. H. Kennedy, who writes the report of this district, speahs 
of the men being orderly and wril disriplined, also that the education of all 
mdes of the force show a mndh higher standard than other districts that he 
has served in. 


Attention is drawn to the requirrinents of Police lines, and the unserrioeo 
aide condition of the arms and aoeoutrements. 

The District Magistrate in forwarding the report refers chiefly to the 
nnmber of cases of drowning, and states that steps are being taken to fence in 
wells, a large number of whi(^ are unprotected throughout the district.

Submitted to Government. 

2. This is the first re^wrt of.tbo Inspcctor>Gen€n'al of Police on the dis¬ 
cipline, drill, education, conduct &c. of the Police in the Southern Division. 

3. During the year under report there were numerous changes in the 
personnel of the District Superinteuuents, especially in the Batndgiri District, 
where no less than 5 officers held charge of the Superintendent’s office. Now a 
Di.strict Stiperintendent of Police should, above all officers, have a thorough 
knowledge of his district, its people, and the men serving under his oommana ; 
this, however, is impossible for him to acquire in a short time. The undersigned, 
therefore, trusts Government will discountenance, as far as possible, the 
constant changes amongst the Heads of Police. A Superintendent requires 
at least a year to make himself acquainted with his district and its people, and 
it is but fair that the district should have the benefit of his expeidouce for at 
least three years. 

4. Money rewards to the Police have, during tho year, considerably 
increased. In Bij.ipur, such retvards were granted in 22 cases. The grant of 
money rewards may, perhaps, be justified in cases where meritorious service 
cannot be rewarded in tlio form of promotion, tho recipients being unfit to held 
higher posts for want of education. 

5. It is to be regretted that most of the District Superintendents have been 
prevented for some rc'sson or other from promptly visiting the scenes of serious 
crime in so many cases. In Belgaum the scenes of serious crime remained 
unvisited in 12 cases, in Bijapur in 2, in Dhdrwdr in 8, in Kdnara in 6, in Koldba 
in 3, and in Ratndgifi in one case. Except in Koldha tini amount of inspection 
of Police stations and outposts, done by the District Superintendents, was not 
sufficient, the reasons assigned being the detention of the Superintendents at 
bead-ejuarters in connection with the purchase and transport of ponies for the 
transport service in Belganm, Db^rwdr, and Kdnara. In Bijdpur the great-extent 
of the district is given as the reason for defective inspection. In Ratndgiri, on 
the other hand, it is accounted for by the ri’cquent obangea of Superintendents. 

6. Undersigned did not give in his, own report information about the 
working of . the Arnos Act, as he learnt from the Superintendents' reports that 
the necessary stotistics bad been sujmliea by them to the Inspeotor-Oeneral of 
JPoljce. When, however, he found ttot Colonel Wise's report did not treat of 
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the subject, he re^uetsed that" officer to tianafer to this offiw all the materials 
besriog on the subject. Th^r were received only on the 5th iustuit. 

7. The following table 'shows the number of licenses issued under the Arms 
Act for the possession of arms in the several district* of the Division daring 
the year 1885 :

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8. The shops of licensed vendors of arms and ammunition were inspected 
by the Superintendonts in Belgaum, Dlrirwar, Bijipur, and K4nara.- The 
Superintendents of Police, Kolabu’^ and Ratniigiri, are silent on the subject. 
Therefore the undersized presumes that no inspection of such shops was made 
by the Police in their districts. 

9. The information supplied by the Superintendents this year is meagre 
compared with thnt'gpven in previous years; but as the report is overdue, under¬ 
signed does not deem it necessary to detain the report for that information. In 
future complete statistics on the subject will be given in the Gomnussioner’s own 
report. 

10. It is satisfactory to note that all the dis^ots show a satisfactory 

improvement in the drill, ^ucation, and conduct of the force. In the preven¬ 
tion and detection of crime, however, the Police of the Division have not been 
equally successful. • , . '

That for the Northern Diviiion 
is sabmUted by Mr. Sheppard who was in charge except during the period, 
2nd September to Ist November, when Mr. Stewart, officiated. Mr, Eot>ertson 
and Mr. Crawford were in charge of the Central and Southern Dtyiaions r«- 
speotively during tho whole year, but the report for the Centa’al Division has 
been prepared by Mr. Crawford and that for the Southern by Mr. Propert 

2. Bj? Government Resolution in this Department, No. 3451 of 16th May, 
1885, tho 15th May In each year was fixed as too date on which tho divisional 
reports should roach Govemraent in future. The report from tl»o Northern Di¬ 
vision was receivtWl well within this date. The others were late. His Kxoellency 
tho Governor in Council desires that care 1)0 taken to submit these reports hy tbs 
date prescribed in future. This will, in tho sbsonce of special oircumstanoes saoh 
as have dehiyed consideration of the reports this year, admit of their l)eiug re¬ 
viewed by Government before tho Compiler of the General Administration 
Report finishes his work, and give tho District Buperintondents in their preparSi- 
iion of the following year’s reports tho benefit of any iustruotions which Gov¬ 
ernment may be ploassid to embody in their review. 

3. This is the first occasion on which separate reports relating to tho depart¬ 
ments of Police Administration especially committed to tho caro of the Inspector- 
General have been prepared by that officer. The statements attached to tne two 
reports for each Division are generally lettered oon^utively in accordance with 
the orders contained in No. 25 of the Kules published with Government Notifica¬ 
tion No. 1816 of 11th March, 1885, but there is still a want of uniformity ob¬ 
servable. For instance. Statement B—of Professional Crime—-is omitt^ by the 
Commissioner N. D. altogether, and it appears probable from the contents 
of this statement as given by the other Commissioners that it has not been sub¬ 
mitted by all District Bnperintendents. The information is of iraportanoe and 
should always be supplied. Again, the Bind Report has attached to it two un¬ 
lettered Statements, one of undetected cases and the oilier a list of places visited 
by District Superintendents. The latter is unnecessary. The Governor in 
Council believes that full information reaches tho Commissioners and Inspector- 
General periodically in travelling allowance bills and diaries, and be is 
content to leave to these officers the duty of observing and controlling the 
movements of their Superintendents. The statement of progress made in 
detection of cases standing over from previous years should bo given by all Com¬ 
missioners in future. It may be oalled Statement H. It should be in the form 
fpven on page 43 of the present report of the ComraisHioiier.in Sind, except that 
in column 1 the chief descriptions of crime should lie enumerated. It is 
observed that the Commissioner S. D. |irives two Statements C. One of these 
contains the information as to infanticide required by Government Besolu- 
tiou No. 7060 of iHh November, 1882. This information should always be 
given, but in the faodv of the report. The Resolution, it may ho remarked, would 
appear to be alreaaV a dead letter in Sind and the Northern Division, as the 
reports contain no aUusioD to it. The information is, however, required by the 
G^emment of BMia, and must be sullied revolsriy in future. Lastly, the 
•tatemaats of expenditore on Polioe buildings, and of dismissals and resignations, 
are wiven witli all foor reTOrts, but in diffmrent places. They should be sobmltte# 
tiy we Isepeeter-CtetKBrtd and lettered } Mid J.

and conscnnenUy not so Taloable for pnrposea of oompMison ot reanUn m tnO 
'vartoua Divisicms as they might beu In Hlusiration tlie Governor in Cotrowl trowa 
r^er to the tables in paragraph 7 of the -Sind Beport, paragraph 10 of thet i«r 
the Northern Diriston, paragraph 7 of that for the Oentrai lMvisioo, and pMO- 
gnmh 13 of that for the i^uthern Diviaion. It wiB lighten the work of renew 
and comparison in future years for themsdvos as weB aa for Government if 
the Comroissioners wiB, before submitting their reports for 1880, decide on the 
subjects to be treateid in them and on the order of b^eatment. They should at pm 
sarno time settle the forms of the various tables illusbwtiye of the most inter^uig 
statistics in the lettered statements, which they think it desirable to give in thh 
body of each report. The Cominissioner 0. D. whose treatment of mo^ points 
of interest is thorough and systeniatio, should submit to the other OommissionOTS' 
a akeletott form of report for approval andsiiggpsstioas. When it has been finally 
settled, it will be understood that though all points indieated are to be discusead 
in future and in the order laid down, tto will not piwvent tiie inoluston of othmr 
matters oi interest, if any, peculiar to partioular IMvisiona. ^ These ordmw do 
not apply to the Inspeotmr-Qeneral’s divisionid reports, which are snffieiently 
uniform, though the order of subjeots may be revised with advanti^. Bnt 
" suicides and accidental deaths *' pertain more to the Oonanissioners' jurisdictkms 
and should be dealt with by them in future aooordingly. The question of inclu¬ 
sion in these reports of information relating to the Arms Act is diseosaed below. 

6. The summaries of Ilistnot Superintendents’ reports ailso require some 
orders. These are appended in very fall detail by the Clommtssioner G. 
D., but W none of the other Commiesionare. The^ Inspeotor-Gener^ 
oonoludos his report for each Division with a prdois of the district reports. It is 
the wish of the Governor in Council that such summaries should always be for¬ 
warded. But the Commissioners and Inspeetcn'-General should oarefoUr note what 
it is tliat His Excellency desirea The summary should not be a skeleton of the 
whole of the district report, but a mere notice m the more salient points in it 
—those which are worthy of noto when the results of its administration are 
compared with those of other districts or of past years, or which for other 
reasons require to bo brought prominently before Government. It is observed 
that those for the districts of the Central Diviuon are rather too detailed, while 
those supplied by the Inspector-General are somewhat meagre. If theae m- 
structions are oarefnlly observed, it is not antimpated that the bulk of the com¬ 
bined reports, already sufficiently serious, will be sensibly inorpased. 

6. Finally it ia observed that there ia at present in some of the reports a 

looseness of manner of reference to the contents of Statement A, which will no 
doubt disappear aa the reporting officers become more famiiiwr with them, bat 
which at present causes up little oonfusion and trouble. In all referenoes to 
numbers of offences no room should bo left for doubt as to what ia meant. It 
should dearty appear whether <$U reported oases are indnded, or only those 
known as ” imliee " qr ** direct “ respeotively, and whether the figures are india- 
sive or exolusive of falae eases, i^in, as regains oomparisou of dte year's 
resulto with those of previous years, the Commtasioners should be eareral to 
secure that the distriot reports shdl contain aomething more thmt mare refer- 
mioe to the statistics (k the preceding year. Such a comparoKm is quits 
UBsatiaffiotory. The preceding year may nave been itadf sscwpl^Hisl. It is 
safer Boon purposes to take the statistics of a pmiod of yeawt uod infsmiatitm 
regarding,the more serious dassea of erims sh<rahl invaarashty he disemssed on 
sitoh a bBsis. ^ - a 

7. I^Goveraor in Council regrets to observe that ia aot a few esses 
the DiMriet Mi^trates did not consider the ysar^i Folioe adiodbiustesiSoa^^^^^ 
their distribta worthy of notice.

12. The following table gives particulars for 1884 and 1885 of tibe more 
serious forms of cognisable crime :— 
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13. There is a gratifying decrease in the number of murders, from 189 and 

186 in 1888 and 1884 respectively to 166 in the year 
Uardo^ under review. 

In Sind there were 38 oases reported as against 36 and *83 last year and 
the year before. The motives are roughly classified thus:—^jealousy and 
intrigue, 12 ; revenge, 10 ; avarice &o., 16. Convictions were had in only 15 
oases. The Commissioner notes the difficulty of procuring evidence in oases 
originating in the infidelity of women. There were 12 attempted murders. 

In thu Northern Division there were 45 murders against 49 and 51 in the 
two preceding years. 'J'ho classification of motives is not very clear. Intrigues 
with women account for 6 ; in 13 the motives were unknown or doubtful. Con* 
victions, the Governor iu Council regrets to observe, were obtained in only 15 
oases. Attempts at murder were also less rare than last year. 

In the Central Division only 37 murders were reported agmnst 59 last year. 
The true cases, the Commissioner obsorv'es, were only 36 against 52. Intrigues 
with women, jealousy and gain account for 6 each. In 10 cases motives are 
not assigned. The oases were prosecuted with a greater measure of success, the 
percentage of convictions being 44 against 36, There were 10 true attempts 
against 9 lost year. ^ • 

In the Southern Division the number of murders reported rose from 42 to 
46, fwo onlv of which wore false oases. 11 were due to jealousy, 9 to family dis¬ 
putes, and 9 to unknown causes. The success of the Police in bringing home tihe 
charges to the offenders was extremely poor, the percentage of convictions 
falling from 55 to 32. Similarly in only 4 out ^11 oases of attempted murdiar 
were convictions obtained. 


14. There is a slight rise observable in the retums ot culpable homicids 
CnWKu not amounting to murder. The number of cases is 61 

against 57 last year. It is still howevmr oonsideiraldy 
below that of 1888, when it vras 7l. ^ 

In Sind there were only 5 cases, four of which resulted in oonvfotion. 

.. In the Northern Division there is an inciease foam 18 oases last veor to IIm 
higher figure of the previous year— 28 . This being so, it is at any rate 
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t<HET to oonviotioQB in 7ft per owa^ of the esMe*' InmM pam' 

alone—uuing oat of a longwrtaa^ng feud b^woea the Binnhs and CKr i i iata airf 
the vdlage of Eavi—9 men were ootnrioted and amtenoed. 

In the Oentral IBvision oaaeedeolined in number from 90 to ITi but the tnw 
onsea roae from 1ft to 14. Onlj 8 opnriotiona were obtaiaed. 

In the Southern Diviaion there were 11 caa ee against 8 last year. Oonrio* 
tkma were had in 7. 

The above remarks abundantly prove the great difflonlty the PoUoe and 
Courts have in this country in dealing with oases of homidde. 

15. As already remarked no speoial notice is taken of cases of infanticide in 
_ . the reports from Sind and the Northern Division. The 

l a tmtawde. attention of the Oommisaioners should bo requested to 

Oovemment BesolutioB in this Department. No. 7050 of llth November, 1882. 
There were 3 cases this year in the Central Division and 4 in the Southern. 
Convictions were obtained in 5 out of the 7, but the sentent^a of transportatiou 
for life wore in most oases commuted by Government to imprisonment for varying 
terms. 


16. The statistics of grievous hurt call for no very special remark. There 

_ _. were 444 coses this year, as against 441 last year and 

Onerous Hurt. before. The increase in Shid from 34 

and 52 in 1883 and 1884 respectively to 63 is, however, very unsatisfactory. 
But against this may he set off continued decrease in the Central Division from 
169 in 1883 to 115 m 1885. The percentage of oouvictions nowhere reached 50. 


17. The diminution in number of daooities noticed last year has not oon> 

- .. tinued, the figures for the last three years being 

aooi y. respectively 83, 53, 60, 

In Sind there were only 2 oases. But there wore none iMt year or the yew 
before. No partienlirs are given. In both oases the Police failc<l to obtain 
convictions. In the Northern Division there is again a decrease. In 1883 os 
many as 41 occurred. This year there were only 19, and in 9 of these the 
ncoused were convicted. 

The increase in the Central Division serious,—from 10 coses (5 true) to 

18 (17 true), but the percentage of convictions has doubled. 

There is also increase in the Southern Division from 21 to 27. Tlie snccess 
of the Police has not kept pace with it. On the contrary the figures would indi¬ 
cate utter inability to di^ with this class of crime. For only two eosos out of 
the 27 (21 true) were prosecuted to conviction. This and a similar stAte of 
helplessness in respect of oaacs of robbery to bo noticed below are matters re¬ 
quiring the earnest consideration of the authorities of the various districts. 

18. In Sind there is an increase of nearly 50j^r cent, in the number of rob* 

beries. In t<bo Central iJivision there is a very satis- 
Bobbery. factory decrease. The returns for the other Divisions 

show inconsiderable variations. The percentage €»f convictions in the Central 
Division has fallen from 40 to 22 per cent. In the Southern Division onlylO out 
of 184 cases (99 of which were true) were deiticto<l. The Governor in Council 
cannot but anticipate that the impunity with which the more serious forms of 
crime against property have been committed tliis year in ^mo of the Southern 
Districts, will act as encouragement to the classes addicted to their perpetration. 
He earnestly trusts that efforts may be made to prevent still further deteriora¬ 
tion in the detective work of the Police of these districts. 

19. Cases of lurking house^respass and house-breaking have a^n increaaed 

in numbers in all Divisions except the Soutbem. 

Bow»*btMli^. increase Ui, howevea*, not so large as last yeai^s, but 

it is a serious nmtter. For the fJoveraor in Council olsKurves that there has 
been a steady rise snioe 1^2. The figures are

In order to exhibit the results of the action of the Police in oases which 
they took up without orders from Magistrates, the last two columns oon> 
tain the percentages of con fictions to investigation in Ptdioe cases only. The 
Governor in Oouncil is clad to notice considerable improvement in every Divi« 
sion. It is most marked in the Northern and Central Divisions. The Police of 
the former have worked with far greater success than the Police of any of the 
other Divisions both this year and last. Sind has been last in order of merit 
both years. Tho failure of the Police of the Southern districts in respect of 
<%rtain classes of cases has been referred to above. 


21. Tho subjoined table shows how many of the cognisable offenoes aotnally 
reported during the' year in the various Divisions were event«»11y struck off the 
registera by orders of Magistrates as wilfully and malimously false 
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Parnawtma.

It is for the Police to 
see that all oaew in which there is no good ground for the allegation of theft are 
evnotually ste’uckoff.

The amount stolen was thus Bs. 1.00,000 less Uum last year and the 
percentage of reeoveries rose by nearly 3*0. The figures relating to this snbjeet 
vary very much and it ie dangerotw to draw oonolusions from them regarding 
^e d^ree of success attending Police action for recovery of property. As 
often been olwerved the value of property stolen is frequently, if not habitually, 
over-stated by eomplaioaots. The returns also include oa^ in the invesiigatioB 
of whkfii tbe Police are not concerned. Again, failure in one ease may, it the 
junoimt iovcfived is vmy large, affect the general peroent^e roost unfavourably 
end make action or the r^ioe appear tar less sooeessful than it really was. 
Bearing all this in mind and having regard to the fact that facilities for disposal of 
property tend to inoreaae. while the strength of the Police Force remains almost 
•tabonaiy, the Oovemor in Gounoil b not dbposed to remrd the percentage of 
reooveries, which has varied during Ike last Uuree years from 43 to 47, as very 
aBsatisfa^ory. 

23. The table given below has been prepared to show for each district 
tiw relative strength, eduoation, conduct, ko., of its Police Force, and the degree 
of sucoMS attained by latter in the prevention and detection of cnme. 
It may be said bdefly for the whole Presioeniqr that though the number of 
xepmrted oognbabb oases was rather smaller than last year, more accused 
weie arrested, but the rate of convictions obtained wat higher and a brger 
proportion ef the propm'ty involved in oases against property was reoovered ay

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25. The subject of profeuionel critno has not reoeivod proper sttentsm in 
these reports. The Governor in Council would be glad to think that this is 
due to diminished prevalenoo, but ho cannot believe that cases of this nature 
are ao rare as not to deserve careful examination by locaj authorities. Cattle- 
lifting is still prevalent in Sind, but there it perhaps hardly oomea undm* the 
head of profesaional crime. There were 169 reported oases during the year 
nndmr review. Simdarly there were 66 daooities reported throughout the 
^reeidenigr^ some of wdk^ wwe no doubt committed by members of tribes 
and castes to whmn dacoi^ is n bereditary occupation. ^ Offences agsinst the 
.ooittage are far rsre. Ibe reports of Railway Sopermtendents show that 
the extension of railway omninunicatioD assista the operatioiis of bands ol 
COtimtiss, Odttdas and other clas8e| of faatritnal thieves. Similarly a recent 
s 38—e 
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report -horn AlimedmigM*. li— eltown that the depredattont ci e of .ftotise- 

bi4alMr» aboat the frontier were directed frooft the tiocth of Induk. Saeh fantte^tie 

these would seem to indioate thi^ though some of the oL3w and more harhetmiM 
forms of professionat crime hare been eradioated, theariaBiud das^ tore fomd 
new channels in whioh to derelope their enermes and indolge thdr instiiiet^ 
Governor in Oouneil has alraao^ nofcioed uie defective manner in whidh t«a 
Statement (B) of professional ortme has been submitted. It should he oarefd^ 
and discriminatingly prepared in future eo as to he a record of the Striow 
professional orime of the year. All daooities, for instanoe. should not he eotereOi 
but onl^ such as are oommiUed by an oiganiwd band, or by daooite by oa^ or 
profession. 

26. Closely connected with the subject of professional crime is that of the 
enperviston of bad oharaoters and habitual criminals. The ^nd and Soutbrnn 
Division reports do not touch it. The principal means to this end thror^hont 
the Presidency is the system of regpstndion of enspeote and Icnown oonviots in 
villages, combined with nightly roll-oall and issue of passports. ^ It is based 
on an ancient custom of the country and derives legal sanction in the JPrem^* 
denoy proper from Regnlation XII. of 1827. Practical diflfeulties have how> 
over recently arisen in the working of the system as now in force, and Govern* 
meat have with a view to amendment of the law referred the matter to the 
Commissioners and lospootor-Oeneral of Police in committee. 

27. But the Governor in Council ie glad to observe distinct indications feom 
many districts that the general question is receiving more personal attention 
from Superintendents. In several districts they complain of tue difficultira they 
experience in inducing the Magistrates to demand security for good behaviour. 
The explanation, no doubt, is uio defective nature of the evidence usually tiered. 
The lesson to be learnt is that till registration of suspects and supervision of 
their movements become more complete and aysteinatib, the preparation of oases 
satisfactory to the Courts can hardly be expected. In other districts a system 
of road patrols has been instituted to watch the movements of the gangs of 
thieves whioh now infest main highroads. In others ag^o, as Ahmedmiad and 
Thdiia, constables in plain clothes are said to note the arrivals at the railway 
station of suspicious cbaraotors, whose movements are thereafter carefully watched. 
While complaints are becoming frequent of the assistance which extensions of 
the railway system aflPord to tliievos and other professional gangs, it behoves the 

V local authorities on their part to exercise the most vigilant supervision, and if 

E ossible to establish a system of oomnunication regarding movements of suspeots 
etween different districts and jurisdictions. Without this latter as a supplemen¬ 
tary measure the efforts of the Police in individual districts must be to a large 
extent fruitless. The Governor in Connoil notes the suggestion of Mr. Vincent 
regarding legislation to render it legal to make police supervision for a period 
part of the sentence on a convict, as also Major Humfrey's that criminals con¬ 
victed of sorious orime should be tattooed. 

28. Some particulars of licenses issued under the Arms Act, and of prose¬ 
cutions and inspections of shops of licensed vendors are given for Sind by the 
Inspector-General and for the Southern Division by the Commissioner. The 
other reports are silent on the subject. Some definite orders as to the form mid 
extent of the information required are no doubt necessary, and the Governor in 
Council will be prepared to issue them when he receives the reoommendataous of 
the Commissioners and Inspector-General asked for in partwraph 4 of Govern¬ 
ment Resolution, Confidential, No. 4398 of 29th July last. In the meantime the 
Commissioners’ reports for 1886 should inolude information as given this year fdr 
Siud and the Southern Division, but in rather greater detmL The infor mation 
as to inspections of licensed vendors’ shops supplied in the reports for these two 
Divisions does not indioate that they have been by any means carried outin ibe 
complete msuner contemplated in the orders ou the subject, which are oontsuned 
in Government Besolutioos Nos. 5919 of 12th October, 1878, and 1196- of 28th 
February, 1879. These orders apply to Assistant Magistrates as weO atlfo 
Polios Superintendents nod their Assistants. The Commissiouers. should aaoera 
taia from the District Magistrates and state in their Fidica 'Reports twe 18^ 
how far these orders have been carried opt during that year. Toe total noadiitr'

The best provided Divisira, therefore, having regard to area onlv, is the 
Northern, where there is a policeman for every 3 square miles, and the worst 
Sind, where there is 1 for every 11. But eaoh square mile in the former ountiuns 
about 261 people. In Sind it contains only hO, The Central and Southern 
Divisions are veiy much alike in most respects. They ai^ by no means so well 
manned as the northern. In eaoh of them one policeman has twice as much 
ground to cover as in the Northern, and a much greater population in it to 
' control. The difference is accounted for by oiroumstanoes peculiar to the 
Northern Division. A much greater part of tM population is gathered together 
in large towns than is elsewhere the case. At the same time there is a 
much greater area of territory ai^oining native jurisdictions and ooniaining races 
whoso natural restiessuess of character still requires close Polioe supwviuon. 

S3. The tables j^von above in paragraphs 23 and 24 show the same remark¬ 
able variations in the ngures indicating proportions of numbers of Police to popula¬ 
tion, area, and numbers of offences. Having regard to the wide differenoes in the 
oiroumstanoes of the 23 districts of the Presidency such striking inequalities 
must oontinue to exist. But the Qovomor in Council has more than onoe re¬ 
cently called the attention of the lospeotor-Goneral of Polioe to the neoessi^ for 
frequent oonsideration of the relative requirements of various districts, ana the 
possibility of increasing the numbers of the Polioe in diatriots obvioutiy under¬ 
manned by drafting surplus men from other districts which are better suppli^. 
His report on this subject, called for in paragraph 4 of Government Resolution 
No. 14Q4 of 6th Mai'oh, 1886, is awaited. 

34. Besides the regularly sanctioned foroe, 14 officers and 90 men am>eario 
have been employed for short periods to preserve the pe£M)e at religious fiura and 
other gatherings tiiroughout the Presidency. Of these, 4 officers and 37 m en 
were provided from municipal funds, 

33- ^Punitive Police posts were established during the year under review 
in 5 localities; 4 established during the previous year were continued, and 9 
were ordered to be discontinued.

The Sind force is ranch the most backward in tbia resjuiot. T>ie (’^roont* 
ago of educated men in the Frontier District of that Province is ns low as 12, The 
lowest in the Presidenepr proper is 16 in the Pancli Malutls, n district wtdl known 
to bo far behind its neighbours. Tbo liij^bosl percentage in the Presidency is 
tliat of Ahn«idal>nd, which is 71. liatn^in with 00 and Ahmednagnr with 66 come 
next in order. The Govenior in Council trusts that the Inspcctor-Goneral lias 
arranged for the preparation of these returns as to education with onro and on an 
uniform plan. It is his wish that only men who can read and write with some 
degree oi fluency should Vic classed as ** oduoateil.’* It is also iiarticularly desir¬ 
able that the returns should show sepnrato percentages for otneers and men as 
well as a joint percentage. The form should be raodiileil accordingly in all 
Police Administration Reports in future. It is satisfactory to notice that slighi. 
progress is apparent almost everywhere. 

37. The conduct and discipline of the force may bo judged of by reference 
to statistics of punishments and rewards. The subjoined statement gives parti¬

30. A similar position in the Presidency proper is occupied by^ the Pwooh 
Mahdls. As already noticed, these two districts occupy corresponding posit^ns 
in resiMJCt of the education of their Police. The number of convictions obta ined 
against Police officers in Criminal Courts varies very much in the different ywro- 
vinces. Speaking roughly, the percentage to total strength in the Northern 
Division is double what it is in either of the other Divisions of the ^ Presidency 
proper, while in Sind it is double w'hat it is in the Northern Division. Last 
year the number of iKsnuliics judicially imposed in Sind was similarly large Mid 
more than double what it was in any of the Divisions of the Presidency proper.

Recruiting was active in the Northern Division owing to the organisation of 
the Pillanpiir and Itowa Knnfha .Ag«*ncy Forces and the drafting of men thereto 
from Ahmedabfwt and the Pnuch Alahfils. 

40. The jmrticulnrs given in the above table show that resignations witibout 
pension or gratuity and dew'rtiuus together amoiinted during the year to 658, or 
3’6 per ctmt. of total strength. Dismissfds and discharges together numbered 
45D. The percentage in this cose is about 2*5 |)er cent. The total number of 
men who left the service because they were dissatisfied with it, and men who 
»were removed from it l)ecuuse the 8u].)erinteDdentB were dissatisfied with tbenif 
is thus 6 per cent, of total simigth. The percentage is unsatisfacteni^ h^gh. 
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Bat is liirgoljr responsiUe for the result. The number of resl^ei^ont 
deeertions.in that Frovinoe is considerably more than half the total ior the 
whole Presadenojr. Complaints are general of the inadequacy of the pay of tile 
lowest grrades to*attract good men, ospeoially in the Northern and Central Divi* 
aions. Similar difficulties are stated to have been experienced in Sind, in the 
Karachi and SbikArpur Districts, and in Belgaum in the Southern Division. 

41. Expenditure on Police buildings during 1885 appears to have aggrre* 
gated about 1,32,1)00. Theque.«tion of the provision of E'olioo Liues out of 
Clothing Fund Balances is still under the consideration of Uavernmoni. The 
Governor in Coutmil trusts that no financial obstacle will intervene (•» prevent 
him from carrying out his recently expressed intention, aud offeotin^ during tho 
next two years considerable impTOvemont in tho housiug of the Police through¬ 
out the Presidency. 

42. Tho Inspector-General reports general impro\einout in tho matter of 
drill. It is most nuirkod in tho Northern Division, Slight improveoiont in 
shooting is also noticetl iirevcry Division. Tho i»ti*oducfcion of unitonu W(i>apona 
and the replacing of such as are old and unserviceable ai'o matU^rs engaging tho 
Inspector-General’s attention. Paragraph 13 of tho Iiispector-Genorul’s roiiort 
on the Northern Division regarding lapse of Budget provision for clothing should 
be sent to the Accountant General for any remarks. 

43. Tho activity displayorl by Bufieriutendeuts in tho various Divisions in 
visiting tho scones of serious crimes ” npjH<ars, so far as can bo gathoreii from 
the figures suiumarisod iu tlio following table, to havo been on tlio whole satis¬

From this it appears tijat IflG casos, or 40 jut <‘ont. of tho whole, ivere not 
personally in vest igntifd by tho Siijunititendcnt or an Assistant. But m/«iy of 
these cases were dotectod at once. In such cases there is no mjce.ssity for u 
.superi<>r officer of Police to proceed in person to the spot, 'riiesf.* ore noticc*d 
in detail iti the statements sii»j[M‘n<l<.'d to tho |n«|><‘<-i,or.(5en<.>riirs report. Tho 
information should in future bo sunniiari.-<e<I in tin; body of the sam*;. 

Tho Governor in Council would bi> glad t>i know whiit <rritorion of 
“serious” crime is adopted for the purpo.se of the piv-paratiou of these returns. 

44-. The inspections at hentl-ipiarfer stations and of outpost,s app<!ur to 
have btHjn with few oxceplion.s .sufficiently thorough, if ailowatico bo tiiade for 
the hindrance to ordinary work ennsed in a n»unlH;r of districts by colleciion 
of animals for the Transport Depai tincnt. It will U» <!onvenient,, bow«.<ver, 
if the Inspector-Ocnorul will in future, in thi.s section of bis rejiorta, give the 
information in brief tabular form, adfling remarks on Individual <listrictH as in 
the present one. The numliers of hcad-qnarter station.'j aud outposts in 
each district should be given. 

45. There were 82 escapes from Police custfjdy duriiig the year. Of the 
priaom'rs who c»>caped 55 wore ro-capture«i and 27 were still at large when tho 
year closed. Forty of tho e8ca]M;H occurred iu Sind alone. 

III.— Ax»Mi*'i8'ntATios or tsmvincAL DisTuif-rs. 

4<3. In numerical 8treiigt.h of Police in proportion to f>opu!;ition KartUthi 
If ^ gnrpassed by* the I’anch Mahals only. As in all tlm 

Sind district** the men are ba«lly ©incatod. Th^ 
aaccess in obtaining convictions is greater than that of the Police of nmay cUs- 
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triots in the Presidency prqper, thouffh ihOTs is some falling off aS oosa^reff 
with lost year. There is a marked OMreese in cognisable crime, especially in 
offences against property. There wwe only 3 robberies, and ordinal^ thefts 
were far fewer than either last year or the year before. Non-cognisable oases 
were about the sanie as in 1884. The percentage of oonviotions to persons 
apprehended and summoned was only 19*65. 

The number of convictions of members of the force in the Criminal Courts 
is high compared with the rate in most districts of the Presidency proper, but 
low compared with that of the other Sind districts. No men ^pecu* to have 
been rewarded by promotion and only 2 by money grants. The amount of 
personal visitation and inspection done by Colonel Simpson appears to be satis¬ 
factory. The Commissioner and District Magistrate unite in praising highly 
Ilia Police aclminisbi-ation. 


47. There is in this district increase of cognisable crime which the Oom- 

Hrdurubod missioner regards as unsatisfactoiy, but the returns 

^ show that it has been more successfully dealt with 

than last year. A number of cases romainiug undetected from the two previous 
years were prosecuted to conviction. Bixtoen murders constitute a serious 
feature of the year’s crime. But there were only 2 other oases of homicide 
against 8 hvst year. House-trespass and house-breaking wore more frequent than 
lost year and convictions were under 25 per cent. Non-cognisable crime shows 
increase from 2,753 to 3,184 cases. It is somewhat astonishing to find that 
mure than half of tlieso were *'intiniidatiun and insult.” The action of tho 
Magistracy in respect of this class of cases would appear to reffuire investiga¬ 
tion. Tho porconUigo of convictions in non-cognisable cases was exct>edingly 
small. Not 10 per oent. of tho persons brought before the Magistrates were 
convicted. Tho latter would appear to encourage frivolous and vexatious com¬ 
plaints by their readiness to issue process. 

Twenty-two men were judicially punished during tho year. Departmental 
punishments were not specially numerous. Education declined slightly; drill 
IS said to be ^ood. The Qovernor in Council trusts that the Inspector-Goueral 
1ms found sausfAotory the explanation of the fact that only 11 out of 38 cases 
classed as serious were visitra at once. He observes that the Commissioner 
Considers there is slight improvement in the work of the Police of this district 
this year in spite of their employment for a time on transport duty. 

48. This district is the worst in Sind and the worst but one in the Presidency 

in respect of the criminality of its population. The 
strength of tho force is fair compared with other dis¬ 
tricts, but the men are poorly educated and their success in dealing with crime 
is very arnnll cornpnnitively. There has been no very marked increase in any 
form of cognisable crime, while the decrease in cases of homicide is very 
conspicuous, liwovories of property amounted to 51 per cent, Bast year the 
])orcontnge was only 38. It is observed that ve^ little progress was made in the 
detootioii of the large number of undetected offences of 1883 and 1884. Non- 
coguistible crime decreased considerably and the percentage of convictions to 
persons shows decided improvement, though still low. 

The largi* number of punishments seems to show that the conduct of tho 
foi*co has not been very satisfactoiw, though as many as 15G men are said to have 
been rewardtHi by promotion. The Suptirintendent’s inspections were limited 
owing to his detention at UG.-id-quarters on transiiort duty. The Governor in 
Council is well aware’of the difiicult nature of this particular charge, and is glad 
to acknowledge with the Commissioner the devotion with which Mr. Mclver 
has worked in it. 

49. Tho Frontier District has a force which is numerically high, but is the 
Up,a.rWndFr..ni!.r. j«wt c>ducat^ in Uie Presidency. The district mnks 

low as to both freedom from crime and success of tho 
Police in dealing with it. (.'ognisable crime decreased consideiashly in the year 
under roviow. Tlie more serious forms ^all for no special remark. Non-ci^nis- 
fd>le crime increased. Convictions were .comparatively high. The conduct of 
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^ Fortfe «aa d«^odly bad. Nearily o«M»>third of tira nura won plnialMd 
jndieiidly or d^artmeoUwjr. 

50. This district is well manned, being third best in the Prestdehoy in that 

trv A tM V. respect There was increase of mroe during the 

Tb»r Mid nrtar. year. The season was not a good one and cattle* 

lifting was oonseqnently more oomraon than usual. The number of other crimes 
against property was not however large, nor was there muob crime of a serious 
nature. The detective work of the Police improved ooiisiderabty, but the per* 
oentage of recoveries of property fell. The force is said to be smart and weli 
drilled, but as in most of the Knd districts the number of men prosecuted 
for misoonduet and oonvieted in the Criminal Courts was very large. 

51. Ahmedabad shows sliglit but hardly uotioeable increase in'orime. The 

suooe.ss of the Police as judged by the percentage of 
AlunedAMd. cooviotioBS to arrests in cases taicen up .mo moiu it 

somewhat less than last year and the district has in this respect fallen from the 
8th to the I8t1i place in order of merit. Homicide and attempted homicide stand 
at about the same figure as last jvar. Convictions in murder oases are not 
frequent in Ah medabad and the governor in Council has recently had occasion 
to consult the High Court on the subject. He concurs with their Lordships 
the Judges in thinking that tiie results of further experience should be awaited 
before determining whether the system of trial by jury in this district should be 

E ronoiinced a failure. Cases of grievuus hurt have increased in numbers and so 
ave offences against profierty. The increase in the latter may bo duo to the 
holding otTof the late rains, on which the Commissioner lays considerable strose. 
Property stolen increased by 11 per cent., but the Police wore much more sue* 
csessful in recovering. Non-cngnisuble crime shows slight inoreaiKi. The total 
numl>er of oases was 3,760, 1,571 of which were under the Municipal Act alone. 

The Police have worked well under somewhat trying circumstances, and 
the Governor in Council notes with pleastire the cotnniondation tjostowed by tlm 
Inspector-General on Major Humfrey’s manageroont of the force. Changes 
wore agniu unfortunately numerous in the office of Assistant Superintendent, but 
in spite of this and the detention of Major Hiirofrey at head-quarters in uonneo* 
tion with the organisation of tho Pdlanpur Agonoy Folicit, iusi^HiOtions wore fully 
performed. 

Major Humfrey testifies Co tbo excellent conduct of the men under him, 
but it is observed thattiio punishment list is somewhat heavy. 13 men wore 
convicted by the courts. The miinlier rewarded by promotion appears to ^ 
incorrectly recorded. It is entered as 235, or more than five tinnw the nurnlmr 
in the rtfSt of the Division. In n^spect of education the district still retMiuu the 
first place in the Presidency and has made a great advance since last year. The 
drill and equipment of the force have won special praise from the Insiieotor* 
GeneraL 


52. Crime in Katra has increasod in about tho same small proportion ns in 
. Ahinedabad. Its Police arc proportionally consider* 

“**•* ably fewer than those of tho latter district, but 

Kaira is more compact and not so much mixed up with foreign territory. In 
education the force is far liehind that of Ahinedabad. The increase of crime 
is in spite of the unfavourable nature of the season very trifling, and is apparent 
only in one or two forms of offottoes against property. Homicidal crime shows 
no appreciable abatement and the ill success m aealing with it noticed last year 
has continued during the one under report. This want of success is not, how* 
ever, a general feature of Kaira Police administration, for thd test fiercentages 
of convictions are decidedly high. Cases of grievous hurt phow mark^ decrease. 
There is a large improvement in the matter of recoveries of stolen property, 
Non*oogntaab!e crime was prosecuted to a much larger extent than last year, 
bat with much less suceess. 

The Qovemor in Conncil observes with much satisfaction that no member of 
the force was punished judimalty, and that the number of departmental penalties 
inflict^ fen from 19 to 11 per cent. Mr. Gibbs inspected a« his outputs and 
Tist.^ the scensB of 14 of 24 cases of serious crime, but in this as ia maay 
otbtf districts the definition of ** serii^s crime *’ would appear to be somewl^ 
strict. Mr. Gibbs repeats the now too common comphuni of the dim* 
s 99—p 
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oulty of getting; good men on tbe pay. He has (pveo special attention to the 
surveillance and control of the baa characters 'with whom ports of the district 
are infested. 


&3. Cognisable crime in this district has decreased and tbe decrease is fairly 
T» 1 . w kcu generaL In cases of homicide it is matter for special 

FsachMsh&is. satisfaction. There were only one murder mia one 

attempted murder daring the year. Thefts and burglaries rose in numbm, but it is 
observed that tbe percentages of convictions are in both oases very creditably higb. 
The action of the Police was indeed generally successful. The Superintendent 
remarka that it is only border oases that trouble the Police and the difficulties 
experienced in dealing with these are readily intelligible. The education of the 
force has not iinproveiL The men are apathetic and marked improvement is hard¬ 
ly to bo expected yet. Captain Marriott notices tbe scarcity of good recruits. 
His attention to tbe drill of the mounted section of the force under him lias elicited 
commendation from the Inspector-General. 


5i. The statistics of cognisable crime show no increase'in numbers of cases 
in Hroach, and the district has all but retained the high 
relative place which it occupied last year in respect 
of freedom from crime. But the turbulence and quarrelsome nature of some 
sections of the population referred to last year as existing, though not always 
apparent on the face of the I'uturns, have this year produced what is described 
as an epidemic of violent crimes against tI)o person. There wore 16 cases of 
homicide and 10 of grievous hurt against 4 and 3 respectively in the previous 
year. The Talslvia riot which culminated in the brutal murder of Mr. Hroscott, 
a faction Hght in the village of Iklutr in the course of which the Patel was killed 
in broad daylight, and the Kavi riot, the outcome of an old feud between the 
Borahs and Ginisias of the village, in which one life was lost and crops to the 
value of lls. 600 (lestroyod, are crimes which will render tbe year memorable 
in tbe criminal annals of Broach. 


In those more serious cases tbe success of the Police in obtaining convictions 
was considerable, and special ^)raise is awarded to Mr. Bulkley for tbo mauner in 
which ho conducted the Tnlilvm case to its issue. But in crime generally the 
Police appear not to have worked quite so well ns lust year.' In detection of atto 
motu casus the district ranks low, though strangely enough its figure of merit in 
respect of all cases investigated is the best in tlio Presidency. x7on-cognisable 
crime shows a remarkably small total, all things considered. 

Kducution remains at the same low standard ns last year, but conduct ap¬ 
pears to have improved. The drill of both foot and mounted Police is praised by 
the Insfioctor-General. Inspection of outposts was all but complete. Only 5 
out of 14 serious cases were visited, but the Inspector-General is satisfied with tbe 
explanations regarding the rest. The Governor in Council has already expressed 
bis deep regret at iho loss the district and the service sustained by tbe murder of 
Mr. I^roscott, 

5S. The account given of the year’s crime in Surat gives little cause for un¬ 
favourable comment. There is general decrease in 
crime and general improvement in the action of the 
Police in prosecuting it. Uomicide was even rarer than last year, there being 
only 4 cases of iiiurdor. cul[>nble homicide not amounting to murder, and attempt¬ 
ed murder, ns against 5. Offences against property are gener^ly decidedly 
fewer than in 1884. Those against the excise hatre also decreased, illicit distil- 
lation having, it is reportei], received a check. A much laiger number of non- 
cognisable offences was brought before tbe courts. 

About half the fo^oo is said to be educated, but the yem*’s figures ^ow no 
improvement. Departmental ptinishment was less frequent than last year, but 
as many os 10 men were tried and convicted by the courts. Mr. Henderson’s 
activity in visiting scenes of serious crime and inspecting ontposts appears to 
have been commendable. His general management of the force is most highly 
spoken of. The District Magistrate considers the Police were hardly dealt with 
in the M&lsing and oilier gambling cases, and Government tmst that if the gang 
of gamblers in Surat is as powerful for evil as it is described to be, no efforts 
will be spared to break its power and evectuatly rid the city of it.

caused by the proximity of Bombay and abuadaaop 
of railway oomToomoafcion are enhanced by the absence of village pdlibennfln. 
The Police have nevertheless worked well on the whole and the huge inoreaae of 
convictions in euo motu eases is specially creditable. Serious crime appears to 
be deplorably common. Cases of homicide and attempted honieide amoantod 
to IB as against 15 last year, and those of grievous hurt to 84 igainst 
31. There were 8 dacoitiea against 9 last year. Convictions, however, were 
obtained in 5 oases. It is not often that this crime is dealt with so successfully. . 
It is to be hoped that the depredations of tlie gang referred to have reocived an 
effectual check. Uobliery shows a rise from :}8 cases to 39, but bouse*breaking 
and theft were much less common than last year. Xon-cogitisable crime docreaseu 
by nearly 400 oases. More than half the total wero oases of hurt. The per« 
eentage of convictions was exceedingly poor, being only 9 per cent. 

Tlie standard of education in the foroe is exceedingly low and has fallen 
since last year. Conduct appears to be good. Mr. Adams and his Assistant 
Mr. MaoTier moved actively about their respective charges. 

57. Last year Government had to notice increase in serious offences against 

. person and proiierty in this ns in all the other 

A medangar. districts of the Division except Ntisik. There is 

on the whole a decrease in cognisable crime this year, and a very marked 
improvement in the pcrctmtage of convict ions to cases investigated. There 
were only 4 cases of homicide. Cirievuns hurt and rape show satisfactory 
decrease, and houso->breaktng the same. But there wero 4 dacoities. Tbo 
poroeotnge of recoveries of stolen property hius ri.son from the very low figure 
noticed last year—20, to 27. It is still far from Hatisfsetory. The Governor in 
Council is pleased to observe that the subject of supervision of bad oharacters is 
engaging the District .Superintendent’s special attention, but ho was nut pro* 
pared for the informatioo that “ the taking of security from bad characters is 
quite unknown ” in Ahmedin^^ar. There is a decritasu in this district alone of 
those of the I>ivimon in non-oognisablo • crime. The peroontago of oouviciions 
is, however, only 2-k against 28 last year. 

The Ahmcdnagar Police work at some diaa<lvantBge. Their numbers arc 
small compareti either with the area they work in, or with population. They 
rank very high, however, in rcmiect of education, but it is disappointing to find 
even here that nearly half the officvrn are uneducated. There has been great im¬ 
provement in the conduct of the men this year. Only 2 rnernbors of tbo force were 
punishcil judicially. Satisfactory progrc.H8 iu drill is refKirtod. The remarks as 
to absence of lines for the men ai«l the “imperfect footing” of the village police 
arc noted. Both matters arc I'ngagiug the altontiou of novornmunt. Mr. 
Vincent takes a very keen interest in the administration of his district. 

58. The Governor in Council regrets l,o notice that there is os yet no ini- 

Khiutlciib. proji'emeiit in the working of the Khdndesh P«ilioo. The 

Iiercentages of convictions are oven lower than the 
low figures commented on last year, nor is there much ground for satisfaction 
on perusal of the particulars of serious crime. Homicide, grievous hurt and rape 
show considerable decrease, as docs robis'ry. But there were six dacoities, too 
first since 1882. Three of these were submitte<l to the Magistrates ns “ no 
crime ” with what result is not stated. The stearly increase in cases of hoitso- 
breaking noted last year has, tbo Governor in t’ouncil observes with dismay, 
continued in the year under report- The figures are now—• 
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99 
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and tbo percentage of these cases remaining uudetcctcd has risen from 74*5 to 
76. The ineflScieooy of the Police in dealing with this class of cases is noticed 
by the LKstrict ‘Mag^trate and Commissioner, and Government trust that the 
District Superintenaent will give it blft most earnest attention. The action of 
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the Folio© m rewireriag ttoleto prop e rty hss be«i prodaciir© of nb better retalis 
than liMt >Tear. 'Non-pogntsi^Ie crime has increaem from 2,915 case# last year 
to 3,539 this. The percentage of convictions is only 10. 

The district is said to have suffered from frequent changes in the ofOBoe 
of Superintendent* Inspections, however, are said to Lave been satisfactory. The 
conduct of the men wcw good on the whole. Only 2 were punished judicially. 
Their educational attainments*show some improvement and are^ now about the 
average of the Presidency. Improvement of the Bhil Corps in musketry is 
mentioned. 


• 59. The statistics of the year’s crime in this district present no very startle 

/acts. The number of cognisable cases dealt with 
was somewhat smaller than in 1884. The percentages 
of oanviotions to invoatigationa and arrests in cases generally show improvement. 
The success of the Police in cases taken up auo motu is especially marked. 
Property recovered has fallen from 59 and 38 per cent, of amount stolen, but 
taking the percentage on number of o»»oa the figures are 70 and 75. There 
wore 7 oases of homicide and attempted homicide against 4 last year, and 11 
coses of grievous hurt against 18. There were also 12 cases of rape. House¬ 
breaking in this district shows decrease from 179 to 143 oases. Convictions were 
obtained in about 25 per cent, of thoni. Statistics of non>cogntsable crime call 
for little remark. Thefts of grain from passing trains threatened to become 
freijjuent at one time during the year, but tiie imposition of punitive Police posts 
Bto[)pod thorn. Another feature of the year’s crime was the occurrence of serious 
riots Vietweou the Hindus and iS^usalmans at Mdlegaon on the ooeasion of the 
Hasara and Muharrain festivals. 


'I'ho Force is, comparatively speaking, fairly educated. Its oonduct is report¬ 
ed to have been satisfactory, but it is observed tliat 7 men were punished by the 
Criminal Courts. The inspection of outposts was not complete. 

60. There has been an increase in this district in cognisable cases from 4,739 

to 5,021. ThojM'rcentageto population is 1 to 179, the 
Poons. highest in the Presidency. The same was the case last 

year. The prosonco of the largo Cantonment and Municipality of Poona accounts 
for this. Potty thefts, two-thirds of which appear to have been of trifling 
amounts under Rs. 10, account for 30 per cent, of the whole, while public and 
local nuisances are nearly 40 per cent. more. These latter, it is noticed, num¬ 
bered only 475 last year. It Is presumed this miw be taken to indicate increased 
activity on the partof Cantonment and Municipal officers. The decrease in offences 
against the Stago Carriage Act from 1,243 last year to 88 this, is also remarkable 
and unexplained. Borne of these statistics might have attraoteil more atten¬ 
tion, oonsulering the prominent position as to apparent criniinality into which 
they force the mstrict. 


The l*oUco have worked well. The teat percentages generally show high 
rates of convictions, but the district authorities consider that it is only the good 
nature of juries that prevents them from being higher in serious oases. In respect 
of convictions in auo motu oases Poona ranks fourth in the Presidency. Berions 
crime is far from unoomtnon. There wore 24 oases of homicide, 80 of grievous hurt 
(of which, however, 16 wore declared false), and 16 cases of rape. There was 
only oue dacoity. Considerable attention was given to undetected cases stand¬ 
ing over from previous years. Non-cognisable crime shows increase. Half of 
the 4,516 COSOS were cases of hurt alone. The percentage of oonyiotious was 17 
ouly. 

The force does not rank so high in respect, of edneation as might have been 
expected. It is only tenth in order in the Presidency. The conduct and drill 
of the men are reported to have been good, the former especially so. Major 
Babingtou’s activity in the matter of inspection of outposts is commended by 
the Iiispector-Cionenii. The efficiency of the Cantonment Police is also notice. 

61. The year’s crime in S4t4ra is marked by very much the same features 

as Government had to notice last year—low average of 
crime and low rates of convictions. The percentages 
of oonviotions to arrests, both in cases genendly and Polioe cases in particular. 
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Reported ooKnisaldo offaaoaB haaa faUan ocmsideFablj tn.iuiiBliert biift agiihi 
more than Inlf of them were declared false. The decrease in homknde in tbia 
disferiofe of recent jears is emlnentlj satis&Mtorjr. There were onljr 4 murdmu 
There was no case of hcnnimde not amounting to murder. There were liowevar 
18-attempted murdera. The statistics of offences against property are still more 
gratifying. There were only 5 oases robbery, while those of house>brealciag 
•and theft were exceedingly few in number. Much attention appears to hare 
been mven to undetected cases of prerious years. Non-oognisable crime in* 
creased in a very marked way. Two-thirds of the whole nunmer of oases were 
minor offences against the peraon. Convictions were had against only 17 par 
cent, of the persons dealt with. 

The Governor in Council notioea with pleasure the remarks of the Inspector* 
General on the condition of the Sdtdrs Police. Eduoatioo appears to improve 
year by year. The foot Police are said by the Inspector-General to be the best 
drilled he has seen. The force won 5 out of the 10 divisional prises for musketry. 
Only 8 men were punished judioially and 6 per cent, of the force dcpartmentally. 
The inspection work done by the Superintendent, Lientenant>Coionel Codrington, 
is commended by the Inspector-General. His psrsonal attention to the super¬ 
vision of the more restless part of the population in the eastern distnota 
and his arrangements for the protection of property on roads are worthy of 
special mention. To this it is, no doubt, in some measure due that the distriot 
ranks as high as third in the Presidency in respect of freedom from crime. 

62. The retnms of crime in this district show a distinct improvement over 

last year, bat the test percentages showing the results of 
ShuUpor. Police a<^ion are about the same. The small number of 

serious crimes against the person is noticeable, and the statistics of those against 
property would bo similarly satisfactory but for the presence in them of 4 cases 
of dacoity, a crime which did not appear in the returns last year. There is a 
considerable increase this year iiv non-cognisable eases, but there is nothing 
worthy of note regarding those forms of crime. 

^e Police force is generally well reported on. Its conduct has been fairly 
good. Education improves slowly year by year. The Superintendent coinplaius 
of his inability to obtain recruits except from the lowest and worst class of 
Musalmans. 


63. In Belgaum cognisable crime has increased considerably. There were 

2,042 cases reported this year against 1,64B last. The 
BAiganm. percentages of convictions show, however, that the Police 

have not been wanting in their exertions in dealing with it. They earned a good 
6gure of merit last year and have maintained it this year. But the Superintend¬ 
ent appears to complain of juries’ verdicts in the more serious cases. The 
increase in crime appears to be general. No form of serious crime has 
become less prevalent; most have been about as frequent as in the previous year. 
Robbery, however, is an exception. There were many more cases and very 
few convictions. Similarly with dacoitiea, there was only one conviction out of 
9 true cases, a veiy discreditable result. Ordinary thefts have been much 
more common this year. The percentage of recoveries of property is poor, as 
it was last year. Jn on-cognisable crime presents much tbe same features. 

The education of the force has not improved. Its conduct has, apparently. 
Mr. Goldsmid’s interest in the drill of bis men is commended by the Inspector- 
General. The District Magistrate remarks on the small number of serknai 
crimes personally investigated and of outposts visited. Transport duties a4 
hmd-quartera are assigned as the reason. But the Governor in Council observes 
that the Superintendent had one Assistant for the whole year and another for 
months of the travelling season. That being so tbe explanation as it stands 
fcr m* to be not altogether satisfactory. 


64. From Dhirwir a decrease in cognisable crime is reported this year, and 

though there has been some slight improvement m 
Vbirwir. working of tbe Police, the district still ranks lew 

in respect of anccess in dealing with crime. The statistics of homicide bear 
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a ▼ei 7 Borious aspect. There were 17 murders alone reported, only 2 of which 
were struck off as no orime. Of the 15 remaining oonriotious wereoht^ned in' 
only 4 oases, but it is noticed that 4 were pending at tbe close of the year, ^e 
fall in grievous hurt from 30 to 16 oases is satisfactory. Offences i^ainst 
property are generally fewer, though ordinary thefts have increased lately. 
There were 7 dacoities, but 4 were declared false. In none of the renmining 
8 was a conviction obtained. Very little was done in the way of detection m 
orimes reported in previous years. The number of suicides is high. 

The numerical strength of the Dhdrwir force is much below the average, 
but its educational rank is high. The district is not a specially criminal one 
by any means, but homicide and dacoity have held a somewhat prominent 

S osition in its returns during the last few years. The judicial punishments in^ 
ictod on members of the force were more numerous than in any other district 
of the Division. Departmental penalties wore less than half what they were 
last year. Tlio smalt innount of post inspection and visitation of serious crime 
reported is explained by the detention of the District Superintendent at head* 
(Quarters on tnansport work. 

C5. Cognisable cases reported in Bijapiir this year amounted to about 20 per 
Iiijat'ur cent, more than last year. Of serious crime the only 

' form that calls for special notice is grievous hurt, 

which 1ms risen in numbers from 7 cases in 1888 and 16 in 1884 to 28 in 1885. 
There were three dacoities. In the prosecution of cases of robbery the Police 
wore as niisuccessfiil as last year. House-breaking and theft wore also more 
common this your than last. The general increase in offences against property 
is attributed by the District Superintendent to rise of prices during part of the 
year. The porcontugo of recoveries of stolen property has undergone an extra- 
orilinnry fall from 60 to 27. With regard to the Commissioner’s remarks on in- 
creaso if! ofTonoes against the Korest and A'bkitri laws, the Superintendent shows 
that the connection of the Police with crime relating to these departments was 
during the year of report extremely small. The particulars given of non-cogni- 
sable c!riiiio show that the percentage of convictions to persons brought t>eforo 
the courts is now only a little more than half what it wiis in 1883. The decline 
might engage the attention of the District Magistrate. * 

The Police are well reported on by the S>iperintondent, but the Commis¬ 
sioner does not think that recent complaints of their working nia<}c by the ])oople 
of Hijdpiir were altogether unfounded. Their educational attainrnonts are poor. 
Their conduct appears to have been fair and to have improved. The Suporintoud- 
ont points out that the si/.e of the district niid tho rapidly increasing iinport- 
anc<‘ t.>f Hijiipnr render it necessary that ho should have an Assistant, but there 
seems no likelihood t>f one being available. Tho Governor in Council alto- 
gotlu'r dtmbts tho necessity, and expects that in future the SujHM*intendent 
unaided will be able to visit more than 18 out of tlte 57 outposts iu the district. 
Only 2 out of 13 cases classed as ” serious ” wore loft unvisited by the Suporin- 
toudeut in person. 

60. Crime shows very marked docroase in Kanara this year and the district is 
Kanara surpassed by liatudgiri only in respect of freedom 

from crime. Cognisable offences reported numbered 
only 583 as against 883 last year and 1,054 the year before. All the testperoont- 
nges of couvintioris show at the sumo time mtioh greater success on the part of 
the Police. Statistics of soriou.s crime against the person present some disap¬ 
pointing features. There ware 7 dacoities, though there were none in the pre¬ 
vious year, and iu ojdy one of tho 7 was a couvietion obtained. Robbery 
and house-breaking have both fallen in numbers, but convictions were obtained 
in very few cases. 

Tho state of education is much tho same as last year. Tho district 
maintains its place in oilier of merit in this respect. Conduct as tested by 
necossity (or departmental puiiisliincnts would appear to have been good, bat 
6 men were convicted in the (Mminal Courts. The District Superintendent, 
Captain Maopherson, whoso mnnagomont of the-force is highly spoken of by the 
District Magistrate, appears to have personally performed a oonsiderable amount 



67. Thar© is a slight increase in reported crime in this district W the 
KoUbk. Police hare nearly maintained the high level of snooess 

, in dealing with it which tbej reached last year. They 

stall rank first in respect of number of oonvictiona in tu 9 motu cases. The 
’^cM.it is observ^. are in some inatanoea rather remarkable. Oases of rob¬ 
bery hare increased from 7 to 20. In no one case w* a conviction obtained. 
House-trespass and house-breaking, on the other hand, decreased from 37 to 22. 
Out of these 22 and 5 standing over from previous years, convictions wore bad 
in 24 oases, or nosrly 90 per cent., a result which is in strong contrast with the 
inability of the Police to detect robberies, and with tho generally low percen¬ 
tage of oonvictions in cases of house-breaking in other districts. There was no 
case of daooity this year. Non-cognisable crime is increasing, but the rate of 
convictions is diminishing stearlily. 

In reaprot of education tho force does not rank high, but it lias improved 
somewhat since last year. So it has iu roapeot of conduct. It is relatively to 
other districts very short of men, aiul tluj credit due to the Police foroo foi* the 
generally good results obtaiueil is all the greater. 

C8. Katn&giri is still the district with least crime in the whole Presidonoy. 

Ratn%iri. **‘0 Police, however, shows slight, falling 

off. Serious criiiie appears to he on the whole iiifre- 
quent. Tho only offonoo requiring notice appears to lxi kidnapping. There wore 
7 cases and no conviction. Iljitnitgiri has Iwen like Koh'iha free from dacoity 
during tlio year. Onliimry thefts have increased in number. Tho percentage tS 
recoveries of stolen property is this year tho highest obtained in any district. 
Non-cognisable crime has increased, but tho number of convictions grows 
steadily less. ” 

The Police birco of this district is after that of .\hrawlal)ad tho best oducatod 
in tho Pr»>fihlency. Its conduct appeal's to have boon excellent. t>nly [ per 
cent, of the men were piinisho.1 depart mentally, while none were con vict,<-d in the 
courts. No other dwtricl uppioaehes llatmlgiri in this respwjt. Tho iinpoction 
of outposts by tho SufM-rmtemloiit wa.s defective. This, the frispector-Ueiioral 
explains, was duo to tho fruipicut changos of oflicers during tho year. 
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69. The Governor in Council ha.s now cornmentod on tho most interrstinc 

f ioints in these reports and passed orders where they seemed to bo roiinirod 
.kicking at tho work of the Police as a whoh- lli.s Hxcelleiicv sees no reason to 
be dissatisfied with the yoar’.s rc.siilts or tho inea.inre of progress obsorvnblo 
The year’s returns are unfortnnat.ely stained by a series of heinous crinms sneli 
as in a year of prosperity like the one under review it, seldom fall.s to fils 
Excellency’s lot to notice. In part.s of the Presidency tho iin>ffieii*iiey of tho 
Police fur detection of sorion.s e'rinjes ngainst properly i.s matter for grave 
concern. In other localities again the conduct of the I’olice in their investiga- 
tions of offences has b<?on such as to firovoke public adinonitioti from (ho .Indges 
of the 11 igh Court. Put in spite of all this His Kxwllencv desires to record 
his opinion that there i.s steady, if slow, itn|ir(>veinent everywhere perceptible 
and that this improvement is all tho raopi* creditable to tlio force when the 
many adverse circumstances against which .Superinlotidouts have to labour are 
taken into full coushleratioii. 

70. The .strength of communal and caste feeling iij villages which so fro- 
quonr-lj effects complete suppression of evidence of the heaviest- crimes, the preju- 
dice of the populace in the larger towns which during the year under report 
culminated in one locality in the deliberati’ concoction of a false charge against an 
Inspector, and tho general disinclination among the lower classes to having 
any connection with Police matters even to the extent of giving loidenco in a 
pro.secution, are matters of common notoriety. These are diificulfios whirfi* 
would leave their impression on the returns of the work of a force niitncrically * 
strong and lonfe and oarofully trained. Tho Bombay Mofussii I’oboy 
neither the one nor tho other.

Hie^ Bxeid- 
lenoy ia CSouncil ia foll^ aware of tdl these oircumstances and has not omitted to 
give them earnest consideratton of recent years. His regret is all the more keen 
that {wesent financial conuderations absolutely prevent him from can^ix^ oat 
the measures for the improvement of the .force generally which experience 
^own to be urgently required. The revision of the terms of the contract with 
' ,the Imperial Qovornmeut suggested by the Finance Committee will not onfy 
prevent any increase of expenditure for some years to oomo, but it will also 
render necessary the most careful and economical administration of present 
resources. His Excolleooy in Council trusts that as soon as the present finan* 
clul pressure is removed he will be at liberty to initiate some of the reforms 
referred to. But in the meantime he must impress on alt coneemt^ that all 
expenditure not absolutely unavoidable must be postponed. The InspeotcW' 
General must regard it as one of bis most important duties to somtinise all 
proposals for fresh expenditure, and especially he must endeavour to meet de¬ 
mands for extra men by judicious withdrawals from other districts. His 9^* 
oellunoy awaits with interest his proposals—now long overdue—for a carefid 
ro-distnbution of the present sanctioned force. For the rest Bis Excellency is 
confident that he can count on the loyal oo.operation of the Oistriot Superin- 
tondeiits whoso year’s work ho has liad the satisfaction of reviewing above.
